Repeals the authority of the States to assume 
jurisdiction over Indians with respect to criminal 
offenses and civil causes of actions, committed or 
arising on Indian reservations within such States, 
without the consent of the Indians [amendina 67 
Stat, 588, Sections 6, 7].

Directs the Secretary of State to transmit to 
the Senate all international agreements other than 
treaties hereafter entered into by the United States, 
within sixty days after the execution thereof.

and functions presently vested in the Children's 
Bureau, Makes special provision for a Division of 
Juvenile Delinquency in the newly created Office of 
Children's Affairs and provides that such Bureau 
should carry out such duties with respect to juvenile 
delinquency as the Secretary may direct. Permits 
the establishment or transfer to the Office of such 
other bureaus, divisions, and sections as the Secre- 
tary may direct.

Provides for the return of all mineral interests

Indian owners and their successors in interest of 
such lands upon payment of a fair market value price 
for such mineral interests, 

S. 782. Reported in Senate June 5, 1956, 

Prohibits United States citizens from accepting 
any office or employment with the United Nations or 
any other international agency or organization unless 
they shall have first applied for and received a 
security clearance from the Attorney General, Such 
applications shall be in such form as the Attorney 
General shall by regulations prescribe and shall con- 
tain certain information set forth herein, The 
Attorney General shall expeditiously conduct such 
investigations to determine whether in his opinicn 
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there is a possibility of danger to the security of 
the United States by such employment, If he deter- 
mines that there is, he shall furnish the applicant 
a written denial together with a statement of his 
reason, 

Requires United States citizens presently 
employed by the United Nations or any other inter- 
national agency or organization to file a registra- 
tion statement with the Attorney General within 60 
days after enactment hereof in such form as he shall 
prescribe and containing certain information pre- 
scribed herein, 

Any United States citizen willfully failing to 
comply herewith, aiding or counseling another not 
to register, or willfully making a false application 
or registration statement will be subject to a $10,- 
000 fine and/or 5 years imprisonment.

S. 849, Approved July 30, 1956 (Public Law 835), 
Health Research Facilities Act of 1956 - Provides 
for a National Advisory Council on Health Research 
Facilities to consist of the Surgeon General of the 
Public Health Service who is to be the chairman, an 
official of the National Science Foundation desig- 
nated by the National Science Board, and 12 members 
appointed by the Secretary of Health, Education, and 
Welfare without regard to the civil service laws, 
Authorizes the use by the Surgeon General of 
the services of members of the Council and of members 
of certain other national advisory councils in connec- 
tion with matters of administration. Directs the 
Surgeon General to provide for consultation between 
the Council and other national advisory councils. 
Authorizes the payment of per diem compensation, 
as well as allowances for travel and subsistence, 
for members of the Council while attending conferences 
or meetings or otherwise serving at the request of 
the Secretary. 
Authorizes the appropriation of not to exceed 
$39 million for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1957, 
and not to exceed the same amount for each of the 
two succeeding fiscal years, for the making of grants- 
in-aid for the construction of facilities for research 
in the sciences related to health; and provides that 
any sums appropriated shall remain available until 
expended, Requires applications for grants to be 
made not later than June 30, 1959, Requires an appli- 
cant to be a public or nonprofit institution as deter- 
mined by the Surgeon General. Provides that a grant 
may be made to an applicant only if the application 
is first recommended for approval by the Council and 
is approved by the Surgeon General, Before giving 
his approval, requires the Surgeon General to find 
that (1) the applicant meets the eligibility con- 
ditions; (2) the application contains or is supported 
by reasonable assurances that (A) for not less than 
10 years after completion of construction, the facil- 
ity will be used for the purposes of research in the 
sciences related to health for which it is to be 
constructed, (B) sufficient funds will be available 
to meet the non-Federal share of the cost of con- 
structing the facility, and (C) sufficient funds will 
be available, when construction is completed, for 
effective use of the facility for the research for 
which it is being constructed; and (3) the proposed 
construction will expend the applicant's capacity 
for research in the sciences related to health, or 


is necessary to improve or maintain the quality of 
the applicant's research in the sciences related to 
health, 

Provides that the amount of any grant be such 
amount as has been recommended by the Council or such 
lesser amount as the Surgeon General determines to 
be appropriate; except that the grant may not exceed 
(1) 50 percent of the necessary cost of construction, 
or (2) in the case of a multipurpose facility, 50 
percent of that part of the necessary cost of con- 
struction which is proportionate to the contemplated 
use of the facility for research in the sciences 
related to health, 

Provides for "recapture" of funds from an 
applicant if within 10 years after completion of 
construction the applicant or other owner shall cease 
to be a public or nonprofit institution or the facil- 
ity shall cease to be used for the research purposes 
for which it was constructed, unless the Surgeon 
General determines that there is good cause for releas- 
ing the applicant or other owner from the obligation 
to use the facility for such research purposes, 

Provides that within 6 months after the date 
of enactment, the Surgeon General, after consulta- 
tion with the Council and with the approval of the 
Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare, shall 
prescribe general regulations governing the eligibil- 
ity of institutions and the terms and conditions for 
approving applications, Authorizes the Surgeon 
General to make, with the approval of the Secretary, 
necessary administrative and other regulations, 

Requires the Surgeon General, in consultation 
with the Council, to prepare and submit to the Presi- 
dent, for transmission to the Congress, an annual 
report summarizing the activities and making such 
recommendations as it may deem appropriate, 

S. 863. Reported in Senate July 7, 1956, 

Western Water Rights Settlement Act of 1956 - 
Removes clouds on water rights previously vested 
under the laws of the 17 Western States, Provides 
for the future acquisition under State law of rights 
to the use of all unappropriated waters, Provides 
adequate protection for Federal interests in the use 
and development of such waters, 

Applies this Act only in the State of Arizona, 
California, Colorado, Idaho, Kansas, Montana, Nebraska, 
Nevada, New Mexico, North Dakota, Oklahoma, Oregon, 
South Dakota, Texas, Utah, Washington, and Wyoming, 

Requires payment of just compensation and law- 
ful authorization in any intereference by Federal 
agencies or employees with rights to the use of 
water vested under State law, 

Declares all unappropriated waters, whether 
ground or surface, nonnavigable or navigable, avail- 
able for appropriation under State laws, Requires 
Federal agencies and permittees, licensees, and 
employees to acquire property rights to the use of 
water under State law in carrying out Federal water 
uses, Protects all existing rights of third parties 
under State or Federal law (including Indian rights). 

Excepts the storage and release of water solely 
for flood prevention from compliance with the fore- 
going property right requirement, 

Makes it clear that the Congress does not 
intend to interfere with lawful powers to acquire 
water rights by eminent domain, purchase, exchange, 
or gift. 





Denies enforcement against the United States 
of any right thereafter acquired which would be 
enforceable only because of a State law which dis- 
criminates against the United States in the acquisi- 
tion of water rights, 

Makes it clear that this Act is not intended 
to change the status quo so as to permit diversions 
of water storage in any national park or monument. 

Provides that nothing in this Act is to be 
construed to interfere with (1) rights of any State 
under court decree or interstate compact; (2) treaty 
obligations of the United States; or (3) existing 
Indian rights. 

Makes navigation uses subordinate to consumptive 
uses of water in these States, 

Provides that the reservation or withdrawal 
of public lands from entry alone shall not affect 
rights to the use of water theretofore or thereafter 
acquired under State law, 

Suspends construction of uncompleted project 
works on nonnavigable intrastate waters under a 
Federal power license or permit pending a determi- 
nation by the Federal Power Commission that there 
has been substantial compliance with the requirements 
of this Act. 

S. 890. Approved July 9, 1956 (Public Law 660), 

Water Pollution Control Act Amendments of 1956 - 
Authorizes $3,000,000 to be appropriated for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1957, and for each fiscal 
year through the fiscal year ending June 30, 1961 
for grants to States and interstate agencies to 
assist them in water pollution control programs. Pro- 
vides that the Surgeon General allot such funds on 
the basis of (1) the population; (2) the extent of 
the water pollution problem; and (3) the financial 
need of the respective States, Requires the States 
to submit their plans for such programs to the Surgeon 
General for his approval. Gives the State or agency 
right of appeal to the United States Court of Appeal 
from decisions of the Surgeon General. 

Provides that the Federal share be 100 percent 
less that percentage which bears the same ratio to 
50 percent as the per capita income of such State 
bears to the per capita income of the continental 
United States, Authorizes the Surgeon General to 
make grants for the necessary treatment works to pre- 
vent the discharge of untreated or inadequately 
treated sewage or other waste into any waters, Limits 
such grants to 30 percent of the reasonable cost or 
$250,000 whichever is smaller. Such sums are to be 
allotted as follows: (1) 50 percent of such sums 
in the ratio that the population of each State bears 
to the population of all the States; and (2) 50 per- 
cent of such sums in the ratio that the quotient 
obtained by dividing the per capita income of the 
United States by the per capita income of each State 
bears to the sum of such quotients for all the States. 

Establishes in the Public Health Service a 
Water Pollution Control Advisory Board to be composed 
of the Surgeon General and nine appointed members. 
Directs the Board to advise, consult with and make 
recommendations relating to water pollution. Makes 
necessary authorizations of appropriations, 

S., 898, Approved August 3, 1956 (Public Law 957). 

Authorizes the Interstate Commerce Commission 
to prescribe, with respect to the use by motor 
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carriers or motor vehicles not owned by them, in the 
furnishing of transportation of property (1) regula- 
tions requiring that any lease, contract, etc., be 
in writing; and (2) regulations to assure that while 
motor vehicles are being used the motor carriers 
will have full direction and control in accordance 
with the laws, 

Specifically provides that the Commission may 
not under this Act regulate leases where the motor 
vehicle is used by a farmer, cooperative association, 
or used by a carrier in a single movement in the 
general direction in which such vehicle is based 
[amending U. S. C. 49:304], 

S. 912. Approved August 2, 1956 (Public Law 916), 

Authorizes the Secretary of the uniformed serv- 
ices to specify an effective date for the retirement 
for permanent disability or placement on a temporary 
disability retired list of members of their respective 
uniformed services, 


S. 924, Reported in Senate April 18, 1956, 


S. 926, Approved March 1, 1956 (Public Law 423). 


S. 938, Approved August 3, 1956 (Public Law 953). 

Provides for the payment and collection of 
wages, requiring regular payment of wages at lease 
semimonthly, in the District of Columbia. Assists 
employees in collecting valid claims for wages due, 

Provides that wages shall be regularly paid in 
cash or by check; for payment of wages in the event 
of discharge, voluntary quitting, or in consequence 
of a labor dispute; and specifies the method of 
payment in the event of a dispute concerning the 
amount of wages due. 

Authorizes the Commissioners of the District of 
Columbia to represent employees in the collection of 
wages due them and unpaid, 

Provides that in cases of an employee who is 
responsible for monies belonging to the employer, 
the employer shall be allowed a period of four days 
from the date of discharge for the determination of 
the accuracy of the employees accounts at the end 
of which time all wages earned by the employee shall 
be paid. 

Subjects willful violations of the act to 
punishment as misdemeanors.

Approved July 9, 1956 (Public Law 659), 
Provides for the transfer of judges between 

the district courts and the Court of Claims and the 

Circuit Judges between the circuits, Permits a 

review of the budget estimates of the Court of Claims 

by the Judicial Conference [amending U. S. C. 28: 

291, 294] 


S. 985, Approved August 1, 1956 (Public Law 864), 

Establishes an Alaska International Rail and 
Highway Commission composed of twelve members to be 
appointed by the President, It shall be the duty 
of such Commission to make a thorough and complete 
study of the following: (1) the economic and mili- 
tary advantages of additional highway and rail 
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transportation facilities connecting continental 
United States with central Alaska; (2) the most 
feasible and direct routes of rail, and highway 
transportation between the United States and Alaska, 
in relation to the economic benefits to be derived 
therefrom by the United States, Canada, and Alaska; 
and (3) the most feasible feeder rail and highway 
routes connecting coastal ports and cities with the 
rail and highway facilities between the United States 
and Alaska, Authorizes the Commission to cooperate 
with the officials of the Dominion of Canada, 

S. 997. Approved July 9, 1956 (Public Law 661), 

Penalizes by a maximum fine of $10,000 and/or 
maximum imprisonment for 10 years the transportation, 
or inducement of any person to travel, in interstate 
commerce in the execution or concealment of a scheme 
or artifice to defraud that person of money or prop- 
erty having a value of $5,000 or mre [amending U,. S. 
C. 18:2314], 

S. 1053. Approved June 18, 1956 (Public Law 589), 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
dispose of certain lands in the State of Montana 
to the Phillips County Post of the American Legion, 
S. 1079, Reported in House July 18, 1956, 

Authorizes the Forest Service to dispose of 
small isolated parcels of national forest land which 
are difficult to administer because of their small 
Size and their isolation from larger national forest 
areas and also to dispose of land immediately adjacent 
to urban areas which is better suited for commercial, 
residential, or other purpose than it is for national 
forest use. 

Requires the Forest Service to file with the 
appropriate Committees of Congress notice of their 
intention to dispose of tracts of land in excess of 
320 acres. 
S. 1087, Passed by Senate July 2, 1956, 

Authorizes aftercare payments by the Youth 
Divisions of the United States Board of Parole up 
to $200 to any one parolee and limits such care to 
the first 90 days of parole supervision. Limits such 
payments to youthful offenders under the age of 
twenty-two, 

S. 1135. Approved August 3, 1956 (Public Law 955). 

Extends the benefits of the Federal Employees 
Compensation Act to senior members of the Civil Air 
Patrol who are injured or disabled, and to the sur- 
vivors of those who are killed, while engaged in 
activities authorized by the Air Force for the bene- 
fit of the United States. Makes eligibility for bene- 
fits under this bill retroactive to the organization 
of the Civil Air Patrol in 1941, but payments based 
on entitlement to FECA benefits are authorized only 
after the date of enactment of this bill. 

Sets $300 as the monthly compensation of such 
employees for purposes of computing disability and 
death benefits during active service in the patrol. 
Increases the wage base to $300 for such benefits 
received by members of the Coast Guard Auxiliary. 


1146, Approved June 25, 1956 (Public Law 611), 


S. 1161. Approved August 1, 1956 (Public Law 891), 
Abolishes the Fossil Cycad National Monument, 
South Dakota, effective September 1, 1957, and pro- 
vides that the lands of such Monument shall be 
administered by the Secretary of Interior as public 
lands.

S. 1188, Approved April 30, 1956 (Public Law 502), 
Permits the Comptroller of the Currency in his

S. 1194, Approved May 2, 1956 (Public Law 505),

Nebraska and for construction by the Secretary of 

the Army of the Wilson Dam and Reservoir, Kansas, 

as a unit of the Missouri River Basin project.

States for District sanitoriums, hospitals, train- 
ing schools, and other institutions, Allows such 
guards to carry firearms and gives them power to arrest

Increases the annuities of annuitants under 
the Foreign Service Retirement Act for officers who 
retired before July 1, 1949 so as to insure widows 
of such officers a total annuity of $1,200 per 
year. Provides an annuity of $1,200 per year for 
widows of a participant under the Foreign Service 
Retirement Act who are not now eligible to receive 
an annuity if the Secretary of State finds that she 
is in actual need and without other adequate means 
of support.

ests will not be incompatible with the development, 
maintenance, and operation of the reservoir projects 
and that reconveyance to former owners will be in 
the public interest, Provides that in the case that 
former owner is deceased conveyance would be made to 
legal heirs only. Requires such application for re-

shall be paid an allowance to be established by the 
department or establishment concerned not to exceed 
the expense required to be incurred by them in order 
to obtain their commission from and after January l, 
1955, 

Funds available to the departments and estab- 
lishments of the Federal Government and the municipal 
government of the District of Columbia for personal 
services or general administrative expenses shall be 
available to carry out the purposes of this Act.

Civil Service Retirement Act - Rewrites and 
liberalizes retirement benefits of Federal employees 
at no cost to them. Major new benefits are: (1) 
employee deductions are maintained at 6 percent and 
those of Members of Congress are increased to 7 per- 
cent; (2) the formula for computing annuities will 
be 1 percent plus $30 or 1 3/4 percent of average 
salary, multiplied by years of service, whichever is 
greater; (3) an employee electing a survivorship 
annuity will have his annuity reduced by 3 percent of 
the first $2,400 and 10 percent of the balance, instead 
of the present reduction of 5 percent of the first 
$1,500 and 10 percent of the balance; (4) an employee 
reaching age 62 after 5 years of service will be 
eligible for optional retirement and election of 
survivor benefits. Present law provides annuity after 
5 years of service but requires 15 years of service 
for election of survivor annuity; (5) continues the 
present right to retire on a reduced annuity at age 
55 after 30 years of service; (6) the reduction 
factor for retirement before reaching age 60 is changed 
from 3 percent to 1% percent a year for each year 
under age 60; (7) disability retirement benefits are 
liberalized by providing a minimum of the lesser of 
40 percent of the average salary or the annuity which 
would have been earned at age 60; (8) an annuity will 
be granted upon involuntary separation after attain- 
ing age 50 with 20 years of service, and the existing 
provision for annuity upon involuntary separation 
after 25 years of service regardless of age will be 
continued; and (9) the legislation will be effective 
on the first day of the first month beginning more 
than 60 days after enactment.

Directs the Secretary to conduct continuing

to commercial species and the conduct of educational 
and extension services relative to commercial and 
sport fishing, and wildlife matters; (7) any other 
matters which in the judqment of the Secretary are 
of public interest in connection with any phases of 
fish and wildlife operations. 

The Secretary of the Interior, with such advice 
and assistance as he may require from the Assistant 
Secretary for Fish and Wildlife, shall consider and 
determine the policies and procedures that are neces- 
sary and desirable in carrying out efficiently and 
in the public interest the laws relating to fish and 
wildlife. Directs the Secretary with the assistance 
of the departmental staff herein authorized to: (1) 
develop and recommend measures which are appropriate 
to assure the maximum sustainable production of fish 
and fishery products and to prevent unnecessary and 
excessive fluctuations in such production; (2) study 
the economic condition of the industry, and whenever 


he determines that any seqment of the domestic fisheries 
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has been seriously disturbed either by wide fluctua- 
tion in the abundance of the resource supporting it, 
or by unstable market or fishing conditions or due 

to any other factors he shall make such recommenda- 
tions to the President and the Congress as he deems 
appropriate to aid in stabilizina the domestic 
fisheries; (3) develop and recommend special pro- 
motional and informational activities with a view to 
stimulating the consumption of fishery products 
whenever he determines that there is a prospective 

or actual surplus of such products; (4) take such

providina for federally quaranteed loans and direct 
Federal loans in case of future flood losses, and 
(4) combinations of flood insurance and flood loans. 

Authorizes the Housina and Home Finance Admin- 
istrator to appoint a Commissioner to assist him in 
carrying out the provisions of the act, Requires 
the Administrator to maintain an intearal set of 
accounts to be audited annually by the General 
Accountina Office in accordance with principles and 
procedures applicable to commercial transactions as 
provided by the Government Corporation Control Act. 

Provides the basic authority for the Administrator 
to provide insurance and reinsurance against loss re- 
sultina from damace to or destruction of real or 
personal property due to flood occurrina within 
the lnited States, its Territories and possessions, 
and the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, Provides that 
the property covered may be owned privately or by 
a State or local covernment and agencies thereof.

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DIGEST OF PUBLIC GENERAL BILLS 
SENATE BILLS 


S. 2762. Mr. Payne and others; 


(Banking and Currency). 


January 5, 1956 


Redefines the term "families" under the 
United States Housing Act of 1937 so as to include 
a person as a family who is over the age of sixty- 
five. Gives second preference under the veterans' 
preference provisions of the Act relating to low- 
rent housing to elderly families, and, as among such 
families,gives first preference to families of 
disabled veterans whose disability has been deter- 
mined by the Veterans Administration. 

Permits the Public Housing Commissioner under 
regulations prescribed by him to waive certain 
requirements relating to unsafe, unsanitary or 
overcrowded dwellings in the case of such low-rent 
housing for elderly persons. 

Permits the Housing Commissioner to: (1) make 
loans to public housing agencies to assist in the 
development, acquisition, or administration of low- 
rent housing for elderly families; (2) make annual 
contributions to public housing agencies to assist 
in achieving and maintaining the low-rent character 
of housing for elderly persons; (3) authorize 
commencement of construction of 15,000 such dwelling 
units for elderly persons; and (4) make and use 
discretion in providing low-rent housing for elderly 
families when he finds there is an acute shortage 
of adequate housing for elderly persons [amending 
U. S. C. 42:1402, 1410, 1415]. 

S. 2763. Mr. Payne; January 5, 1956 (Judiciary). 

Provides that in case of the physical inability 
of the President to discharge the powers and the 
duties of his office, he shall by written communi- 
cation notify the Congress by sending such notice 
to the Speaker of the House of Representatives 
and the president pro tempore of the Senate. Upon 
the transmission of such communication, the powers 
and the duties of such office will fall upon the 
Vice President of the United States until the 
President notifies the Congress of his ability to 
reassume the powers and the duties of his office or 
until a new President is inaugurated. 

If there is no Vice President at the time of 
such communication then the duties of the Office 
of the President will devolve upon the appropriate 
officer in the line of succession to the Office. 

In the case of the inability of the Vice President 
to perform such duties, such powers and duties will 
devolve upon the appropriate officer in the line of 
succession. 

Provides that if the Vice President has 
sufficient cause to believe that the President of the 
United States is suffering from a physical inability 
to discharge the powers and duties of his office and 
by reason thereof he is unable to notify Congress, 
the Vice President shall so notify the Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court of the United States. Upon 
receipt of such notice the Chief Justice shall 
establish a panel of not less than three or more than 
five members to be appointed by him from qualified 
medical specialists in civil life to examine the 
President. Each shall submit an individual report 
to the Chief Justice of the physical condition of 
the President with a conclusion on the question 
whether the President is able to discharge the 


powers and the duties of his office. If all 
members concur in the conclusion that the President 
is incapable of discharging his duties the Chief 
Justice shall so notify the Congress and such 
communication shall have the same effect as a 
notification from the President. 

S. 2764. Mr. Case of South Dakota; January 5, 1956 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to 
increase farm marketing quotas and acreage allot- 
ments for the 1956 crop of wheat for farms located 
in counties in the States of Minnesota, Montana, 
North Dakota, and South Dakota, which are designated 
by the Secretary as counties capable of producing 
class II durum wheat and have produced such wheat 
for commercial food products during one or more of 
the ten-year period 1946-1955. Prohibits such 
increase to exceed the difference between the acreage 
of cropland on the farm suitable for the production 
of wheat and the wheat acreage allotment, if any, 
determined without regard to this subsection, and 
conditions the increase upon the production thereon 
of class II durum wheat [amending U. S. C. 7:1334 
(e)]. 
S. 2765. Mr. Case of South Dakota; January 5, 1956 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Makes retroactive to July 16, 1952 the provisions 
of Public Law 280, 84th Congress (now effective 
October 1, 1955), which provide that education and 
training allowances paid to veterans pursuing 
institutional on-farm training under the Veterans' 
Readjustment Assistance Act of 1952 shall not be 
reduced until after the first twelve months of their 
training [amending Public Law 280, 84th Congress]. 

S. 2766. Messrs. Robertson and Smith of New Jersey; 
January 5, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Authorizes the President of the United States, 
in connection with the celebration of the one 
hundredth anniversary of the birth of Woodrow Wilson, 
to issue a proclamation designating the year 1956 
as the Woodrow Wilson Centennial Year, and inviting 
the people of the United States to join in appropriate 
observances dedicated to the memory of Woodrow Wilson. 
S. 2768. Mr. Saltonstall (for Mr. Kennedy and others); 
January 5, 1956 (Banking and Currency). 


National Flood Insurance Act of 1956 - Authorizes 
the Administrator of the Small Business Administration 
to establish insurance and/or reinsurance against 
damages to or loss of privately owned real property 
due to any flood occurring within the United States 
(including damage due to hurricane-driven tides and 
tidal waves, and other high-water damage from either 
salt or fresh water). Permits such insurance to 
cover commercial, industrial, or residential property, 
and privately owned inventories. Gives the Adminis- 
trator the powers to prescribe (1) uniform premium 
rates for each type of insurance and/or reinsurance 
and (2) the terms and conditions under which such aid 
is to be given and the areas within which each rate 
shall be applicable. Gives the Administrator the 
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S. 2769 


power by regulation to provide for the determination 
of (1) the types and location of property with 

respect to such insurance; (2) the nature and limit 

of loss or damage; (3) the rates, terms and conditions; 
and (4) such other matters as may be necessary to 
carry out the provisions of this Act. 

Limits the amount of insurance covering the 
loss or damage to any single piece of real property 
to $250,000. Authorizes the establishment of a 
National Flood Insurance Fund in the Treasury of the 
United States to finance such insurance and/or 
reinsurance. Provides for coordination with other 
programs having responsibilities for flood control 
and flood damage. 


S. 2769. Mr. Russell; January 5, 1956 (Government 
Operations). 


Authorizes the Administrator of General 
Services to convey to the city of Hogansville, 
Georgia, certain land in such city in consideration 
of the sum of one dollar. 


S. 2770. Mr. Magnuson (by request); January 5, 1956 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce), 


Grants the Interstate Commerce Commission the 
power to alleviate shortages of railroad freight 
cars during periods of emergency by imposing such 
charges applicable to any type of freight cars in 
any section of the country, as in the opinion of the 
Commission are reasonably calculated to relieve 
shortages, with the additional charges to be paid 
by the carrier to the owners [amending U. S. C. 

49:1 (15)]. 


S. 2771. Messrs, Thye and Hill; January 5, 1956 
(Armed Services). 


Authorizes the Secretary of Defense to lend 
certain Army, Navy, and Air Force equipment to the 
Boy Scouts of America for use at the Fourth National 
Jamboree of the Boy Scouts of America. Requires 
the Secretary of Defense to take from the Boy Scouts 
of America good and sufficient bond for the safe 
return of the equipment in good order and condition, 
without expense to the United States. 


S. 2772. Messrs, Thye and Hill; January 5, 1956 
(Armed Services). 


Authorizes the Secretary of Defense to lend 
certain Army, Navy, and Air Force equipment to the 
Boy Scouts of America for use at the World Jamboree 
of Boy Scouts to be held in England in 1957. 
Authorizes the Secretary of Defense to provide 
transportation to the Boy Scouts of America to the 
World Jamboree in England in 1957 and for their 
return on a vessel of the Military Sea Transportation. 
Requires the Secretary to take a good and sufficient 
bond to insure the return of the equipment and the 
actual cost of the transportation. 


S. 2773. Mr. Thye; January 5, 1956 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
add a part of the Pipestone School Reserve to the 
Pipestone National Monument in the State of Minnesota. 
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S. 2774. Mr. Thye; January 5, 1956 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes @ per capita payment of $75 to the 
Red Lake Band of Chippewa Indians in Minnesota. 
The payment is to be made in two installments, the 
first of $50 and the second of $25 within sixty 
days of the first. The payments are to be made from 
the sale of timber and lumber on the Red Lake 
Reservation. 


S. 2775. Mr. Thye; January 5, 1956 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Gives the Administrator of the Small Business 
Administration wider discretion in granting loans 
for plant construction and loans as the result of 
catastrophes by combining the appropriation 
limitation on such loans and increases such combined 
limitation to $200,000,000 (now limited to $150,000, - 
000 for plant construction and $25,000,000 for 
catastrophes [amending 67 Stat. 233]. 


S. 2776. Messrs. Thye and Mundt; January 5, 1956 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to make 
price supports available to cooperators (producers 
whose planted acreage does not exceed their farm 
acreage allotment) for any crop of any basic 
agricultural commodity, if producers have not 
disapproved marketing quotas for such crops. 

The level for tobacco shall not be in excess 
of 90 percent nor less than 75 percent. Sets the 
level of support where marketing quotas are in 
effect at 90 percent of the parity price. Sets up 
a table for levels of other basic agricultural 
commodities not exceeding 100 percent of the parity 
price nor less than 70 percent of the parity price. 
Permits the Secretary of Agriculture to make price 
support levels not in excess of 70 percent through 
operations other than loans or purchases if he 
deems such to be necessary. 

Provides that the level of price support for 
any crop of basic agricultural commodities except 
tobacco for which marketing quotas have been dis- 
approved shall be 50 percent of the parity price. 
Prohibits price support for any crop of tobacco for 
which marketing quotas have been disapproved. 

Provides that the level of price support for 
corn grown outside the commercial corn-producing 
areas shall be 75 percent of the level to cooperators 
in the commercial corn-producing areas. Permits 
price supports to be made available to noncooperators 
at such levels, not in excess of the level of price 
support to cooperators, as the Secretary determines 
will facilitate the effective operation of the 
program. Provides that the level of price supports 
on wheat to States designated by the Agricultural 
Adjustment Act as outside of the Commercial wheat- 
producing area, be 75 percent of the level of price 
Support to cooperators in the commercial wheat- 
producing areas. 

Applies the provisions of the Act to American 
upland cotton and extra long staple cotton described 
in section 347 of the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 
1938 [amending 63 Stat. 1051]. 





S. 2777. Messrs. Chavez and Anderson; January 5, 


1956 (Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Requires that the head of any Federal department 
or agency, which owns or controls any Federal lands, 
be subject to the game and fish laws of the State or 
Territory within which the lands are situated, 
Requires that any hunting, trapping, or fishing on 
the Federal lands be done in strict accordance with 
the game and fish laws of the State or Territory. 

S. 2784, Mr. Smathers; January 5, 1956 (Government 
Operations). 


Directs the Administrator of General Services 
to convey without consideration certain public 
lands in Don Ce-Sar Place, Florida to the town of 
Don Ce-Sar Place, Florida. The land conveyed is 
to be used for park and recreational purposes. 


S. 2787. Mr, Sparkman; January 5, 1956 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Increases each farm acreage allotment for cotton 
for 1956 by such amount as may be necessary to 
provide an allotment equal to the smaller of (1) 
four acres or (2) 80 percent of the highest acreage 
planted to cotton on the farm in any of the years 
1953, 1954, and 1955. Makes such acreage in addition 
to the national marketing quota proclaimed by the 
Secretary of Agriculture for the year 1956. 


S. 2788. Mr. Sparkman; January 5, 1956 (Interior 
and Insular Affairs). 


Quiets title and possession with respect to 
certain real property in the State of Alabama. 


S. 2790, Mr. Sparkman and others; January 5, 1956 


(Banking and Currency). 


Acknowledges the responsibility of Congress to 
establish a national policy designed to provide 
adequate housing for elderly persons and that the 
full utilization of our national resources is 
necessary not only to meet the needs of hitherto 
neglected groups but to encourage the orderly 
growth and development of a healthy housing 
industry. 

Creates an elderly persons housing insurance 
fund and provides liberal credit terms as an 
incentive to private industry to build suitable 
housing for the aged. Broadens the opportunities 
for low-income elderly persons to find shelter in 
public housing accommodations. 

Redefines the term "families" under the 
National Housing Act of 1937 as meaning families 
consisting of two or more persons or consisting of 
a single person sixty-five years of age or over or 
the residuum of a tenant family. Authorizes the 
Housing Authority to enter into contracts for loans 
and annual contributions for 10,000 low-rent dwelling 
units designed for elderly families on July 1, 1956 
and an additional 10,000 units on July 1 in each 
additional year 1957, 1958, 1959, and 1960. 
Increases the total authorizations for annual 
contributions by $4 million on July 1, 1956 and by 
an additional $4 million each year for four ad- 
ditional years thereafter. 


S. 2809 


Permits the waiver of income requirements 
applicable to other families for elderly families. 
Authorizes the Housing and Home Finance Administrator 
to conduct an extensive research program covering 
all aspects of the growing problem of supplying 
adequate housing for the aged, and provides for 
the establishment of an Advisory Committee under 
the sponsorship of the Administrator of the Housing 
and Home Finance Agency. 

S. 2791. Mr. Hennings; January 5, 1956 (Judiciary). 

Gives the Federal District Courts jurisdiction 
to try persons not now subject to military juris- 
diction for certain offenses committed by them 
while subject to military jurisdiction. 

S. 2792. Mr. Hennings; January 5, 1956 (Judiciary). 

Provides the death penalty for the willful 
destruction of any aircraft which has resulted in 
the death of any person, or life imprisonment 
if the jury shall in its discretion so direct. 
Provides a fine of not more than $10,000 or imprison- 
ment for not more than twenty years or both, for the 
willful attempt to destroy such aircraft. If 
bodily injury results from such acts the act 
provides at least twenty years imprisonment. Fixes 
penalties for the negligent wrecking of aircraft. 

S. 2794, Mr. Bender; January 5, 1956 (Finance). 

Exempts from the admissions tax under the 
Internal Revenue Code of 1954 any admission to a 
boxing match or exibition, if all the proceeds 
therefrom are used to provide toys, gifts, and 

arties for needy or under privileged children 
candies U. S. C. 26:4233 (a)]. 

S. 2799. Mr. Anderson and others; January 5, 1956 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to make 
a study of various methods of disposing of surplus 
agricultural commodities. Requires him to submit 
to the Congress within thirty days after the en- 
actment of this Act a detailed program for the 
orderly and complete liquidation within not more 
than five years of all surplus stocks of agricultural 
commodities held by the Commodity Credit Corporation. 
S. 2808. Mr. Langer; January 5, 1956 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Directs the coinage of 100,000 silver 50-cent 
pieces in commemoration of the one-hundredth anni- 
versary of the birth of Theodore Roosevelt. 

S. 2809. Mr. Langer; January 5, 1956 (Finance). 

Amends Veterans Regulation l(a) to provide 
that for purposes of part III active tuberculosis 
shall be deemed permanently and totally disabling. 
Increases income limitation under part III to 
$1,800 (now $1,400) and $3,000 (now $2,700) as to 
unmarried persons and married persons with minor 
children respectively, and alters bases for dis- 
ability pension awards under part III. 
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S. 2810 


S. 2610. Mr. Langer; January 5, 1956 (Finance). 
Permits veterans who had active service on or 
after October 8, 1940 and prior to the enactment of 
the Insurance Act of 1951 to obtain nonparticipating 
term insurance under the National Service Life 
Insurance Act of 1940, if such veterans were dis- 
charged under conditions other than dishonorable 
after service of at least ninety days or were dis- 
charged because of disability incurred in or 
aggravated by service. The veterans must file 
application for the insurance within one year after 
the enactment of this Act, pay the premiums, and 
present evidence satisfactory to the Administrator 
that the applicant is in good health at the time of 
the application. Grants the insurance upon the 
Same terms and conditions as are contained in the 
Standard policies of national service life insurance 
on the five-year level premium term with certain 
exceptions. Limits the insurance to $10,000. 
S. 28612. Mr. Langer; January 5, 1956 (Judiciary). 
Extends until December 31, 1957 (now December 31, 
1956) the time within which visas for immigrants may 
be issued under the Refugee Relief Act of 1953 
[amending 67 Stat. 407]. 
S. 2613. Mr. Langer; January 5, 1956 (Judiciary). 
Increases to eight thousand (now four thousand) 
the number of special nonquota visas which may be 
issued to orphans under the Refugee Relief Act of 
1953. Raises the age limitation for eligible orphans 
“i the Act to twelve (now ten)[amending 67 Stat. 
402 |. 


S. 2814. Mr. 


Langer; January 5, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Makes it a crime for any Federal employee to 
make threats to a taxpayer for the purpose of 
collecting taxes due the United States. Fixes 
penalties for the violation of this Act of a fine 
not more than $1,000 or imprisonment for not more 
than one year, or both, and removal from the 
position as an officer or employee of the United 
States. 


S. 2816. Mr. Langer; January 5, 1956 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 


Readjusts postal classification rates on edu- 
cational and cultural materials. Adds to the 
materials eligible for the general domestic rates 
on books and educational films the following 
additional items: (1) scholarly bibliographies; 

(2) sheet music; (3) educational tests; and (4) 
authors' manuscripts. Removes the geographical 

limit on the library domestic rates on books and 
educational films and makes the following additional 
items eligible for these rates: (1) scholarly bibli- 
ographies; (2) sheet music; (3) bound academic theses 
and bound periodicals; and (4) other library materials 
including manuscripts. Provides that it is the sense 
of Congress that the United States should encourage 
the international exchange of American educational, 
cultural, and artistic materials by adopting the

Limits the size of fourth class mail matter 
at the post office at Grand Forks, North Dakota to 
one hundred inches in girth and length combined and 
provides that the limit of weight shall be over 
eight ounces and not exceeding seventy pounds. 


S. 2818. Mr. Monroney; January 5, 1956 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Removes the Civil Aeronautics Administration 
from the control and supervision of the Secretary 
of Commerce and establishes it as an independent 
agency of the Federal Government. 


S. 2819. Mr. Beall; January 5, 1956 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Authorizes the disposition of surplus agri- 
cultural commodities and products therefrom, to 
Federal, State, and local penal and correctional 
institutions [amending U. S. C. 7:1431]. 

S. 2821. Mr. Beall; January 5, 1956 (Judiciary). 

Relieves the United States District Court for 
the District of Maryland from holding Court at 


Cumberland and Denton, Maryland [amending U. S. C. 
28:100]. 


S. 2822. Mr. Goldwater; January 5, 1956 (Interior 
and Insular Affairs). 


Directs the Secretary of the Interior to 
transfer by patent all the right, title, and 
interest of the United States and the Hualapai 
Tribe of Indians in and to a tract of land within 
the Hualapai Indian Reservation, Arizona, to School 
District Numbered 8, Mohave County, Arizona. 

S. 2825. Mr. Ives; January 5, 1956 (Public Works). 

Provides for a preliminary examination and 
survey to be made of Little River and Cayuga Creek 
at and in the vicinity of Cayuga Island, Niagara 
County, New York, in the interest of flood control 
and allied purposes. 

S. 28628. Messrs. Barrett and O'Mahoney; January 5, 
1956 (Government Operations). 


Directs the Administrator of General Services, 
upon certification to him by the Secretary of Defense 
and the Governor of Wyoming to convey a portion of 
the former prisoner of war camp, near Douglas, 
Converse County, Wyoming, to the State of Wyoming. 

S. 2829, Mr, Allott; January 5, 1956 (Judiciary). 

Makes the willful damage and destruction of 
aircraft and motor vehicles used, operated, or 
employed in interstate or foreign commerce a 
criminal offense. Fixes the penalty for violation 





of this Act as death if such violation results in 

the death of any person, or life imprisonment if the 

jury in its discretion so directs. Provides a 

fine of not more than $10,000 or imprisonment for not 

more than 20 years, or both, for the willful attempt 

to violate the provisions of this Act. 

S. 2830. Mr. Dirksen; January 5, 1956 (Finance). 
Repeals the Federal taxes on the admission, 

refreshment, service, and merchandise at roof 

gardens, cabarets, and other similar places [amending 

U. S. C. 26:4231, 4232]. 

S. 28631. Mr. Dirksen; January 5, 1956 (Public Works). 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Army to acquire 

on the behalf of the United States certain lands 

in the Sinnissippi Lake, Illinois, in connection 

with the operation of the Illinois and Mississippi 

Canal. 

S. 2832. Mr. Dirksen; January 5, 1956 (Judiciary). 
Provides that a discharge in bankruptcy shall 

not relieve a bankrupt of liabilities for obtaining 

money or property by fraud [amending U. S. C. 11:35]. 

Mr, Capehart; January 5, 1956 (Interior 
and Insular Affairs). 


Directs the Secretary of the Interior to quit- 
claim, without consideration, all interest of the 
United States in and to certain lands located in the 
city of Vincennes, Indiana, to the State of Indiana 
and to the Board of Trustees for the Vincennes 
University, Vincennes, Indiana. 

S. 2844, Mr. Thurmond; January 5, 1956 (Finance). 

Denies tax-exempt status under the Internal 
Revenue Code of 1954 to any organization which promotes 
lawsuits to which such an organization is not a 
party. Disallows tax exemption on gifts, contributions, 
requests, devises, legacies, or transfers made to 
such organizations. 

S. 2845. 


Mr. Thurmond; January 5, 1956 (Interstate 


and Foreign Commerce). 


Bans the consumption or the service of alcoholic 
beverages aboard commercial and service airliners as 
a safety measure for commercial air safety. 

S. 2848. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; January 5, 
1956 (Banking and Currency). 


Reestablishes a system of seniority for the 
rental of Government housing constructed at military 
bases so as to insure the rental of those earlist 
constructed units prior to subsequently constructed 
units. 

. 2850, 


Mr. Langer; January 5, 1956 (Finance). 


Increases the annual income limitation governing 
the payment of pensions for disabilities or death 
not the result of service to veterans and their 
dependents. 
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S. 2853 


S. 2851. Mr. Goldwater; January 5, 1956 (Labor and 


Public Welfare). 


Transfers certain lands from the Veterans’ 
Administration to the Department of the Interior 
for the benefit of the Yavapai Indians of Arizona. 
S. 2852. Mr. Capehart and others; January 5, 1956 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Establishes in the executive branch of the 
Government an agency to be known as the International 
Food Community Board to be composed of five members 
who shall be appointed by the President of the 
United States from among the heads of Departments 
in the executive branch most concerned with the 
purposes of this Act. 

Authorizes the Board to appoint necessary 
employees and appoint for any State or regional area, 
a State or regional liaison committee composed of 
three members for advice and recommendations. Gives 
the Board the duty of formulating and putting into 
effect programs which will: (1) distribute over a 
period of approximately three years all of the 
stocks of Government-owned surplus agricultural 
commodities to needy persons in the United States 
and in friendly foreign countries; (2) carry out 
the distribution in such a manner which will not 
materially displace, disrupt, or interrupt existing 
commercial markets; (3) carry out such distribution, 
to the maximum extent feasible, through the facil- 
ities of private nonprofit organizations in the 
United States and abroad and through locally sponsor- 
ed or locally administered plans of operation; (4) 
provide adequate transportation and storage; (5) 
process commodities into consumable goods wherever 
possible without cost to the Government.and (6) 
provide reimbursement of the costs incurred by the 
Board. 

Authorizes the Board to obtain Government-owned 
surplus agricultural commodities from the Commodity 
Credit Corporation, enter into contracts for the 
processing of consumable goods, and enter into 
agreements for the transportation of such goods. 
Permits the Board to distribute such goods at such 
prices, not in excess of the fair value thereof, 
as the recipients are able to pay. 

Requires the Board to submit annually reports 
to the Congress on its activities under the Act. 
Provides that this Act shall expire on June 30, 1960. 
S. 2853. Mr. Bush; January 5, 1956 (Public Works). 

Authorizes the construction of flood protection 
measures not specifically authorized by law along 
the Delaware, Housatonic, Farmington, Thames, and 
Blackstone Rivers and other rivers in New England, 
Pennsylvania, and New York. Gives the Secretary 
of the Army and the Chief of Engineers the discretion 
to determine where such measures are warranted, 
Limits the expenditures under this Act to June 30, 
1960, and limits such expenditures in any one fiscal 
year to $10,000,000. Provides a limitation of $500,- 
000 for any single project during any fiscal year. 
Requires the Secretary of the Army to submit all 
projects in excess of $150,000 to the respective 
Committees on Public Works in the Senate and the 
House of Representatives.

S. 2854. Mr. Bush and others; January 5, 1956 
(Banking and Currency). 


Increases to $12,000 (now $7,000) the maximum 
principal amount of a mortgage that may be insured 
by the Federal Housing Authority to enable re- 
construction of a single family home which has 
been destroyed or damaged in a major disaster. 
Increases by $60,000,000 the insurance authorization 
of the Federal Housing Administration so as to 
provide the Administration with adequate authori- 
zation to meet the increased demand for insurance 
resulting from the enactment of this Act [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 12:1709(h), 1715(h)]. 


S. 2855. Mr. Bush and others; January 5, 1956 
(Banking and Currency). 


Temporary Housing Disaster Relief Stockpiling 
of 1956 - Enables the Housing and Home Finance 
Administrator to establish and maintain an adequate 
stockpile of temporary housing at suitable locations 
throughout the nation. Requires the Administrator 
to dismantle 1,000 units of temporary housing 
provided under the Defense Housing and Community 
Facilities and Services Act of 1951, and store and 
maintain such units as a stockpile to be available 
for immediate use in the event of a major disaster. 
Directs the Administrator to store these houses at 
various locations in the continental United States. 
Provides that rent for such houses shall not exceed 
a rate sufficient to cover the cost of operating 
and maintaining the unit occupied and a proportionate 
share of common operating and maintenance costs of 
the project. 


S. 2856. Mr. Bush and others; January 5, 1956 
(Banking and Currency). 


Consolidates the Small Business Administration 
funds which are available for business loans and 
disaster loans and increases the consolidated 
amount by $25 million over its present authorized 
figure which is now $275 million. Makes a total of 
$300 million appropriations authorized for the 
Small Business Administration for either business 
or catastrophe loans, to be used in its discretion 
[amending 67 Stat. 233]. 


S. 2857. Mr. Bush and others; January 5, 1956 
(Banking and Currency). 


Provides express statutory authority for 
channeling Federal procurement contracts into areas 
of major disasters. Gives the President of the 
United States the authority to decide when an area 
is important to the economic mobilization base and 
vests him with the authority and discretion to 
place into operation such a procurement program. 
Provides that upon a finding that an area is an 
important source of goods or services needed in the 
event of economic mobilization, the President is 
directed to arrange for awarding negotiated contracts 
for procuring materials or services needed by the 
Federal Government from major disaster victims 
capable of satisfactory performance. Increases 
to $15 million (now $5 million) the amount authorized 
to be appropriated to carry out the purposes of the 
Federal Disaster Relief Act.

Small Business Administration Catastrophe 
Loan Amendments Act of 1956 - Extends the maximum 
maturity for catastrophe business loans to twenty 
years, making this period the maximum maturity for 
all of the Small Business Administration catastrophe 
loans. Establishes a statutory maximum of three 
percent as the interest rate for all Small Business 
Administration catastrophe loans. Directs the 
Small Business Administration to use its general 
powers to channel Federal procurement contracts to 
small business enterprises in major disaster areas 
[amending 67 Stat. 232]. 


S. 2859. Mr. Bush and others; January 5, 1956 
(Banking and Currency). 


Makes it possible for needy disaster victims 
to obtain rent-free shelter in Government controlled 
housing. Authorizes the President of the United 
States to contract with each Government authority 
making such housing available. Such contracts 
may provide for annual contributions to the authority 
to the extent necessary to make up the deficit in 
operating expenses caused by permitting such rent 
free occupancy. 


S. 2860. Mr. Bush and others; January 5, 1956 
(Public Works). 


Provides for the construction, under the 
direction of the Secretary of the Army and the 
supervision of the Chief of Engineers, of additional 
flood control reservoirs in the Connecticut River 
Basin, 


S. 2861. Mr. Bush and others; January 5, 1956 
(Public Works). 


Increases to $30,000,000 (now $10,000,000) the 
amount authorized as an emergency relief fund by 
section 7 of the Federal-Aid Highway Act of 1952 for 
the repair and construction of highways and bridges 
damaged as a result of a disaster over a wide area 
[amending 67 Stat. 161]. 


S. 2862. Mr. Bush and others; January 5, 1956 
(Banking and Currency). 


National Flood Indeminity Act of 1956 - Proposes 
to promote the general welfare by making available 
two programs—(1) a program of flood indeminities in 
cooperation with the various States, and (2) a 
program of reinsurance of private insurers who insure 
against flood risks. Authorizes the Administrator 
of the Housing and Home Finance Administration to 
issue indemnity contracts to persons for damage to 
or loss of real property, business inventories, 
stored agricultural commodities, household effects, 
and other such personal property as he may determine, 
resulting from floods. Requires the payment of a fee 
by the person indemnified and authorizes the Adminis- 
trator to determine by regulation the types and 
location of property and the nature and limits of 
damage or loss which may be covered, as well as the 
fees, terms, and conditions of such contracts. 

Limits the maximum coverage in the favor of 
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any one person at $250,000 per contract. Limits 

the liability of the United States at any one time 
at $1,900 million, but permits the President to 
increase this amount by not to exceed $1 billion. 
Permits the Administrator to determine the aggregate 
amount which may be in force at any time in 
particular geographical areas. 

Authorizes the Administrator to reinsure 
private insurance companies against loss on account 
of insurance issued by such companies against 
flood risks, covering real or personal property. 
Authorizes the Administrator to select the plans 
of reinsurance which he believes will best effectuate 
the purposes of this Act. Limits such reinsurance 
only where such insurance would not otherwise be 
available, Permits him to prescribe premium rates 
which shall be based on the risks involved, in the 
judgment of the Administrator, so as to establish 
a reserve for all losses. Gives the Administrator 
specific authority to determine by regulation the 
terms and conditions of policies of insurance 
against flood risks, which are issued by private 
companies who are reinsured under this Act, in- 
cluding (1) the types of property to be covered, 

(2) the maximum premium rate to be charged and (3) 
the nature and limits of the losses to be covered. 

Prohibits the Administrator from providing 
reinsurance when it is available at reasonable 
rates and upon reasonable terms from private sources. 
Limits reinsurance in force at any one time to $100 
million, 

Establishes in the Housing and Home Finance 
Agency a new constituent unit to be known as the 
Federal Flood Indemnity Administration. The new 
unit is to be headed by a Commissioner appointed by 
the Administrator. Authorizes the Administrator 
to establish a Federal Flood Reinsurance Fund to 
finance the provisions of this Act. Authorizes the 
Administrator to consult with Federal interstate, 
State, and local agencies having responsibilities 
for land use, flood control, flood zoning, and flood 
damage prevention, for the purpose of coordinating 
the respective programs. Directs the Secretary of 
Agriculture and the Administrator to coordinate the 
administration of their respective programs con- 
cerning indemnities, insurance and reinsurance on 
agricultural commodities. 

Exempts all claims under this Act from attach- 
ment, levy, or garnishment or any other legal process 
or to deduction because of any indebtedness of the 
insured or his estate to the United States, except 
claims of the United States under the Act. 


S. 2865. Mr. 


Knowland; January 9, 1956 (Finance). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury to 
accept on behalf of the United States gifts made on 
the sole condition that they be used to reduce the 
public debt of the United States. 

S. 2866. Messrs. Morse, Sparkman, and Lehman; 
January 9, 1956 (Banking and Currency). 


Increases the total authorizations for disaster 
loans and business loans under the Small Business 
Administration by $50 million. Combines the business 
loan fund and the disaster loan fund, thereby 
giving the Small Business Administration wider 
discretion in making such loans (now business loan 
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fund limited to $150 million and the disaster 

loan fund to $25 million). Limits the interest 

on disaster loans to three percent. Makes certain 
technical amendments [amending 67 Stat. 233]. 


S. 2869. Mr. Wiley; January 9, 1956 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Increases the amount of funds allocated for 
the special school milk program under the Agri- 
cultural Act of 1949 to $75 million (now $50 million) 
for the 1956-1957 school year [amending U. S. C. 7: 
1446]. 
S. 2870. Mr. Holland; January 9, 1956 (Labor and 
Public Welfare). 


Directs the Surgeon General to provide for the 
control of salt-marsh and other pest mosquitoes by: 
(1) establishing a program to promote and encourage 
cooperative activities by State and local governments 
in the extermination and control of mosquitoes; (2) 
collecting and disseminating information relating 
to mosquitoes and the extermination and control 
thereof; (3) conducting within the Public Health 
Service technical research and demonstrations for 
the purpose of developing methods for the extermi- 
nation and control of mosquitoes, and aid and 
support State and local governments, public and 
private agencies and institutions in the conduct of 
such research and demonstrations; and (4) making 
available to State and local agencies, public and 
private agencies, and institutions, the result of 
surveys, studies, investigations, or demonstrations 
which may be carried out by the Surgeon General and 
which relate to mosquitoes and the extermination 
thereof. 

S. 2871. Mr. Thye; January 9, 1956 (Agriculture). 

Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to 
establish policies and programs for the use of 
acreage which farmers voluntarily retire from 
production. Such policies may consist of soil 
building, developing forest preserves, promoting 
wildlife refuges, and soil~and-water-conserving 
purposes. Provides that the rental or benefit 
payments in connection with agreements shall be not 
less than the value at the support price of 25 
percent of the quantity of the commodity which would 
have been produced on the land retired under the 
program. Limits to $2,500 the amount that may be 
paid to any operator for any one year. 

S. 2872. Messrs. Sparkman and Hill; January 9, 1956 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Provides free measurements of cotton acreage 
prior to the planting of cotton acreage allotments 
when such measurements are made at the request of 
the farmers [amending U. S. C. 7:1374]. 


Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; January 9, 
1956 (Post Office and Civil Service). 


S. 2875. 


Civil Service Retirement Act Amendments of 
1956 - Generally revises the Civil Service Retire- 
ment Act covering Federal employees with the 
following major changes: (1) liberalizes generally 
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the provisions providing for the computation of 
retirement benefits for employees covered by the 

Act; (2) permits optional retirement of employees 
after thirty years of service regardless of the 

age of the employee at a reduced annuity; (3) reduces 
the penalty or reduction in annuities in the case of 
employees who are retired under the age of sixty, 

by one-twelfth of one percent for each full month 

not in excess of thirty, oue-eighth of one percent 
for each full month not in excess of sixty, and 
one-sixth of one percent for each full month in 
excess of sixty months; (4) extends and increases 
survivorship benefits so that they more closely 
parallel those that accrue to employees of private 
industry; and (5) removes numerous inequities now 
existing in a number of provisions of the Act. 

S. 2876. Messrs. Malone and Barrett; January 9, 
1956 (Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Domestic Minerals Program Extension Act of 1956 - 
Provides that the termination dates of all purchase 
programs designed to stimulate the domestic production 
of tungsten, manganese, chromite, mica, asbestos, 
beryl, etc., shall be extended (1) an additional five 
years beyond the termination date of such program 
under the Domestic Minerals Program Extension Act of 
1953 or (2) until such time prior to the termination 
of such five year extension if and when there have 
been purchases under such extension equal in quanity 
to the purchases under such program prior to its 
extension under such Act of 1956. 


S. 2877. Messrs, Neuberger and Morse; January 9, 


1956 (Public Works). 


Revokes the license, granted by the Federal 
Power Commission under the provisions of the Federal 
Power Act, to the city of Eugene, Oregon, to 
construct, operate, and maintain by hydroelectric 
project in and along the McKenzie River in Lane and 
Linn Counties, Oregon. 

S. 2878. Messrs. Williams and Frear; January 9, 
1956 (Public Works). 


Makes some technical amendments to the Act of 
1946 which authorized the State of Delaware to 
construct, operate, and maintain a toll bridge 
across the Delaware River near Wilmington, Delaware. 
Gives the Delaware Interstate Highway Division the 
authority to fix and charge tolls on such bridge 
[amending 60 Stat. 533]. 
S. 2879. Mr. Bennett; January 9, 1956 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Promotes the geographical dispersal of the 
industrial facilities of the United States in the 
interest of the national defense, and discourages 
the concentration of such productive facilities 
within limited geographical areas which are vulner- 
able to attack by an enemy of the United States. 

S. 2880. Mr. Duff; January 9, 1956 (Judiciary). 

Confers jurisdiction on the Court of Claims of 
the United States to render judgment on French 
spoilation claims (1) for causes prior to July 31, 
1801, (2) which were not dismissed either for want 
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of prosecution or lack of evidence, and (3) for 
which neither payment nor provision therefor has 
heretofore been made. 

S. 2881. Mr. Thurmond; January 9, 1956 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 


Directs the Secretary of Commerce to collect and 
publish annually statistics as to the number of the 
following types of textile looms in place and in 
operation on a State-by-State basis: (1) cotton; 

(2) synthetic; (3) wool; and (4) blended. Requires 
such statistics to be published in bulletin form 

and distributed in such manner as may be directed 

by the Secretary. 

S. 28864, Mr. Young and others; January 9, 1956 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to increase 
farm marketing quotas and acreage allotments for the 
1956 crop of wheat for farms located in counties in 
the States of Minnesota, Montana, North Dakota, and 
South Dakota, which are designated by the Secretary 
as counties capable of producing class II durum 
wheat and have produced such wheat for commercial 
food products during one or more of the five-year period 
1951-1955. Provides that the increased allotment be 
determined by adding to the allotment an acreage equal 
to two times the acreage by which the original allot- 
ment exceeds the 1956 acreage on the farms of 
classes of wheat other than durum wheat. Prohibits 


such increase to exceed the smaller of the cropland 
on the farm well suited to wheat or the wheat 
acreage on the farm [amending U. S. C. 7:1334(e)].

S. 2887. Messrs. Eastland and Jenner; January 9, 

1956 (Judiciary). 


Makes it a crime to knowingly and willfully, 
by any means or device whatsoever, to record, listen 
to, or observe proceedings of grand or petit juries 
while such juries are deliberating or voting. 

S. 2889. Messrs. Neuberger, Murray, and Scott; 
January 9, 1956 (Interior and Insular 
Affairs). 


Directs the Secretary of the Interior to pre- 
serve any records and documents pertaining to 
mineral lands or operation, mines, or minerals which 
were held by the Reconstruction Finance Corporation, 
prior to its dissolution and are currently held by 
the Department of the Interior and be made available 
for examination in accordance with law. Requires 
such records to be preserved for a period of at 
least twenty years. 
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S. 2890. Mr. Monroney and others; January 9, 1956 
(District of Columbia), 


District of Columbia Truth in Billing Act - 
Requires the disclosure on monthly gas bills sent 
to consumers of domestic gas in the District of 
Columbia of the average rate paid by such consumers 
during the most recent calendar year for which such 
information is readily available, and the portion of 
that rate received by producers, piplines, and 
distributing company. 


S, 2891. Mr. Daniel; January 9, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Prohibits any person, corporation, partnership, 
business trust, association, or other business 
entity, engaged in banking, loan, building and loan, 
brokerage, factorage, insurance, indemnity, savings, 
or trust business, except those permitted by laws 
of the United States to: (1) use the letters "U, 
S." as part of the business or firm name; or (2) 
use in any advertisement a picture of the Capitol 
building or any other public building of the United 
States in a manner calculated to convey the false 
impression that such person or entity is a Govern- 
ment agency or that such business is insured by 
the United States. Increases the penalty imposed 
for false advertising or misuse of names to indicate 
Federal agency to $10,000 (now $1,000) and the term 
of imprisonment to a term for not less than one 
year (now for not more than one year) [amending 
U. S. C. 18:709]. 


S. 2892. Mr. Smith of New Jersey and others; 
January 9, 1956 (Banking and Currency). 


Area Assistance Act of 1956 - Authorizes the 
Secretary of Commerce, for purposes of assisting 
areas in the United States designated by the 
Secretary of Labor as areas of substantial and 
persistent unemployment to: (1) make grants for 
technical assistance for such areas; and (2) 
provide financial assistance by loans, participation 
in loans, or guarantee of loans. 

A $50 million revolving loan fund is provided 
This would be used in making loans where 
needed in areas of substantial and persistent 
unemployment to help finance industrial development 
projects which have been worked out at the local 
level and approved by the State. 

The loans would be made to local public 
agencies and to private persons approved by the 
State and would be used for such purposes as: (a) 
preparing land for commercial or industrial use; 
(b) constructing new factories; and (c) modernizing 
old factories. 

Loans are conditioned on State and local 
participation. -State and local organizations must 
participate to a minimum of 15 percent and the 
project must have the approval of the State govern- 
ment. 

Federal participation is limited to not more 
than 25 percent of the estimated cost of the project 
and it must be shown that funds are not otherwise 
available on reasonable terms. 

Federal funds will not be advanced for working 
capital or for the purchase of machinery or equip- 
ment, nor will funds be advanced if the project 
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would increase unemployment in another community. 

Annual appropriations of $1.5 million are 
authorized for the making of grants for technical 
assistance, including studies to evaluate needs 
and methods for economic development of areas 
of substantial and persistent unemployment. 

The Secretary of Commerce is authorized to 
appoint an Area Assistance Administrator who shall 
perform such duties as the Secretary may prescribe. 

The Secretary is further authorized to (1) 
assist rural areas and rural communities in their 
efforts to develop manufacturing, processing, and 
service activities to supplement agricultural 
activities; (2) provide technical assistance and 
field consultation to areas in the establishment of 
new industries based on local resources, in 
expansion of existing industries, and in economic 
diversification; and (3) coordinate the functions 
of the Secretary authorized by this Act with other 
Federal programs affecting local economic conditions. 


S. 2893. Mr. Butler; January 12, 1956 (Atomic 
Energy). 


Authorizes an appropriation for the develop- 
ment and construction of an atomic energy propulsion 
facility for adaptation to a railroad locomotive 
of such characteristics and design as will make it 
usable in American railroad transportation, 


S. 2894, Mr. Wiley; January 12, 1956 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Increases the amount of funds allocated for 
the special school milk program under the Agricul- 
tural Act of 1949 to $60,000,000 (now $50,000,000) 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1956 [amending 
U. S. C. 7:1446). 


S. 2895. Mr. Neely (by request); January 12, 1956 
(District of Columbia). 


Changes the method of sharing the cost of 
construction and the maintance of street, subways, 
and viaducts under or over railroad tracks in the 
District of Columbia. Makes certain technical 
amendments. Removes the word steam from the term 
railroads in the above provisions of law [amending 
D. C. C. Tet24, 1205). 


S, 2896. Mr. Neely (by request); January 12, 1956 
(District of Columbia). 


Authorizes the Commissioners of the District 
of Columbia to license for cemetery purposes any 
parcel of land in the District of Columbia which 
does not exceed one acre in size, and which except 
for a one-side frontage of less than 100 feet on a 
public street or highway, is otherwise completely 
bounded by land dedicated to cemetery purposes. 


Mr. Goldwater; January 12, 1956 (Labor and 
Public Welfare). 


Directs the Administrator of Veterans' Affairs 
to permit retired officers and enlisted men to use 
available hospital facilities [amending U. S. C. 38:

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S. 2899. Mr. Langer; January 12, 1956 (Finance). 


Permits payments to the estate of a deceased 
serviceman of those monthly installments of the 
serviceman's indemnity which, based upon a claim 
filed by or on behalf of the beneficiary, could 
have been paid except that such beneficiary had 
died [amending U. S. C. 38:852]. 


S. 2900. Messrs. Langer and Young; January 12, 


1956 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to 
establish and maintain a forest experiment station 
within the State of North Dakota, 


Mr. Payne; January 12, 1956 (Labor and 
Public Welfare). 


Extends the period within which courses of 
instruction and training may be afforded to eleven 
years (now nine years) after the termination of 
World War II for eligibles under the Servicemen's 
Readjustment Act [amending U. S. C. 38:ch. 124A, 
Vets. Reg. 1(a), pt. VIII, par. 1]. 


Messrs. Hill and Sparkman; January 12, 
1956 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


Provides «Yat where the cotton acreage allot- 
ment apportioned to any county is less than the 
acreage allotment of such county for the 1955 crop 
of cotton, there shall be allotted to such county 
an additional acreage allotment equal to the 
difference between such 1955 and 1956 crops. In- 
creases the national and States acreage allotments 
respectively. Exempts extra long staple cotton 
from the Act. 

S. 2905. Mr. Smith of New Jersey and others; 
January 12, 1956 (Labor and Public 
Welfare). 


School Construction Assistance Act of 1956 - 
Authorizes an appropriation of $750,000,000 during 
a five year period for the purchase, by the Federal 
Government, of all or part of an issue of bonds 
which local school districts have issued and sought 
unsuccessfully to market to private lenders at 
reasonable rates of interest. Conditions such 
Federal purchases upon certification by the State 
that the legality of the bonds is supported by the 
opinion of a qualified attorney, and that the 
proceeds from the sale of such bonds will be used 
for buildings which conform to State redistricting 
policies and school construction standards. Provides 
that the rate of interest on such bonds be the 
current interest rate borne by long-term United 
States Treasury obligations plus three-eighths of 
one percent. Requires that all bonds purchased under 
this program to mature in thirty years or less. 

Provides Federal credit assistance to State 
school financing agencies by authorizing the 
Commissioner of Education to enter into agreements, 
on behalf of the United States, with State school 
financing agencies for making advances to reserve 
funds established by such agencies to help assure 
payment of obligations issued to finance the 
construction of school facilities for use by local 
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educational agencies. Provides for the retirement 

of the bonds issued by the State agencies through 
rents on the newly built schools. Authorizes 
participation by the Federal Government in establish- 
ing State-Federal reserve funds sufficient to back 

a maximum of $6,000,000,000 worth of State agency 
bonds issued for school construction. 

Authorizes a total of $1,250,000,000 for Federal 
grants to all States, Territories, and the District 
of Columbia, at the rate of $250,000,000 each year 
for five years for the construction of public schools 
in financially needy school districts in each State. 
Requires Federal funds to be matched in the first 
year by the States and school districts and there- 
after by the States alone. Such matching is to be 
made on a Sliding scale with the State with the 
lowest income per child putting up $1 for every $2 
of the Federal grants received and the State with 
the highest income per child putting up $2 for every 
$1 received. Provides for the allotment of such 
funds on the basis of the income per child of school 
age, the school age population of the State and the 
effort of the State made with respect to school 
construction, Requires the State educational agencies 
to administer the program in accordance with plans 
developed by each State. Adjusts the Federal grants 
in such a way so as to try to induce the States to 
make an effort equal to or above the average national 
school effort. Requires the States in the planning 
of the expenditure of the Federal-State funds to 
give priority to those communities within the 
States which despite real efforts, cannot meet 
fully their classroom needs. 

Establishes the "State school effort test" 
under this program as the quotient obtained by 
dividing (A) the State's school expenditures per 
public school child by (B) the State's income per 
child of school age; except that the State school 
effort index shall be deemed to be equal to the 
national school effort index in the case of Alaska, 
Hawaii, Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands, and the 
District of Columbia, and any State for which the 
school expenditures per public school child are 
not less than the school expenditures per public 
school child for the continental United States, 
Establishes the "national school effort index" under 
this program as the quotient obtained by dividing 
(A) the school expenditures per public school child 
in the continental United States by (B) the income 
per child of school age for the continental United 
otates. 

Requires each State plan under the program to: 
(1) provide for the sole agency to administer the 
plan; (2) set forth standards and procedure for the 
determination of the eligibility of local agencies; 
(3) describe the steps taken toward full and 
efficient use of school facilities and financial 
resources; (4) provide each applicant a hearing; 

(5) provide for the establishment of standards on a 
State level for planning and constructing schools; 
(6) provide for fiscal control and proper accounting 
procedures; and (7) provide necessary reports to the 
Commissioner. Applies the Davis-Bacon prevailing 
wages provisions to the construction of the school 
facilities under this Act. 

Authorizes appropriations totaling $20,000,000 
over a five year period for allocation to the States 
for the development of State programs designed to 
improve the ability of local school districts to 





finance school construction and other administrative 
expenses. Allots such funds on the basis of relative 
school-age population and requires State matching 

on a dollar for dollar basis. 

Defines terms used in the Act, provides for 
judicial review, and establishes various general 
administrative requirements. Prohibits Federal 
interference with regard to personnel, curriculum, 
and programs of instruction in our public schools.

Revises the provision of the Criminal Code 

relating to the commutation for good conduct so as 

to provide that in such determination the number 

of days per month which shall be credited for good 

conduct and which may be withheld or forfeited for 

misconduct, the total good conduct allowance which 

may be earned shall be deducted from the term of 

the sentence, and the amount of such deduction shall 

then be prorated on amonthly basis over the remainder 

of the sentence and credited to the prisoner monthly 

as earned [amending U. S. C. 18:4161].

Extends until June 30, 1958 (now June 30, 1956) 
the life of the Advisory Committee on Weather 
Control. 

S. 2917. Mr. Anderson; January 12, 1956 (Judiciary). 

Authorizes the transfer to any officer in the 
Executive Office of Presidential functions under the 
Atomic Energy Act of 1954 relating to: (1) the 
General Advisory Committee; (2) the Military Liaison 
Committee; (3) source materials; (4) operations on 
lands belonging to the United States; (5) investi- 
gations of certain groups; and (6) general authority 
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regarding contracts [amending 68 Stat. 919]. 


S. 2918. Mr. Magnuson; January 12, 1956 (Interior 
and Insular Affairs). 


Directs the Secretary of the Interior to reduce 
the reimbursable construction cost of the Kittitas 
Division of the Yakima Reclamation Project in the 
State of Washington.

$135); (3) $205 for program on full time basis with 
more than one dependent (now $160); (4) $105 for 
program on three-quarter time basis with no dependents 
(now $80); (5) $130 for program on three-quarter 
time basis with one dependent (now $100); (6) $155 
for program on three-quarter time basis with two or 
more dependents (now $120); (7) $65 for program on 
a half-time basis with no dependents (now $50);

Medical Educational Facilities and Research 
Act of 1956 - Creates a Federal Council on Medical

and make recommendations to the Surgeon General 
regarding the construction of medical schools and 
the expansion of teaching and research facilities. 

Authorizes the appropriation of the sum of 
$70,000,000 for each of the five fiscal years 
beginning July 1, 1957 to enable the Surgeon General 
to make grants for the establishment of new public 
or non-profit medical schools and in the improve- 
ment and expansion of teaching and research facil- 
ities of existing accredited public or non-profit 
medical schools. Limits such grants to 50 percent 
of the costs except where the freshman enrollment will 
be increased by five percent (upon the recommendation 
of national accrediting agencies, the limit may be 
raised to 66% percent). Limits grants to any one 
medical school to $3,000,000. 

Requires applications for such grants to contain 
such information as the Surgeon General may by 
regulation prescribe. Permits up to twenty percent 
of the amount granted to be used in the discretion 
of the applicant to be allocated to permanent en- 
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dowment for the cost of maintaining the new facility. 
Authorizes an appropriation of $30,000,000 for 
each year for five years beginning the fiscal year 
July 1, 1957 for the making of grants for medical 
research facilities. Creates within the Public 
Health Service the National Council on Medical 
Research Facilities to act upon applications for 
grants for medical research facilities. 
Divides the United States into four geographical 
regions and provides that such grants must be made 
in such manner that the sum made to any region shall 
be approximately equal to the corresponding sum to 
each of the other regions. 
S. 2926. Mr. Malone; January 12, 1956 (Finance). 
Repeals the classifications and rates contained 
in Title I, paragraphs 1 to 1559, inclusive, of the 
Tariff Act of 1930 and substituting therefor the 
classifications and rates obtaining and in effect 
on the expiration of 90 days after date of this 
enactment, by reason of proclamations of the Presi- 
dent under Section 350 of the Tariff Act of 1930 or 
otherwise. Provides that all powers vested in, 
delegated to, or otherwise properly exercisable by 
the President or any officer or agency of the 
United States in respect to the foreign trade agree- 
ments entered into pursuant to Section 350 of the 
Tariff Act are transferred to, and shall be exercis- 
able by the United States Tariff Commission, includ- 
ing, but not limited to, the right to invoke the 
various escape clauses, reservations, and options 
therein contained, and to exercise on behalf of 
the United States any rights or privileges therein 
provided for the protection of the interests of the 
United States. The Commission is directed from 
time to time, and subject to fixed limitations, to 
establish and prescribe import duties which will, 
within equitable limits, provide for fair and reason- 
able competition between articles and like or similar 
foreign articles in the principal markets of the 
United States. The Commission may transfer articles 
from the dutiable list to the free list, or from 
the free list to the dutiable list; and may impose 
quantitative limits on the importation of any 
foreign article, in such amounts, and for such 
periods, as it finds necessary to effectuate the 
purposes of this Act.

Wage Board Employees' Longevity Pay Act of 
1956 - Establishes longevity pay increases for 
wage board employees working for the Federal Govern- 
ment. Provides for the following longevity pay 
increases: (1) pay increase which shall be two and 
one-half percent of the employee's basic compensation 
following thirteen years of service and until 
sixteen years of service; (2) pay increase which 
shall be five percent of the employee's basic 
compensation after sixteen years of service and 
until nineteen years of service; and (3) pay 
increase which shall be seven and one-half per- 
cent of the basic compensation of the employee's 
basic compensation after nineteen years of service 
and thereafter.

Sets the national reserve acreage goal at a 
maximum 30 percent of the national acreage allotment 
established for each of the above described commodi- 
ties under the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938, 
as amended. Permits the Secretary to determine the 
limits within which individual farms may participate 
in the program. 

Prescribes that producers shall be compensated 
for participating in the acreage reserve program 
through the issuance of negotiable certificates 
which the Commodity Credit Corporation shall redeem 
in the commodity or in cash in accordance with 
regulations prescribed by the Secretary, Stipulates 
that commodities delivered to producers in redemption 
of such certificates shall not be eligible for tender 
to Commodity Credit Corporation under the price 
Support program. 

Authorizes the Commodity Credit Corporation to 
sell at market prices, without regard to sales price 
limitations which would otherwise be applicable, a 
quantity of the commodity equal in sales value to 
the cost of redeeming certificates in cash. Directs 
that such sales shall be made at such times, in such 
manner, and in such quantities as will minimize any 
adverse effect of such sales upon market prices. 

Reduces the quantities of cotton and wheat in 
the commodity set-aside established pursuant to the 
Agricultural Act of 1954 by the estimated quantities 
of such commodities which would have been produced 
on the reserve acreage if such reserve acreage had 
been devoted to the production of such commodities. 

Credits to the State, country, and farm acreage 
allotments of wheat, cotton, corn, and rice reserve 
acreages applicable to the commodity as though such 


acreage had actually been devoted to the production 
of such commodity. 
Initiates the conservation reserve program 


under which the producer shall agree: (1) to 
establish and maintain for the contract period 
vegetative cover or water storage facilities on a 
specifically designated acreage of cultivated crop- 
land in the farm; (2) to devote to conserving crops 
or uses, or allow to remain idle, throughout the 
contract period an acreage of the remaining land in 
the farm which is not less than the acreage normally 
devoted only to conserving crops or uses or normally 
allowed to remain idle on the entire farm; (3) not 
to harvest any crop from the acreage established in 
protective vegetative cover; (4) not to pasture the 
acreage established in protective vegetative cover 
prior to January 1, 1959, or such later date as may 
be provided in the contract, unless the Secretary 
determines that it would be in the national interest 
to permit pasturing thereon and gives consent there- 
to; (5) not to adopt any practice, as specified by 
the Secretary in the contract, tending to defeat the 
purposes of the contract; (6) to forfeit all rights 
to further payment or grants under the contract and 
refund to the United States all payments or grants 
received thereunder upon his violation of the contract 
at any stage during the time he had control of the 
farm if the Secretary determines that such violation 
is of such a nature to warrant termination of the 
contract, or to make such refunds or accept such 
payment adjustments as the Secretary may deem 
appropriate if he determines that the producer's 
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violation does not warrant termination of the 
contract; (7) to such additional provisions as the 
Secretary determines are desirable and includes in 

the contract to effectuate the purposes of this 

Act; and (8) to facilitate the practical administration 
of the conservation reserve program. 

Stipulates that the Secretary, in return for 
the agreement by the producer, shall agree to: (1) 
bear such part of the cost (including labor) for 
establishing and maintaining vegetative cover or 
water storage facilities on the designated acreage 
as the Secretary determines to be necessary to 
effectuate the purposes hereof; and (2) make an 
annual payment to the producer for the term of the 
contract upon determination that he has fulfilled 
the provisions of the contract entitling him to 
such payment up to a maximum of $5,000 to any 
person with respect to land in any one State, 

Authorizes the Secretary to formulate and 
announce programs hereunder and enter into contracts 
with producers during the five-year period 1956-1960 
to be carried out during the period ending not later 
than December 31, 1969. Limits the period covered 
by any contract to a maximum ten years. 

Requires the Secretary to provide adequate 
safeguards to protect the interests of tenants and 
sharecroppers. 

Increases the farm marketing quotas and acreage

(Banking and Currency). 


Combines the disaster loan fund of the Small 
Business Administration (now $25 million) and the 
business loan fund (now $150 million) into a single 
fund for both purposes. Increases the total fund 
by $35 million, thus raising the funds available for 
both disaster loans and business loans from $175 
million to $210 million. Fixes a maximum interest 
rate of 3 percent on all disaster loans made by the 
Small Business Administration, Increases from 
10 years to 20 years the maximum term on disaster 
loans made to small businesses, Makes minor 
technical revision in existing statute [amending 
U. S. C. 15:633(b)].

Makes the Civil Service Retirement Act 
applicable to civilian employees who have been in 
the Federal service steadily for three consecutive 
years and who are not subject to another retirement 
system for Federal personnel. Provides that indefinite 
employees now covered exclusively by Old-Age and 
Survivors' Insurance will become members of the civil- 
service retirement system upon the completion of 
three years continuous Federal employment. Specifi- 
cally provides for the complete independence of the 
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civil service retirement system. 

Extends the old-age and survivors' insurance 
coverage under the Social Security Act to service 
covered by the Civil Service Retirement Act 
performed after December 31, 1956. Provides that 
new employees be covered by the old-age and survivors' 
insurance provisions during the three year waiting 
period and thereafter they will be under the pro- 
tection of both the old-age and survivors' insurance 
provisions and the civil service retirement system. 

Mekes no changes in the computation of retire- 
ment annuities under the Civil Service Retirement 
Act payable prior to the age of 65, but modifies the 
formula to annuities payable after the age of 65. 
Exempts for the provisions of this Act, the elective 
officers in the executive branch of the Federal 
Government, Federal judges, and other employees 
who are subject to another retirement system for 
Government employees. Exempts from the provisions 
of this Act all Members of the Congress of the 
United States and their employees unless they give 
notice in writing within six months of the date of 
entrance to the Federal service that they desire 
to come within the purview of this Act. 

Requires mandatory separation from the Federal 
service at the age of 70. Makes no changes in the 
five-year service requirement for eligibility to a 
disability annuity, nor in the amount of the 
annuity payable prior to the age of 65. Provides 
an annuity under the civil service retirement 
System to a surviving widow which will begin 
immediately, irrespective of whether minor children 
also survive and will continue until death or 
remarriage before the age of 55. The above annuity 
will not terminate in case of remarriage after the 
age of 55. Sets the widow's annuity at one-half of 
the retirement annuity earned by the employee up 
to the time of his death, to be reduced to one-half 
of the retirement annuity computed under the new 
retirement formula at the age of 65 and at that age 
the widow will begin to receive an additional bene- 
fit under the Old-Age and Survivors' Insurance. 

Upon separation from Federal service before 
retirement, the provisions of this Act provide 
for the refunding of employee contributions to the 
civil-service retirement system plus interest if 
the period of service is less than 10 years. Pro- 
vides that after a period of service of at least 10 
years and less than 20 years that upon separation 
the employee may elect a refund of the contributions 
or a deferred annuity. Upon separation from service 
after a period of 20 years a deferred annuity is 
mandatory. 

Continues the 6 percent annual rate of contri- 
bution to the civil service retirement system for 
that part of salary in excess of $4,200, but reduces 
the rate to 3% percent for the first $4,200 or less. 
Applies in addition the taxes imposed by the Social 
Security Act. Provides a moderate increase of an 
average of about 10 percent in retirement annuities 
payable after the age of 65. 

Exempts all moneys mentioned in this Act from 
assignment either in law or equity, execution, 
levy, attachment, garnishment, or other legal 
processes. Gives the Civil Service Commission the 
duty of administering the provisions of this Act and 
requires annual reports to the Congress of the 
United States.

S. 3051. Messrs. Ives and Allott (by request); 


January 26, 1956 (Labor and Public Welfare). 


Welfare and Benefit Plans Registration Act 
of 1956 - Requires all persons responsible for the 
control, disposition, or management, of moneys 
received by or contributed to any welfare or 
benefit plan, to register such plan with the Secre- 
tary of Labor within three months after the close 
of the first fiscal year of such plan, and thereafter 
file with the Secretary of Labor an annual report 
of the plan. Such reports shall be sworn to by a 
responsible official of the particular plan and 
contain such information as the Secretary may 
prescribe by regulation. Authorizes the Secretary 
to request information from other Government agencies 
and utilize on a reimbursable basis the facilities 
of the Departments of the Treasury, and Health, 
Education and Welfare for such research and other 
purposes as the Secretary may deem appropriate.

S. 3065. Mr. Thye; January 26, 1956 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Extends the special school milk program under 
the Agricultural Act of 1949 to cover all students 
of non-profit colleges and under (now students of 
non-profit high schools and under)[amending U. S. C. 
7:1446]. 


S. 3066. Mr. Bricker; January 27, 1956 (Finance). 


Increases to at least $150 the monthly rate 
of pension payable to widows of veterans of the 
Civil War which are payable under any public laws 
administered by the Veterans' Administration in the 
case such widows are at least ninety years of age. 


S. 3067. Mr. Long and others; January 27, 1956 
(Finance). 


Permits all veterans who were eligible for 
insurance under the basic National Service Life 
Insurance laws to apply within a year after the 
date of this enactment for such insurance if they 
are able to make a showing of good health to the 
Veterans' Administration, 


S. 3069. Mr. Dirksen; January 27, 1956 (District 
of Columbia). 


Exempts from taxation certain property of the 
General Federation of Women's Clubs, Incorporated, 
in the District of Columbia. 


S. 3072. Mr. Purtell; January 27, 1956 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Provides that the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall at least once every 3 years cause to be 
inspected each passenger-carrying vessel carrying 
more than 6 passengers, and shall determine that 
every such vessel (1) is of a structure suitable 
for the service in which it is to be employed; (2) 
is equipped with the proper appliances for life 
saving and fire protection; (3) has suitable accom- 
modations for passengers and the crew; and (4) is 
in a condition to be used, operated, and navigated 
with safety to life in the proposed service. 

Prohibits the navigation or operation of a 
passenger-carrying vessel unless a certificate of 
inspection has been issued by the Secretary.

S. 3073. Mr. Neely (by request); January 30, 1956 
(District of Columbia). 


Washington Metropolitan Transit Authority Act - 
Creates a public body corporate of perpetual duration 
to be known as the "Washington Metropolitan Transit 
Authority" which shall be an agency and instrumental- 
ity of the District of Columbia, the powers of which 
shall be vested in a 5-member Board of Directors. 
Requires Board members to be residents of the 
Washington Metropolitan Area. Provides that the 
Directors of the Authority shall be appointed by the 
Commissioners of the District of Columbia for terms 
expiring on the 3lst day of March 1958, 1959, 1960, 
1961, and 1962, respectively; successors shall hold 
office for 5 year terms. 

Grants the Authority power to: (1) sue and be 
sued; (2) adopt, alter, and use a corporate seal 
which shall be judicially noticed; (3) make, deliver, 
and receive contracts, deeds, leases, and other 
instruments and to acquire and take title to real 
and other property in its own name; (4) fix and 
revise from time to time and, charge and collect 
fares, tools, rates, rentals, fees, and charges for 
the use of a transportation system and the services 
and facilities furnished thereby or by any part 
thereof; (5) borrow money, and make and issue bonds 
and other evidences of indebtedness or obligations 
for any of its corporate purposes; and (6) acquire, 
construct, own, operate, and maintain for public 
service a transportation system or systems in the 
Washington Metropolitan Area and to exercise all 
powers necessary or convenient in connection there- 
with, etc. 

Grants the Authority power of eminent domain, 
control and use of public ways, and to issue bonds. 
Declares that the United States Government or the 
District of Columbia Government shall not be liable 
for the bonds issued under the provisions of this 
Act. Further declares that nothing in this Act 
shall authorize the Authority to incur any indebted- 
ness or liability on behalf of the United States or 
the District of Columbia Government. Exempts the 
Authority from all taxes, special assessments, fees, 
and licenses now or hereafter imposed by the United 
States or by the District of Columbia, except such 
taxes as the Federal Unemployment Tax Act, Federal 
Insurance Contributions Act, etc. Grants the 
Authority the power to execute agreements, leases, 





and equipment trust certificates with respect to 
the purchase of facilities or equipment such as cars, 
trolley buses, and motor buses, 

Requires the Authority to file an annual report 
with the Congress. Provides that the right and 
power of the Authority to operate a transportation 
system or systems within the District of Columbia 
shall be exclusive, except that such right and power 
shall not affect nor impair the existing operating 
rights of any carrier lawfully operating such a 
system on the date of enactment, or its successors 
or assigns. 

Specifically provides that it is the intent of 
Congress that the acquisition, construction, and 
operation of any transportation system by the Author- 
ity shall be financed by private capital. Authorizes 
the Board of Commissioners of the District to 
arrange with the Secretary of the Treasury for interim 
financing, pending sale by the Authority of obli- 
gations to the public if private capital is not 
available to finance the acquisition of a transpor- 
tation system. Authorizes the Board of Commissioners, 


in order to provide this interim financing at any 
time prior to July 1, 1959, to issue obligations of 
the District for the purchase by the Secretary of 
the Treasury in an amount not exceeding $20,000,000, 
and advance the proceeds thereof to the Authority.

Makes extensive revisions to the Federa: 

Corrupt Practice Act of 1925. Requires the treasurer 
of a political committee to obtain and keep a re- 
ceipted bill for every expenditure in excess of 

$100 (now $10). Requires the treasurer of a political 
committee to report the names and addresses of each 
person to whom an expenditure of $100 or more has 
been made (now $10 or more). Requires every person 
who makes an expenditure of $100 or more (now $50 

or more) in any calendar year, other than by contri- 
bution to a political committee, for the purpose of 
influencing an election in two or more States to 

file a detailed statement of such expenditures. 
Increases to $50,000 (now $10,000) the limitation on 
expenditures a candidate for the Senate may make. 
Increases to $12,500 (now $2,500) the limitation on 
expenditures a candidate for the House of Representa- 
tives may make. 

Increases to $10,000 (now $5,000) the limitation 
on political contributions which may be made by 
individuals. Increases the maximum on contributions 
and expenditures by political committees to an 
amount equal to 20 cents multiplied by the total 
number of votes cast in any of the last three presi- 
dential elections (now limited to $3,000,000). 

Makes it unlawful for a corporation or a labor 
union which is a party to a contract requiring union 
membership as a condition of employment to make a 
contribution or to make an expenditure directly or 
indirectly in connection with a Federal election, 
either general or primary or to make a contribution 
to any committee, association, or organization which 
makes such contributions or expenditures. Makes it 
unlawful to receive a contribution from such an 
organization, Provides an additional condition upon 
the right of an employee and a labor organization to 
enter into a union-shop contract, by requiring the 
filing of a statement within 90 days prior to the 
effective date of the contract to the effect that 
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the union had not made political contributions or 
expenditures in a Federal election within the pre- 
ceeding 24 months, 

Removes from the Hatch Act the provisions re- 
lating to political activity by State employees 
engaged in activities financed in part by loans or 
grants made by the Federal Government. 

S. 3075. Mr. Hill and Mr. Smith of New Jersey; 
January 30, 1956 (Labor and Public Welfare). 


Extends for a period of two years, the duration 
of the hospital and medical facilities survey and con- 
struction provisions of the Public Health Service Act. 
S. 3076. Mr. Hill and Mr. Smith of New Jersey; 
January 30, 1956 (Labor and Public Welfare). 


National Morbidity Survey Act - Provides for 
a continuing survey and special studies to secure 
accurate and current statistical information on the 
amount, distribution, and effects of illness and 
disability in the United States and the services 
received for or because of such conditions. Author- 
izes the Surgeon General to make such a survey 
including the: (1) number, age, sex, ability to 
work or engage in other activities, and occupation 
or activities of persons afflicted with chronic or 
other disease or injury or handicapping condition; 
(2) type of disease or injury or handicapping 
condition of each person so afflicted; (3) length 
of time that each such person has been prevented 
from carrying on his occupation or activities; 
(4) amounts and types of services received for or 
because of such conditions; and (5) economic and 
other impacts of such conditions. 
S. 3077. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; January 30, 
1956 (Post Office and Civil Service). 


Provides that postal employees shall be 
compensated additionally for service performed on 
December 1 and 2, 1955, if the pay therefor was at 
a rate computed under the provisions of Public Law 
134 of the 79th Congress. 

S. 3079. Messrs. Purtell and Bush; January 30, 1956 
(Public Works). 


Authorizes Federal agencies to make contributions 
to States and local Governments for the purpose of 
clearing debris and wreckage from public parks and 
recreation areas, etc., damaged or destroyed in 
major disasters and to assist in such work [amending 
U. S. C. 42:1855b). 

S. 3090. Mr. Murray; January 31, 1956 (Interior and 
and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the burial in national cemeteries 
of the remains of commissioned officers of the United 
States Public Health Service who were detailed for 
duty with the Army or Navy during World War I, 
S. 3091. Messrs. Clements and Barkley; January 31, 
1956 (Banking and Currency). 


Permits the disposal of the rubber-producing 
facility at Louisville, Kentucky, known as Plancor 
Numbered 1207. A-23 
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S. 3092. Mr. Kefauver; January 31, 1956 (Agriculture 


and Forestry). 


Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to put 
into operation a program to distribute to needy 
persons in the United States through a food stamp 
system a portion of the surpluses of food commod- 
ities acquired by the Federal Government by reason 
of price-support operations or other purchase pro- 
grams. Sets up requirements for the program. 
Directs the Secretary to issue food stamps redeemable 
by eligible needy persons for such types and 
quantities of surplus food as the Secretary shall 
determine, etc. Provides that surplus food dis- 
tributed under this Act shall be in addition to, 
and not in place of, any welfare assistance granted 
needy persons by a State or any political sub- 
division thereof. Authorizes necessary appropria- 
tions. 


S. 3093. Mr. Dworshak; January 31, 1956 (Agri- 
culture and Forestry). 


Provides that in the determination of the 
national acreage allotment for wheat, adjustments 
be made for land permanently retired from the 
production of wheat, new irrigated areas, and 
new dry land areas coming into production [amending 
U. S. C. 7:1334(a)]. 

S. 3094. Mr. Lehman; January 31, 
Relations).

Continues in force and effect the provisions 
of the Act authorizing the Ogdensburg Bridge Authority 
to construct and operate a bridge across the Saint 


Lawrence River at or near the city of Ogdensburg, 
New York, 


S. 3095. Mr. Watkins; January 31, 1956 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to estab- 
lish, maintain, and operate a national seed storage 
facility for the purpose of collecting, storing 
and preserving for future needs, seed stock of 
agricultural crop plants. Directs the Secretary 
to appoint a committee consisting of not less than 
five and not more than twelve outstanding plant 
scientists to select the seeds to be stored. 

S. 3096. Mr. Butler; January 31, 1956 (Judiciary). 

Makes numerous technical amendments to deporta- 
tion and detention provisions of the Nationality 
and Immigration Act. Revises the definition of the 
term “border-crossing identification card" so as to 
permit it to be issued to persons living on adjacent 
islands and aliens visiting neighboring territories. 
Removes detailed requirements on visas and appli- 
cations for visas, permits, and other documents, 
and leaves such details to be specified by adminis- 
trative regulation. 

Authorizes the Secretary of State and the 
Attorney General to waive visas for bona fide visitors 
from friendly countries on a reciprocal basis. 
Eliminates a mandatory fine for errors in passenger 
lists and substitutes therefor a fine which would 
be imposed if the carrier consistently refused to 
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submit accurate passenger lists, Clarifies the 
power of the Attorney General to waive passenger 
lists where they are unnecessary. 

Permits steamship companies to detain an alien 
not only on the vessel which brought him but also on 
another vessel owned by the same steamship line. 
Relieves transportation companies of detention 
expenses in those circumstances where the alien 
is in possession of documents issued by the United 
States authorizing him to apply for admission or 
has evidence that he is exempt from those require- 
ments. Relieves transportation companies from the 
expenses of deporting an alien when such alien had 
been given a United States visa or reentry permit 
by the Government authorizing such alien to apply 
for admission to the United States, Prevents a 
transportation company from being required to 
deport an alien from the United States or be fined 
for failure to deport an alien unless he is in 
possession of a document authorizing him to enter 
the country to which he is deported. 

Makes clear that a carrier can protect itself 
from unscrupulous travelers by charging such travelers 
the transportation and other expenses incurred by 
the carrier because an alien was not eligible to 
enter the United States. Removes the requirement 
that public carriers provide landing stations, 
Relieves transportaiton companies from the expenses 
of deportation when an alien brought to the United 
States was admitted or allowed to land by the Im- 
migration Service. Enables the Attorny General to 
extend the time in which vessels or aircraft must 
file lists of crewmen, Imposes fines for errors in 
crew lists only when the errors are repeated and are 
continued so as to interfere with the proper en- 
forcement of the immigration laws, Authorizes the 
Attorney General to waive crew lists requirements 
when they are not necessary. 

Grants authority to the immigration officer to 
extend the period during which an alien crewman 
may be allowed to land temporarily in the United 
States, Relieves the operators of vessels from 
detention expenses while a crewman is held for 
deportation until he is delivered to the vessel and 
permits the operator of vessels to detain alien 
crewmen on other vessels of the same company. Pro- 
vides that when a crewman is signed on a vessel by an 
official of the United States the vessel's owner 
may rely on the Act with respect to the eligibility 
of such crewman. Prohibits a vessel or aircraft 
operator from discharging an alien crewman arriving 
in the United States without the consent of the 
Attorney General. Relieves transportation companies 
of police responsibilities after they have presented 
an alien to the Immigration Service in an area 
subject to the control of the Service. 

Eliminates the fine with respect to persons 
coming from adjacent islands to the same extent as 
they are eliminated with respect to persons coming 
from contiguous territories. Authorizes a steamship 
company to use a different vessel for the detention 
of stowaways from the one on which they were brought. 
S. 3097. Mr. Langer and others; January 31, 1956 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Empowers the Secretary of Interior, acting 
through the United States Bureau of Mines, to inspect 
and investigate metallic and nonmetallic mines and 
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quarries, the products of which regularly enter or 
substantially affect commerce, for the purpose of 
obtaining information relating to health and 

safety conditions therein, causes of accidents in- 
volving bodily injury or loss of life therein, or 
causes of occupational diseases originating therein 
(1) whenever such conditions burden or obstruct, or 
threaten to burden or obstruct, commerce, (2) as 

a basis for determining (a) most effective use of 
public funds for the protection or advancement of 
public health and safety therein, (b) preparation 
and dissemination of educational materials in the 
interest of public health and safety therein, (3) 
for transmittal to (a) the Bureau of Census for 
census reports, (b) Congress for consideration in 
legislative matters relating thereto. Charges the 
Secretary of Interior, acting through the Bureau of 
Mines, with the execution of the above when once de- 
termined, together with making such information 
public. 

Penalizes refusal to admit the Secretary of the 
Interior, or his duly designated agent, to such mine 
or quarry for the inspection thereof by a $500 fine 
and.or sixty days imprisonment; requires supervisors 
of such mines or quarries to furnish the Secretary 
of Interior, upon request, complete and correct 
information concerning accidents occurring therein. 

Provides for the execution hereof by the United 
States Bureau of Mines or other bureaus designated 
by the Secretary of the Interior; authorizes Federal 
and State cooperation to promote the effectiveness 
hereof. Authorizes the establishment of a six- 
member advisory committee composed of metallic and 
nonmetallic mine and quarry owners and workers 
representatives, to be appointed by the Secretary 
of the Interior without regard to civil service 
laws, to promulgate a code of reasonable standards 
and rules pertaining to safety and health conditions 
in such mines and quarries. 


S. 3099, Mr. O'Mahoney; January 31, 1956 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Permits the transfer of wheat acreage allotments 
for farms acquired in 1956 and thereafter by the 
United States Government for Federal dam construction 
purposes [amending U. S. C. 7:1334(d)]. 


S. 3101. Messrs. Neuberger and Morse; January 31, 
1956 (Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
construct, operate, and maintain the Crooked River 
Federal reclamation project in the State of Oregon. 


S. 3102. Messrs. Bible and Malone; February 1, 1956 
(Public Works). 


Authorizes a monetary contribution of $690,000 
for the flood-control accomplishments of the multiple- 
purpose Hoye Canyon Dam proposed to be constructed 
on the Walker River by the Walker River Irrigation 
District, a quasi-municipal corporation of the State 
of Nevada. 


S. 3104. Mr. Kerr; February 1, 1956 (Public Works). 


Authorizes the Chief of Engineers to contract 
with the city of Bartlesville, Oklahoma, for a 
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period not to exceed 50 years for the sale of not 
to exceed 20,000 acre-feet storage space in Lake 
Hulah, for the purpose of providing such city with 
a regulated water supply. 


S. 3106. Mr. Bennett; February 1, 1956 (Interior 
and Insular Affairs). 


Combines the Zion National Monument and the 
Zion National Park in the State of Utah in the 
interest of efficient administration and to 
adequately preserve the features thereof. 


S. 3107. Mr. Morse; February 1, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Amends Sections 3 and 4 of the Clayton Act. 
Under amendments to Section 3, “services or 
facilities" are added to the type of products 
coming within the restrictions of this Section 3, 
This Section is further expanded by making illegal 
not only those acts which prevent a lessee or 
purchaser from using or dealing in goods of a 
competitor of the lessor or seller, but also any 
conduct which operates against his freedom of 
choice in using or dealing in such goods. Exclusive 
dealing practices are defined as illegal where their 
effect may be to prevent or eliminate a substantial 
amount of competition in any section, community, or 
trading area. As amended, this Section also 
provides that a dealer may establish a prima facie 
case whenever there has been a threat or an act of 
cancellation, termination, or refusal to renew a 
contract to sell, lease, license, or franchise, for 
reasons not expressly provided for and specified in 
the agreement, and where the supplier engages in a 
substantial amount of the trade in the goods in the 
trading area to which the act or threat of cancel- 
lation applies. 

Section 2 of the bill amends Section 4 of the 
Act in two respects, First, it provides that a 
private litigant who is successful in obtaining 
equitable relief, shall recover from the defendant 
his cost of suit and a reasonable attorney's fee; 
and second it encourages private antitrust enforce- 
ment by providing that the plaintiff may at any 
time ask the court to determine and certify whether 
his cause of action is or is not based upon probable 
cause. If the court makes a finding and certifies 
that the action is based on probable cause, then 
the plaintiff, even if he should not win the final 
judgment, is entitled to recover from the United 
States his cost of suit and reasonable attorney's 
fees in the event that such costs would impose undue 
hardship if borne by himself. 


S. 3108. Mr. Potter and others; February 1, 1956 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


This measure is designed to encourage construc- 
tion and maintenance of modern Great Lakes bulk 
cargo vessels in the interest of peacetime commerce 
and the national defense. 

It would authorize the Secretary of Commerce 
to acquire obsolete Great Lakes vessels in exchange 
for an allowance of credit to be applied on the 
purchase price of new vessels, 

A vessel would be considered an “obsolete 
vessel" if it (1) is enrolled and licensed under the 
laws of the United States for trade on the Great 
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Lakes and has been so enrolled and licensed for a 
period of at least ten years; (2) is designed to 
transport in such trade dry bulk commodities such 
as iron ore, limestone, grain, or coal; (3) is of 
not less than 3,000 gross tons; and (4) is owned 
by a citizen or citizens of the United States and 
has been so owned for at least three years immedi- 
ately prior to the dates of acquisition hereunder. 

A vessel would be considered a "new vessel" 
if it (1) is constructed after January 1, 1956, 
in a Great Lakes shipyard within the United States; 
(2) is capable by reason of design of transporting 
bulk commodities such as iron ore, limestone, grain, 
or coal between ports on the Great Lakes, including 
the whole of the River St. Lawrence and the Gulf 
St. Lawrence as far east as a line drawn north and 
south through the west end of Anticosti Island; 
and (3) is documented under the laws of the United 
States. 

Obsolete vessels acquired hereunder are to be 
placed in a national defense reserve fleet of Great 
Lakes vessels, unless of insufficient value for 
commercial or military operations to warrant further 
preservation [amending U. S. C. 46:1160]. 


S. 3109. Mr. Carlson; February 1, 1956 (Finance). 


Provides for voluntary coverage under the 
Federal old-age and survivors' insurance system 
for self-employed dentists. Makes other technical 
amendments featedtee U.S. ©. 42410). 


S. 3110. Messrs. Butler and Cotton; February 1, 
1956 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Makes it unlawful for any manufacturer engaged 
in commerce, in the course of such commerce to 
terminate or threaten to terminate any automobile 
dealer's franchise to deal in the wares of said 
manufacturer if the principal reason for, or basic 
cause of, such threat or termination is the dealer's 
unwillingness or refusal to buy merchandise from 

the manufacturer. Provides for a fine of not more 
than $5,000 or imprisonment of not more than one 
year, or both for violation of this Act. Accords 
any automobile dealer whose franchise is terminated 
in violation of this Act the right to sue in Federal 
District Courts for injunctive relief and damages. 


S. 3111. Mr. Watkins; February 1, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Provides that a district judge dispense from 
proceeding with a case when an affidavit is filed 
Stating that the judge has a personal bias or 
prejudice, either against the filing party to the 
proceeding or his attorney, or in favor of any 

am party or his attorney [amending U. S, C. 28: 
144]. 


S. 3112. Messrs. Watkins and O'Mahoney; February 1, 
1956 (Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Indian Sanitation Facilities and Services Act - 
Authorizes the Surgeon General to conduct, directly 
or by contract, surveys and investigations as to 
the need for sanitation facilities and measures, 
and to develop and keep current a program of projects 
for the construction, improvement, extension, and 
maintenance of essential sanitation facilities, 
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including domestic and community water supplies, 
sewage and waste disposal facilities, in Indian 
homes, communities, and lands. Authorizes him to 
prepare plans and specifications, acquire necessary 
lands, and accept contributions for such purposes, 
Provides for cooperation with other agencies. 
Authorizes necessary appropriations. 


S. 3113. Mr. Magnuson (by request); February 1, 
1956 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Eliminates the requirement that purchasers 
under the Merchant Ship Sales Act agree that the 
use factor in charter hire payable by the Government 
shall not exceed fifteen percent of the statutory 
sales price [amending U. S. C. 50 App.:1742]. 


S. 3114. Mr. Langer; February 1, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Abolishes the Office of Assistant Attorney 

General in charge of the Office of Alien Property 

of the Department of Justice, Transfers all powers, 
duties, and functions relating to the administration 
of the Trading With the Enemy Act to the Secretary 
of State. Transfers all personnel under the super- 
vision of the Assistant Attorney General in charge 
of the Office of Alien Property, and all records, 
commitments, contracts, and unexpended balances of 
appropriations under such office to the Secretary of 


State. Continues all orders, regulations, instructions, 


actions, and proceedings, which have been made under 
such office. 


S. 3115. Mr. Langer; February 1, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Abolishes the Office of Assistant Attorney 
General in charge of the Office of Alien Property 
of the Department of Justice. Transfers all powers, 
duties, and functions relating to the administration 
of the Trading With the Enemy Act to the Secretary 


of State. Transfers all property, records, contracts, 


commitments, and unexpendable balances of appropri- 
ations, etc., of the Office of Alien Property to the 
Department of State. Transfers all personnel of the 
Office of Alien Property to the Department of State 
as the Secretary of State determines are necessary 


for the execution of the powers, duties, and functions 


so conferred. Continues all regulations, determi- 
nations, actions, and proceedings relating to the 
Office of Alien Property. 


S. 3116. Mr. Humphrey; February 2, 1956 (Foreign 
Relations). 


International Cultural Exchange and Trade Fair 
Participation Act of 1956 - Authorizes the President 
to provide for: (1) tours in foreign countries by 
creative and performing artists and athletes from 
the United States; (2) United States representation 
in artistic, dramatic, musical, sports, and other 
cultural festivals, competitions and like exhibitions 
abroad; (3) United States participation in inter- 
national trade and industrial fairs and other like 
public or private expositions and demonstrations in 
other countries; and (4) publicity and promotion 
abroad of activities of a cultural nature. Author- 
izes necessary appropriations and permits private 
contributions to carry out the provisions of this 
Act. Requires semi-annual reports from the 
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President to the Congress on such operations. 
Creates an Advisory Committee on the Arts to 
assist the United States Advisory Commission on 
Educational Exchange, the President, and the Secre- 
tary of State in carrying out their functions in 
cultural exchange programs. 
S. 3117. Mr. Humphrey; February 2, 1956 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 


Directs the Postmaster General to issue a 
special series of postage stamps commemorating the 
one hundredth anniversary of the founding of the 
city of Duluth, Minnesota. 


S. 3118. Mr. Magnuson; February 2, 1956 (Interior 
and Insular Affairs). 


Requires that written notice be given to the 
Secretary of the Interior before any agency of the 
United States undertakes the construction of a dam 
or issues a license to any private individual or 
corporation for the construction of a dam. Directs 
the Secretary of the Interior upon receipt of such 
notice to cause a survey to be made of the area 
proposed to be flooded to ascertain whether such 
area contains historical and archeological data 
which should be preserved in the public interest. 

If such articles are found the Secretary shall cause 
the necessary work to be performed to collect and 
preserve such data, 

S. 3119. Messrs. Morse and Neuberger; February 2, 
1956 (Finance). 


Provides that certain survivor benefits received 
by a child under public retirement systems shall not 
be taken into account in determining whether the 
child is a dependent for income tax purposes. 
Effective with respect to amounts received after 
December 31, 1955 [amending U. S. C. 26:152]. 

S. 3120. Mr. Ellender (by request); February 3, 
1956 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


Extends for a period of one year the power the 
Secretary of Agriculture may exercise for payments 
and grants of aid for conservation under the Soil 
Conservation and Domestic Allotment Act [amending 
U. S. C. 16:590h]. 


S. 3121. Mr. Russell; February 3, 1956 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Provides that when the Secretary of Agriculture 
determines that the total supply of cotton during 
the calendar year exceeds the normal supply for 
such marketing year he shall proclaim such a fact 
and put into effect a national domestic quota for 
the crop to be produced the following year. Requires 
him to determine and specify in such proclamation 
the amount of the domestic quota and makes it an 
amount equal to the number of pounds of cotton which 
he determines will be processed in the United States 
during such marketing year for consumption in the 
United States except that (1) for any year for which 
the Secretary of Agriculture determines that the 
amount of cotton owned by, or pledged to, the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation exceeds three million five 
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hundred thousand bales such domestic quota shall be 
equal to ninety percent of the number of pounds which 
he determines will be so processed, and (2) in no 
case shall such domestic quota be less than five 
billion pounds, 

Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to apportion 
the domestic quota for cotton on the basis of the 
amount produced in the United States during the five 
calendar years immediately preceding the calendar 
year in which the domestic quota is proclaimed, with 
necessary adjustments, Provides that the State 
shall apportion the cotton among the counties and 
the counties among the local communities. 

Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to 
issue county marketing certificates aggregating the 
amount of the county domestic quota, transferable 
only in accordance with regulations issued by the 
Secretary of Agriculture. Requires the Secretary 
whenever he proclaims a domestic quota to determine 
and proclaim for such marketing year (1) the 
estimated parity price and the estimated farm 
price for cotton, and (2) the value of the market- 
ing certificate. Requires the certificate value 
be equal to the amount by which the estimated paritu 
price exceeds the estimated farm price. Directs 
the Secretary of Agriculture to buy and sell 
marketing certificates through the Commodity 
Credit Corporation, and specifies that such shall 
be valid to cover sales and importations of 
products during the marketing year with respect 
to which they are issued. Requires that the 
Secretary of Agriculture redeem unused certifi- 
cates at the price established therefor. 

Prohibits persons engaged in the processing of 
cotton into products composed wholly or partly of 
cotton from marketing any such product for domestic 
consumption or export if it contains cotton in 
excess of the quantity for which marketing certifi- 
cates have been acquired by such person. Provides 
for the increase or suspension of quotas during a 
national emergency or an increase in the demand for 
cotton, Exempts from the provisions of this Act 
extra long staple cotton which is produced from 
pure strain varieties of the Barbadense species or 
any hybrid thereof. Provides civil penalties for 
violations of this Act. 

Imposes, in addition to any other tax or duty 
upon articles imported into the United States from 
any foreign country which are manufactured in whole 
or in part from cotton, a tax of twelve cents per 
pound on the cotton contained in the article. 

S. 3122, Messrs. Russell and Saltonstall (by 
request); February 3, 1956 (Armed Services). 


Authorizes the construction of additional 
military public works that are needed by the military 
departments as follows: (1) Army, $305,670,000; (2) 
Navy, $418,728,000, and (3) the Air Force, $1,137,- 
585, 000. 


S. 3123. Messrs, Russell and Saltonstall (by 
request); February 3, 1956 (Armed Services), 


Extends the provisions of the Army-Navy-Public 
Health Service Medical Officer Procurement Act of 
1947 relating to the original appointments of 
medical and dental officers, to the Air Force of the 
United States. Liberalizes the qualifications of 
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such appointments and gives the respective secre- 
taries of the Armed Services power to convene 
boards of review to review records and compute the 
service of such appointments. Makes numerous 
technical amendments [amending 61 Stat. 777]. 


S. 3124. Messrs. Russell and Saltonstall (by 
request); February 3, 1956 (Armed Services). 


Armed Forces Regular Officer Augmentation Act 
of 1956 - Authorizes the President, with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, to appoint qualified 
persons to permanent commissioned grades in the 
Regular Army, Regular Navy, Regular Air Force, and 
Regular Marine Corps under regulations prescribed 
by the secretaries of the military departments 
concerned and approved by the Secretary of Defense 
and the President, which regulations shall include: 
(1) appointees shall be citizens of the United 
States, at least twenty-one years of age, of good 
moral character, and physically qualified for active 
military service; (2) provisions establishing 
Standards and qualifications for appointments to 
the grades into which the individuals will be 
appointed, (3) provisions for determination of the 
lineal position and precedence of appointees; (4) 
provisions for determining grade, position on the 
promotion list, seniority in regular grade, eligi- 
bility for promotion, and mandatory retirement, 
except for the Navy.and Marine Corps. 

Directs that persons appointed as regular 
officers shall not exceed the age which would permit 
them to complete twenty years of active Federal 
commissioned service before reaching age 55. 

Increases to 49,500 (now 30,600) the authorized 
number of active list commissioned officers of the 
Regular Army, and to 69,425 (now 27,500) active 
list commissioned officers-of the United States 
Air Force. 

Directs the Secretary of Defense, with the 
approval of the President, to project annually for 
the ensuing five years the active duty Regular 
commissioned list strength in each of the Armed 
Services, 

Provides for revocation of appointments within 
the third anniversary of the acceptance of the 
same. Repeals the Navy and Marine Corps Officer 
Augmentation Act of 1955 [amending U. S. C. 10:20j,s]. 


S. 3125. Messrs. Russell and Saltonstall (by 
request); February 3, 1956 (Armed Services). 


Provides continuing statutory authority for 
the Secretaries of the Army, Navy, and the Air Force 
to expand and maintain productive capacity in 
Government-owned and privately-owned plants in 
order to meet concurrent or mobilization military 
production requirements with ownership remaining in 
the Government for those facilities placed in 
privately-owned plants, Extends the duration of 
this authority until six months after termination 
of the national emergency proclaimed by the Presi- 
dent on December 16, 1950, or until as such date 
as may be specified by a concurrent resolution of 
the Congress, or until July 1, 1957, whichever is 
the earliest [amending 67 Stat. 177]. 
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S. 3126. Messrs. Watkins and Bennett; February 3, 
1956 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


Limits to $50,000 the amount of price-support 
subsidy a farmer can receive on the products grown 
on his farm during any one year. Makes this Act 
effective with the 1956 and subsequent crops. 


S. 3128. Mr.,Fulbright and others; February 3, 1956 
(Finance). 


Reduces the normal tax rate on corporate income 
to twenty-two percent (now thirty) and increases the 
surtax rate on corporate income to thirty percent (now 
twenty-two)[amending U. S. C. 26:11]. 


S. 3129. Mr. Fulbright and others; February 3, 1956 
(Finance). 


Reduces the normal tax rate on corporate income 
to twenty-two percent (now thirty) and increases 
the surtax rate on corporate income to thirty-one 
percent (now twenty-two)[amending U. S. C. 26:11]. 


S. 3130. Messrs, Malone and Bible; February 3, 1956 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Permits the Surgeon General of the United States 
to transfer up to fifty percent of State unused 
allotments under the hospital survey and construction 
provisions of the Public Health Act for purposes other 
than those specified, for any State having a population 
of less than 700,000, 


S. 3131. Mr. Magnuson; February 3, 1956 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Conservation Acreage Act - Directs the Secretary 
of Agriculture to formulate and carry out a five 
year conservation acreage program under which farmers 
will be compensated for diverting certain designated 
acreage from the production of wheat, rice, corn, 
oats, barley, grain, sorghums, soybeans, and rye. 
Requires such a program to contain provisions which 
will: (1) provide for a reduction in the total 
acreage planted to grain in each of the first three 
years which will result in a total production of 
500,000,000 bushels less than the annual domestic 
consumption and exports for the succeeding year as 
estimated by the Secretary of Agriculture; (2) in- 
sure that the amount of grain owned by the Govern- 
ment in each of the last two years of the program 
will not exceed 500,000,000 bushels; (3) restore to 
the production of the land in conservation acreage 
as the need for retaining it decreases; and (4) 
restore all grains on a uniform percentage basis. 

Requires the Secretary of Agriculture to: (1) 
pay the taxes on such land put in conservation and 
part of the price of establishing and maintaining 
a protective vegetative cover; (2) compensate the 
owner of the land at a rate not less than five per- 
cent nor more than twelve percent of the value of 
the land based upon its productive capacity; and 
(3) support the price of each grain except wheat 
at 90 percent parity. 

Requires the Secretary of Agriculture to make 
such payments through the issuance of negotiable cer- 
tificates. Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture 
to appoint a Surplus Disposal Administrator whose 
duties shall include responsibility for activities 
relating to the disposal of surplus grain commodities. 
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Directs the Secretary of Agriculture, to 
determine and proclaim the domestic food quota for 
wheat for the marketing year beginning in the next 
calendar year, such quota to be the number of 
bushels which will be consumed as human food in 
the continental United States, Apportions the 
domestic food quota, less a maximum 1 percent 
reserve, among the several States on the basis of 
the total production of wheat in each State during 
the five calendar years immediately preceding the 
calendar year in which the quota is proclaimed, with 
necessary adjustments. Provides that the State 
shall apportion wheat among the counties and the 
counties, among the local communities. 

Authorizes the Secretary to issue county 
marketing certificates aggregating the amount of 
the county domestic food quota to farm operators or 
individual producers, transferable only in accord- 
ance with regulations issued by the Secretary. 

Requires the Secretary to determine and pro- 
claim for each marketing year for which such quota 
is proclaimed (1) the estimated parity price and the 
estimated farm price for wheat, and (2) the value 
of the marketing certificates, the latter to be 
equal to the amount by which the estimated parity 
price exceeds the estimated farm price as determined 
herein, Directs the Secretary to buy and sell market- 
ing certificates through the Commodity Credit Corpo- 
ration, and such shall be valid to cover sales and 
importation of products during the marketing year 
with respect to which they are issued, certificates 
so used being cancelled. 

Prohibits persons engaged in the proceeding 
of wheat into food products composed wholly or 
partly of wheat or persons importing wheat from 
marketing any such product for domestic food con- 
sumption or export in excess of the quantity for 
which marketing certificates have been issued to 
such person. Provides for increase or suspension 
of quotas during national emergency or increase in 
demand for wheat. 

Provides for price supports to be determined 
by the Secretary according to standards herein pre- 
scribed, 
S. 3132. Messrs. Bennett and Watkins; February 3, 
1956 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture with 
the approval of the National Forest Reservation 
Commission to purchase lands within the Cache 
National Forest, Utah, for the purposes of promoting 
flood prevention and minimizing soil erosion, 


S. 3133. Mr. Welker; February 3, 
and Forestry). 


1956 (Agriculture 


Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to convey 
all interest of the United States in and to certain 
real property located in the city of Boise, Idaho, 
to that city on condition that it be used only for 
public purposes for the next twenty-five years.

S. 3137, Mr. Lehman and others; February 6, 1956 


(Banking and Currency). 


Federal Flood Insurance Act of 1956 - Provides 
a national program of flood insurance, and encourages 
private insurance of excess loss above Federal cover- 
age with Federal reinsurance if necessary. Creates the 
Federal Flood Insurance Administration within the 
Housing and Home Finance Agency at the head of which 
shall be a Federal Flood Insurance Commissioner, 
Directs the Commissioner to provide insurance and 
reinsurance against loss resulting from damage to 
real and personal property (including property 
owned by State or local Governments) due to floods, 

Requires the Commissioner to establish premium 
rates and authorizes him to determine the types and 
location of property to be covered, and the nature 
and limits of loss or damage in any area. Limits 
the face amount of the insurance to $10,000 on one 
to four family residences, including contents, and 
$100,000 on any other single piece of real property or 
personal property in any single location, Further 
limits the total liability of the Commissioner under 
insurance and reinsurance programs to $1,000,000, - 
000 originally, plus an additional $1,000,000, - 

000 each on July 1, 1957, and July 1, 1958. 
Authorizes the Commissioner to regulate reinsurance 
and provides that he shall encourage, by offering 
Suitable reinsurance, the issuance by private 
insurance companies of policies insuring against 
loss resulting from flood damage to real or personal 
property. 

Authorizes the Commissioner to use the facilities 
and services of private insurance companies. Declares 
that the Commissioner may allow financial participation 
of private insurance companies in profit or loss 
under the program, Sets out the method of claims 
payment and provides for judicial review. Authorizes 
the Commissioner to establish two funds to be known 
as the (1) Disaster Insurance Fund, and (2) Disaster 
Reinsurance Fund, Requires insurance premiums for 
insurance issued by the Commissioner to be deposited 
into the disaster insurance fund and reinsurance fees 
into the disaster reinsurance fund, Provides that 
moneys in such funds may be used for: (1) operating 
and administrative expenses, (2) payment of claims, 
and (3) repayment of Treasury borrowing. Requires 
the Commissioner to appoint an Advisory Committee. 

S. 3138. Mr. Hill; February 6, 1956 (Labor and 
Public Welfare). 


Provides for grants to State or local agencies, 
universities, laboratories, and other public or 
private agencies, and to individuals for investigations, 
experiments, demonstrations, studies, and research 
projects with respect to the development of improved 
methods of diagnosing and treating mental illness. 
Requires that such grants be made only upon recom- 
mendation of the National Advisory Mental Health 
Council [amending U. S. C. 42:242a].

S. 3139. Mr. Martin of Pennsylvania; February 6, 


1956 (Finance). 


Public Assistance Amendments of 1956 - Revises 
the formula under the Social Security Act for the 
determination of the Federal share of assistance 
expenditures which will become effective on July 1, 
1957. Provides for dollar to dollar matching of 
State expenditures for medical care in behalf of 
assistance recipients, including insurance premiums 
for voluntary health plans, up to a specified 
maximum on such expenditures. The maximum of such 
expenditures is an average of $6 a month per adult 
recipient and of $3 a month per child recipient. 
Makes the Federal share of such expenditures for 
medical care in addition to the present Federal 
matching of public assistance. 

Creates an Advisory Council on Medical Care to 
assist the Secretary of Health, Education, and 
Welfare. Beginning July 1, 1957, changes the 
formula for the determination of the Federal share 
of supplementary assistance payments by making the 
Federal share one-half the average monthly payments 
up to the $55 maximum for payments made to individuals 
whose assistance payments supplement benefits re- 
ceived under the insurance program and who did not 
receive old-age assistance prior to that date (now 
the Federal share is four-fifths of the first $25 
of the average monthly payments per recipient, plus 
one-half of the remainder up to $55 per month). 
Extends until June 30, 1959 the temporary amendments 
enacted in 1952 relating to the matching formula of 
determining the Federal share of assistance expendi- 
tures (now expire June 30, 1957). 

Revises the public assistance title of the 
Social Security Act to clarify its purpose so as 
to include assisting the States to provide appropriate 


public welfare services to enable recipients of aid 

to attain self-support or personal independence, and 

to strengthen family life for needy dependent children. 
Authorizes the Federal Government to share in 

the States' expenditures for training of skilled 

workers, by authorizing an appropriation of funds 

for allocation among the States in accordance with 


specified criteria. Provides that (effective 

July 1, 1957) the Federal Government contribute to 
State expenditures for training to the extent of 

80 percent for four years, and then 66% percent for 
two years. Permits the State public-assistance 
agencies to make the grants to institutions of 
higher learning for training, for establishing 
fellowships or traineeships, and special short term 
courses of study all of which would serve to equip 
persons more adequately for administering public 
assistance, 

Provides authorization for cooperation in 
research carried on by States, public and non-profit 
organizations, by the Federal Government sharing in 
the costs of the research and demonstration projects 
that are related to the prevention and reduction of 
dependency, the prevention of desertion and the co- 
ordination of planning between voluntary and public 
welfare agencies. Extends assistance aid to depen- 
dent children who are otherwise eligible, but who are 
living with a first cousin, niece or nephew. Extends 
Federal sharing in assistance granted to children 
between the ages of 16 and 18 who are unable to 
attend school. Increases the amount of the dollar 
limitation now in effect for public assistance 
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grants to Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands by 
25 percent after June 30, 1956. 


S. 3140. Mr. Cotton; February 6, 
and Civil Service). 


1956 (Post Office 


Wage Board Employees' Longevity Pay Act of 
1956 - Establishes longevity pay increases for wage 
board employees working for the Federal Government, 
Provides for the following longevity pay increases; 
(1) pay increase A which shall be two and one-half 
percent of the employee's basic compensation follow- 
ing thirteen years of service and until sixteen 
years of service; (2) pay increase B which shall be 
five percent of the employee's basic compensation 
after sixteen years of service and until nineteen 
years of service; and (3) pay increase C which 
shall be seven and one-half percent of the basic 
compensation of the employee's basic compensation 
after nineteen years of service and thereafter. 
Requires all determinations to be made by the Civil 
Service Commission. 


S. 3142. Mr. Bender; February 6, 
and Foreign Commerce). 


1956 (Interstate 


This measure is designed to encourage construc- 
tion and maintenance of modern Great Lakes bulk 
cargo vessels in the interest of peacetime commerce 
and the national defense. 

It would authorize the Secretary of Commerce 
to acquire obsolete Great Lakes vessels in exchange 
for an allowance of credit to be applied ou the 
purchase price of new vessels. 

A vessel would be considered an “obsolete 
vessel" if it (1) is enrolled and licensed under 
the laws of the United States for trade on the 
Great Lakes and has been so enrolled and licensed 
for a period of at least ten years; (2) is designed 
to transport in such trade dry bulk commodities 
such as iron ore, limestone, grain, or coal; (3) 
is of not less than 3,000 gross tons; and (4) is 
owned by a citizen or citizens of the United States 
and has been so owned for at least three years 
immediately prior to the date of acquisition hereunder. 

A vessel would be considered a "new vessel" if 
it (1) is constructed after January 1, 1956, in a 
Great Lakes shipyard within the United States; (2) 
is capable by reason of design of transporting 
bulk commodities such as iron ore, limestone, grain, 
or coal between ports on the Great Lakes, including 
the whole of the River St. Lawrence and the Gulf 
St. Lawrence as far east as a line drawn north and 
south through the west end of Anticosti Island; and 
(3) is documented under the laws of the United States. 

Obsolete vessels acquired hereunder are to be 
placed in a national defense reserve fleet of Great 
Lakes vessels, unless of insufficient value for 
commercial or military operations to warrant further 
preservation [amending U. S. C. 46:1160]. 

S. 3143. Mr. McClellan and others; February 6, 
1956 (Judiciary). 


Prohibits any Act of the Congress from being 
construed as indicating an intent on the part of 
Congress to occupy the field in which such Act 
operates, to the exclusion of all State laws on the 
same subject matter, unless such Act contains an 





express provision to that effect. Provides that no 
Act of the Congress shall be construed as invalidating 
a provision of a State law which would be valid in 

the absence of such Act unless there is a direct 

and positive conflict between an express provision 

of the Act and such provision of the State law. 


S. 3145. Mr. Watkins; February 6, 1956 (Agriculture 
and Forestry), 


Requires the Bureau of the Census in conducting 
current population surveys to develop farm income 
data by economic class of farm, 


S. 3148. 


Mr. Anderson; February 6, 1956 (Atomic 


Energy). 


Directs the Architect of the Capitol, under the 
direction of the Joint Committee on Atomic Energy, 
to make surveys and studies concerning the feasibility 
of providing and utilizing atomic energy for lighting, 
heating, power, and air conditioning refrigeration 
for the buildings and grounds under the supervision 
of the Architect of the Capitol. 


S. 3149, Mr. Magnuson; February 6, 
and Foreign Commerce). 


1956 (Interstate 


Permits air carriers to grant free or reduced- 
rate transportation to ministers of religion [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 49:483(b) ]. 

S. 3151. Mr. Williams and others; February 7, 1956 
(Finance), 


Reduces to 15 percent (now 27% percent) the 
percentage depletion for oil and gas wells for 
purposes of the Internal Revenue Code [amending 
U. S. C. 26:114(b)]J. 


3152. Mr. Butler; February 7, 
and Forestry). 


1956 (Agriculture 


Provides that the price support for the 1955 
crop of Maryland tobacco shall be et 90 percent of 
parity. 


S. 3153. Mr. Thye; February 7, 1956 (Finance). 


Adds a new paragraph to the provisions of the 
Internal Revenue Code relating to the deduction of 
medical expenses for income tax purposes so as to 
define the term "medical care" as meaning the 


amounts paid for the care, including board and 
lodging, supervision treatment, and training of a 
taxpayer's-mentally retarded dependent, who is 
placed in a special institution for the dependent's 
own welfare [amending U. S. C. 26:213]. 


S. 3154, Mr. Jackson and Mrs. Smith of Maine (by 
request); February 7, 1956 (Armed Services). 


Armed Forces Dependents Health Care Act of 
1956 - Directs the Secretary of Defense to make 
hospital and medical care available to dependents 
of members of the Armed Forces in the following 
types of hospital and medical care: (1) surgical, 
obstetrical, etc., up to 90 days; (2) prenatal and 
postnatal care of mothers; (3) benefits for

diagnostic services furnished to ambulatory patients 
and immunization services, Prohibits care to (1) 
nervous or mental diseases; (2) cosmetic surgery; 
(3) ambulance services; or (4) dental care. 

Provides the method of making such care avail- 
able by means of contracts for the coverage of depend- 
ents under non-profit health insurance plans with 
contracts to be negotiated by the Secretary of 
Defense. Permits such care to be given through 
United States facilities, in (1) case of emergency 
or (2) upon a finding by the Secretary with the 
approval of the council, that health services are 
not otherwise reasonably available either because 
of remoteness of residence or because of congestion 
of civilian health facilities or inadequate number 
of civilian health personnel within the area in 
which they may reasonably be expected to obtain 
health services, 

S. 3156. Messrs, Morse and Neuberger; February 7, 
1956 (Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the Coos Bay, Lower Umpqua, and 
Siuslaw Tribes of Indians to present their claims 
to the Indian Claims Commission for compensation for 
tribal lands turned over to the Federal Government 
under an unratified treaty of 1855. 
S. 3158. Mr. Lehman and others; February 8, 1956 
(Banking and Currency). 


Housing Act of 1956 - Changes the definition. 
of "families" under the National Housing Act so 
as to include a single elderly person. Expands the 
public housing program by authorizing 200,000 
additional units during each of the fiscal years 
1957, 1958, and 1959 and provides that balances not 
utilized in any such year shall be available until 
June 30, 1960. Authorizes the Housing and Home 
Finance Agency to establish general physical standards 
with respect to low-rent housing projects and 
contains other technical perfecting amendments, 
Authorizes the making of loans and contributions to 
any public housing agency to assist in the acqui- 
sition of existing housing privately constructed 
for use as low-rent housing. 

Creates a National Mortgage Corporation with 
authority to make and service loans and issue obli- 
gations in aid of a program of housing for families 
of moderate income, Authorizes the Corporation to 
issue capital stock to be subscribed for by the 
Secretary of the Treasury up to an amount not to 
exceed $100,000,000 at any time. Permits the 
Corporation to issue capital stock for subscription 
by corporate eligible borrowers and requires each 
borrower to subscribe for capital stock in an amount 
equal to five percent of the mortgage loan which it 
seeks from the corporation. Prescribes the methods 
of payment for the stock and the mortgage loans. 
Authorizes the Corporation to make mortgage loans 
to eligible borrowers or commitments to purchase or 
participate in loans made by any FHA approved 
mortgagee or to finance the development of a housing 
project upon certain certifications by the Administra- 
tor. Authorizes the Corporation to issue notes or 
other obligations in an aggregate annual amount not to 
exceed $1,000,000,000 except that with the permission 
of the President this amount may be increased after 
July 1, 1957 by additional amounts aggregating 


A-31 
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annually not more than $2,000,000,000. Requires 
the Corporation to carry a reserve account for 
losses equal to one-fourth of one percent of the 
outstanding balance of mortgage loans. Limits to 
ten percent the amount of funds to be expended in 
any one State. 

Directs the Administrator to establish an 
Office of Coordination in each metropolitan district 
to be headed by a director. Requires each director 
to analyze housing and mortgage markets and housing 
needs, make reports and recommendations to the 
Administrator and to appoint a representative 
advisory committee. Permits the Administrator to 
make matching grants to assist local agencies to 
carry out the planning functions and to reduce 
maximum mortgage ratios or maximum grants or loans 
Otherwise available to such district upon recom- 
mendation of the directors. 

Authorizes the appropriation of $20,000,000 
to be available to the revolving fund under the 
Housing Act of 1954 after July 1, 1956, and additional 
sums from year to year estimated to be necessary 
for the planning of a $20,000,000,000 local public 
works program at the end of the five year period. 
Authorizes the Administrator to guarantee, up to 
a face amount of $1,000,000,000, the obligations of 
local public agencies issued for the purpose of 
acquiring sites for local community facilities 
in advance of actual need. Authorizes the appropri- 
ation of $1,000,000 annually for a period of ten 
years to be used by the National Science Foundation 
for scholarships for the graduate training of 
professional city planning and housing technicians. 
Authorizes an appropriation of $1,000,000,000 to 
be used for public facility loans under the Housing 
Amendments of 1955. 

Authorizes the Administrator to make advances 
of funds on an annual basis up to 90 percent of 
local expenditures for rehabilitation and conservation 
activities and for redevelopment planning under the 
Housing Act of 1949, Modifies the financial formula 
under title I of the Housing Act of 1949 so as to 
require that local expenditures authorized as a 
part of the plan shall not be required to exceed 
one-third of the aggregate net costs involved. 
Increases the capital grant authorization under 
title I of the Housing Act of 1949 to a total of 
$1,000,000,000. Requires the redevelopment plan 
prepared by the local agency to be made more compre- 
hensive with additional emphasis on a program for 
relocating families displaced from renewal areas 
and for controlling population density in the 
locality. Provides that local contributions in 
form of tax exemption, cash, or tax remission be 
accepted in lieu of local grants-in-aid. 

Provides for a 40-year amortization of FHA 
insured mortgages instead of the existing 30-year. 
Amends the Federal Home Loan BankAct by: (1) au- 
thorizing the Board to charter new Federal savings 
and loan associations and to purchase stock issued 
by them; (2) requiring the Board to survey the 
mortgage-lending resources of each State, including 
non-farm areas, and to report periodically to 
Congress on its program for providing additional 
needed institutions; (3) authorizing Federal home 
loan banks to discount mortgage loans made by banks 
in rural areas, such loans to be rediscounted by 
other banks in the general geographic area of the 
originating institutions; and (4) authorizing to be 
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appropriated a sum of $200,000,000 as a revolving 
fund. 

Authorizes under the Housing Act of 1949 a sum 
of $200,000,000 additional for each ensuing year for 
farm housing. Broadens the term “elderly families" 
with respect to all housing covered by the Act, to 
include a single elderly person, or a family, the 
head of which (or his spouse) is of advanced age. 
Establishes a representative advisory committee to 
guide the expanded program, and the focus of the 
research program is sharpened to direct the research 
inquiries to critical problems in housing construc- 
tion, design, etc. 

S. 3159. Mr. Lehman and others; February 8, 1956 
(Government Operations). 


Establishes in the executive department of the 
Government a new executive department to be known 
as the Department of Housing and Urban Affairs. The 
Department is to be headed by a Secretary to be 
appointed by the President with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate. It is made the function of the 
Department to foster and facilitate the execution 
of national housing and urban affairs policies. 
Transfers to the Secretary all functions, personnel, 
records, assets, and obligations of the Housing and 
Home Finance Agency, the Public Housing Administra- 
tion, the Federal Housing Administration, the Federal 
Home Loan Bank Board, the Community Facilities Admin- 
istration, the Urban Renewal Administration, and the 
National Mortgage Administration. Prescribes the 


organization of the new Department and creates the 
positions of an Under Secretary, four Assistant 
Secretaries, General Counsel, and a Director of the 
Office of Budget and Management. 


Abolishes the 
Housing and Home Finance Agency, the Federal Housing 
Administration, the Public Housing Administration, 
the Community Facilities Administration, and the 
Urban Renewal Administration, 

S. 3161. Mr. Anderson; February 8, 1956 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to pro- 
vide by agreement with the Middle Rio Grande Con- 
servancy District, a subdivision of the State of New 
Mexico, for the payment of operation and maintenance 
charges on newly reclaimed Pueblo Indian lands and 
lands purchased by the United States, 

S. 3162. Mr. Butler; February 8, 1956 
(Public Works). 


Authorizes the sum of $350,000 to be made avail- 
able to the Interstate Commission to enable it to 
make a full and complete investigation and study 
leading to (1) the development of a comprehensive 
master plan designed to end the pollution of the 
Potomac River in the Washington Metropolitan Area, 
and (2) the preparation of proposals for legislation 
necessary to carry it out. Provides for grants to 
the States and their political subdivisions, under 
certain conditions, aggregating not more than $10,- 
000,000 to enable them to construct treatment works 
designed to alleviate the pollution of the Potomac 
River during the period of investigation. 





S. 3163. Mr. Magnuson; February 8, 1956 (Inter- 


state and Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes permanent certificates of public 
convenience and necessity to air carriers who make 
application within 120 days after the date of this 
Enactment upon a showing of service furnished 
exclusively within either the Territory of Hawaii 
or the Territory of Alaska on a temporary certificate 
issued by the Civil Aeronautics Board [amending U. S. 
C. 49:481(e)]. 

S. 3164, Mr. Magnuson; February 8, 1956 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes permanent certificates of public 
convenience and necessity to air carriers who make 
application within 120 days after the date of this 
Enactment and show that from January 1, 1956, until 


the effective date of this Act, they were air carriers 
continuously operating under a temporary certificate 
between the United States and the Territory of Alaska 
[amending U. S. C. 49:481(e)]. 


S. 3165. Mr. Bender; February 8, 1956 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Authorizes an appropriation of $300,000, to 
remain available until expended, for the purpose of 
aiding in the defraying of certain expenses of the 
World's Conservation Exposition and Plowing Contests 
for 1956, 1957, and 1958. Part of the funds author- 
ized hereunder shall be used to reimburse the 1957 
World's Conservation Exposition and Plowing Contests, 
Incorporated, a nonprofit organization of Peebles, 
Ohio, and the Adams County Soil Conservation District, 
Ohio, for necessary expenses incurred prior to this 
authorization. 
S. 3167. Mr. Watkins; February 8, 1956 (Judiciary). 

Vests in the Attorney General discretionary 
power to admit to the United States, regardless of 
Statutory grounds of excludability, a limited number 
of aliens who are United States soldiers or war 
veterans, close relatives of citizens, or religious 
functionaries. Specifies an overall ceiling of 5,- 
000 annually. 
S. 3168. Mr. Watkins; February 8, 1956 (Judiciary). 

Makes the following changes in the Immigration 
and Nationality Act: (1) eliminates two technical 
and unnecessary grounds for exclusions of aliens; 
(2) gives the Secretary of State and the Attorney 
General discretionary power to waive fingerprinting 
of aliens seeking temporary admission to the United 
States; (3) enlarges the discretionary power to 
waive non-immigrant visas in emergency cases; (4) 
eliminates the inspection of aliens coming to the 
continental United States from Alaska and Hawaii; 
(5) gives the Attorney General clear and statutory 
authority to provide for an examining officer at 
exclusion hearings, and the authority to initiate 
deportation proceedings other than by a physical 
arrest; (6) permits the passage of aliens through 
the United States, from one foreign country to 
another, in the discretion of the Attorney General, 
without application of all the provisions of the 
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immigration law, upon proper safeguards making 
certain of the departure of the aliens; (7) author- 
izes the Attorney General to refrain from deporting 
certain displaced persons who, when they came to 
this country made misstatements as to their identity 
and nationality in their visa applications to 
avoid forcible repatriation behind the Iron Curtain. 

Revises and codifies all the laws respecting 
naturalization of soldiers and veterans and elimi- 
nates the necessity for a lawful admission for 
permanent residence. Makes the eligibility require- 
ments for the naturalization of veterans on a 
uniform basis regardless of the particular conflict 
in which the soldier served. Strengthens and 
clarifies the law relating to the deportation of 
narcotic-law violators so that violators of laws 
relating to the illegal possession of drugs, and 
conspiracy to violate drug laws would be deportable. 
Gives status under the immigration laws to certain 
illegitimate and adopted children, Eliminates the 
discriminatory provision of the existing law which 
discriminates against Asian spouses who seek to come 
to the United States under the quota of a non-Asian 
spouse, 

Revises quota distribution by giving the 
fourth preference catagory a known percentage of 
ten percent of the total in lieu of the unknown 
number of quotas permitted for this category under 
existing law. Admits the spouses and children of 
skilled specialists in the first preference group 
if following to join the specialists. Makes wives 
and children of the brothers and sisters, etc., 
named on the fourth preference group eligible for 
the same fourth preference. Gives the Secretary of 
State broader latitude in waiving nonimmigrant visa 
fees, and clarifies the language relating thereto. 
Clarifies the exclusion provisions relating to 
aliens convicted of petty offenses. 

Eliminates certain technical requirements as 
to crewmen on ships and provides that visa appli- 
cations would no longer require an alien to specify 
his race and ethnic classification. Modifies the 
expatriating provisions of the laws respecting 
certain veterans and their close relatives. Author- 
izes the Attorney General to extend the period of 
validity of re-entry permits of close relatives of 
our soldiers stationed abroad. Provides for an 
expeditious form of naturalization for adopted 
children of soldiers or other persons stationed 
abroad in their employ. 
S. 3169, Mr. Watkins; February 8, 1956 (Judiciary). 

Provides a single form of judicial review under 
the Immigration and Nationality Act of 1952 for 
aliens which would make certain that all aliens 
shall have a right to judicial review in a locality 
convenient to them. Eliminates to the greatest 
extent possible, frivolous applications to courts, 
without detriment to the alien's right. Makes the 
form of review speedy and effectual. Restricts 
aliens seeking admission to the United States to 
the use of habeas corpus proceedings in accordance 
with the traditionally expeditious method of 
adjudicating their claims of admissability to 
the United States, 
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S. 3170. Mr. Watkins; February 8, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Revises the basic quota system of the Immigration 
and Nationality Act of 1952, Makes the total annual 
quota of immigrants one-seventh of one percent of 
the population of the United States based upon the 
1950 Federal census (now based on 1924 census), 
Increases the maximum allocation of the quota for 
colonies (Asia-Pacific triangle) from 100 to 200. 
Provides that the increase in the annual quota, 
less the amount needed for the minimum quota (the 
minimum quota before this Act plus 100) and less 
5,000 numbers, be distributed among the several 
quota areas in proportions which would reflect the 
ratio of immigration between July 1, 1924 and 
July 1, 1955, into the United States from such 
areas to the total immigration from all countries 
of the world. 

Adjusts some of the differences in the quota 
caused by the fact that some countries never 
exhaust their quotas and others are greatly over- 
subscribed. Makes 5,000 numbers available for 
assignment without regard to nationality or national 
origin, to aliens anywhere in the world if they 
are of the type whose services and skills are need- 
ed in the United States. Permits the use of unused 
quotas which are now lost if a country does not 
send its quota to the United States. Proposes to 
assign the unused quota numbers annually to four 
regions which are Europe, Asia, Africa, and Oceania. 
Makes this pool of quota numbers available only in 
the ensuing year. Proposes that the only persons 
eligible to share in this pool will be classes of 
aliens who are entitled to a preference status in 
the quota under the existing law by reason of their 
special skills, or because of their relationship 
to citizens or resident aliens. 

Eliminates the "mortgage" upon the quota re- 
sulting from the Displaced Persons Act of 1948 and 
certain so-called sheepherder laws. 


S. 3172. Mr. Wiley (by request); February 8, 1956 
(Foreign Relations). 


International Cultural Exchange and Trade Fair 
Participation Act of 1956 - Provides for permanent 
authorizations (now temporary) for the President 
of the United States, to help defray the expenses 
of American activities in sending cultural troupes 
abroad and in participating in sports, festivals, 
competitions, and trade fairs throughout the world. 


S. 3173. Mr. Carlson; February 8, 1956 (Banking 
and Currency). 


Permits the Director of the Office of Defense 
Mobilization to direct the Administrator of General 
Services to purchase lead ore and zinc ore from the 
operator of marginal lead and zinc mines when the 
Director determines that the operation of any lead 
or zinc mine is necessary to the national defense 
and such mine is unable to operate at current 
market prices and return a reasonable profit. 
Requires that all lead and zinc purchased under this 
Act form a part of the stockpile of strategic and 
critical materials. Places a limit of five years 
upon the authority granted under this Act. 
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S. 3174. Messrs. Neuberger and Morse; February 8, 
1956 (Judiciary). 


Incorporates the Veterans of World War I of 
the United States of America. 


S. 3176. Mr. Murray and others; February 10, 1956 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Enlarges the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic 
Act so as to cover poultry inspection and prohibit 
the movement in interstate or foreign commerce of 
unsound, unhealthful, diseased, unwholesome or 
adulterated poultry or poultry products. 


S. 3177. Mr. Mundt; February 10, 1956 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Preserves acreage history of land for the 
purpose of future wheat acreage allotments when 
such allotments are underplanted because of un- 
favorable weather conditions and the operator of 
the farm notifies the county committee not later 
than December 1 in any area where winter wheat is 
produced and not later than June 1 in any area where 
spring wheat is produced, 


S. 3178. Mr. Ervin; February 10, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Waives the requirement of U. S. C. 28:142 
with respect to the United States District Court 
for the Western District of North Carolina holding 
court at Bryson City. 


S. 3180, Messrs, Clements and Robertson; February 10, 
1956 (Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the appointment of two United States 
Commissioners for the Cumberland Gap National 
Historical Park, one being appointed by the District 
court for the Eastern District of Kentucky, and the 
other from joint action of the District Courts for 
the Eastern District of Tennessee and the Western 
District of Virginia [amending U. S. C. 28:631(a)]. 


S. 3181. Mr. Schoeppel; February 10, 1956 (Finance). 


Repeals the 3 percent transportation tax on 
agricultural products and livestock which the farmer 
delivers to the market [amending U. S. C. 26:4272]. 


S. 3183. Mr. Ellender; February 10, 1956 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Agricultural Act - Provides that the level of 
price supports for basic commodities shall be 90 
percent of parity for the 1956 and 1957 crops of 
any basic agricultural commodity other than wheat 
if producers have not disapproved marketing quotas 
therefor. Declares that the support price to 
cooperators for milling quality wheat shall be 90 
percent of parity, and the support price for any 
Other wheat shall be at such level as the Secretary 
determines will preserve the competitive relation- 
ship between such wheat and corn on the basis of 
their respective feed values. Provides that in no 
event shall the average support price for all wheat 
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be less than 75 percent of parity. Declares that 
whenever the price of either cottonseed or soy- 
beans is supported under this Act, the price of 
the other shall be supported at such level as the 
Secretary determines will cause them to compete on 
equal terms on the market, 

Provides that the price of whole milk, butter- 
fat, and the products of such commodities, respec- 
tively, shall be supported at not less than 80 per- 
cent nor more than 90 percent of the parity price 
therefor using a parity equivalent for manufactur- 
ing milk based on the 30 month period from July, 

1946 to December, 1948, both inclusive. Requires a 
report to Congress by the Secretary on the possible 
methods of improving the parity formula within 

six months after the enactment of this Act. 

Permits addition of 250,000,000 bushels of 
corn to the commodity set-aside. Requires the 
Commodity Credit Corporation, as rapidly as possible, 
to dispose of all surplus stocks held\by it. Directs 
the Secretary to submit a detailed program for the 
disposition of such surplus commodities and report 
annually thereafter on his operations, Such 
programs and annual reports shall show: (1) the 
quantities of surplus commodities on hand; (2) the 
methods of disposition utilized and the quantities 
disposed of during the preceding 12 months; (3) the 
methods of disposition to be utilized and the 
estimated quantities that can be disposed of during 
the succeeding 12 months; (4) a detailed program 
for the expansion of markets for surplus agricultural 
commodities through marketing and utilization re- 
search and improvement of marketing facilities; and (5) 
recommendations for additional legislation necessary 
to accomplish such program. Directs the Commodity 


Credit Corporation to encourage sales for the 
export of such quantities of cotton as will reestab- 


lish and maintain the fair historical share of the 
world market for United States cotton. Directs the 
Secretary to provide sufficient incentive to 
domestic users of extra-long staple cotton so as to 
assure domestic utilization of a minimum of 30,000 
bales of such cotton annually. Authorizes the 
Secretary of Agriculture to appoint an agricultural 
surplus disposal administrator at a salary rate of 
not exceeding $15,000 per year. 

Extends the provisions of law pertaining to 
voluntary surrender of acreage allotment of the 
Agricultural Adjustment Act to the years of 1956 and 
1957. Provides that the Secretary shall designate 
any State as outside the commercial wheat-producing 
area for any marketing year if the acreage allotment 
of wheat for such State for the immediately preced- 
ing marketing year was 240,000 acres or less. 

Provides that the price support for the 1956 
crop of rice shall be at the rate of 55 percent of 
the parity price of rice as of the beginning of the 
marketing year and on the 1957 and subsequent crops 
of rice at such level not less than 50 percent or 
more than 90 percent of the parity price therefor 
as the Secretary determines will discourage or pre- 
vent the exportation of rice produced in the United 
States. 

Grants assistance to the States for tree 
planting and reforestation. Provides that any 
State forester or equivalent State official may 
submit to the Secretary of Agriculture a plan for 
forest tree planting and reforestation, Limits the 
financial contribution by the Federal Government 
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for non-Federal forest land tree planting and re- 
forestation to the amount expended by the State 
during the same fiscal year. Directs the Secretary 
to establish a price reporting system for basic 
forest products, 

Soil Bank Act - Directs the Secretary of 
Agriculture to formulate and carry out an acreage 
reserve program for the 1956 through 1959 crops of 
wheat, cotton, corn, and rice, flue-cured tobacco, 
burley tobacco, and cigar binder tobacco types 5l, 
52, 54, and 55, under which producers shall be 
compensated for reducing their acreages of the 
commodity below their farm acreage allotments 
established under the Agricultural Adjustment Act 
of 1938, as amended. Conditions eligibility for 
such compensation on the producer (1) reducing his 
acreage of the commodity below his farm acreage 
allotment within such limits as the Secretary may 
prescribe; (2) specifically designating the acreage 
so withdrawn from the production of such commodity; 
and (3) not harvesting any crop from or grazing the 
reserve acreage unless the Secretary determines 
that it is necessary to permit grazing thereon in 
order to alleviate damage, hardship, or suffering 
caused by severe draught, flood, or other national 
disaster, and gives consent thereto. 

Directs the Secretary to establish a national 
reserve acreage goal for each of the above describ- 
ed commodities under the Agricultural Adjustment Act 
of 1938, as amended. Permits the Secretary to 
determine the limits within which individual farms 
may participate in the program. 

Prescribes that producers shall be compensated 
for participating in the acreage reserve program 
through the issuance of negotiable certificates 
which the Commodity Credit Corporation shall redeem 
in grains and cotton or in cash in accordance with 
regulations prescribed by the Secretary. Stipulates 
that commodities delivered to producers in redemption 
of such certificates shall not be eligible for tender 
to Commodity Credit Corporation under the price 
Support program. Limits the total compensation 
paid producers for participating in the acreage 
reserve program with respect to any year's crops to 
$750,000,000, and limits compensation paid any 
producer for participating in the acreage reserve 
program with respect to any crop of tobacco to not 
to exceed $100 per acre. 

Initiates the conservation reserve program 
under which the producer shall agree: (1) to 
establish and maintain for the contract period 
vegetative cover or water storage facilities or 
other soil, water, wildlife, or forest conserving 
uses on a specifically designated acreage of land 
on the farm regularly used in the production of 
crops; (2) to devote to conserving crops or uses, 
or allow to remain idle, throughout the contract 
period an acreage of the remaining land in the 
farm which is not less than the acreage normally 
devoted only to conserving crops or uses or normally 
allowed to remain idle on the entire farm; (3) not 
to harvest any crop from the acreage established in 
protective vegetative cover excepting timber and 
wildlife; (4) not to pasture the acreage established 
in protective vegetative cover prior to January l, 
1959, or such later date as may be provided in the 
contract; (5) not to adopt any practice or divert 
lands on the farm from conservation, woods, pasture 
or other use to any use specified by the Secretary 
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in the contract, tending to defeat the purposes of 
the contract; (6) to forfeit all rights to further 
payment or grants under the contract and refund to 
the United States all payments or grants received 
thereunder upon his violation of the contract 

at any stage during the time he has control of the 
farm if the Secretary determines that such violation 
is of such a nature to warrant termination of the 
contract, or to make such refunds or accept such 
payment adjustments as the Secretary may deem 
appropriate if he determines that the producer's 
violation does not warrant termination of the 
contract; (7) to such additional provisions as the 
Secretary determines are desirable and includes in 
the contract to effectuate the purposes of this 

Act; and (8) to facilitate the practical administra- 
tion of the conservation reserve program including 
provisions pertaining to control of noxious weeds. 

Stipulates that the Secretary, in return for 
the agreement by the producer, shall agree to: (1) 
bear such part of the cost (including labor) for 
establishing and maintaining vegetative cover or 
water storage facilities, etc., on the designated 
acreage as the Secretary determines to be necessary 
to effectuate the purposes hereof; and (2) make an 
annual payment to the producer for the term of the 
contract upon determination that he has fulfilled 
the provisions of the contract entitling him to 
such payment. 

Authorizes the Secretary to formulate and 
announce programs hereunder and enter into contracts 
with producers during the five-year period 1956-1960 
to be carried out during the period ending not later 
than December 31, 1969. Limits the period covered 
by any contract to a maximum ten years. 

Requires the Secretary to provide adequate 
safeguards to protect the interests of tenants and 
sharecroppers. 


S. 3184. 


Mr. Watkins; February 10, 1956 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to make 
or insure loans to eligible farmers and stockmen for 
the purposes of refinancing, consolidating, renewing, 
or extending all or part of the existing debts of 

the applicant, whether secured by real or personal 
property, and for farm operating and subsistence 
expenses therewith. Gives the Secretary power to 
insure and make commitments to insure such loans on 
such terms and conditions as he may prescribe, to 
include in such agreements, provisions for servicing 
such loans and for purchasing such loans, and to 
prescribe such terms and conditions, including 
interest rates for such loans. Requires the borrower 
to pay such insurance charges as are proper, taking 
into account the amount of the loan and any prior 
liens, Limits the aggregate amount of principal 
obligations on loans insured under this Act to 
$45,000,000 in any fiscal year. Authorizes necessary 
appropriations. 
S. 3185. Mr. Watkins; February 10, 1956 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Increases to 1l years (now 7) the terms of 


production and subsistence loans under the Bankhead- 
Jones Farm Tenant Act [amending U, S. C. 7:1007]. 
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Mr. Sparkman and others; February 14, 1956 
(Banking and Currency). 


Establishes a commission to be known as the 
Commission on National Housing Policy to be composed 
of fifteen members. Directs the Commission to 
conduct an inquiry with respect to the current and 
prospective residential housing needs of the country 
and the capacity of the economy in general and of 
the building industry and mortgage market in partic- 
ular to meet these needs. Directs the Commission to 
formulate legislative recommendations and submit 
reports to the Congress of the United States with 
the final report not later than December 31, 1956. 
S. 3187. Mr. McNamara; February 14, 1956 (Labor 

and Public Welfare). 


Repeals the provisions of the Labor Management 
Relations Act of 1947 (Taft-Hartley) requiring the 
officers of all labor organizations to sign a non- 
communist affidavit before their unions are entitled 
to the facilities of the National Labor Relations 
Board [repealing U. S. C. 29:159h]. 

S. 3189, Mr. Humphrey; February 14, 1956 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to make 
incentive payments for the marketing of lightweight 
hogs at live weights of two hundred pounds or less 
whenever he finds (1) that the annual pig crop for 
any year will exceed the average pig crop for the 
ten preceding years, or (2) that the national average 
price received by farmers for hogs is less than 90 
percent of the parity price therefor. Sets the 
amount of such payments at a level, not less than 
$1 or more than $3 per hundred weight, as the 
Secretary determines is necessary depending upon 
the national average price. Sets a limitation of 
$1,200 to any one producer in any calendar year. 





S. 3190. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; February 14, 


1956 (Banking and Currency). 


Authorizes the Federal National Mortgage 
Association to enter into advance commitment contracts 
to purchase at 100 percent of the unpaid principal 
amount, certain mortgages covering low-cost residential 
housing. Limits such advance commitments to $50,- 
000,000 outstanding at any one time and limits such 
individual mortgages to $7,600. 

S. 3195. Mr. Green; February 14, 1956 (Government 
Operations). 


Directs the Administrator of General Services 
to convey by quitclaim deed to the town of North 
Kingstown, Rhode Island certain land in such town 
owned by the United States at a price of fifty per- 
cent of the fair market value. 
S. 3198. Mr. O'Mahoney and others; February 14, 
1956 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


Clarifies the provisions of law relating to 
brand inspection fees by registered market agencies 
under the Packers and Stockyards Act of 1921 and 


provides additional marketing services for livestock 
purchasers [amending U. S. C, 7:217a(a)]. 


S. 3199, Mr. Payne and others; February 14, 1956 
(Government Operations). 


Implements and carries out certain Hoover 
Commission recommendations in the Hoover Commission 
Budget and Accounting Report. Requires the use of 
cost-based budgets by all the Federal agencies for 
all management purposes. Places the employees of 
the Bureau of the Budget in the executive agencies 
to help carry out the Bureau's management functions 
and maintains a continuous review of budget prepara- 
tion and administration. Requires that Government 
accounts be kept on the accrual basis and to show 
currently, completely, and clearly, all resources 
and liabilities, and cost of operations, 

Directs agencies to accelerate the installation 
of adequate monetary property accounting records 
as an integral part of the accounting systems. 
Requires the executive agencies to report annually 
to the Bureau of the Budget on the conduct of 
their operations, and requires periodic reports on 
performance, Directs the agencies to take further 


steps to synchronize their organizational structures. 


Establishes a Staff Office of Accounting in the 
Bureau of the Budget to be headed by the Assistant 
Director, and gives it the following duties: (1) 
development and promulgation of an overall plan for 
accounting and reporting, consistent with broad 
policies and standards prescribed by the Comptroller 
General; (2) assistance in the introduction of 
modern accounting methods in the executive agencies 
consistent with the overall plan; (3) establishment 
of reasonable but definite time schedules for per- 
formance and progress; (4) stimulation of the 
building of competent accounting and auditing 
organizations in the executive agencies and active 
assistance in the selection, training, and retention 
of capable personnel; and (5) reporting annually to 
the Budget Director with respect to the status of 
accounting in each of the executive agencies, 

Creates the position of comptroller in each 
agency and outlines his duties as follows: (1) 
setting up and maintenance throughout his agency 
of adequate accounting and auditing systems and 
procedures in conformity with the provisions of 
the Budget and Accounting Procedures Act of 1950; 
(2) recruitment, training, and development of 
qualified accounting personnel; (3) development 
and responsibility for reliable and informative 
financial reports for (a) internal management 
purposes and (b) issue to the Congress and 
other executive departments and agencies; (4) 
interpretation and advice upon significant aspects 
of the financial reports, and (5) preparation and 
review of budgets prepared at operating levels for 
the information of top managment. 

Simplifies the allotment system by providing 
that each unit be financed from a single allotment 
for each appropriation involved in its operation. 
Authorizes each department and agency to maintain 
a single account under each appropriation title or 
fund for controlling the amount available for the 
liquidation of valid obligations, Directs the 
Bureau of the Budget and General Accounting Office 
to make a study to determine what can be done to 
eliminate (a) duplicate accounts within the 
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Treasury Department, and (b) duplicate accounting 
as between the Treasury Department and the various 
departments and agencies of the Federal Government, 
Requests the Bureau of the Budget and the General 
Accounting Office to make an intensive study to 
determine the adequacy of internal auditing in 
Government agencies and what steps should be taken 
to improve it. 


S. 3201. Messrs. Daniel and Johnson of Texas; 
February 14, 1956 (Armed Services). 


Directs the Secretary of the Army to convey to 
the State of Texas a certain tract of land located 
in Bexar County near San Antonio for use of the 
National Guard. 


S. 3204. Messrs, Dworshak and Welker; February 16, 
1956 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


Includes onions in the prohibition against 
dealings in commodity futures under the Commodity 
Exchange Act. 


S. 3207. Mr. Smith of New Jersey; February 16, 
1956 (District of Columbia). 


Increases to $20,000,000 (now $1,000,000) the 
limitation on the value of real and personal 
property that the Archaeological Institute of 
America may hold [amending 34 Stat. 203]. 


S. 3210. Messrs. Neuberger and Morse; February 16, 
1956 (Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Designates the Clearwater National Forest 
situated in the State of Idaho as the Bernard 
De Voto National Forest. 


S. 3213. Messrs. Lehman and others; February 16, 
1956 (Labor and Public Welfare). 


Establishes a temporary National Advisory 
Committee for the Blind consisting of 9 members. 
The Committee shall conduct a study of the entire 
field of existing Federal, State, and local 
activities relating to granting of service to the 
blind, and report the results, with recommendations, 
to the President and Congress within 24 months after 
the passage of this Act. 


S. 3214, Mr. Thurmond and others; February 16, 
1956 (Public Works). 


Authorizes the Chief of Engineers under the 
supervision of the Secretary of the Army to adjust 
in the public interest, rentals under leases entered 
into for the provision of commercial recreational 
facilities at the Clark Hill Reservoir. 


S. 3215. Mr. McNamara; February 16, 1956 (Post 
Office and Civil Service). 


Authorizes the Post Office Department to 
provide a special canceling stamp or postmarking 
die with the legend “Are you registered to vote" 
to be used in first and second-class post offices 
during the period beginning on February 1 and ending 
on September 30 of each even numbered year. 
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S. 3219. Mr. Holland; February 16, 1956 (Government 


Operations). 


Authorizes the transfer of certain surplus 
property owned by the United States in the Saint 
Joseph's Bay Military Reservation, Gulf County, 
Florida, to the former owners thereof [amending 
U. S. C. 40:484), 

S. 3222. Mr. Morse; February 16, 1956 (District of 
Columbia). 


District of Columbia Small Loan Act - Requires 
licenses to be obtained from the District of 
Columbia Commissioners by persons engaged in the 
business of making loans of $1,000 or less. Sets 
forth the procedures required for such licenses. 
Requires the payment of an annual fee and a yearly 
examination of the licenses. Requires annual 
reports and prohibits false advertising. Directs 
the Commissioners to determine and fix by regulation 
or order a maximum rate of interest, fees, or 
charges in connection of such loans. Also provides 
for the revocation or suspension of such licenses 
under certain circumstances. 

Sets up penalties for violations of this Act. 
Grants hearings and judicial review to applicants 
for such licenses. 


S. 3223. Mr. Magnuson; February 16, 1956 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Restores the vessel-construction revolving 
fund of the Merchant Marine Act of 1936. Effective 


July 1, 1955 (became inoperative in 1947) [amending 
U. S. C. 46:1116]. 


S. 3224. Mr. Magnuson; February 16, 1956 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury to sell 
or assign the whole or any part of bills, notes, 
mortgages, debentures, or other evidence of indebted- 
ness to the United States which has been acquired 
under the Merchant Marine Act of 1936 or the Merchant 
Ship Sales Act of 1946 and deposit the proceeds 
therefrom to the vessel-construction revolving fund 
of the Merchant Marine Act of 1936 [amending U. S. C. 
46:1116]. 
S. 3226. Mr. Eastland for Mr. Kilgore; February 16, 
1956 (Judiciary). 


Clarifies the provisions of the Bankruptcy Act 
relating to reorganization so as to make it plain 
that a former lessor railroad company is to receive 
fair compensation from the operation of its lines 
after the termination of the lease, in the form of 
rates and divisions established on its behalf in 
accordance with the provisions of the Interstate 
Commerce Act regulating rates and divisions of rates 
for all other railroads not being operated for an 
agreed compensation [amending U. S, C. 11:205(c)]. 


S. 3227. Mr. Dworshak; February 17, 1956 (Interior 


and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
construct, operate, and maintain the Little Wood 
River reclamation project in Idaho. 
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S. 3228. Mr. Carlson; February 17, 1956 (Post 


Office and Civil Service). 


The Temporary Postal Rate Increase Act of 
1956 - Increases the rate of postage on: (a) all 
first-class mail, except postal cards and private 
mailing or post cards, to 4 (now 3) cents for each 
ounce or fraction thereof; (b) domestic air mail, 
except postal cards and private mailing or post 
cards, to 7 (now 6) cents for each ounce or fraction 
thereof; (c) second-class mail by 2.2 cents effective 
July 1, 1956 and 2.5 cents effective July 1, 1957, 
for the first and second zones, (1) for these dates 
respectively (a) 3 cents and 3.5 cents for the third 
zone, (b) 4.5 and 5 cents for the fourth zone, (c) 

6 and 7 cents for the fifth zone, (d) 7.5 and 8.5 
cents for the sixth zone, (e) 9 and 10 cents for the 
seventh zone, and (f) 10.5 and 12 cents for the 
eighth zone. 

Increases the minimum postage on individually 
addressed copy to 4 (now 1/8) of 1 cent except 
with respect to certain enumerated organizations 
not organized for profit and free-in-country mail- 
ing privileged activities, the postage of which 
shall be not less than 1/8 of 1 cent. Increases 
the postage on second-class mail mailed by others 
than publishers or news agents to 2 cents for the 
first two ounces and 1% (now 1) cents for each 
additional two ounces or fraction thereof. 

Increases, with respect to third-class mail, 
the rate of postage to 3 (now 2) cents for the first 
two ounces or fraction thereof and 1% (now 1) cents 
for each additional ounce or fraction thereof up to 
and including 8 ounces; fixes the rate on books and 
catalogues, of 24 pages or more, seeds, cuttings, 
bulbs, roots, scions, and plants not exceeding 8 
ounces in weight at 3 (now 2) cents for the first 
two ounces or fraction thereof and 1 (now 1%) cent 
for each additional two ounces or fraction thereof. 

Increases to $20 (now $10) the fee required 
for acceptance for transmission in the mails of 
separately addressed identical pieces of third-class 
matter in quantities of not less than 20 pounds or 
200 pieces, and sets the rate of postage on such 
matter mailed in bulk at 16 (now 14) cents for each 
pound or fraction thereof with a minimum charge of 
2 (now Icents per piece, except that it shall be 
12 (now 10) cents for each pound or fraction thereof 
with respect to books, catalogues, seeds, and other 
items in this group enumerated, supra. 

Increases to 5 (now 3) cents pieces or packages 
of third-class mail of such size or form as to pre- 
vent ready facing and tying in bundles and requiring 
individual distribution. 

Increases, with respect to fourth-class mail, 
bound books with incidental blank pages, to 10 (now 
8) cents for the first pound or fraction thereof. 

Prescribes that on and after July 1, 1956 85 
percent of the gross postal receipts of all classes 
of post offices shall be counted for the purpose 
of determining the class of the post office or the 
compensation or allowances of postmasters or other 
employees whose compensation allowance is based on 
the annual receipts of such offices. 

The Postal Commission Act of 1956 - Establishes 
a 3-member Commission on Postal Rates to be appointed 
by the President with the consent of the Senate, at 
a basic rate of $15,000 per annum, initial terms to 
be 2, 5, and 7 years and the terms of their successors 





to be 7 years. Provides that not more than 2 
members shall be of the same political party, Em- 
powers the Commission to determine and prescribe a 
fair and reasonable domestic postal-rate structure 
and sets up criteria for such determination. 

S. 3229, Mr. Hickenlooper; February 17, 1956 
(Appropriations). 


Makes supplemental appropriations for the 
Department of Agriculture for the fiscal year 1956 
for loan authorizations under the Bankhead-Jones 
Farm Tenant Act. 

S. 3231. Mr. Humphrey; February 17, 1956 (Public 
Works). 


Authorizes the improvement of the Minnesota 
River for flood control and allied purposes in the 
vicinity of Mankato and North Mankato, Minnesota, 
S. 3233. Mr. Fulbright and others; February 17, 
1956 (Labor and Public Welfare). 


Makes permanent the program of Federal financial 
assistance for local educational agencies because of 
Federal activities provided for by Public Law 874, 
8lst Congress, Extends such aid for children who have 
had a parent who has been on active duty in the Armed 
Services. Broadens the local contribution rate for 
children residing on, or whose parents are employed on 
Federal property by removing certain restrictions, 
Prohibits the local contribution rate for any local 
educational agency in any state for any fiscal year 
to be less than the average of the local contribution 
rates (1) of all local educational agencies in the 
United States receiving such payments, (2) determined 
for the second fiscal year preceding such fiscal 


year and (3) determined without regard to this section. 


Permits increases of Federal aid for sudden and 
substantial increases in attendance if the Commission- 
er determines (1) that the increase is a direct re- 
sult of United States activities; and (2) such activ- 
ities have placed on the agency a substantial and con- 
tinuing financial burden and (3) that such agency is 
making a reasonable tax effort and exercising due 
diligence in availing itself of State assistance and 
cannot meet the increased costs. Grants such agencies 
an amount equal to the product of (A) the number of 
children which the Commissioner determines to be the 
increase in average daily attendance, and (B) the 
amount the Commissioner determines to be the current 
expenditures per child necessary to provide free 
public education during such year, minus the amount 
available from State or other sources. Provides 
that for the next fiscal year such agency receive 50 
percent of such product which the Commissioner deter- 
mines to be necessary to provide a level of education 
equivalent to that maintained in the school districts 
which are comparable to the school district of such 
agency. 

Provides for Federal aid to local agencies for 
education for handicapped children, after June 30, 
1956, when the Commissioner determines that there 
has been an increase of children in average daily 
attendance as a direct result of United States 
activities which has placed on the school a sub- 
stantial burden of educating such children. Provides 
that the amount of aid be an amount equal to the 
number of children the Commissioner determines to be 
the increase so resulting from United States 
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activities in average daily attendance and the 
necessary amounts to provide such training and edu- 
cation to such children, minus the amount available 
from other sources. Defines handicapped children 
as children who are deaf, blind, or afflicted in 
any manner which prevents them from receiving an 
elementary or secondary education in the regular 
public schools. Requires consultation with school 
authorities. 

S. 3234. Mr. Fulbright and others; February 17, 
1956 (Labor and Public Welfare). 


Extends for a period of two years the program of 
Federal assistance for school construction to local 
agencies which is provided for by Public Law 815, 8lst 
Congress by removing all termination dates, Provides 
that the limitation on Federal aid for school con- 
struction assistance in areas with substantial in- 
creases in Federally-connected school children be 
based on (1) the estimated increase, since the prior 
school year and through the following school year on 
Federal property (A) with a parent employed on Federal 
property, or (B) who have a parent on active duty 
in the uniformed services multiplied by 95 percent 
of the average per pupil cost of constructing 
minimum school facilities in the State; and (2) the 
estimated increase, since the prior year and through 
the following year, in the number of children (A) 
residing on Federal property, or (B) residing with 
a parent employed on Federal property, or (c) who 
have a parent on active duty in the uniformed services, 
multiplied by 50 percent of the average per pupil 
cost of constructing minimum school facilities; and 
(3) the estimated increase, since the prior school 
year and through the following year, in the number 
of children whose membership results directly from 
activities of the United States, multiplied by 45 
percent of the average per pupil cost of minimum 
school construction, 

Provides certain exceptions to the aid listed 
above. Bases the reduction count of children for 
such aid on the prior year. Authorizes necessary 
appropriations and provides definitions of new terms 
in this Act.

Extends until June 30, 1959 (now 1956) the 
authority of the President of the United States 
to regulate exports under the Export Control Act 
of 1949 [amending U. S. C. 50 App. :2032]. 


S. 3240. Mr. Magnuson; February 20, 1956 (Armed 
Services). 


Requires the Secretary of Navy to select a 
site to which the naval magazine at Port Chicago, 
California, may be moved and report to the Congress 
thereon before July 1, 1957. 


S. 3241. Mr. Magnuson; February 20, 1956 (Finance). 


Provides that certain aircraft may travel 
between the United States and Canada without requir- 
ing the owners or operators thereof to reimburse 
the United States for extra compensation paid 
customs officers and employees faiaitie u, a. 6. 
19:1451]. 


S. 3242. Mr. Neuberger; February 20, 1956 (Rules). 


Substitutes Federal funds for large private 
campaign contributions in elections for the offices 
of President of the United States, the Vice Presi- 
dent of the United States, Senators, Members of the 
House of Representatives, and Delegates to .the 
Congress of the United States. Defines a major 
political party as a party which polled at least 
10 percent of the total popular vote for the 
respective offices. Provides that terms defined in 
the Federal Corrupt Practices Act shall have the 
same meaning in this Act unless otherwise provided. 

Establishes a Federal Campaign Contributions 
Board to be composed of one member of each political 
party to be appointed from private life by the 
President of the United States with the advice and 
consent of the Senate. Authorizes the Board to 
appoint an Administrator to act as the chief 
executive officer of the Board. Authorizes the 
Administrator to make the payments to the major 
political parties of Federal funds set aside. 

Authorizes the following funds for the major 
political parties in any two-year period beginning 
April 1 following a national election; (1) during 
the period presidential electors are to be chosen, 
not to exceed the amount obtained by multiplying 
20 cents by the average total number of votes cast 
for all candidates for the offices of presidential 
elector and Delegates to Congress in the last two 
elections for those offices; (2) during the two-year 
period presidential electors are not to be elected, 
an amount not to exceed the amount obtained by 
multiplying 15 cents by the average total number of 
votes cast for all candidates for Representatives 
and Delegates, in the last two non-presidential 
national elections. 

Requires the chairman and the treasurer of a 
national committee to certify that no individual 
has contributed more than a total of $100 to the 
campaign of one or more candidates for Federal office 
of that political party. Prescribes penalties for 
violations of this Act of a fine of not more than 
$5,000 or imprisonment for a period not more than 
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one year and if the violations are wilful the fine 
may be fixed at up to $20,000 and imprisonment up 
to 2 years, or both,

Increases to $5,000,000 (now $2,000,000) the 
existing authorization for the construction of a 
building for the National Institute of Dental 
Research [amending 62 Stat. 598]. 


S. 3247. Mr. Allott and others; February 21, 1956 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Farmers and Stockmen Emergency Loan Act - 
Consolidates existing farm-loan provisions, Simpli- 
fies such existing provisions by giving the Secretary 
of Agriculture the power to make such loans by 
determining only that (1) there is a need for such 
credit not being met by other credit sources, and 
(2) that this need is the result of natural disaster 
or severe production losses in order to proceed. 
Grants the Secretary of Agriculture specific authority 
to refinance existing indebtedness in a disaster 
Situation, 

Broadens the authority of the Bankhead-Jones 
Farm Tenant Act granting loans to farmers and 
stockmen for production and subsistence. Authorizes 
loans up to $21,000 (now $7,000) on the original loan 
and total indebtedness of loans to $30,000 (now 
$10,000). Gives the Secretary authority to insure 
loans and to refinance existing indebtedness. 

Extends the length of such loans to a period of 
fifteen years (now seven years).

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S. 3252. Mr. Purtell and others; February 21, 1956 


(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Medical and Dental Research and Teaching Con- 
struction Act of 1956 - Authorizes for each fiscal 
year in the period beginning July 1, 1956, and end- 
ing June 30, 1961 such sums as the Congress may 
determine necessary for the construction of medical 
or dental research or teaching facilities except 
that such grants may not exceed $210,000,000 and the 
grants for dental research and teaching facilities 
may not exceed $40,000,000. Sets up certain eligi- 
bility conditions for applicants. Provides that no 
grant may be made under these provisions except upon 
an application filed in accordance with regulations 
(but not later than June 30, 1961) and approved by 
the Surgeon General.

[amending U. S, C. 20:101, 102]. 

S. 3260. Messrs, Young and Langer; February 22, 
1956 (Labor and Public Welfare). 


Requires packaged macaroni or spaghetti to be 
labeled with a full and accurate statement of the 
ingredients contained therein and a statement show- 
ing what percentage of all the flour used therein 
is durum wheat flour or semolina, Deems an advertise- 
ment on such foods as misleading under the Federal 
Trade Commission Act if the words "durum wheat" are 
used unless at least 75 percent of all the flour 
used in the preparation thereof is durum wheat flour 
or semolina feecuites U. S. C. 15:55 (a); 21:343]. 

S. 3261. Messrs. Clements and Barkley; February 22, 
1956 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to 
proclaim and announce tobacco marketing quotas for 
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all tobaccos except flue-cured tobacco not later 
than February 1 of any marketing year for the next 
three succeeding marketing years and not later than 
December 1 for flue-cured tobacco (now December 1) 
[amending U. S. C. 7:1312]. 


S. 3262. Mrs. Smith of Maine and others; February 22, 


1956 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


National Potato Marketing Act - provides quality 
requirements for, the inspection of, and certifi- 
cation and labeling of Irish potatoes. Directs the 
Secretary of Agriculture to hold a referendum, by 
secret ballot, of potato producers to determine 
whether such producers shall be in favor or opposed 
to the provisions of this Act. Prohibits the use 
of potatoes packaged or manufactured in interstate 
commerce of a grade lower than U, S, No. 2. Requires 
all potatoes packed for persons engaged in inter- 
state commerce to be tagged, labeled, or imprinted 
with markings designating correctly the State of 
production, name and address of the packer, and the 
United States grade of potatoes. 

Requires every person packing potatoes for 
commerce, or processing, or manufacturing such 
potatoes to have such potatoes inspected and certi- 
fied by an authorized inspector that they meet 
certain requirements with no grade lower than U. S. 
No, 2. Makes such certifications receivable in any 
court of the United States as prima facie evidence 
of the truth of the statements contained therein, 
Gives the Secretary of Agriculture discretionary 
powers to exempt by regulation certain potatoes which 
the applications of this Act would be inequitable 
and result in hardships. Gives the Secretary of 
Agriculture power to detain potatoes not meeting the 
requirements of this Act. Provides penalties for 
violations of this Act. 

Constitutes a National Potato Committee select- 
ed by the Secretary of Agriculture which shall be 
made up of persons engaged in the production of 
potatoes. Gives the Committee the duty of con- 
sidering and making recommendations to the Secretary 
of Agriculture with respect to matter involved in 
the operation of this Act. Authorizes necessary 
appropriations. 

S. 3264. Mr. Magnuson (by request); February 22, 
1956 (Armed Services). 


Authorizes the National Advisory Committee for 
Aeronautics to undertake additional construction and 
install additional equipment at (1) Langley Labora- 
tory, Hampton, Virginia, (2) Ames Aeronautical 
Laboratory, Moffett Field, California, and (3) 

Lewis Flight Propulsion Laboratory, Cleveland, Ohio. 
Authorizes $15,444,000 therefor. 

S. 3265. Mr. Magnuson (by request); February 22, 
1956 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Requires the operator of a vessel in waterborne 
foreign commerce of the United States to file with 
the Secretary of Commerce such reports, accounts, 
records, or memoranda relating to the utilization 
and performance of such vessel as the Secretary of 
Commerce may determine necessary [amending U. S. C. 
46:1122]. 
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S. 3266. Mr. Magnuson (by request); February 22, 


1956 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes commanding officers of the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey vessels and such other officers 
as may be designated by the Secretary of Commerce 
to exercise the general powers of the notary public 
in the administration of oaths for the execution, 
acknowledgement, and attestation of instruments 
and papers, and the performance of other notarial 
acts.

Fisheries Act of 1956 - Creates as an indepen- 
dent agency of the Government the United States 
Fisheries Commission, composed of five members, 
appointed by the President, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate. Gives the Commission the 
duty of: (1) assisting and advising the appropriate 
agencies of the several States which have the 
primary functions of managing fisheries; (2) pro- 
moting, conserving, and managing any fisheries in 
the Territories of the United States that remain 
the sole responsibility of the Federal Government; 
and (3) constructing, maintaining, and operating 
fish cultural stations relating to fish and shell- 
fish, 

Requires the Commission to prepare and submit 
to the Congress such programs, policies, and 
directives relating to the advancement, management, 
regulation, and protection of fisheries. Requires 
the Commission to make and conduct continuing 
Studies and report to the President and the Congress 
of the United States with respect to the following 
matters: (1) production and flow to market of fish 
and fishery products domestically produced; (2) 
production and flow to market of fish and fishery 
products produced by foreign producers which affect 
domestic commercial fisheries; (3) trends in pro- 
duction of the various kinds of fish and shellfish; 
(4) measures which are appropriate to assure the 
maximum sustainable production of fish and fishery 
products and to prevent unnecessary and excessive 
fluctuation in each production; (5) measures that 
are necessary to prevent the excessive and harmful 
exploitation of the fisheries; (6) methods and 
practices used in catching and taking fish and shell- 
fish that are wasteful and which diminish fishery 
resources in the waters of the Continental Shelf; 
(7) competitive economic position of the various 
fish and fishery products and those produced by 
foreign producers; (8) market conditions of fish 
and fishery products; and (9) any other matters which 
in the judgment of the Commission are of public 
interest in connection with any phase of fisheries 





operation, Provides for consultations and coopera- 
tion with the Department of State and other agencies 
dealing with any part of the fishing industry. 

Transfers to the Commission all the functions 
of the Department of the Interior relating in any 
manner to fisheries, and the development, advance- 
ment, management, conservation, and protection 
thereof. Transfers to the Commission all functions 
of the Secretary of Agriculture, the Secretary of 
Commerce and the head of any other department or 
agency, which are now exercised by them relating to 
fisheries. Provides for close cooperation between 
the United States, Canada, and Mexico relating to 
fisheries agreements. 

Makes it unlawful for any citizen of the United 
States to take or catch fish with any form of net, 
gear, or other appliance which the Commission finds 
would prevent or interfere with the conservation of 
such fishes, 

Prescribes penalties for violations.

Child-Health and Welfare Amendments of 1956 - 
Liberalizes the provisions of the Social Security 
Act relating to child-welfare. Removes the limita- 
tions now imposed on Federal child welfare funds 
which require that such funds be used for local 
child welfare services only in predominantly rural 
areas, Permits such funds to be used in any part 
of the State where they are effective in establish- 
ing, extending, and strengthening child-welfare 
services. Makes explicit the authority to use 
Federal funds for the extension and improvement of 
care for foster children. 

Increases to $12,000,000 (now $10,000,000) the 
amount of authorized appropriations for child-care 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1958 and to 
$15,000,000 for each year thereafter. Changes the 
allotment formula for the distribution of funds so 
as to make such allotments on the basis of the 
need of each State for financial assistance in 
carrying out its plan, as determined by the Secretary 
of Health, Education, and Welfare after considering 
the relative population under the age of twenty-one 
and the relative rural population under that age. 
Makes a flat allotment of $40,000 if the appropria- 
tion is $10,000,000 to be reduced proportionately 
if the appropriation is less than $10,000,000 and 
raised proportionately if the appropriation is in- 
creased to the higher amounts provided for by this 
Act. 

Provides that the Federal share for any State 
shall be 100 percent less that percentage which 
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bears the same ratio to 50 percent as the per 
capita income of the State bears to the per capita 
income of all the United States with a minimum of 
334% percent and a maximum of 66% percent. Sets the 
Federal share at 50 percent in the case of Alaska 
and Hawaii and 66% percent in the case of Puerto 
Rico and the Virgin Islands, 

Permits redistribution of Federal funds, after 
a State certifies that any portion of its allotment 
will not be required for its program, Permits the 
portions so certified to be reallocated from time 
to time to other States which the Secretary of 
Health, Education, and Welfare determines have need 
for and will be so able to use amounts in excess of 
their original allotments. Bases the reallotment 
on State plans after taking into consideration the 
relative size of the population under the age of 
twenty-one, the relative size of the rural population 
under such age, and the relative per capita income 
of the States eligible for the reallotment. 

Authorizes up to fifteen percent of the funds 
appropriated for grants for child welfare services 
to be earmarked for grants for special projects of 
regional or national significance. Makes these 
project grants available to State public welfare 
agencies, and with the concurrence of such agencies, 
to any public or non-profit institution of higher 
education or research. Raises the age limit of 
children who may be returned to their community in 
another State through the use of Federal child wel- 
fare funds from sixteen to eighteen years, and adds 
authorization for the use of these funds for maintain- 
ing the children pending their return for a period 
of not exceeding fifteen days. 

Authorizes up to twelve and one-half percent of 
the annual appropriation for grants for maternal and 
child health services to be earmarked for special 
projects of regional or national significance. 

Makes these special project grants available not 

only to the State agencies administering the State 
plans but also, with their concurrence, to other 
public and non-profit institutions of higher learn- 
ing or research. 

S. 3298. Messrs. Stennis and Eastland; February 27, 
1956 (Labor and Public Welfare). 


Directs the Administrator of Veterans' Affairs 
to reconvey to the city of Biloxi, Mississippi, a 
certain tract of land located in the Veterans' 
Administration reservation in such city. 
S. 3302. Messrs. Capehart and Sparkman (by request); 
February 28, 1956 (Banking and Currency). 


Housing Amendments of 1956 - Makes permanent 
title I of the Federal Housing Act (home repair 
and improvement) by eliminating the expiration date 
of September 30, 1956. Increases the maximum 
amounts of loans which can be insured under title I 
to $3,500 (now $2,500) for home improvement and non- 
residential loans, and from $10,000 to $15,000 for 
the improvement of structures housing two or more 
families, Authorizes the Federal Housing Administra- 
tor to increase the maximum term of home improvement 
and nonresidential loans to five years (now three 
years), if he determines that such an increase is in 
the public interest. 

Authorizes the establishment of a fire and 
hazard loss fund to provide self-insurance coverage 





with respect to real property acquired by FHA under 
any of its programs, Permits a third party to 
provide the down payment required for the purchase 

of a home where the mortgagor would be a person sixty 
years of age or older. Provides liberal mortgage 
insurance for multi-family housing where at least 
twenty-five percent of the units in the projects 

are expressly designed for the use of the elderly, 
and a priority of occupancy for these units is given 
to the elderly throughout the life of the mortgage 
insurance contract. Fixes the maximum amount of 

the mortgage at ninety percent of the value where 

the mortgage does not exceed $7,200 per family unit 
without regard to the present requirements as to 

the average number of bedrooms. Fixes the maximum 
amount at $8,100 per dwelling units in cases of 
multi-family housing designed and held entirely for 
elderly persons and permits the mortgage to be ninety 
percent of replacement cost (now ninety percent of 
the value), 

Increases the FHA mortgage insurance authoriza- 
tion so as to make available for the next fiscal 
year a sum of $3,000,000,000. Liberalizes the 
program for low cost housing for displaced persons, 
Increases the maximum amount for such mortgages and 
the maximum maturity of such mortgages from thirty 
to forty years. Makes a certification of a mortga- 
gor with respect to a multi-family housing project 
final and incontestable after the Federal Housing 
Administrator has approved the certification, 
except where there is fraud or misrepresentation on 
the part of the mortgagor. 

Extends on a permanent basis the FHA mortgage 
insurance authority for the Capehart military 
housing program, Removes the present $15,000 limit 


on the amount which can be purchased by the Federal 


National Mortgage Association in its secondary 
market operations. Requires sellers of mortgages 

to FNMA under its secondary market operations to 
make capital contributions to FNMA equal to two per- 
cent of the unpaid principal amount of mortgages 
purchased or to be purchased by the Association, or 
such other greater or lesser percentage, but not 
less than one percent, as may from time to time be 
determined by the Association, taking into consider- 
ation conditions in the mortgage market and the 
general economy. 

Authorizes the FNMA to establish the prices to 
be paid for mortgages purchased in its secondary 
market operations within the range of market prices 
for the particular class of mortgages involved in- 
stead of the market price as presently required. 
Revises the definition of urban renewal projects so 
as to make the whole urban renewal areas subject to 
the predominantly residential requirement (now merely 
the area to be cleared). Consolidates the provisions 
of law relating to slum clearance and redevelopment 
with those relating to rehabilitation and conserva- 
tion. Permits an amount equal to the ad valorem 
taxes on real property acquired by a local public 
agency in an urban renewal project to be included 
in the gross project cost if the local public agency 
has not paid taxes or made payments in lieu of taxes 
during the time the real property was in its posses- 
sion. 

Authorizes the Housing Administrator to extend 
urban renewal assistance to major disaster areas, 
under certain conditions, without regard to require- 
ments that the community must have a workable 
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program for the prevention and elimination of slums, 
that the urban renewal plan must conform to a 
general plan of the locality, requirements of 
public hearings and certain requirements with 
respect to the predominantly residential character 
or blighted character of urban renewal areas. 
Permits temporary waiver of the present workable 
program requirement and permits urban planning 
grants to communities affected by a major disaster 
without regard to the fact that the community's 
population is 25,000 or greater. Increases the 
planning grant authorization for urban planning to 
$10,000,000 (now $5,000,000). 

Authorizes new loan and annual contribution 
contracts for not more than 35,000 additional low- 
rent public housing units after July 31, 1956 and 
an additional 35,000 on and after July 31, 1957. 
Provides that single persons 65 years of age or over 
and who have low incomes shall be eligible for low- 
rent public housing units, Liberalizes the provisions 
of law relating to public housing for elderly 
couples. Directs the Public Housing Administrator 
to transfer farm labor camps without monetary 
consideration to local public housing agencies in 
the areas of the camps if requested within 12 months 
after the date of this Enactment. 

Provides for the disposal of about 10,000 
units of the temporary or relocatable Korean defense 
housing projects still held by the housing agency. 
Provides that the Tonomy Hill World War II project 
at Newport, R, I., be transferred to the Local 
housing authority with a first preference given to 
military personnel in a certain number of units in 
that project for three years. Modifies the war 
housing sales preference provisions, Provides that 
all housing be disposed of as soon as possible on a 
competitive basis to the highest responsible bidder, 
except when the bid is less than the fair market 
value. Increases to $600,000,000 (now $500,000,000) 
the authorization for college housing loans. Re- 
vises the formula relating to interest rates for 
college housing so as to provide that such funds 
shall bear interest at a rate, calculated each 
calendar year, based on the current average market 
yield on all outstanding marketable obligations of 
the United States having a remaining maturity of 
fifteen or more years. Requires the Housing 
Administrator in making college housing loans to 
charge a rate equal to that payable by him to the 
Treasury plus one-fourth of one percent. 

Authorizes the Housing and Home Finance 
Administrator to undertake such surveys, studies, 
compilations, and analyses of statistical data and 
other information as he determines to be necessary 
in the exercise of his responsibilities.

Clarifies and confirms the jurisdiction with 
which the Federal courts are vested to enforce the 
employment rights granted by Section 9 (g)(3) of the 
Universal Military Training and Service Act, to 
certain reservists and persons who have been 
rejected for military service, Retroactive to June 19, 
1951 [amending U. S. C. 50 App.:459].

S. 3308. Mr. Johnson of Texas and others; 


February 28, 1956 (Rules and Administration), 


Federal Elections Act of 1956 - Revises the 
Corrupt Practices Act covering Federal elections. 
Redefines (1) the term "candidate" so as to include 
candidates for President and Vice President and 
(2) the term "political committee" so as to include 
all committees receiving contributions or making 
expenditures in excess of $100 in connection with 
Federal general elections (now the law only covers 
interstate committees). 

Prohibits political committees from receiving 
contributions or making expenditures on behalf of a 
candidate unless specifically authorized to do so 
in writing. Permits condidates to withdraw such 
authorizations after they are given to the com- 
mittees. Makes political condidates liable for 
violations of this Act by authorized political 
committees. 

Reduces the number of reports to be filed by 
political committees and changes the method of 
reporting by the committees in order to insure a 
fuller disclosure of all material information 
relating to political campaigns, Requires all 
expenditures by persons other than political com- 
mittees in excess of $100 to be publicly reported 
in the same manner as political committees are 
required to report. Requires consolidated reports 
from individual contributors of more than $5,000. 
Requires all House candidates to make two reports 
on each election to the Clerk of the House and 
district courts of their residence, and requires 
Senators and presidential candidates to make two re- 
ports to the Secretary of the Senate in the same 
manner as political committees are required to 
report. 

Requires all candidates for nomination or election 
to the House and the Senate to file with the clerk 
of the House or the Secretary of the Senate certi- 
fied true copies of campaign statements required 
to be filed by State law in their States. Specifies 
obligations of the appropriate committees of the 
Senate and the House, and of the Clerk of the House 
and the Secretary of the Senate so as to improve 
reporting systems under the law. Requires them to 
compile and disseminate the information in the 
reports, insure and improve enforcement of the law, 
and make recommendations for improvements. 

Provides the following limitations on campaign 
expenditures: (1) Senators, $75,000 or 20 cents per 
vote cast in any State election held in the preced- 
ing four years, whichever is the higher (now $10,000 
or three cents per vote cast in the last general 
election), and (2) Representatives, Delegates, or 
Resident Commissioner, $15,000, or 20 cents per vote 
cast in any election for such office in the preced- 
ing four years, whichever is the higher. Specifical- 
ly provides that candidates may not spend more than 


their State law permits, regardless of these provisions, 


Repeals the existing $3,000,000 limitation on 
expenditures by national political committees and 
extablishes for all political committees a new 
ceiling of 20 cents per vote cast in any of the last 
three Presidential elections. Permits individuals 
to deduct for income tax purposes in any taxable year 
a sum not to exceed $100 for political contributions. 
Allows radio and TV licensees to grant free time to 
any Presidential or Vice Presidential candidate 
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whose party's candidate in the preceding Presidential 
election received not less than four percent of the 
total popular vote cast or who is supported through 
his political party by petitions signed by no less 
than the number of valid signatures which aggregate 
not less than one percent of the total popular vote

cast in the last Presidential eledtion, 

Directs the Federal Communications Commission 
to establish appropriate rules and regulations for 
implementing this Act and shall, upon request of a 
licensee, declare the eligibility of any candidate 
for the Presidency or Vice Presidency for equal free 
radio and TV time. 


S. 3309, Mr. Capehart; February 29, 1956 (Banking 
and Currency). 


Redefines the term "State" under the National 
Housing Act so as to remove an impediment to the 
possible use of title VIII (military housing) 
authority in the Midway Island and the Canal Zone, 
Increases to $3,000,000,000 (now $1,363,500,000) the 
authority of the Federal Housing Commissioner to 
insure mortgages under title VIII of the National 
Housing Act. Increases the number of housing units 
to be covered thereby from 100,000 to 200,000. Ex- 
cludes from this limitation the mortgages insured 
under the old title VIII (Wherry Act). 

Removes the limitation (now fixed at September 30, 
1956) on the authority of the Federal Housing Commis- 
sioner to insure mortgages under title VIII of the 
National Housing Act. Increases the statutory f 
limitation on housing constructed under title VIII 
from $13,500 to $15,000 and, at the same time includes 
in the $15,000 limitation the cost of ranges, refrig- 
erators, shades, etc. Applies the $15,000 limitation 
on an overall service basis but permits within the 
overall limitation a ten percent increase to $16,500 } 
for particular installations, Provides a realistic 
cost basis for the purchase by the Department of 
Defense by making such basis the actual cost as 
defined in connection with a builder's permit and 
includes an allowance for depreciation in a life 
basis equal to the leasehold term, 

Raises the limitation on the total expenditures 
for the principal, interest, and other obligations, 
except those of maintenance and operation of the 
mortgagor corporation. Makes several clarifying 
amendments so as to provide for a greater uniformity 
of terminology. Makes construction funds available 
in connection with capital expenditures that do not 
immediately result in equivalent savings in appropri- 
ations for quarters allowances and hence are not 
properly chargeable thereto.

Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to

Office and Civil Service). 


Permits an annuity payable from the civil 
service retirement and disability fund to be paid to 
an officer or employee who has been separated from 
the service by death prior to completion of one 
year of creditable civilian service [amending U. S.

S. 3316. Mr. Neuberger; February 29, 1956 (Govern- 
ment Operations), 


Directs the Administrator of General Services 
to convey to the city of Roseberg, Oregon, without 
cgnsideration,certain property of the United States 
ii’ that city. 


S. 3317. Mr. Bush; March 1, 1956 (Finance). 


Provides that duties under the Tariff laws on 
footwear with soles wholly or in chief value of 
india rubber or substitutes for rubber, with uppers 
in any part of wool, cotton, etc., but not composed 
wholly or substantially wholly of leather, be the 
same rate provided for footwear with soles wholly 
or in chief value of india rubber or substitutes for 
rubber and with uppers wholly or in chief value of 
wool, cotton, ramie, etc., or substitutes for any 
of the foregoing [amending U. S. C. 19:1001 par.

Fisheries Stabilization Act of 1956 - Creates 
the Fisheries Stabilization Corporation under the

which shall be subscribed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury on behalf of the United States. Authorizes 
the corporation to issue bonds to obtain necessary

Authorizes the Corporation to establish, 
maintain, and operate a program of loans to bona 
fide fishermen who are citizens of the United States, 
Such loans to be used for the construction or 
reconstruction of fishing vessels, developing and 
expanding markets, increasing the production and 
consumption of fish and shellfish, and for processing 
or marketing plants or facilities. Sets a limit 
of six percent interest on such loans, Requires 
the Corporation to make annual reports to the 
Commission, Prescribes penalties for violation of 
the provisions of this Act.

S. 3340. Mr. Humphrey and others; March 1, 1956 
(Government Operations). 


Changes the name of the Passport Office to the 
United States Passport Service. Transfers the 
functions of the Passport Office to the new agency 
which shall be under the Department of State. 
Establishes a passport service to finance the 
operation of the United States Passport Service. 
Increases passport and renewal fees to bring them 
in line with increased service cost, Provides the 
new passport service with its own accounting and 
internal audit system, under periodic audits by the 
General Accounting Office. 

S. 3341. Messrs, Sparkman and Humphrey; March 1, 
1956 (Judiciary). 


Brings within the purview of Section 7 of the 
Clayton Act all bank mergers which substantially 
lessen competition or tend toward monopoly, even 
though effected by acquisition of assets, Enables 
the Department of Justice and the Federal Trade 
Commission to attack a monopolistic banking merger 
before the acquisition takes place (now the anti- 
trust agencies can proceed against a bank only under 
the Sherman Act which becomes operative only when it 
is shown that the merger has in fact produced anti- 
competitive effects). 

Requires, that, in the event either party to a 
proposed merger has assets of $1,000,000 or more, 
notice of merger plans must be given 90 days in 
advance of consummation to the Attorney General of 
the United States and the Federal Trade Commission. 
Requires merging corporations to furnish the Depart- 
ment of Justice and the Federal Trade Commission all 
necessary data concerning the merger in accordance 
with regulations to be issued by the Commission 
with the approval of the Attorney General. Brings 
the enforcement procedures of the Clayton Act into 
line with those used by the Federal Trade Commission 
to enforce order issued under Section 5 of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission Act. Makes violations of the 
Clayton Act subject to the same civil penalties now 
applicable to violation of Federal Trade Commission 
Act orders. 
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Authorizes the Federal Trade Commission to 
seek a preliminary court injunction restoring con- 
summation of any corporate mergers pending final 
Commission action. Grants to the Federal Trade 
Commission authority to invoke equitable remedies 
short of divestiture in appropriate cases involving 
illegal mergers. Applies Section 7 of the Clayton 
Act where either the acquiring or the acquired 
corporation is in interstate commerce.

Directs the Postmaster General to pay the 
ocean or air freight charges from United States 
Ports to designated ports of entry of any foreign 
country on any relief package mailed by a charitable 
or religious organization, or by any individual in 
the United States. 


S. 3344. Mr. Ellender (by request); March 2, 1956 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to 
convey, without reimbursement, to the Territory of 
Alaska, for the use as a historic monument, certain 
land known as the Baranof Castle site in the city 
of Sitka. 


S. 3346. Mr. Sparkman; March 2, 1956 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Continues until June 30, 1961, the authority to 
make loans under Title V of the Housing Act of 1949 
(farm-housing loans). Provides a limitation of 
$450,000,000 for such loans over this period. Makes 
the Act effective July 1, 1956. 


S. 3348. Mr. Capehart; March 2, 1956 (Government 
Operations). 


Permits the Administrator of General Services 
to donate to State defense forces surplus uniforms, 
clothing, equipment, materials, and other supplies 
under the control of the Department of Defense 
[amending U. S. C. 40:484]. 


S. 3350. Messrs.Monroney and Kerr; March 2, 1956 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Extends to January 1, 1984 (now January 1, 
1959) the supervision of the United States over 
lands, moneys, and properties held in trust for the 
Osage Tribe of Indians in Oklahoma [amending 45 
Stat. 1478]. 


S. 3352. Mr. Ives and others; March 5, 1956 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Federal Equal Pay Act - Prohibits employers 
engaged in commerce or in the production of goods 
for commerce from discriminating on the basis of 
sex in the payment of wages in any place of employ- 
ment. Makes available under this Act the precedents 
established under the Fair Labor Standards Act, in 
the determination of coverage under this Act. 

Authorizes the Secretary of Labor to issue 
rules and regulations for the administration of 
this Act, make investigations regarding compliance 
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with this Act, issue subpoenas, and restrain 
violations, Makes employers who violate the pro- 
visions of this Act liable for wages for which an 
employee is deprived and up to an additional equal 
amount as liquidated damages. Authorizes employee 
suits to recover the amount of the employer's 
liability. Authorizes the Secretary of Labor to 
supervise payment of wages withheld in violation 
of this Act and to bring suits for such wages on 
behalf of employees upon their request. Establishes 
a two year period of limitation for commencing 
recovery. 

Requires the employers to post copies of this 
Act or official posters explaining its provisions 
in each place of employment where this Act applies. 
Makes it unlawful to willfully discharge or dis- 
criminate against any employee assisting in the en- 
forcement of this Act. Gives the Federal District 
Courts jurisdiction of criminal proceedings result- 
ing from violations of this Act and for the restraint 
of violations or regulations issued under it. Defines 
terms used in the Act and authorizes necessary 
appropriations. Makes the Act effective 120 days 
after passage.

Operations). 


Directs the Administrator of General Services 
to convey to the village of Carey, county of Wyandot, 
Ohio, certain real property owned by the United 
States, 


S. 3355. Mr. Young; March 5, 1956 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Farm Home Water Projects Act of 1956 - 
Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to make 
loans to farm owners who are American citizens and 
do not have adequate water facilities for the con- 
struction,purchase, improvement, etc., of water 
facilities on their farms. Each loan is to be 
sufficient for such purpose and secured by such 
security as the Secretary may require. Such loans 
are to be repaid within 10 years at an interest 
rate of 3 percent. Authorizes the Secretary to 
prescribe such rules and regulations as he may 
designate for carrying out the provisions of this 
Enactment. Creates in the Treasury of the United 
States a Farm Loan Water Projects Fund and authorizes 
an appropriation of $100,000,000 as the initial 
deposit to be used as a revolving fund to carry out 
the provisions of this Act. 
S. 3356. Messrs. Daniel and Johnson of Texas; 
March 5, 1956 (Armed Services). 


Directs the Secretary of the Navy or his 
designee to convey certain land situated near the 
city of Grand Prairie, in Dallas County, Texas to 
the State of Texas. 

S. 3357. Messrs. Green and Pastore; March 5, 1956 
(Armed Services). 


Directs the Secretary of the Army to convey 
certain real property located at Boston Neck, 
Narragansett, Washington County, Rhode Island, to 
the State of Rhode Island. 
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S. 3360. Messrs. Monroney and Kerr; March 5, 1956 
(Armed Services). 


Transfers to the Department of the Army for 
military use as part of Fort Sill Military Reser- 
vation, Fort Sill, Oklahoma, certain land situated 
in Comanche County, Oklahoma and comprising a 
portion of the Wichita Mountains Wildlife Refuge. 
S. 3362. Mr. Kennedy and others; March 5, 1956 
(Government Operations). 


Provides for the simplification of accounting 
procedures in the payment of governmental obligations. 
Sets out the method by which the account for each 
appropriation available for obligation for a definite 
period of time shall, upon the expiration of such 
period, be closed. Requires that each appropriation 
account established under this Act shall be account- 
ed for as one fund and shall be available without 
fiscal year limitation for payment of obligations 
chargeable against any of the appropriations from 
which such account was derived. Requires the review 
of appropriation accounts established under this 
Act at least once each fiscal year. Provides that, 
in connection with his audit responsibilities, the 
Comptroller General of the United States shall

Commerce Commission shall not deny a freight for- 
warder permit if such denial is based solely on the

S. 3366. Mr. Magnuson (by request); March 5, 1956 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes freight forwarders and railroads to 
enter into contracts for the movement of trailers 
on flatcars under the Interstate Commerce Act. 
Requires the parties to the contracts to establish 
just, reasonable, and equitable terms, etc. [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 49:1009]. 

S. 3367. Mr. Magnuson (by request); March 5, 1956

Permits, with the approval of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, a freight forwarder to acquire 
control of one or more common carriers through the 
ownership of stock or otherwise. Requires the 
freight forwarders to present an application for 
acquiring such ownership to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and requires the Commission to give due 
notice and afford a reasonable opportunity for inter- 
ested parties to be heard.

fixed by the Postal Field Service Schedule, (2) 
during each of the last two preceding years have 
performed or are performing active duty in a satis- 
factory manner under a temporary appointment and on 
not less than one-half of the days in each such year 
for which work has been scheduled, and (3) have been 
selected for such temporary appointment from a civil- 
service register or list of eligibles.

Increases to $12,000 (now $7,000) the amount of 
initial production and subsistence loans under the 
Bankhead-Jones Farm Tenant Act. Increases to $25,- 
000 (now $10,000) the total amount of loans out- 
standing and increases the terms for such loans to 
12 years (now 7)[amending U. S. C. 7:1007]. 

S. 3375. Messrs. Magnuson and Jackson; March 6, 
1956 (Post Office and Civil Service). 


Provides parking space for the automobiles of 
patrons and postal employees at postal installations 
which require a force of 200 or more employees. 

S. 3376. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; March 6, 
1956 (Foreign Relations). 


Suspends the obligations for the expenditure 
of economic assistance funds to foreign countries 
until such time that the taxpayers of the United 
States are granted a personal exemption of $700 
(now $600) for Federal income tax purposes.

Requires as a condition of granting an exemption

a new program to purchase up to three million short 
ton units of tungsten ores and concentrates over 
the period ending June 30, 1959, produced from 
mines in the United States, its Territories and 
Possessions. Requires such purchases to be made at 
a price not less than, and on specifications not 
more strict than, those fixed by the General Services 
Administration in the domestic tungsten purchase 
program in effect on January 1, 1956. Provides

Eliminates the capital-gains tax under the 
Internal Revenue Code in the case of persons who 
are forced to sell their property as the result of 
the construction of a Federal project and such 
persons are sixty years of age or over. Reduces 
the present rate of the capital-gains tax under the 
Internal Revenue Code on property taken by the 
Federal Government from the present 25 percent rate 
to a rate of 10 percent where the property owner 
has not attained the age of sixty.

Removes the restriction that certain land which 
was conveyed to Cheyenne, Wyoming, in 1948 is to 
revert to the United States if the city of Cheyenne 
fails to maintain a public park and golf course on 
it [amending 62 Stat. 1104]. 
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S. 3385. Mr. Watkins; March 7, 1956 (Interior and

Transfers six hundred acres of the public

S. 3366. Mr. O'Mahoney; March 7, 1956 (Judiciary). 

Increases to $461,000 (now $10,000) the author- 
ized appropriations for the Commission for the 
celebration of the one hundredth anniversary of the 
birth of Theodore Roosevelt in carrying out its 
functions, 
S. 3388. Mr. Jackson; March 8, 1956 (Government 
Operations), 


Directs the Administrator of General Services 
to convey certain real property now owned by the 
United States to the port of Port Townsend, Washing- 
ton, at the fair market value of the land. 

S. 3389. Mr. Malone; March 8, 1956 (Finance). 

Repeals certain miscellaneous excise taxes 
such as the tax on jewelry, safe deposit boxes, 
luggage, handbags, electric light bulbs, gas and 
oil appliances, cabarets, communications, and 
transportation of persons, etc. [amending Public 
Law 591, 83rd Congress]. 

S. 3391. Messrs, Magnuson and Bricker (by request); 
March 8, 1956 (Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce ). 


Defines the term “carrier of migrant workers 
by motor vehicle" for purposes of the Interstate 
Commerce Act to mean any person, including any 
contract carrier by motor vehicle, but not including 
any common carrier by motor vehicle, who or which 
transports in interstate commerce or foreign commerce 
at any one time three or more migrant workers to or 
from their employment by any motor vehicle other 
than a passenger automobile or station wagon, except 
migrant workers transporting themselves or their 
immediate families.

Authorizes a comprehensive project lasting for 
a period of five years to provide control and 
progressive eradication of the water hyacinth, 
alligator weed, and other obnoxious aquatic plant 
growths from the navigable waters, etc., in the 
States of North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, and Texas, 
Authorizes necessary appropriations which are 
estimated at $1,350,000 annually. 





S. 3393. Messrs. Goldwater and Malone; March 8, 


1956 (Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Provides for the utilization of the Colorado 
River Development Fund in the States of the lower 
division (now for the utilization in States of both 
the lower and upper division)[amending U. S. C. 43: 
618a(d)]. 


S. 3394, Mrs. Smith of Maine; March 8, 1956 


(Armed Services). 


Provides that the officer assigned to duty as 
the Chief of the Reserve Division, United States 
Coast Guard, shall have the rank and pay of a 
Rear Admiral, 

S. 3395. 


Mrs. Smith of Maine; March 8, 1956 


(Armed Services). 


Provides that the officer assigned to duty as 
the Director of the Marine Corps Reserve, United 
States Marine Corps, shall have the pay and rank of 
a Major General.

S. 3410. Messrs. Eastland and Johnston of South 
Carolina (by request); March 9, 1956 
(Judiciary). 


Provides annuities for widows and dependent 
children of justices and judges, or former justices 
or judges of the Federal Courts [amending U. S. C. 
28, ch, 17). 


S. 3411. Mr. Magnuson; March 9, 1956 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Revises, in the interest of national defense, 
the procedure relating to the leasing of, or sale 
of vessels owned by a citizen of the United States 
to a person not a citizen of the United States, 


S. 3412. Mr. Magnuson (by request) March 9, 1956 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Extends for a period of five years (now expires 
June 14, 1956), the authority of the Department of 
Commerce to provide war-risk insurance for aircraft 
{amending U. S. C. 49:722]. 


S. 3415. Mr. Dirksen; March 12, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Civil Rights and Privileges Act of 1956 - Enacts 
a national policy to bring about the elimination of 
discrimination because of race, creed, or color in 
employment relations and to encourage the observance 
of civil rights and privileges of all individuals. 
Establishes a five-man commission to be known as the 
Federal Commission on Civil Rights and Privileges. 
Grants powers to the Commission to make studies, to 
pay witnesses, to serve process, etc. It shall be 
the duty of the Commission to promote and encourage 
the observance of civil rights and privileges of all 
individuals under the Constitution and laws of the 
United States and to bring about the removal of 
discrimination in regard to hire or tenure, terms 
or conditions of employment, or union membership, 
because of race, creed, or color, Sets up methods 
for accomplishing the above duties, Provides that 
the Commission shall at the close of each fiscal 
year report to the Congress and to the President 
describing in detail the work performed, and may 
make recommendations for further legislation. Confer: 
investigatory powers on the Commission. The Commis- 
sion shall make a study and investigation of the 
observance of civil rights and privileges of individ- 
uals in the agencies and departments of the Federal 
Government, Grants financial assistance to the 
States in order to encourage the observance of 
civil rights and to bring about the removal of dis- 
crimination in regard to employment in the States. 
Authorizes to be appropriated for each fiscal year 
commencing with the fiscal year ending June 30, 1954 
the sum of $1,000,000 for making such grants to the 
States, 


S. 3416. Mr. Young and others; March 12, 1956 
(Interior and Insular Affairs), 


Authorizes the Secretary of Interior to provide 
vocational training for adult Indians who reside 
on or near Indian reservations. 
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S. 3417. Mr. Young and others; March 12, 1956 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Grants the consent of the Congress to the 
States of Montana, North Dakota, South Dakota, and 
Wyoming to negotiate and enter into a compact re- 
lating to the interests of such States in the 
development, etc., and distribution of the waters 
of the Little Missouri River and its tributaries. 


S. 3418. Messrs. Ives and Lehman; March 12, 1956 
(Public Works). 


Authorizes beach erosion control from Fire 
Island Inlet to Jones Inlet, New York, 


S. 3419, Mr. Lehman and others; March 12, 1956 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Establishes in the Department of Health, Educa- 
tion, and Welfare a Federal Advisory Commission on 
the Arts consisting of 24-members, Provides that 
the Commission shall undertake studies of and make 
recommendations pertaining to, appropriate methods 
for the encouragment of creative activity in the 
performance and practice of the arts and of partici- 
pation in and appreciation of the arts. Authorizes 
necessary appropriations. 

S. 3420. Mr. Morse and others; March 12, 1956 
(Public Works). 


Authorizes funds to enable the Secretary of 
Agriculture to construct and maintain timber access 
roads so as to permit maximum economy in harvesting 
national forest timber. Permits him to grant ease- 
ments and exchange hauling rights, or make agree- 
ments for definite periods of years with owners of 
private property in the vicinity of rights-of-way 
for roads and bridges across national forests, 
Defines timber access roads for the purposes of 
this Act to be roads and bridges primarily for use 
in utilizing timber from national forests but which 
may be made available for utilizing other timber or 
for other purposes, Requires an annual report by 
the Secretary of the Interior to the Congress on 
such roads constructed to provide access to timber 
situated on Indian reservations.

Permits taxpayers who were receiving annuities 
prior to January 1, 1954, to continue to compute the 
portion of annuity payments excludable from gross 
income in the manner provided by the Internal Revenue 
Code of 1939 [amending U. S. C. 26:72].

Directs the Secretary of the Treasury to 
transfer certain amounts up to $500,000 from un- 
claimed payments on United States savings bonds to 
the fund created for the payment of Government 
losses in shipment [amending U. S. C. 5:134a].

S. 3423. Mr. Watkins; March 12, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Provides that no appeal by the United States 
shall lie in criminal cases in Federal courts where 
there has been a finding of not guilty on the merits 
by the jury, or by the court where the jury trial is 
waived or not recorded, or where the court has 
entered a judgment of acquittal for insufficiency of 
evidence (pursuant to rule 29 of the Federal Rules 
of Criminal Procedure) to sustain a conviction 
[amending U. S. C. 18:3731]. 


S. 3424, Mr. Watkins; March 12, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Requires prior notification of certain corporate 
mergers to the Attorney General where the intended 
acquisition of the stock, or other share capital, or 
assets of one or more corporations engaged in commerce 
by another corporation would amount to a combined 
capital, surplus, and undivided profit in excess of 
$10,000,000. Exempts (1) corporations purchasing 
stock solely for investment when the stock acquired 
or held does not exceed 5 percent of the outstanding 
stock or other share capital of the corporation in 
which the investment is made; and (2) the acquisition 
by one corporation of the assets of any other corpora- 
tion if such assets do not equal more than 5 percent 
of the capital, surplus, and undivided profits of 
either the acquired or acquiring corporation, or the 
sum of $5,000,000 [amending U. S. C. 15:18, 25]. 


S. 3425. Mr. Watkins; March 12, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Antitrust Civil Process Act of 1956 - Authorizes 
the Attorney General to compel the production of 
documentary evidence required in civil investigations 
for the enforcement of the antitrust laws. 


S. 3428. Messrs. Fulbright and McClellan; March 12, 
1956 (Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Directs the Secretary of the Interior to make a 
full and complete investigation of the advisability 
of establishing the lands known as the Arkansas Post 
State Park in the State of Arkansas, together with 
any additional lands which have been significant in 
the history of the Arkansas Post, as a national park. 
Requires the Secretary of the Interior to make a 
report of his findings to the Congress respecting the 
(1) national historical importance of the proposed 
national park, and (2) estimated total cost of 
establishing such proposed national park. 


S. 3429, Mr. Aiken and others; March 13, 1956 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to 
insure loans under provisions of the Bankhead- 
Jones Farm Tenant Act. 

Makes farmhouse loans available to farm owners 
who obtain a substantial portion of their income 
from farming operations. 

Changes the provision that loans not be avail- 
able at the rate of 5 percent or less before the 
Secretary may grant financial aid to the condition 
that loans be not available at reasonable rates. 
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S. 3430 


Increases to $125,000,000 (now $100,000,000) 
the limitation on the aggregate amount of principal 
obligations on mortgages insured under the Bankhead- 
Jones Farm Tenant Act in any calendar year. 

Declares the purpose for which loans may be made 
or insured until June 30, 1959, to include the 
advance of funds for refinancing secured or unsecured 
indebtedness of eligible farmers who are presently 
unable to meet the terms and conditions of their 
outstanding indebtedness and cannot refinance such 
debts with commercial credit sources. 

Provides that operating loans may be made to 
farmers and stockmen who are operators of family- 
type farms, or less than family-type units if such 
unit is of sufficient size to produce income which, 
together with the income from other sources, will 
enable them to meet living and operating expenses 
and the amounts due on their loans. 

Increases to $10,000 (now $7,000) the amount 
of operating loan available to any one borrower with 
provision for such sum to be increased to $20,000 
(now $10,000) out of 10 percent of the funds made 
available from annual appropriations for loans 
hereunder. 

Increases time for repayment from 7 to 10 years 
in case of operating loans. 

Liberalizes provisions granting the Secretary 
of Agriculture power to comprise, adjust, or 
modify the terms of mortgages, leases, contracts 
and agreements, and permit him to reduce claims. 


S. 3430. Messrs. Hill and Kennedy; March 13, 1956 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Creates the National Library of Medicine. 
Directs the Board of Directors of the National Library 
of Medicine to have prepared drawings and specifica- 
tions for, and to construct, a suitable building or 
buildings for the purpose of enabling persons most 
concerned with the health and affairs of the nation 
to have ready access thereto. Gives the National 
Library of Medicine the functions of: (1) acquiring 
and preserving books, periodicals, prints, films, 
recordings, and other library materials pertinent 
to medicine; (2) organizing the above materials; 
(3) publishing the catalogs, indexes, etc.; (4) making 
available the materials through loans, photos, etc.; 
(5) providing reference and research assistance; 
and (6) engaging in such other activities as the 
Board may deem appropriate. Authorizes the turning 
over to the National Library of Medicine the exist- 
ing Armed Forees Medical Library, its collection, 
records, and equipment. 


S. 3431. Mr. Hill and others; March 13, 1956 (Labor 
and Public Welfare). 


War Orphans' Educational Assistance Act of 
1956 - Establishes an educational and special restora- 
tive training program for children of servicemen of 
the United States who died as a result of a disabil- 
ity incurred in line of duty during World War II or 
the Korean conflict. Limits the ages of such children 
while in training to the period between the ages of 
18 and 23 and limits the assistance to a period of 
thirty-six months. Makes provision for special 
restorative training to overcome, or lessen, the 
effects of a manifest physical or mental disability 
which would handicap an eligible person in the pursuit 
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of a program of education, and provides for an 
allowance of $110 per month. Provides that those 
children who receive educational assistance under 
the Veterans' Readjustment Assistance Act of 1952, 
etc., shall have such amount subtracted from the 
limit under this Act. 

Sets up procedural steps to be followed in 
obtaining such assistance and provides for vocation- 
al counseling. Allows for the changing of programs 
by the student under certain conditions and for the 
discontinuance of the assistance for unsatisfactory 
progress. Sets such assistance and allowances at 
a sum of $110 per month if pursued on a full time 
basis; and $80 per month if pursued on a three- 
quarter time basis; and $50 per month if pursued 
on a half time basis. Gives the Administrator 
regulatory powers, etc., and makes numerous technical 
amendments. 


S. 3433. Mr. Ives; March 13, 1956 (Public Works). 


Deems all parkways within a State to be 
primary highways for purposes of the Federal-aid 
highway system of a State notwithstanding the fact 
that tolls are collected for the use thereof, 


S. 3436. Mr. Chavez; March 13, 1956 (Finance). 


Liberalizes the basis for the determination of 
payment of pensions for disabilities or death not the 
result of service under Veterans' Regulation l(a). 
Increases such pensions to $85 a month generally; 
$105 monthly for veterans 65 and over, and $150 per 
month for such veterans who require the aid and 
attendance of another person. Increases the income 
limitation to $1,800 for such unmarried veterans 
and $3,000 for married veterans [amending U. S. C. 
38:ch, 12A, Vets, Reg. 1(a), pt. III]. 


S. 3439. Mr. Chavez; March 13, 1956 (Public Works). 


Directs the Panama Canal Company to construct, 
maintain, and operate a bridge over the Panama Canal 
at Balboa, Canal Zone, 


S. 3441. Messrs. Murray and Mansfield; March 13, 
1956 (Government Operations). 


United States Department of Mineral Resources 
Act of 1956 - Creates a United States Department of 
Mineral Resources in the executive department of 
the Government with a Secretary of Mineral Resources 
at the head thereof who shall be appointed by the 
President by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate. For the administration thereof provides 
for an Under Secretary and four Assistant Secretaries 
of Mineral Resources all to be appointed by the 
President by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, Sets up separate divisions to handle 
matters relating to each of the following: (1) coal; 
(2) petroleum and gas; (3) metallic minerals and 
nonmetallic minerals; and (4) mineral patents and 
leases. 

Transfers all similar functions now under other 
Government agencies to the Secretary of Mineral 
Resources including personnel, property, records, 
etc. Requires the Secretary of Mineral Resources 
to make an annual written report to Congress setting 
forth moneys received, moneys disbursed, description 
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of work done, and containing recommendations as he 
shall deem necessary for the effective performance 
of the duties and purposes of the Department, 
Authorizes necessary appropriations and abolishes 
the office of Assistant Secretary of the Interior 
for Mineral Resources. 

S. 3442, Mr. Case of South Dakota; March 13,

Increases the authorization for the Air Force 
construction project by $72,000,000. 
S. 3443, 


Mr. Long; March 13, 1956 (Finance), 


Allows attorneys' fees incurred in suits

[amending U. S. C. 26:162(a)]. 


S. 3444, Mr. Long; March 13,

Directs the President, upon the request of the 
governor or the legislature of any State, to 
establish a joint Federal-State Land Study Commis- 
sion for such State.

Directs the Architect of the Capitol to remove 
the present structure of the United States Court of 
Claims Building in the city of Washington and con- 
struct, equip, and furnish a new building for the 
Court of Claims. 


S. 3446. Mr. Butler; March 14, 
and Civil Service).

Grants to Federal officers and employees who 
have rendered at least twenty-five years of service 
and attained the age of sixty-two, optional retire- 
ment under the Civil Service Retirement Act of 
1930. Provides corresponding adjustments in annuities 
of retired employees when salary adjustments are 
made for employees generally [amending U. S. C. 5: 
69la, 736).

S. 3447. Mr. Thye and others; March 14, 1956 


(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Great Lakes Fishery Act of 1956 - Establishes 
a Commission to be composed of three members to be 
appointed by the respective Governments of the 
United States and Canada. The United States Com- 
missioners are to be appointed by the President and 
will serve at his pleasure with no compensation 
for their services as such Commissioners, Requires 
one Commissioner to be an official of the United 
States Government and two of the Commissioners to 
be persons residing in the Great Lakes States who 
are duly qualified by reason of their knowledge of 
the fisheries of the Great Lakes. Provides for the 
appointment of an advisory committee for each of the 
Great Lakes. Gives the Commission the duty of pro- 
moting and coordinating research activities on the 
eradication of the sea lamphrey. Authorizes neces- 
sary appropriations. 
S. 3448. Mr. Fulbright (by request); March 14, 
1956 (Banking and Currency). 


Increases to $3,000,000 (now $2,000,000) the 
minor coinage metal fund used for the purchase of 
metals needed for the manufacture of l-cent and 
5-cent coins, Permits the use of the silver profit 
fund for the purchase of copper alloy used in the 
coinage of the subsidiary silver coins [amending 
U. S. C. 31:335, 340]. 

S. 3449, Mr. Magnuson and others; March 14, 1956 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Directs the Civil Aeronautics Board in the 
determination of certain revenues of an air carrier 
not to take into account the losses resulting from 
the sale or other disposition of any flight equip- 
ment, or the gains derived from such sale or other 
disposition if (1) the carrier notifies the Board 
in writing that it intends to reinvest the proceeds, 
and (2) within a reasonable period to be determined 
by the Board -such proceeds are actually reinvested 
by such carrier. Provides that if the Board 
determines after notice and hearing that such air 
carrier has used all or any portion of such reserve 
for purposes other than such reinvestment or has 
retained all or any portion of such reserve for a 
longer period than that set by the Board then such 
amount may be taken into account by the Board in 
determining certain revenues of the air carrier 
[amending U. S. C. 49:486].

Provides an additional construction authoriza- 
tion of $72,000,000 for the aircraft control and 
warning system and insure uninterrupted and continued

S. 3453. Mr. Murray and others; March 15, 1956 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Transfers title to stockpile manganese ores 
(now unusable by reason of being subgrade in 
character) from the General Services Administration 
to the Department of the Interior. Directs the 
Secretary to continue the purchase of manganese 
ores under the existing General Services Administra- 
tion regulations and specifications. Directs him 
to establish two new manganese ore-purchasing depots 
to serve the Ozark-Cushman area and the southern 
Appalachian area. 

Directs the Secretary in his discretion to 
construct one or more beneficiation plants for the 
upgrading of all such ore stocks and purchases to 
make them suitable for the national stockpile or 
for sale on the open market, Authorizes the Secre- 
tary to sell under certain terms and conditions 
any beneficiation plant which may be established 
under the provisions of this Act. Directs the 
Secretary to provide for the payment of a produc- 
tion bonus to any producer of tungsten, manganese, 
beryl, chromite, mica, asbestos, or columbium- 
tantalum bearing ore or concentrate mined in the 
United States. Terminates the authority granted 
by the provisions of this Act on June 30, 1961. 


S. 3455. Mr. Scott and others; March 15, 1956 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Domestic Mica Program Extension Act of 1956 - 
Extends until June 30, 1961 all the termination 
dates of purchase programs on the domestic produc- 
tion of mica issued pursuant to the Defense Pro- 
duction Act of 1950 and the Critical Materials 
Stockpiling Act of 1946. Requires the officer or 
agency of the United States administering the 
purchase programs for domestic mica to publish at 
the end of each calendar quarter the amount of mica 
purchased during that quarter and the cumulative 
total amount of such purchases. 


S. 3456. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; March 15, 
1956 (Post Office and Civil Service). 


Establishes a promotional system for civil 
service positions in the executive branch of the 
Federal Government and of the government of the 
District of Columbia. Provides for the creation 
of a Promotional Board in each Department and 
Agency of the Federal Government whose duty shall 
be to direct the operation of the promotional 
system. Directs each Board to see that its employees 
are informed of promotional opportunities. 

Requires that the examinations given be objective 
and give maximum weight to experience, length of 
service, and demonstrated ability. Sets forth in 
detail the method to be used in grading examinations, 
and for appraising the education, experience, and 
other qualifications of persons who desire to be 
placed on promotional lists, and stipulates that 
the lists shall be established by grade or level of 
responsibility. Describes the method of certifica- 
tion of eligibles from the promotional lists and of 
their selection for appointment, Provides for an 
appeal from the rating given in a promotional exami- 
nation. Permits an employee to appeal if he feels 
that he has been prevented by a supervisor or a 
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fellow employee from taking an examination or other- 
wise availing himself of the promotional procedure. 
Establishes a promotional system for positions 
in the Postal Field Service, which is designed to 
meet the needs of the Service. Sets forth in 
detail the procedures to be followed and provides 
that examinations shall be held in even numbered 
years and oftener when required, Permits employees 
who have attained places on the register as a 
result of a previous examination to compete in 
subsequent examinations and requires their names 
to be entered on the register in accordance with 
their most recent grade. 


S. 3457. Mr. Magnuson; March 15, 1956 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce), 


Directs the Secretary of the Treasury to convey 
by quitclaim deed to the county of Pierce, State of 
Washington, certain land for public use through the 
Brown's Point Improvement Club. 


S. 3458. Mr. Dworshak; March 15, 1956 (Interior 
and Insluar Affairs). 


Permits any person who holds a homestead entry 
on public lands which was allowed and subsisting

Increases to $20,000,000 (now $15,000,000) 
the funds available from the Secretary of Agriculture 
for the fiscal years of 1957 and 1958 for the eradi- 
cation of brucellosis. 
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S. 3465. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; March 16, 


1956 (Post Office and Civil Service). 


Provides that whenever an increase in rates 
of basic compensation is granted to any employee of 
the Federal Government or the District of Columbia 
pursuant to a wage survey, such increase shall be 
made effective as of the first day of the first pay 
period which begins on or after the date on which 
such survey was ordered to be made. Limits retro- 
active compensation under this Act to individuals 
in the service of the United States (including 
service in the armed services) or District of 
Columbia on the first day of the first pay period 
which begins on or after the date on which the 
increase is granted, with certain exceptions. 
S. 3466. Mr. Welker; March 16, 1956 (Finance). 

Exempts the transportation of an unprocessed 
agricultural commodity from the Federal tax on the 
transportation of property imposed by Internal 
Revenue Code of 1954 [amending U. S. C. 26:4272]. 
S. 3467. Messrs, O'Mahoney and Barrett; March 16, 
1956 (Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the conveyance of tribal lands from 
the Shoshone Indian Tribe and the Arapahoe Indian 
Tribe of the Wind River Reservation in Wyoming to the 
United States. 

S. 3468. Messrs. Case of South Dakota and Mundt; 
March 16, 1956 (Interior and Insular 
Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
amend certain contracts entered into with Rapid City, 
South Dakota, for the furnishing of water by the

Increases the general authorization under the 
Flood Control Act for the construction of small 
flood-control not specifically authorized to $15,- 
000,000 (now $3,000,000) and extends such author- 
ization to cover bank protection projects. Raises 
the amount of the limitation for any single locality

District of Columbia Nursing Act - Provides 
for the examination, licensing, registration, and 
regulation of professional and practical nurses, 


and for nursing education in the District of Columbia. 


S. 3471. Mr. Neuberger; March 19, 1956 (Public 


Works). 


Authorizes the Regents of the Smithsonian 
Institution, in consultation with the Administrator

Permits the Secretary of State to 
establish and maintain Government-operated commis- 
saries and mess services at United States posts 
abroad. Makes these facilities available, insofar 
aS practicable, to officers and employees of other 
Government agencies and their dependents who are 
stationed abroad. Permits the Secretary of State 
to pay for the illness or injury of dependents of 
United States citizens stationed abroad when it 
exceeds $35 if such illness is not the result of 
vicious habits, intemperance, or misconduct. Permits

the Secretary of State to establish recreation 
facilities at foreign posts if he finds that such 
facilities are lacking and are necessary in the 
interests of morale and efficiency.

(Public Works). 


Modifies the authorized project for the con- 
struction of the Millwood Reservoir on the Little 
River in Arkansas, so as to include the construction 
of the Pine Creek, Lukfata, Sherwood (Narrows), and 
the Broken Bow Reservoirs. 


S. 34864. Mr. Murray; March 20, 1956 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 


Geological, Geochemical, and Geophysical Mining 
Claims Act of 1956 - Provides for the location of 
mining claims by geological, geochemical, and 
geophysical prospecting methods, Any mining claim 
shall contain not more than 40 acres. Boundary 
lines shall as far as possible be parallel to or 
coincide with the United States system of public 
land surveys. The total acreage of all contiguous 
geological] mining claims located or held at any one 
time by a locator shall not exceed 640 acres \in 
area or two miles in length. Certain requirements

Prohibits any automobile franchise to include 
any provision for its cancellation or termination 
at the option of the automobile manufacturer, with- 
out the consent of the automobile dealer, for any 
cause not specifically described and provided for 
in the franchise unless such franchise provides for 
the payment by the manufacturer to the dealer, upon 
the cancellation or termination thereof, of a sum 
equal to the reasonable value of such franchise to 
such dealer, as determined by three appraisers.

Creates in the Department of Agriculture 
an Industrial Agricultural Products Agency which is 
given the duty of making research contracts, employ- 
ment of personnel, construction contracts, maintenance 
of records, etc. Requires the Administrator to make 
semiannual reports to the Congress on such research 
programs. Authorizes an appropriation for the 
industrial Agricultural Products Agency of $100,000, - 
000 for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1956 and 
the same amount annually thereafter to carry out the 
provisions of this Act.

Establishes a noncompensable Federal Safety 

Advisory Committee in the Department of Labor to

Provides increases in certain benefits under 
the Act and provides retroactive payments for school 
construction from the period beginning July 1, 1951 
as if the per centum of the average per pupil cost 
of construction had been 70 per cent in lieu of 45 
percent.

Employment Security Judiciary Review Act of

Social Security Act. Gives an affected State the 
right to obtain independent judicial review of any 
adverse finding which the Secretary may make.

Directs the Secretary of the Army to accept on 
behalf of the United States a conveyance by the 
town of Hammond, Oregon, of the military cemetery 
formerly comprising a part of the Fort Stevens 
Military Reservation, 

S. 3534. Mr. Schoepell; March 26, 1956 (Government 
Operations). 


Provides for payments in lieu of taxes to 
State tax authorities on real property acquired by 
the United States after December 31, 1954, and 


which property was subject at the time of its 
acquisition by the United States to real property 
tax committed to the discharge of bonded indebted- 
ness for any public improvement. 


S. 3535. Mr. Dirksen; March 27, 1956 (Public Works). 
Provides for the construction, maintenance, and 

the operation of two highway bridges across the 

Illinois Waterway at Joliet, Illinois, 

S. 3539. Messrs, Sparkman and Beall; March 27, 1956 

(Banking and Currency). 


Provides that a Federal credit union shall have 
power to invest its funds in shares of Federal 
central credit unions and central credit unions. 
Requires that share payments to, and withdrawals 
from, a central credit union by a Federal credit 
union must be specifically authorized by the board 
of directors of the Federal credit union making the 
payment or withdrawal. Authorizes the organization

S. 3543. Mr. Bennett and others; March 28, 1956 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Interstate Machine Sales Act of 1956 - Defines 
the purposes of this Act as (1) to protect the 
consuming public in performance under the warranty 
issued on a purchased product; (2) to insure the 
continued availability to the public of adequate 
consumer service facilities; and (3) to preserve 
the availability of adequate consumer service 
facilities to consumers, from the thousands of 
small-business dealers of such products, both during 
the period of the warranty and thereafter during the 
useful life of the product. 

Permits a manufacturer and a dealer to enter 
into agreement which shall contain all the terms 
and conditions between the parties, and state the 
minimum consumer service facilities required 
to be maintained by the dealer in order 
that he can perform the warranty issued to the 
consumer and the mutual obligations of the parties 
between themselves in compliance with their joint 
warranty and service responsibility to the consumer, 
Permits such agreements to also contain reasonable 
provisions as are required adequately to protect the 
manufacturer's good will on the sale, servicing, 
and advertising of this product by the franchised 
dealer. These agreements may provide for the 
appointment of franchised dealers of the manufacturer 
as its agents to accept from the consumer an applica- 
tion, for, and to issue, a warranty on a trade-named 
product of the manufacturer. They may provide the 
means, times and methods by which the manufacturer 
may make payments to franchised dealers of the 
agreed value of issuing the warranty and maintaining 
consumer service facilities if such terms and condi- 
tions are identical to other dealers. Prohibits any 
provision either expressed or implied, with respect 
to resale prices, or resale terms or conditions of 
any product. 

Requires every manufacturer electing to enter 
into dealer agreements under the provisions of this 
Act to file with the Federal Trade Commission, not 
later than 10 days after entering into any such 
agreement, a copy of the form of the agreement. 

Permits the Commission after notice and hearing 
to suspend, nullify, or modify any provision of any 
such dealer agreement which it finds contrary to 
the provisions and purposes of this Act. Adopts the 
procedures of the Administrative Procedures Act in 
such proceedings, except that notice of hearing may 
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be given merely by 60 days' advance publication in 
the Federal Register. Makes it an unfair method of 
competition for any person to violate a provision of 
this Act.

S. 3554. Mr. Neely; March 29, 1956 (District of

Increases the annuities of the District of 
Columbia teachers ranging from 1 percent to 12 per- 
cent. Such increase shall be effective on October l, 
1955, or on the commencing date of the annuity, 
whichever is later [amending 66 Stat. 19]. 


S. 3555. Mr. Smathers; March 29, 1956 (Judiciary).

Coordinates the Civl Service Retirement Act 
and the Social Security Act in the following manner 
subject to an employee referendum. Increases the 
basic formula for the computation of annuities to 
1 3/4 percent (now 1%) of the average salary times 
the years of service. Covers new civil service 
appointees immediately under the Social Security 
Act upon the payment of the regular social security 
employee tax. Increases this tax rate to 2% per- 
cent (now 2 percent) in 1960; to 3 percent in 1965; 
to 34 percent in 1970; and to 4 percent in 1975.

Provides for benefits for 
dependent widowers, Provides that annuities payable 
before the age of 65 be computed under the improved 
formula of 1 3/4 percent of the average salary (or 
1 percent of the average salary plus $55), multiplied 
by the years of service. Exempts elective Federal 
officers and Federal judges from the provisions of 
this Act. Permits voluntarily, contributions, in 
multiples of $25 with a limit of 10 percent of basic 
salary for additional annuities.

Poultry Products Inspections Act - Declares it 
to be the policy of Congress to provide for the 
inspection of poultry and poultry products by the 
inspection service so as to prevent the movement in 
interstate or foreign commerce, or in a designated 
city or area, of poultry products which are unwhole- 
some or otherwise unfit for human consumption. 

Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to 
ascertain from time to time the cities or areas 
where poultry or poultry products are handled or 
consumed in such volume as to affect, burden or 
obstruct the movement of inspected poultry products 
in commerce, Whenever, after public hearings, he 
finds that the designation of such city or area will 
tend to effectuate the purposes of this Act, he shall 
by publication in the Federal Register give public 





notice of such designation and the effective date 
thereof which shall not be less than six months 
after such notice, After the effective date of 
such designation all poultry and poultry products 
processed, sold, received, or delivered in such 
city or area shall be subject to the inspections 
provisions of this Act. 

Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to 
make examinations, inspections and reinspections as 
he determines necessary in any official establish- 
ment processing such poultry or poultry products for 
commerce in, or for marketing in a designated 
city or area. Provides that all such products found 
to be unwholesome be condemned and be destroyed for 
human food purposes. Provides for an appeal for 
such inspections, Provides for a standard of sani- 
tation, facilities, and practices relating to poultry. 
Provides for labeling such products with an official 
inspection mark, the name of the product, an accurate 
statement of the quantity, the weight, measure, and 
the name and address or approved plant number of the 
official establishment on which the contents were 
processed. Prohibits the sale of uninspected products 
in such areas or cities, so designated by the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture. Sets up penalties for the 
violation of the provisions of this Act. 


S. 3589. Mr. Johnson of Texas for Mr. Byrd (by 
request); April 11, 1956 (Finance). 


Provides duty-free treatment under the Tariff 
Act of 1930 for (1) advertising material as defined 
by the International Convention; (2) samples of 
negligible value; and (3) advertising films relating 
to the International Convention. 

Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; April 11, 
1956 (Post Office and Civil Service). 


Permits temporary substitutes in the postal

reprisal. Provides that these provisions shall not 
apply to the Central Intelligence Agency of the 
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Federal Bureau of Investigation [amending U. S. C. 
5:652]. 
S. 3594, Mr. Curtis; April 11, 1956 (Interior 
and Insular Affairs). 


AUthorizes the construction by the Secretary 
of the Interior of the Farwell unit, Nebraska, of 
the Missouri River Basin project. 

S. 3598. Mr. Eastland; April 11, 1956 (Labor and 
Public Welfare). 


Directs the Administrator of Veterans' Affairs 
to reconvey to the city of Biloxi, Mississippi, a 
certain tract of land located in the Veterans' 
Administration reservation in such city which here- 
tofore was conveyed to the United States by the 
city of Biloxi without consideration. 


S. 3599, Mr. Eastland; April 11, 1956 (Public 
Works). 


Directs the Secretary of the Army to compen- 
sate any civilian employee of the Corps of Engineers 
for the forfeiture of any annual leave suffered by 
such employee as the result of his having been 
engaged in emergency flood relief work in the North- 
eastern part of the United States between August l, 
1955, and January 31, 1956. 

S. 3601. Mr. Dworshak; April 11, 1956 (Interior 
and Insular Affairs). 


Directs the Secretary of the Interior to 
convey certain public lands in Lemhi County, Idaho, 
to the State of Idaho for the use and benefit of 
the department of fish and game. 

S. 3602. Mr. McCarthy; April 11, 1956 (Finance). 

Extends to thirteen years (now ten years) the 
period of time after the end of war in which veterans 
may exercise the benefit of home loans under the 
Servicemen's Readjustment Act of 1944 [amending 
U. S. C. 38:694a]. 

S, 3603. Mr. McCarthy; April 11, 1956 (Judiciary). 

Provides that no Federal anti-subversion 
legislation shall be construed to deprive the 
States of jurisdiction to enforce their own anti- 
subversion or anti-sedition laws [amending U. S. C. 
18:3231]. 
S. 3604, Mr. Dirksen and others; April 11, 1956 
(Judiciary). 


Adds one additional Attorney General in the 
Department of Justice, to be appointed by the 
President by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, who shall assist the Attorney General 
in the performance of his duties, 


S. 3605. Mr. Dirksen and others; April 11, 1956 


(Judiciary). 


Creates in the executive branch of the Govern- 
ment a Commission on Civil Rights to be composed of

Public Assistance Amendments Act of 1956 - 
Effects a new formula for determining payments to 
the States under the Social Security Act of Federal 
funds for old age assistance, the blind, and the 
permanently and totally disabled. Provides that the 
Federal percentage be 100 percent less the State 
percentage. Fixes the State percentage of each 
State whose per capita income is equal to or greater 
than the per capita income of the continental United 
States at 50 percent, and the State percentage of 
each State whose per capita income is less than the 
per capita income of the continental United States 
at that percentage which bears the ratio to 50 
percent as the per capita income of such State bears 
to the per capita income of the continental United 
States with a minimum of 25 percent. 

Provides for direct payments to individuals 
not satisfying residence requirements.

Gives the Secretary of Agriculture the fullest 
possible use of the rich and varied range, timber, 
water, mineral, wildlife, and recreational resources 
of public lands under a multiple-use system of 
management under title III of the Bankhead—Jones 
Farm Tenant Act,

S. 3616. Mr. Kennedy and others; April 11, 1956 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Changes the formula for computation of rail- 
road retirement annuities by providing for the 
multiplying of an individual's “years of service" 
by the following percentages of his “monthly compen- 
sation": 3,18 percent (now 2.76 percent) of the 
first $50; 2.38 percent (now 2.07 percent) of the 
next $100; and 1.59 percent (now 1.38 percent) of 
the next $200. 

Changes the formula for an individual having a 
current connection with the railroad industry by 
providing that the minimum annuity payable shall, 
before any reduction, be whichever of the following 
is the least: (1) $4.76 (now $4.14) multiplied by 
the number of his years of service; or (2) $79.35 
(now $69); or (3) his monthly compensation, Sets 
up the procedure for determining the “period of 
disability" under the Act. Increases both the 
carrier and the employee contribution by one percent 
of the taxable payroll. 

Changes the formula for computing lump-sum death 
benefits to the following: an amount equal to the 
sum of 7 percent of his compensation paid after 
December 31, 1946, and prior to July 1, 1956, and 8 
percent of his compensation paid after June 30, 1956 
(exclusive of compensation in excess of $300 for any 
month before July 1, 1954, and in excess of $350 for 
any month after June 30, 1954). Under the present 
formula the amount is equal to 7 percent of his com- 
pensation after December 31, 1946 (exclusive in both 
cases of compensation in excess of $300 for any month 
before July 1, 1954, and in the latter case in excess 
of $350 for any month after June 30, 1954). 

Changes the maximum and minimum annuity totals 
payable for a month with respect to the death of an 
employee as follows: where the total is more than 
$34.50 (now $30) and exceeds either (a) $184 (now 
$160), or (b) an amount equal to two and two-thirds 
times such employee's basic amount, whichever of such 
amounts is the lesser, such total of annuities shall, 
prior to any deductions, be reduced to such lesser 
amount or to $34.50 (now $30), whichever is greater. 
Increases the minimum total to $16.10 (now $14). 

Changes the basis for computation of annuities 
by changing the definition of “basic amount" as 
follows: (1) with respect to completely or partially 
insured employees having a current connection with 
the railroad industry the sum of 46 percent (now 
40 percent) of his average monthly remuneration, up 
to and including $75; plus 11% percent (now 10 per- 
cent) of such average monthly remuneration exceeding

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to him was computed are not ascertainable from the 
records in possession of the Board the amount com- 
puted hereunder shall be $38.33 (now $33.33), 
except that if the pension payable to him was less 
than $28.75 (now $25), such amount shall be four- 
thirds of the amount of the pension or $15.33 (now

ities awarded prior to July 1, 1956 by 15 percent. 
Places in the Railroad Retirement Board the author-

S. 3617. Mr. Bridges and others; April 11, 1956 
(Judiciary). 


Clarifies the part the several States may play 
in protecting themselves from subversion within the 
States by providing that the enactment of a Federal 
statute shall not prevent the enforcement in the 
courts of any State of any statute of such State 
prescribing any criminal penalty for any act, 
attempt, or conspiracy to commit sedition against 
the United States, or to overthrow the Government 
of such State or the Government of the United States 
[amending U. S. C. 18:2392), 


S. 3619. Mr. Neely (by request); April 12, 1956 
(District of Columbia). 


Provides for the reimbursement of the District 
of Columbia Public Food Services Fund for lunches 
served in accordance with the National School Lunch 
Act to children without cost or at reduced cost 
[amending D. C. C. 31:1405]. 


S. 3620. Mr. Hill and others; April 12, 1956 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Authorizes the Commissioner of Education to 
make grants to public or non-profit institutions of 
higher learning to assist them in providing train- 
ing of professional personnel to conduct research in, 
or conduct training of teachers in, fields related 
to the education of mentally retarded children, 

Also authorizes the Commissioner of Education to 

make grants to States educational agencies to 

assist them in establishing and maintaining directly 
or through grants to public or non-profit institutions 
of higher learning, followships or traineeships for 
training personnel engaged or preparing to engage 

in employment as teachers of mentally retarded 
children or as supervisors of such teachers. 


S. 3621, Mr. Jackson; April 12, 1956 (Atomic Energy). 


Authorizes the Atomic Energy Commission to 
enter into contracts with universities and colleges 
and hospitals to assist financially in the construc- 
tion and operation of reactors and other facilities 
either for training, for research and development, 
for the generation of usable energy, or for medical 
therapy. Specifically permits the institutions 
themselves to use the power produced by such reactors. 
Clarifies the authority of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission to enter into such contracts. 
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S. 3628. Messrs. Magnuson and Jackson; April 12, 


1956 (Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
construct, operate, and maintain seven units of the 
Greater Wanatchee division, Chief Joseph project, 
Washington. 

S. 3629. Mr. Robertson; April 12, 1956 (Banking 
and Currency). 


Provides that a leasehold loan made by a national 
bank shall be an obligation secured by a mortgage, 
under such rules and regulations as may be prescrib- 
ed by the Comptroller of the Currency, under a lease 
which does not expire, or which under its terms may 
be renewed so that it will not expire, for at least 
10 years beyond the maturity date of the loan, and 
permits any national banking association to purchase 
any obligation so secured when the entire amount of 
such obligation is sold to the association. 

Provides that construction loans made by 
national banks and having maturities nct exceeding 
18 months where there is a valid and binding agree- 
ment entered into by a financially responsible 
lender to advance the full sum of the bank's loan 
upon completion, shall not be considered as loans 
secured by real estate but shall be classed as 
ordinary commercial loans whether or not secured 
by a mortgage or similar lien on the real estate

S. 3630. Mr. Young; April 12, 1956 (Public Works). 

Directs the Administrator of General Services 
to enter into contracts for the construction of 
buildings for the accommodation of the Bureau of 
Customs at the Dunseith, North Dakota, port of entry, 
on the site heretofore provided and made available 
therefor, without cost to the United States, by the 
International Peace Garden, Inc. 

S. 3631. Mr. Dworshak; April 12, 1956 (Interior 
and Insular Affairs). 


Permits the mining, development, and utilization 
of the mineral resources of all public lands with- 
drawn or reserved for reclamation reservoir sites 
under the Mining Claims Rights Restoration Act of 
1955 [amending Public Law 359, 84th Congress]. 

1956 (Labor and 


S. 3634. Mr. Smathers; April 12, 


Public Welfare). 


Entitles all persons who served under contract 
with the War Department or the Department of the 
Army as acting assistant or contract surgeons, or 
contract dental surgeons, to hospitalization and 
mental treatment in the same manner and to the 
same extent as veterans of any war are now or may 
hereafter be furnished for non-service connected 
disabilities. 


S. 3635. Mr. Scott; April 16, 1956 (Post Office 


and Civil Service). 


Provides that on fourth-class postal matter 
subject to the zone rates established for parcel 
post, the limit of size shall be one hundred inches 
in girth and length combined and the limit of 
weight shall be over eight ounces and not exceeding 
sixty-five pounds. 

S. 3636. Mr. Martin of Iowa; April 16, 1956 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Domestic Manganese Program Extension Act of 
1956 - Extends until June 30, 1961 the termination 
date of the carload purchase program designed to 
stimulate the domestic production of metallurgical 
grade manganese ores and concentrates issued pursuant 
to the Defense Production Act of 1950. Provides for 
a uniform price scale for small domestic producers 
and increases the amount from 19,000,000 long dry 
ton units of manganese to 50,000,000 long dry ton 
units, Extends the existing prices, chemical and 
physical requirements of manganese. Requires each 
Federal agency to publish at the end of each calendar 
quarter the amounts of ores and concentrates pur- 
chased during that quarter under each program and 
the total amounts of such purchases under each pro- 
gram, 
S. 3637. Mr. McNamara; April 16, 1956 (District of 
Columbia). 


Creates an advisory board which shall advise 
and consult with the Commission created to consider 
a site and a design for a National Memorial Stadium 
in the District of Columbia. 

S. 3638. Messrs. Smith of New Jersey and Mundt; 
April 16, 1956 (Foreign Relations). 


Enlarges the objectives of the United States 
Information and Educational Exchange Act of 1948. 
Enlarges title II (Interchange of Knowledge, Skills, 
and Experience) by bringing all of the following 
under the title: (1) students and trainees; (2) 
teachers, fellows, and lecturers; (3) professors and 
research scholars; (4) specialists in any of the 
sciences, arts, trades, or professions; and (5) 
leaders of thought and opinion at the National, 
State, or local level. 

Authorizes the Secretary to establish in any 
country with an exchange program advisory committees 
to advise him with respect to matters concerning the 
administration of such exchange program. Directs the 
Secretary to coordinate activities of other Govern- 
ment agencies conducting military or other programs 
involving exchange of persons between the United 
States and other countries of a similar nature, 
Requires annual reports on the administration of the 
program. Provides for the payment of meritorious 
claims arising in a foreign country with a limitation 
of $5,000 and if over that amount only after approval 
by the Secretary or Director changes the name of 
United States agency to United States Information 
Service. Makes numerous technical amendments. 





S. 3639. Mr. Wiley; April 16, 1956 (Labor and 
Public Works).

Provides for the payment by the Secretary of 
the Treasury of the unpaid balance due on defaulted 
joint stock land bank bonds under the supervision 
and direction of the Farm Credit Administration. 


S. 3641. Mr. Douglas; April 16, 1956 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Permits common carriers to provide reduced 
rates for transportation to individuals sixty-five 
years or older without violating the Interstate 
Commerce Act. 


S. 3642, Mr. Case of New Jersey; April 16, 1956 
(District of Columbia). 


Transfers to the Government of the District 
of Columbia all the personnel, property, and records 
of the Public Employment Service for the District 
of Columbia. 
S. 3643. Messrs, Kerr and Monroney; April 16, 
1956 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to 
furnish insecticides and other materials to farmers 
for the suppression of spotted alfalfa aphids in 
areas affected thereby. Such materials may be 
made available by direct grant or by making pay- 
ments to (1) farmers applying such materials, (2) 
Federal, State, or local Government agencies 
furnishing such materials, or (3) persons who fill 
purchase orders for such materials. Directs the 
utilization of services of local, county, and State 
committees established under Section 8 of the Soil 
Conservation Act in administering this legislation, 
Authorizes appropriations of $15 million for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1956, and $5 million 
annually thereafter. 


S. 3644, Mr. Duff; April 16, 1956 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 


Directs the Postmaster General to issue a 
special postage stamp in honor of the teaching 
profession on the occasion of the one hundredth 
anniversary of the National Education Association. 


S. 3645. Mr. Wiley; April 16, 1956 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Increases the maximum fine for fraud by wire, 
radio, or television to $10,000 (now $1,000) and 
makes such penalty applicable to foreign commerce 
as well as interstate commerce [amending U. S. C. 
18:1343]. 


S. 3646. Mr. Langer; April 18, 1956 (Judiciary). 
Provides that whoever in any way or degree 


obstructs, delays, or affects commerce or the 
movement of any articles of commodity in commerce, 
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by robbery, extortion or attempts or conspires to 
do, or commits or threatens physical violence to 
any person, shall be fined not more than $10,000, 
or imprisoned not more than twenty years, or both. 


S. 3648. Mr. Chavez; April 18, 1956 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Increases to $200,000,000 (now $100,000,000) 

the outstanding obligations the Housing Administrator 
may have at any one time in regard to financing 
public facility loans under the Housing Amendments 

of 1955. Limits $100,000,000 of this to federally 
impacted areas, Defines the term "federally impacted 
area“ as a locality which has sustained a substantial 
and rapid increase in population as a result of 
activities of the Atomic Energy Commission or any 
licensee of the Atomic Energy Commission. Limits 


the interest on such loans to four percent on such 
loans to four percent on such maturity dates as the 
Administrator in his discretion may determine [amend- 
ing Public Law 345, 84th Congress]. 


S. 3649. Mr. Chavez and others; April 18, 1956 
(Armed Services). 


Requires that when hunting and fishing is 
permitted on military reservations of the United 
States that such fishing and hunting shall be in 
full compliance with the game and fish laws of the 
State or Territory, wherein the military reservations 
are located. Authorizes State officers to enforce 
the provisions of this Act on military reservations. 
S. 3651. Mr. Holland and others; April 18, 1956 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Soil Bank Act - Authorizes a soil bank program 
in two parts. One part concerns the acreage reserve 
program and the other concerns the conservation 
reserve program. 

The acreage reserve program is designed to 
curtail production of specific commodities even 
below the anticipated production from allotment 
programs, Authorizes the program for the four crop 
years of 1956-1959. Applies the program to wheat, 
cotton, corn, peanuts, rice, most kinds of tobacco, 
and the feed grains, Permits payments to the farmers 
who curtail their production of an amount roughly 
equivalent to their anticipated return from the land 
if it had been put to its intended use, 

Provides that compensation to producers be at 
a rate or rates as the Secretary of Agriculture 
determines will provide producers with a fair and 
reasonable return for reducing their acreage of the 
commodity, taking into consideration the loss of 
production of the commodity on the reserve acreage 
any savings in cost which result from not planting 
the commodity on the reserve acreage, and the 
incentive necessary to achieve the reserve acreage 
goal, Such payments are to be made in negotiable 
certificates redeemable in cash by the Commodity 
Credity Corporation or in the case of grains, redeem- 
able in grain at the option of the producer, Requires 
the Secretary to make adjustments in calculating the 
normal yield for each farm in the case of unusual 
weather conditions from either drought, flood, hail, 
wind, or other natural causes. Limits to $750,000,- 
000 the total amount which may be expended on the 
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acreage-reserve program in any one year. Limits 
to any one producer the sum of $25,000 for any one 
year. 

Sets up the conservation reserve program to 
take out of production certain crops and put such 
acreage into a conservation status on a semi- 
permanent basis. Makes crop lands, including lands 
being devoted to such soil conserving crops as hay, 
alfalfa, and clover, eligible for the conservation 
reserve. 

Provides that the program be carried out on the 
basis of contracts entered into between the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture and the producer. Such contracts 
shall be for a period not less than three years and 
not more than ten years (except for forestation 
areas where the period can run for fifteen years). 
Requires the producer to agree not to harvest any 
crop nor graze the land in conservation reserve, 
and in return the Secretary of Agriculture shall pay 
a large part of the cost of establishing conservation 
practices on the land and pay thereafter an annual 
amount to the producer roughly equivalent to the 
rental value of the land. Limits to $450,000,000 
the total amount of expenditures for the conserva- 
tion program in any one year, and limits to $7,500 
the payments to any one producer. 

Provides that no person shall be eligible for 
soil-bank payments in any year in which he exceeds 
his farm-acreage allotment for any commodity. Pro- 
hibits the reapportionment to any other producer of 
acreage placed in the acreage reserve or conserva- 
tion reserve. Provides authority to the Secretary 
of Agriculture to make payments under the program 
upon satisfactory proof by the producer that he has 
complied with his part of the contract. Requires 
the Secretary in carrying out the program to make 
use of local and State conservation committees. 

Requires the Secretary of Agriculture to provide 
adequate safeguards to protect the interests of 
sharecroppers and tenants, and when such provisions 
are violated, permits the Secretary to deny such 
producer all or part of the benefits under the Act. 
Directs the President to carry out a policy of 
restricting, insofar as practicable, the leasing of 
Government owned lands for the production of price- 
supported lands in surplus supply.

thirds of the amount of the pension or $15.33 (now 
$13.33) whichever is greater. Increases all annu- 
ities awarded prior to July 1, 1956 by 15 percent

Mr. Anderson and others; April 18, 1956

Soil Bank Act - Authorizes a soil bank program 
in two parts. One part concerns the acreage 
reserve program and the other concerns the conserva- 
tion reserve program, 

The acreage reserve program is designed to 
curtail production of specific commodities even 
below the anticipated production from allotment 
programs, Authorizes the program for the four crop 
years of 1956-1959, 

Applies the program to wheat, cotton, corn, 
peanuts, rice, most kinds of tobacco, and the feed 
grains, Permits payments to the farmers who curtail 
their production of an amount roughly equivalent to 
their anticipated return from the land if it had 
been put to its intended use. 

Provides that compensation to producers be at 
a rate or rates as the Secretary of Agriculture 
determines will provide producers with a fair and 
reasonable return for reducing their acreage of the 
commodity, taking into consideration the loss of 
production of the commodity on the reserve acreage, 
any savings in the cost which result from not plant- 
ing the commodity on the reserve acreage, and the 
incentive necessary to achieve the reserve acreage 
goal, Requires the Secretary to make an adjustment 
in yields for drought, flood, or other abnormal 
conditions in estimating the loss of production for 
purposes of establishing rates of compensation, 

Such payments are to be made in negotiable certifi- 
cates redeemable in cash by the Commodity Credit 
Corporation, or in the case of grains, redeemable in 
cash at the option of the producer. Limits to 
$750,000,000 the total amount which may be expended 
on the acreage-reserve program in any one year. 
Establishes the following maximums for the follow- 
ing crops: (1) wheat, $375,000,000; (2) cotton, 
$300,000,000; (3) corn in the commercial corn- 
producing area, $300,000,000; (4) other feed grains, 
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$175,000,000; (5) peanuts, $7,000,000; (6) rice, 
$23,000,000; and (7) tobacco, $45,000,000. Since 
the individual commodity limitation add up to more 
than the overall limit of $750,000, this is done in 
order to permit adjustment of commodity programs to 
meet operating conditions and does not have the 
effect of increasing the overall limitation, 

Permits the amount of acreage a producer will 
be permitted to put into the conservation reserve 
to vary by commodities but generally the program 
will permit farmers with small acreage allotments 
to put their entire allotment into the acreage 
reserve while those with larger allotments will be 
limited to a maximum percentage of their allotment. 
Establishes for each year a total base acreage of 
corn for the commercial corn-producing area of 
51,000,000 acres. 

Sets up a conservation reserve program to take 
out of production certain crops and put such acreage 
into a conservation status on a semi-permanent basis. 
Makes crop lands, including lands being devoted to 
such soil conserving crops as hay, alfalfa, and 
clover, eligible for the conservation reserve. 
Provides that the program be carried out on the 
basis of contracts entered into between the Secretary 
of Agriculture and the producer. Such contracts 
shall be for a period of not less than three years 
and not more than ten years (except for forestation 
areas where the period can run for fifteen years). 
Requires the producer to agree not to harvest any 
crop nor graze the land in conservation reserve, 
and in return the Secretary of Agriculture shall 
pay a large part of the cost of establishing con- 
servation practices on the land and thereafter an 
annual amount to the producer roughly equivalent to 
the rental value of the land. 

Permits the Secretary of Agriculture to termi- 
nate such contracts when he finds there have been 
violations and provides for judicial review of such 
decisions in the United States district courts. 
Requires the Secretary not later than February 1 
of each year to determine and announce the national 
conservation reserve goal for such year. Requires 
such goal to be that percentage which the Secretary 
determines it is practicable to cover by contracts 
during such year of the number of acres by which 
(1) the acreage used for the production of agri- 
cultural commodities during the year preceding the 
year for which such determination is made, plus 
any acreage then in the acreage or conservation 
reserve program or retired from production as a 
result of acreage allotments or marketing quotas, 
exceeds (2) the acreage needed during the year for 
which such determination is made for the production 
of agricultural allowances for carryover. Requires 
the Secretary to transmit to the Congress annually 
before March 15 a report of the scope of the con- 
servation reserve program for the preceding year. 
Limits to $450,000,000 the total amount of expendi- 
tures for the conservation reserve in any one year, 
Gives the Secretary powers to terminate or modify 
such contracts under certain conditions, 

Provides that no person shall be eligible for 
payments or compensation for any year in which (1) 
the acreage of any basic agricultural commodity other 
than wheat or corn exceeds the farm acreage allotment

or conservation reserve. Requires the Secretary in 
carrying out the programs to make use of State and 
local conservation committees. Requires the Secre- 
tary to provide adquate safeguards to protect the 
interests of shareholders and tenants, Directs the 
President to carry out a policy of restricting, 
insofar as practicable, the leasing of Government 
owned lands for the production of price-supporting 
lands in surplus supply. Provides assistance to 
States for tree planting and reforestation.

Civil Aviation Medical Act of 1956 - The 
purpose of this legislation is to improve safety in 
air commerce through the development and application 
of sound medical knowledge in civil aviation. 
Establishes in the Civil Aeronautics Administration 
the Office of Civil Aviation Medicine composed of 
(1) the Civil Air Surgeon; (2) Regional Flight 
Surgeons; and (3) the Civil Aeronautics Medical 
Research Laboratory. The Office of Civil Aviation 
Medicine shall be headed by a Civil Air Surgeon, 
who is authorized to promulgate regulations: (1) 
establishing minimum standards of mental and 
physical fitness, for civil airmen; (2) establishing 
minimum human requirements in aircraft design; (3) 
providing for medical examination of civil airmen 
by medical designees or other medical examiners; 
and (4) providing for the issuance of medical 
certificates to civil airmen and for the amendment, 
Suspension, or revocation of such certificates. 
Further authority invested in the Civil Air Surgeon 
is as follows: (1) the promulgation of regulations 
for the inspection of aircraft in order to meet the 
human requirements in aircraft design and operation, 
and for the inspection and appraisal of medical 
examiner facilities and procedures to insure proper 
assessment of airman physical fitness and enforcement 
of regulations and procedures of the Office of Civil 
Aviation Medicine; (2) to provide for research, in- 
vestigations, and training; (3) to make grants-in- 
aid to universities, hospitals, laboratories, and 
other public or private institutions and to individu- 
als for such research projects as are recommended 
by the Council, with respect to civil aviation 
medicine; (4) to publish information related to 
civil aviation medicine in the form of publications 
or otherwise, and (5) to promulgate all regulations 
necessary for the administration of the Office of 
Civil Aviation Medicine. Authorizes an appropriation 
of $2,500,000 for the erection and equipment of 
suitable and adequate buildings and facilities for 
use in research provided for by this Act. 
S. 3678. Mr. Dirksen; April 18, 1956 (Judiciary). 
Provides for the appointment of an additional 
judge for the seventh circuit and for the appoint- 
ment of three additional district judges for the 
North District of Illinois. 
S. 3679. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; April 18, 
1956 (Post Office and Civil Service). 


Authorizes the Postmaster General to hold and 
detain mail for temporary periods of fifteen days 
during proceedings involving the mailing of obscene, 
lewd, etc., articles, matters, devices, things, or 
substances.

S. 3693. Mr. Kennedy and others; April 23, 1956 


(Government Operations), 


Authorizes the transfer of surplus Government 
property to State and local civil defense organiza- 
tions when it is determined by the Federal Civil 
Defense Administrator that such property is usable 
and is needed for civil defense. Gives the Secre- 
tary of Health, Education, and Welfare supervisory 
jurisdiction over the allocation of surplus property 
for civil defense purposes in the same manner as he 
has now for health and education purposes, Provides

S. 3696. Mr. Cotton; April 23, 1956 (Finance). 


Compensates retail dealers of gasoline for 
taxes paid by them on gasoline which is lost due to 
spillage, evaporation, shrinkage, and other causes 
by an amount equal to two percent of the tax paid 
on the gasoline sold by him [amending U. S. C. 26: 
6421). 


S. 3697. Mr. Kuchel; April 23, 1956 (Labor and 


Public Welfare). 


Extends the educational provisions of the 
Veterans' Readjustment Assistance Act to all persons 
entering the Armed Forces of the United States from 
January 1, 1955 until such time as existing laws 
authorizing compulsory military service cease to be 
effective [amending U. S. C. 36:911]. 

S. 3698, Messrs, Murray and Mansfield (by request); 
April 23, 1956 (Interior and Insular 
Affairs). 


Repeals certain discretions of the Secretary 
of the Interior relating to the allotment of lands 
of the Crow Tribe of Indians, 
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S. 3699, Mr. Thye; April 23, 1956 (Agriculture 


and Forestry). 


Permits an officer or an employee of the Farm 
Credit Administration, or any officer or employee 
of any corporation operating under the supervision of 
the Farm Credit Corporation to be elected to member- 
ship on a farm credit board [amending U. S. C. 12: 
640d }. 
S. 3700. Mr. Case of South Dakota; April 23, 1956 
(Government Operations). 


Authorizes the Administrator of General Services 
to transfer certain property to the District of 
Columbia and to the Department of the Interior to be 
available for parks and recreational purposes, in- 
cluding the construction of a national athletic 
stadium, 
S. 3702. Mr. Magnuson and others; April 23, 1956 
(Finance). 


Suspends for a period of two years the duty on 
alumina, upon bauxite, crude, not refined or other- 
wise advanced in condition in any manner, or upon 
calcined bauxite when imported for use in the manu- 
facture of firebrick or other refractories. 

S. 3704. Messrs. Hayden and Bridges; April 23, 1956 
(Public Works). 


Authorizes the acquisition of the remaining 
property in square 725 of the property in square 724 
in the District of Columbia for the purpose of 
extension of the site of the additional office build- 
ing for the United States Senate or for the purpose of 
addition to the United States Capitol Grounds. 

S. 3705. Mr. Magnuson; April 23, 1956 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Requires the Chairman of the Federal Maritime 
Board to make periodic surveys of existing shipyards 
to determine whether their capability and capacity, 
including facilities and skilled personnel, provide 
an adequate mobilization base at strategic points 
for national defense or emergency purposes. 

S. 3706. Mr. Young; April 23, 1956 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Provides that wheat for seeding purposes which 
has been treated with poisonous substances shall 
not be classified as unfit for human consumption. 
S. 3707. Mr. Young; April 23, 1956 (Judiciary). 

Provides for the return, as a matter of grace, 
of up to $10,000 in value of vested assets other 
than patent interests, now held by the Alien Property 
Custodian to natural persons who have not as of 
January 1, 1955 or any time thereafter maintained 
their pricipal dwelling behind the Iron Curtain. 
Permits business enterprises, as well as natural 
persons, to secure the return of trademarks and 
copyright interests without regard to the ceiling 
of $10,000 royalties therefrom not payable with 
respect to business enterprises but allowed to 
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natural persons as a charge against the $10,000 
limitation. Authorizes the return of copyrights 
without limitation to natural persons or business 
enterprises behind the Iron Curtain. Directs

Prescribes the procedural and equitable 
principles and rules which shall guide and control 
the Commission in adjudicating such claims, Con- 
fers jurisdiction on the United States Court of 
Appeals for the District of Columbia to grant 
judicial review from decisions of the Commission, 

Enumerates the sources from which funds shall 
be paid into the German Claims Fund and the amounts 
earmarked for such Fund. 
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S. 3709. Mr. McCarthy; April 23, 1956 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Directs the Secretary of the Treasury to pay 
under the supervision and direction of the Farm 
Credit Administration the unpaid balance due on 
defaulted joint stock land bank bonds.

Allows an additional income tax exemption for 
a taxpayer or a spouse, or a dependant child under 
the age of twenty-three years, who is a full-time 
student at an educational institution above the 
secondary level [amending 0.5.C. Wisi. 


S. 3711. Mr. Fulbright; April 24, 1956 (Finance). 


Allows a taxpayer under the Internal Revenue 
Code to deduct all expenses incurred at an education- 
al institution above the secondary level for tuition 
fees, and amounts spent for books and supplies 
[amending U. S. C, 26:217]. 


S. 3717. Mr. Case of New Jersey and others; 
April 24, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Permits the Attorney General to institute a 
civil action in the name of the United States for 
the benefit of the real party in interest against 
persons who have engaged in or are about to engage 
in acts or practices which interfere with civil 
rights [amending U. S. C. 42:1985]. 


S. 3718. Mr. Case of New Jersey and others; 
April 24, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Provides penalties and civil actions against 
the intimidation, etc., which interferes with the 
right of any person to vote at a general, special, 
or primary election. Gives the Federal district 
courts jurisdiction of proceedings instituted under 
this Section and requires them to exercise juris- 
diction without regard to whether the aggrieved 
party shall have exhausted any administrative or 
other remedies provided by law [amending U. S. C. 
42:1971]. 


S. 3719. Mr. Barrett and others; April 24, 1956 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Directs the transfer of strategic materials 
acquired by the Commodity Credit Corporation as a 
result of barter or exchange of agricultural 
products to the supplemental stockpile created 
under the Agricultural Trade Development and 
Assistance Act of 1954. 


S. 3721. Messrs. Symington and Hennings; April 24, 
1956 (Labor and Public Welfare). 


Deems a parent to be employed on Federal 
property, for purposes of Federal aid to local edu- 
cational agencies in areas affected by Federal 
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activities, if he is employed by or in connection 
with a school which is providing flight training 

to members of the Air Force under contractual 
arrangements with the Department of the Air Force 

at an airport which is owned by a State or political 


subdivision of a State. Deems a child to reside 

on Federal property for purposes of such aid if he 
resides on such an airport with a parent so employed 
[amending U. S. C. 20:244, 280]. 

S. 3722, Messrs. Knowland and Kuchel; April 24, 
1956 (Public Works). 


Authorizes the construction of flood control 
projects on the Sacramento River in California 
between Chico Landing and Keswich Dam, 

S. 3723. Messrs. Knowland and Kuchel; April 24, 
1956 (Armed Services). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Navy to exchange 
certain lands in fee which belong to the United 
States for certain lands in fee which belong to the 
State of California. 


S. 3724. Messrs. Capehart and Jenner; April 25, 


1956 (Public Works). 


Creates the City of Cannelton Bridge Commission, 
Authorizes the Commission to construct, maintain, 
and operate a bridge and approaches thereto, across 
the Ohio River at or near the cities of Cannelton, 
Indiana, and Hawesville, Kentucky, in accordance 
with the General Bridge Act of 1946, at a point 
Suitable to the interest of public navigation. Sets 
out the powers and duties of the Commission such as 
the Commission and its successors and assigns, may 
enter into agreements with the States of Kentucky 
and Indiana and any political subdivision thereof, 
for the acquisition, lease, or use of any real 
estate or other property owned by such State or 
political subdivision, etc. Permits the Commission 
to charge tolls for transit over such bridge.

Increases the annuities of annuitants under 
the Civil Service Retirement Act by $100 plus $10 
for each full two months elapsed between the commenc- 
ing date of the annuity and the date of this Enact- 
ment.

Increases by 
$80 the annuity of survivors of former employees 
under the Civil Service Retirement Act. Increases 
by $50 the annuity of surviving children of employees 
under the Civil Service Retirement Act. 
S. 3726, Mr. Smathers; April 25, 1956 (Judiciary). 
Authorizes the holding of terms of the United 


States Court of Appeals for the Fifth Circuit at 
Miami, Florida. 


S. 3727. Mr. Ellender (by request); April 25, 1956 


(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Liberalizes the Watershed Protection and Flood 
Prevention Act provisions by including as a “work 
of improvement" any undertaking for the conservation, 
development, utilization, and disposal of water 
(now limited to the agricultural phases of such). 
Authorizes the Secretary to make loans up to $5,000, - 
000 to local organizations to finance the local 
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share of costs of carrying out works of improvement 
applies this Act to Hawaii, Alaska, Puerto Rico, 
and the Virgin Islands. 

S. 3728. Messrs. Johnson of Texas and Daniel; 
April 25, 1956 (Interior and Insular 
Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
construct the San Angelo Federal reclamation 
project, Texas, for the principle purpose of 
furnishing water for irrigation. 

S. 3729. Messrs. Capehart and Jenner; April 25, 
1956 (Public Works). 


Creates the City of Lawrenceburg Bridge Commis- 
sion, Authorizes the Commission and its successors 
and assigns to construct, maintain, and operate a 
bridge and approaches thereto across the Ohio River 
at or near the city of Lawrenceburg, Indiana, and 
Boone County, Kentucky, in accordance with the 
General Bridge Act of 1946, at a point suitable to 
the interest of public navigation. Sets out the 
powers and duties of the Commission such as the 
Commission, its successors and assigns, may enter 
into agreements with such States, and any political 
subdivisions thereof, for the acquistion, lease, 
or use of any real estate or other property owned by 
such State or political subdivision, Permits the 
Commission to charge tolls for transit over such 
bridge. 
S. 3730. Messrs. Magnuson and Jackson; April 25, 
1956 (Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
operate certain facilities in order to protect 
Soap Lake, Washington from the dilution of mineral 
concentrations, 

S. 3731. Messrs. Carlson, Jenner, and Martin of 
Iowa; April 25, 1956 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 


Increases the annuities of annuitants under 
the Civil Service Retirment Act by $100 plus $10 
for each full two months elapsed between the com- 
mencing date of the annuity and the date of this 
Enactment., Limits such increase to $300, Increases 
by $80 the annuity of survivors of former employees 
under the Civil Service Retirement Act. Increases 
by $50 the annuity of surviving children of employees 
under the Civil Service Retirement Act. 

Provides that these increases be paid from the 
civil service retirement and disability fund, and 
shall terminate without subsequent resumption, or 
June 30, 1959, or on an earlier date under any one 
of the following conditions, whichever may occur 
first; (1) at the end of the second month following 
the third consecutive month for which the Consumer's 
Price Index of the Bureau of Labor Statistics is less 
than 169.9; or (2) on June 30, 1958, unless an 
appropriation is made to the civil-service retirement 
and disability fund in the applicable annual 
appropriation Act, for the fiscal year 1959, or in 
any prior appropriation Act. 

Permits a widow or widower of any retired employee 
who died prior to February 29, 1948, and has not 
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remarried, to receive an annuity equal to one-half 
of the annuity of her husband or his wife (with a 
limitation of $600 per annum) if such person is not 
entitled to an annuity under another provision of 
the Act. 


S. 3732. Mr. Lehman; April 26, 1956 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Federal Flood Insurance Act of 1956 - Creates 
an agency within the Housing and Home Finance 
Agency to known as the Federal Flood Insurance 
Administration to be administered by a Commissioner 
appointed by the President and approved by the 
Senate. Authorizes the Commissioner to issue 
direct flood-insurance policies and provide re- 
insurance for policies issued by private insurance 
companies. 

Directs the Commissioner to establish a 
schedule of estimated rates for such insurance to 
be computed on the basis of actual risks involved 
for each class of property in each area and location. 
Requires such rates to be uniform for similar risks 
within each separate class of property. Also requires 
such rates to be fixed at actuarial levels, as far 
as is possible, on the basis of all available flood 
damage data. Provides that the schedule of estimat- 
ed rates be used as the basis for a schedule of fees 
to be charged for the flood-insurance policies. 
Prohibits any insurance policy to be issued for a 
fee lower than sixty percent of the corresponding 
estimated rate for the particular category of 
property involved. Places a limit of $250,000 as 
the outstanding face amount of insurance which can 
be issued to any one person, and a limit of $10,000 
in the case of dwelling units and appurtenances. 
Limits to $3,000,000,000 (or $5,000,000,000 with the 
approval of the President) the total face value of 
insurance as risk exposure of the Government plus 
an amount equal to the fees collected. 

Relieves the Government from liability for 
paying (1) the first $100 of any loss, and (2) five 
percent of the rest of the claim. Directs the 
Commissioner to use his best efforts to encourage 
private companies to insure that portion of the 
risk in excess of the per policy limit established 
for direct Federal insurance. Expressly provides 
that neither direct insurance or reinsurance can be 
issued against risks for which insurance is already 
available on reasonable terms from other public or 
private sources. 

Authorizes coverage of both real and personal 
property owned privately or by public bodies. 

Broadly defines the term "flood" so as to 
include the water component of any severe storm as 
well as rising waters and abnormally high tidal 
water. Authorizes the Commissioner to assign such 
other specific meaning to the generic term "flood" 
as he may prescribe by regulation. Excludes from 
coverage any property declared by an appropriate 
public body to be in violation of State or local 
flood zoning laws. Provides that after June 30, 
1958, a condition of coverage shall be that such 
public flood zoning restrictions as the Commissioner 
may deem necessary shall be in effect. 

Provides for consultation by the Commissioner 
with other Federal, State, and local government 
agencies having responsibilities in the fields of 
land use, flood control, flood zoning and flood 
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damage prevention in order to assure that the 
insurance and reinsurance programs carried on are 
consistent with the programs of such agencies. 
Requires the Federal Flood Insurance Administration 
to obtain its administrative expense moneys from 
direct appropriations made by Congress, with all 
other funds for its operation to be obtained from 
(1) fees collected from purchasers of insurance 
policies and organizations makina reinsurance 
agreements; (2) earnings on the investment and re- 
investment of such fees; (3) salvage proceeds 
received; and (4) funds borrowed from the United 
States Treasury. 

Requires the Commissioner to appoint an Advisory 
Committee to advise him concerning the formulation 
of policies and the execution of functions under this 
Act. Directs him to make a continuing study of the 
feasibility of turning the entire flood insurance 
program over to private insurance in industry. 


S. 3734, Mr. Butler; April 26, 1956 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 


Directs the Postmaster General of the United 
States and the Administrator of General Services to 
procure policies of liability insurance covering 
civilian officers and employees for liabilities 
imposed by law for damages, because of bodily injury 
or death arising from the operation of motor vehicles 
in the performance of official Government duties. 
Limits such insurance to (1) the sum of $10,000 for 
death or injury of one person in one accident; (2) 
the sum of $20,000 for death or injury to more than 
one person in one accident; and (3) the sum of 
$5,000 for property damages in one accident, Permits 
certain exceptions in greater amounts but makes an 
aggregate limitation of $100,000. 

Requires the Postmaster General and the Adminis- 
trator to transmit to the Committee on Post Office 
and Civil Service of the House of Representatives 
and the Senate annually, comprehensive reports on 
such insurance. Exempts from the provisions of this 
Act, noncitizens, officers, and employees of the 
United States whose permanent stations of duty are 
located outside the continental United States, its 
Territories and possessions, or to commissioned 
officers or enlisted personnel on active duty in the 
Armed Forces. Makes this Act effective on January 1, 
1957. 


S. 3738. Messrs. Clements, Humphrey, and Lehman; 
April 26, 1956 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


Grants authority to the Commodity Credit Corpo- 
ration to pay any necessary processing costs, when 
surplus foods owned by the Corporation, are made 
available to the school lunch programs and 
charitable institutions, and to needy persons in 
friendly foreign countries, 


S. 3739. Mr. Humphrey and others; April 26, 1956 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Proposes that ocean-freight charges on surplus 
agricultural commodities for overseas relief may be 
paid for by funds available under title II of 
Public Law 480, 84th Congress upon a determination 
by the President that this is in the interest of the 
United States. Increases to $500,000,000 (now 
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$300,000,000) the authority of the President of the 
United States to use surplus commodities for disaster, 
famine, and other urgent relief for the period end- 
ing June 30, 1957. 

S. 3741. Messrs. Daniel and Johnson of Texas; 
April 26, 1956 (Post Office and Civil 
Service). 


Covers under provisions of the Civil Service 
Retirement Act all United States Commissioners (1) 
whose total compensation for services rendered is 
not less than $3,000 in each of the last three con- 
secutive calendar years (A) ending prior to the 
effective date of this paragraph or (B) ending 
prior to the first day of any calendar year which 
begins after such effective date, (2) who desire 
to come within the purview of this Act, and (3) who 
transmit notice of intention to be covered, 

S. 3742, 


Messrs, Morse and Neuberger; April 26, 1956 


(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Forest and Woodlands Use Act - Establishes as a 
policy of the Congress that all the resources of the 
public domain shall be so managed, conserved, utiliz- 
ed, and developed as to assure maximum public multiple 
use thereof. Directs the Secretary of the Interior 
to prescribe regulations governing the expenditure 
of funds for the public domain forest lands and wood- 
lands so as to assure: (1) the development, main- 
tenance, and operation of such areas for recreational 
use; (2) improvement and maintenance of wildlife 
habitat thereon; and (3) provision for adequate 
safety, sanitation, and health measures and facili- 
ties. Earmarks 10 percent (with a limit of $7,500,- 
000 annually) of the receipts of moneys received as 
the United States share from public domain lands for 
carrying out the provisions of this Act.

Provides for the addition of certain Federally 
owned lands to the Lassen Volcanic National Park, 
in the State of California.

Court of Appeals for Patents Act - Establishes 
a United States Court of Appeals for Patents to 
consist of a Chief Judge and four associate justices 
Such judges are to be appointed by the President, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Senate. 
Gives the Court the jurisdiction of receiving and 
deciding appeals from the Patent Office and the 
Federal district courts on patent cases. Provides 
for the appointment of officers and employees of 
the Court, 
S. 3745. Mr. O'Mahoney; April 26, 1956 (Judiciary). 

Limits the life of a patent to a term commencing 
with the date of the application [amending U. S, C. 
35:154]. 
S. 3748. 


Mr. Clements; April 26, 1956 (Labor and 


Public Welfare). 


Federal Enyineering and Science Scholarship Act - 


S. 3756 


Provides for 5,000 Federal scholarships to be award- 
ed annually to deserving high school students who 
pursue courses of study in science and engineering 

in college. Provides that such students be paid 

$100 compensation a month while pursuing such 
courses. Authorizes such scholarships upon the basis 
of competitive examinations, Requires such students 
who accept such scholarships to agree to render 

four years' service with the Federal Government 

after graduation. 

S. 3749. Mr. Symington and others; April 30, 1956 
(Public Works). 


Authorizes necessary appropriations for the 
modification of the existing project for the 
Mississippi River between the Ohio and the Missouri 
Rivers by the construction of a dam at Chain of 
Rocks. 
S. 3750. Mr. Cotton; April 30, 1956 (Armed Services). 

Requires boards for the correction of military 
or naval records to take into account evidence 


relating to the character and conduct of persons 
subsequent to their discharge from the service in 
determining whether their records should be correct- 
ed [amending U. S.

S. 3753. Mr. Neuberger; April 30, 1956 (Judiciary). 
Extends to December 31, 1959 (now expires 
December 31, 1956) the time for issuing visas to 
orphans under the Refugee Relief Act and increases 
the number of visas allowed to 9,000 (now 4,000). 
Raises the ages of eligible orphans under the bill 
to 14 years of age (now 10 years of age)[amending 
67 Stat. 400]. 
S. 3754. Mr. Welker; April 30, 1956 (Armed Services), 
Provides a fine of not more than $2,000 or im- 
prisonment for not more than one year, or both, 
for fraudulent acceptance of benefits under the 
Dependents Assistance Act of 1950 [amending 67 Stat.

Credit Corporation to cooperators through loans, 
purchases, or other operation on the 1956 crop at 
not less than 55 percent or more than 90 percent of 
the parity price as of the beginning of the marketing 
year. On the 1957 crop, the level of support is to 
be at such level as the Secretary of Agriculture 
determines will not discourage or prevent exporta- 
tion of rice produced in the United States, but such 
level is not to be less than 50 percent or more than 
90 percent of the parity price. Requires the Secre- 
tary to issue certificates each year for farms having 
primary market quotas for a quantity of rice equal 
to the primary market quota but not more than the 
normal yield for acreage planted to rice on the farm. 
Makes the value of each certificate the difference 
between 90 percent of the parity price and the level 
of price support multiplied by the quantity of rice 
for which the certificate is issued. 

Requires each person, beginning August 1, 1956, 
possessing rough rice in the United States to acquire 
certificates covering the rough rice equivalent of 
such processed rice. 

Provides for inventory adjustment payments to 
all persons Owning rough rice located in the con- 
tinental United States as of July 31, 1956, such 
payments to be in amounts equal to the amount by which 
80 percent of the parity price of rice as of August l, 
1956 exceeds the support price for the 1956 crop 
multiplied by the quantities of such rough rice. 
Gives the Secretary discretionary authority to trans- 
fer to the commodity set-aside all rough and processed 
rice in the inventories of the Commodity Credit 
Corporation as of sixty days after the beginning of 
the 1956 marketing year for rice, not exceeding 20,- 
000,000 hundred weight of rough rice of its equivalent 
in processed rice. 

Defines “normal yield" as the average yield per 
acre of rice for the county during the five calendar 
years immediately preceding the year for which such 
normal yield is determined adjusted for abnormal 
weather and for trends in yields. 


S. 3757. Mr. Fulbright; April 30, 1956 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Provides that the national acreage allotments 
of rice for 1957 and 1958 shall not be less than 
the final national acreage allotment for 1956, and 
such 1957 and 1958 allotments shall be apportioned 
among the States in the same proportion that they 
shared in the total acreage allotted in 1956 [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 7:1352]. 


S. 3758. Mr. Mundt; April 30, 1956 (Finance). 


Agricultural Alcohol Motor Fuel Act - Makes 
it unlawful for any person to sell motor fuel in the 
United States unless at least five percent thereof, 
by volume, is alcohol manufactured from agricultural 
products, Permits domestic alcohol manufactured from 
agricultural products to be withdrawn from bond, with- 
out the payment of the internal-revenue tax for use 
in such fuels. Provides for penalties for the 
violation of this Act. Gives the Secretary of 
Agriculture authortiy to declare this Act inoperative 
for an indefinite period on any or all agricultural 
products declared in surplus, when such surplus has 
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been reduced to proper proportions as determined 
by the Commodity Credit Corporation and after a 
six months' notice in writing of such declaration 
has been given to interested parties by the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture. 


S. 3759, Mr. Smathers; April 30, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Requires that all future appointees to the 
United States Supreme Court have at least five 
years judicial experience in a lower Federal Court, 
or in the highest court of a State [amending U, S. 
C. 26:1). 


S. 3760. Mr. Daniel and others; April 30, 1956 
(Judiciary). 


Narcotic Control Act of 1956 - Adds a new 
chapter entitled "Narcotics" to the United States 
Criminal Code, Outlaws heroin completely in the 
United States. Increases the penalties for the 
smuggling and sale of heroin to: (1) first offense, 
five to ten years imprisonment; (2) second offense, 
ten to thirty years imprisonment; and (3) third 
offense, life imprisonment or death upon the recom- 
mendation of the jury. Provides a special penalty 
for sale of heroin to juveniles which calls for a 
$10,000 fine and minimum sentence of 10 years 
imprisonment and a maximum death penalty upon the 
recommendation of the jury in specially aggrevated 
cases, 

Punishes the smuggling of marihuana into the 
United States as a distinct offense, carrying a 
minimum penalty of five to ten years imprisonment for 
the first offense, ten to twenty years for the 
second offense, and life imprisonment for the third 
offense, Sets up the procedure for the surrender 
of heroin now held legitmately in the United States. 
Gives Federal law-enforcement officers the authority 
to intercept telephone calls between narcotic traf- 
fickers, providing that prior permission is obtained 
from a Federal Court. Provides additional authority 
for the Bureau of Narcotics and the Bureau of 
Customs to carry firearms, execute and serve search 
and arrest warrants, and make arrests without 
warrants for violations committed in their presence. 

Provides for speeding and effectuating the 
issuance of search warrants in narcotic cases. 
Prohibits drug addicts and narcotic-offenders from 
crossing the borders of the United States without 
obtaining special permits at border customs stations 
upon leaving the country and surrendering the 
permits upon reentry. Makes the illegal possession 
of narcotic drugs as well as the conspiracy to 
violate any narcotic law, additional grounds for 
excluding or deporting alien narcotic offender from 
this country. 

Establishes a central unit in the Federal 
Bureau of Narcotics to gather and maintain records 
on all narcotic addicts and violators. Makes such 
information available to Federal, State, and local 
law enforcement agencies engaged in efforts to stamp 
out illicit narcotics trafficking. Authorizes the 
Bureau of Narcotics to set up special training 
programs throughout the country to train State and 
local law enforcement officers in narcotics investi- 
gation and control. Corrects and improves present 
laws with respect to venue in marihuana. 








S. 3763. Mr. Langer; May 7, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Alien Property Claims Act of 1956 - Directs 
the Attorney General to return alien property vested 
in him to: (1) the owner thereof, if such owner is 
not, and since the vesting of such property has not 
been, an enemy alien; (2) the transferee, if he is 
an individual or a religious, charitable, education- 
al, or philanthropic corporation; or (3) any succes- 
sor in interest to any such transferee. Provides 
that at the time of vesting if such property was 
securities then the claimant shall be entitled to: 
(1) reconstitution, at the expense of the United 
States; (2) transfer of all assets possessed by it 
at the time of the vesting including all increases; 
and (3) the issuance of securities so reconstituted 
having the same terms and conditions and the same 
relative value as those of the securities originally 
held by the claimant, 

Provides that if property subject to return is 
no longer in the custody of the United States the 
claimant is entitled to receive in lieu of it a 
sum equal to the fair value of such property at the 
time of filing the claim, Prohibits such claim by 
persons convicted by the International Military 
Tribunal or residing in a country behind the Iron 
Curtain, Provides the procedure for the adjudication 
of the claims. 


S. 3764. Messrs. Scott and Bible; May 7, 1956 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Directs the Secretary of the Interior to give 
recommendation for legislation which will assure the 
United States of a mineral industry of both common 


minerals and metals, and those classified as strategic 


and critical, and having the capacity to operate on 
a sound economic basis, regardless of the price of 
foreign mineral and metals, Directs the Director of 
the Office of Defense Mobilization to immediately 
establish and maintain (until the recommendations 

of the Secretary are received by the Congress and 
enacted into law) a new program to purchase tungsten 
and nonferrous chrysotiles asbestos under the same 
Office of Defense Mobilization and General Services 
as were in effect January 1, 1956. 


S. 3768. Mr. McClellan; May 7, 1956 (Government 
Operations), 


Applies the provisions of Title 5 of the United 
States Code to the Department of Health, Education, 
and Welfare. Establishes in the Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare a General Counsel who 
shall be appointed by the President, by and with the 
advice of the Senate who shall be the legal officer 
of the Department [amending U. S. C. 5:1]. 

S. 3770. Mr. Young and others; May 7, 1956 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Limits the imports of agricultural commodities 
to the level of the previous three year average for 
such commodities as the Secretary of Agriculture 
determines to be in surplus. 
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S. 3777 


S. 3771. Mr. Wiley; May 7, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Subjects Federal criminal offenders who have 
committed offenses on the high seas or out of the 
jurisdiction of any particular district to the 
jurisdiction of the district in which the offender, 
or any joint offender is arrested or is first 
brought; but if such offenders are not so arrested 
or brought into any district, an indictment or 
information may be filed in the district of the 
last known residence of the offender or of any 
joint offender, or in the District of Columbia 
[amending U. S. C. 18:3238]. 


S. 3772. Mr. Byrd and others; May 7, 1956 
(District of Columbia). 


Designates the Fourteenth Street highway 
bridge over the Potomac River at Fourteenth Street 
in the District of Columbia as the Rochambeau 
Memorial Bridge. 


S. 3773. Mr. Case of South Dakota; May 7, 1956 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Extends until July 1, 1957 the time during 
which annual assessment work in unpatented mining 
claims located under the provisions of Public Law 
357, 84th Congress may be made [amending Public 
Law 357, 84th Congress]. 

S. 3774, Messrs. Ervin and Scott; May 7, 1956 
(Public Works). 


Directs the Secretary of the Army to complete 
at the earliest practicable date an examination and 
survey of the hurricane damaged coastal and tidal 
areas of North Carolina with particular reference 
to developing plans for the protection and rehabili- 
tation of such areas, Requires comprehensive 
reports to the Congress upon the findings by the 
Secretary. Authorizes necessary appropriations, 

S. 3775. Mr. Hennings; May 7, 1956 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 


Directs the Secretary of the Interior to 
acquire the lands comprising the Wilson's Creek 
Battlefield site near Springfield, Missouri, and 
establish the Wilson's Creek Battlefield National 
Park, in the State of Missouri. 

S. 3776. Messrs. Hickenlooper and Martin of Iowa; 
May 7, 1956 (Post Office and Civil Service). 


Removes the date limitation on the citizenship 
requirement for annuities under the Canal Zone 
Construction Annuity Act of 1944, 

S. 3777. Mr. Watkins; May 7, 1956 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to establish, 
maintain, and operate a regional water laboratory 
for the purpose of conducting research and study 
with respect to the physical laws, principles, and 
use of water, Authorizes necessary appropriations. 
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S. 3778 


S. 3778. Mr. Watkins; May 7, 1956 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 


Permits the skins or hides of walruses to be 
exported from the Territory of Alaska as the Secre- 
tary of the Interior may prescribe for the purposes 
of protecting and conserving the walruses herds, 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to prescribe 
by regulations the time when, and means which may 
be used in taking walruses, Requires that the meat 
of walruses taken by non-natives to be given to the

S. 378. Messrs. Daniel and Johnson of Texas; 
May 7, 1956 (Armed Services). 


Directs the Secretary of the Navy or his 
designee to convey a tract of land 2,477.43, aviga- 
tion and sewer easements, in Tarrant and Wise 
counties, Texas, situated about 20 miles northwest 
of the city of Fort Worth, Texas, to the State of 
Texas. 


S. 3784 Messrs. Saltonstall and Kennedy; May 7, 
1956 (Banking and Currency). 


Provides for the striking of medals in com- 
memoration of the one hundredth anniversary of the 
birth of the late Louis Dembitz Brandeis. 


S. 3785. Mr. Magnuson; May 7, 1956 (Government 
Operations). 


Requires the Federal Government to make pay- 
ments to State tax authorities with respect to 
Federal real property of an amount equal to the sums 
which would be paid as special assessments thereon 
for public improvements if such lands were privately 
owned. 


S. 3786, Mr. Humphrey; May 7, 1956 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 


Establishes the Minnesota Indian Administra- 
tion for the purpose of promoting and advancing the 
welfare and economic situation of the Indians in 
the State of Minnesota.

Training School for Boys. 
S. 3642. Mr. Curtis; May 14, 1956 (Labor and Public 
Welfare). 


Simplifies the present statutory wording of 
the Labor Management Relations Act of 1947 (Taft- 
Hartley) applying to secondary boycotts. Prohibits 
the use of economic coercion for the purpose of 
enforcing an employer to interfere with the right 
of his employees to join or refrain from joining 
a union, Prohibits the use of economic coercion 


against an employer where an object is the forcing 
or requiring of employees to join or refuse to join 
a labor organization [amending U. S. C. 158(b)(4)]. 


S. 3643. Mr. McClellan (by request); May 14, 1956 


(Government Operations). 


Provides that the provisions of the so-called 
Economy Act of 1932 pertaining to premises leased 
for Government purposes shall apply to rentals which 
exceed $5,000 (now $2,000). Exempts vital leases 
made by the Administrator of General Services during 
war or emergency [amending U. S. C. 40:278a, 278b]. 
S. 3844. Mr. Bush; May 14,- 1956 (Banking and Currency). 

Provides Federal assistance in the rehabilitation 
and rebuilding of disaster areas. Permits Federal 
agencies to extend urban renewal assistance to 
disaster-affected communities without the application 
of certain requirement and limitations which the 
Housing Act of 1949 now requires in normal situations, 
Makes FHA mortgage insurance under sections 220 and 
221 of the National Housing Act available in major 
disaster areas as declared by the President, 

Amends existing law so as to authorize Federal plan- 
ning grants to a community affected by a major 

disaster without regard to whether the community's 
population is less than 25,000; and increases the 
planning grant authorization from $5 million to $10 
million. 
S. 3845. Mr. Langer; May 14, 1956 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to sell 
to the Republic of India 100,000,000 bushels of wheat 
and 500,000 bales of cotton at world market prices, 
out of stocks acquired by the Commodity Credit 
Corporation through price-support operations. 








S. 3846 


S. 3846. Mr. Langer; May 14, 1956 (Post Office 


and Civil Service). 


Increases the compensation of all postal em- 
ployees in the United States Government by a sum 
of $600 per year, and all substitutes 30 cents per 
hour. 

S. 3648. Mr. Symington; May 14, 1956 (Finance). 

Removes the prohibition against the allowance 
of deduction for long-term capital gains under the 
provisions of the Internal Revenue Code permitting 
deductions of capital gains and losses of taxpayers 
other than corporations [amending U. S. C. 26:172(d)]J. 
S. 3649, Mr. Langer; May 14, 1956 (Finance). 

Repeals all Federal retailers excise taxes, 
and certain manufacturers excise taxes on sporting 
goods and firearms [amending U. S. C. 26:ch. 31, 32]. 
S. 3850. Messrs. Morse and Neuberger; May 14, 1956 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to 
make emergency loans to eligible orchard operators 
and owners in the area declared by the Secretary in 
December 1955 to be a production disaster area 
because of unseasonable freeze, and in any area 
hereafter declared to be a production disaster area 
by the Secretary because of freeze, drought, hurri- 
cane, disease, or other natural causes. 

S. 3651. Messrs. Russell and Saltonstall; May 15, 
1956 (Armed Services). 


Provides the Central Intelligence Agency with 
authority identical to that of the Armed Services 
of the United States as to the circumstances under 
which purchases and contracts may be made without 
advertising. Provides that the contracts of the 
Agency in the research and development field may 
extend over an initial term of not to exceed five 
years with a possible extension of an additional five- 
year maximum period if funds are available therefor. 
Redefines the term “head of the Agency" in the 
Central Intelligence Agency Act of 1949 to make it 
conform to the present organizational structure of 
the Agency. 

Brings CIA employees and their dependents into 
a status comparable to that of employees and their 
dependents in other agencies which conduct substantial 
operations in the foreign field. Increases to 35 
(now 15) the maximum number of retired military 
officers which may be employed by the CIA at any one 
time. Permits advance payments to employees for 
such items as rent where such payments are in accord- 
ance with the laws or customs of certain foreign 
countries, and the inability to provide for them 
works a hardship on the individuals concerned, 
Places CIA overseas personnel on a similar footing 
with personnel of the Armed Forces and of the Foreign 
Services of the United States. Makes numerous 
technical amendments to the Central Intelligence 
Agency Act of 1949, 
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S. 38652. Mr. Mundt; May 15, 1956 (Interior and 


Insular Affairs). 


Directs the Secretary of the Interior to 
transfer by quitclaim deed to the city of Spear- 
fish, South Dakota certain land owned by the 
United States. 

S. 3653. Mr. Mundt; May 15, 1956 (Labor and Public 
Welfare). 


Makes Federal aid under the Public Health 
Service Act available to a non-profit corporation 
or association which receives, from the State in 
which any such corporation or association is 
located or from any political subdivision of such 
State, any funds for the operation of a mental health 
center or clinic. 
S. 3855. Mr. Sparkman; May 15, 1956 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Housing Amendments of 1956 - Extends the title 
I property improvement program of the FHA 3 years 
until September 30, 1959. Increases the maximum 
permissible loan for improvement of existing 
single-family structures under the National Housing 
Act from $2,500 to $3,500. Permits the FHA Com- 
missioner to increase the maximum maturity to 5 
years on loans for improvement of single-family 
structures. Requires an interest rate ceiling of 
5 percent discount a year up to $2,500 and 4 percent 
discount on that portion of a loan in excess of 
$2,500. Increases the maximum permissible loan for 
the improvement of multifamily structures from 
$10,000 to $15,000, with an average of $2,500 per 
family unit. Authorizes the FHA Commissioner to 
establish a fire and hazard loss fund for self- 
insurance of acquired properties. Reduces from 65 
to 50 percent the proportion of veterans required to 
qualify the cooperative for cooperative housing 
insurance for a 95-percent mortgage loan and for 
higher room and unit mortgage amount limits. 
Permits World War I veterans to be counted in 
determining the percentage of veteran cooperators. 
Increases the general insurance authorization of the 
FHA by adding $3 billion to the amount of insurance 
outstanding as of July 1, 1956. Increases mortgage 
limits up to $1,000 per room or per unit in high- 
cost urban-renewal areas and is applicable to both 
elevator and garden-type apartments. Modifies low- 
cost housing for displaced families by (1) increas- 
ing the maximum permissible mortgage amount from 
$7,600 to $8,000 (from $8,600 to $10,000 in high- 
cost areas); (2) permiting insurance of mortgages 
amounting to 100 percent of the value on both rental 
and sales housing, except that for sales housing the 
borrower must pay $200 cash, which may include settle- 
ment costs, taxes, etc.; (3) increasing the maximum 
maturity of insured loans from 30 to 40 years on 
both sales and rental housing. Provides that a cost 
certification of rental housing when approved by the 
FHA Commissioner, shall be final and incontestable, 
except for fraud or misrepresentation on the part 
of the mortgagor. Permits construction of military 
housing projects on Midway Island and in the 
Canal Zone. 





Increases the FHA title VIII insurance authorization 
from $1,363,500,000 to $3 billion; and extends the 
program for 3 years until September 30, 1959. 
Requires the Secretary of Defense, in programing 
additional military-housing units, to determine, with 
the approval of the FHA Commissioner, that the new 
units will not substantially curtail occupancy in 
existing housing covered by FHA-insured mortgages. 
Increases the maximum average unit cost of military 
housing from $13,500 to $15,000 for any single 
project, and sets a servicewide ceiling on average 
unit cost of $14,250. Increases from $9 million to 
$18 million the total permissible monthly payment by 
the Armed Forces to amortize military housing mort- 
gages. Permits the use of military construction 
funds for purposes other than the amortization of 
outstanding mortgages. Establishes maximum limits, 
based on military rank, on net floor area for each 
unit of military housing. 

Extends private housing for elderly persons by 
permiting a third party to pay the required down- 
payment for a mortgagor 60 years of age or over. 
Enables the FHA to insure mortgages financing the 
construction or rehabilitation of housing for elder- 
ly persons 60 years of age or over, as follows: (1) 
on sales housing, mortgage insurance could be up to 
100 percent of value, except that the borrower must 
pay $200 cash, which may include settlement cost, 
taxes, etc. Sets the maximum mortgage amount at 
$8,000 (now $10,000 in high-cost areas) and the 
maximum maturity at 40 years; (2) on rental housing, 
mortgage insurance is made available for 2 classes 
of mortgagors: if the mortgagor is an acceptable 
public or private non-profit organization, or a 
public body of any type, an insured mortgage would 
be up to 100 percent of value, the maximum mortgage 
amount would be $12,500,000, with a per unit ceiling 
of $8,000 ($10,000 in high-cost areas); for all other 
mortgagors, an insured mortgage would be up to 90 
percent of value, the maximum mortgage amount would 
be $12,500,000, with a per unit ceiling of $7,200 
($9,000 in high-cost areas); (3) on both sales 
housing and rental housing for elderly persons, 
third parties may provide financial assistance; and 
(4) establishes an elderly persons housing insurance 
fund as a revolving fund for carrying out the 
provisions of this new section, Authorizes a sum 
of $1 million to be transferred from the war housing 
insurance fund, Authorizes FNMA to enter into advance 
commitment contracts, up to $50 million outstanding 
at any one time, on elderly persons housing, Permits 
the admission to public housing of a single person 
65 years of age or over. Authorizes 15,000 units 
for elderly persons for each of 5 years beginning 
July 1, 1956, and increases the authorization 
provided for annual contributions by $6 million a 
year for 5 years. Makes elderly persons eligible 
on a first-preference basis for admission to units 
specifically designed for them and on a first-pre- 
ference basis to any suitable units in other public- 
housing projects. Waives the requirement that 
persons admitted to low-rent public-housing units 
must come from unsafe and insanitary dwellings or 
be displaced by Government action in the case of 
elderly persons, Authorizes an increase, from 
$1,750 to $2,250 per room, in the maximum cost, if 
the unit is specifically designed for elderly persons. 
Increases the total authorization for annual contri- 
butions by $30 million. Requires the Housing 
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Administrator to establish an advisory committee 
on matters relating to housing for elderly persons. 

Removes the $15,000 ceiling on mortgages 
covering housing in Alaska, Guam, and Hawaii when 
purchased under the Association's special assistance 
functions, Reduces the amount of FNMA stock, which 
sellers of mortgages are required to buy, from a 
minimum of 3 percent of the unpaid principal of the 
mortgage to a minimum of 1 percent. Requires FNMA 
to purchase at par all mortgages acquired under its 
special assistance functions. Requires that the 
FNMA $5 million advance commitment limit per State 
for cooperative housing mortgages be operated as a 
revolving fund. 

Authorizes HHFA to make urban renewal planning 
advances to a single local public body acting on 
behalf of all local bodies having authority for 
surveys and plans for an urban renewal project. 
Enables the HHFA to make loans or capital grants 
on the basis of a local plan covering a general urban 
renewal area, without requiring the local public 
agency to identify and submit in advance a plan for 
the redevelopment of a particular project area. 
Provides that the cost of public facilities financed 
through special assessments against real property 
in a project area may be counted as a local grant- 
in-aid contribution, where the property is to be 
rehabilitated but not acquired. Provides that local 
grants-in-aid shall be a maximum of one-third of 
aggregate net project costs. Increases the capital 
grant authorization under the slum clearance and 
urban renewal program of the Housing Act of 1949 
from $200 million to $250 million for the years be- 
ginning July 1, 1955, and July 1, 1956. Provides 
financial assistance to an individual, family, or 
business concern displaced from an urban renewal 
area, as follows: (1) not to exceed $100 for 
necessary moving expenses for any individual or 
family; and (2) not to exceed $2,000 for any business 
concern for business losses, including loss of good- 
will and necessary moving expenses, 

Restores the public housing program to the 
numbers originally provided in the Housing Act of 
1949; i.e., a total program of 810,000 units, to be 
constructed at an annual rate of 135,000 units. 

For the fiscal year 1956, the authorization of 135,- 
000 units may be increased by the unused portion of 
the 45,000 units authorized for the fiscal year 1955 
under prior legislation. The President is author- 
ized to increase the 135,000 unit figure by 65,000 
units, or decrease it by 85,000, upon a determination 
that economic conditions warrant such a change, 
Authorizes the PHA to establish general physical 
standards covering public housing projects, and 
requires it to allow local agencies maximum descretion 
as to size of project, type of dwellings, and project 
densities and design. Increases from 10 percent to 
15 percent the maximum portion of annual contribution 
and grant funds for public housing which may be made 
to any one State. Directs the PHA, upon request, to 
transfer farm-labor camps to local public housing 
agencies, without compensation, and within 12 months 
of enactment. Provides that 1951 act defense housing 
not transferred to the Department of Defense must be 
disposed of as expeditiously as possible, not later 
than June 30, 1957, on a competitive bid basis 

Increases the revolving fund for college housing 
loans from $500 million to $750 million. Permits 
HHFA to make college housing loans to divinity schools. 
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Authorizes and directs the Housing Administrator to 
conduct a research program covering the supply and 
demand factors affecting the housing market, mortgage 
market problems, the need for low-income and middle- 
income housing, housing for elderly persons, and 
related subjects. Permits Federal savings and loan 
associations to increase their maximum permissible 
home-improvement loan from $2,500 to $3,500, and to 
permit them to increase from 15 to 20 percent the 
proportion of their assets that may be loaned on 
property located beyond 50 miles from the association. 
Provides for the establishment of a Commission on 
National Housing Policy, to make recommendations, 

by June 30, 1957, (1) relating to the short-term 

and long-term housing needs of the Nation; (2) the 
discounting of Government-supported mortgages; (3) 
the prospects for developing new sources of invest- 
ment funds; (4) the extent to which the resources 

of FNMA can be used to stabilize the mortgage market; 
and (5) ways and means of increasing the supply of 
adequate housing for families of moderate income. 
Authorizes for a 5-year period beginning July 1, 
1956, and ending June 30, 1961, (1) $450 million for 
farm housing loans, (2) $10 million for contributions 
by the Secretary of Agriculture to prevent defaults 
in payments of loans for potentially adequate farms, 
and (3) $50 million for grants and loans for improve- 
ment and repair of certain farms. Revives and extends 
until June 30, 1957, the authority of the Housing 
Administrator to make hospital construction loans or 
grants or other payments under the Defense Housing 
and Community Facilities and Services Act of 1951. 
Authorizes $500,000 annually for a 3-year period, 
beginning July 1, 1956, to be used by the Housing 

and Home Finance Administrator to provide scholar- 
ships and fellowships in public and private non- 
profit institutions of higher education for the grad- 
uate training of professional city planning and hous- 
ing technicians and specialist. 

S. 3856. Mr. Martin of Pennsylvania; May 15, 1956 
(Finance). 


Provides a method of income tax treatment of 
an indebtedness discharged more than twenty years 
after the date on which it was incurred if such 
indebtedness is; (1) owing to a corporation; (2) 
the debtor was a shareholder in such corporation at 
the time the indebtedness was incurred and did not 
dispose of any stock in such corporation between 
May 1, 1956, and the time of the discharge of the 
indebtedness; and (3) the indebtedness was incurred 
more than twenty years before the date of discharge 
of such indebtedness and during such period no 
payments were made on account of principal or interest 
and no tax benefits were claimed by either debtor or 
creditor by reason of such indebtedness or the dis- 
charge thereof. 
S. 3857. Mr. Magnuson (by request); May 15, 1956 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Clarifies the provisions of law providing for 
Federal ship mortgage insurance by the Federal Govern- 
ment by pledging the faith of the United States to 
the payment of the interest on and 90 percent of the 
unpaid balance of the principal of each mortgage 
and loan, but in the case of special-purpose vessels 
certified by the Secretary of Defense to be essential 
to the national defense of the United States, the 
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faith of the United States is pledged to the pay- 
ment of the interest on and 100 percent of the un- 
paid balance if the insurance contracts obligates 
the United States to pay the interest on and 100 
percent of the unpaid balance of the loan [amending 
U. S. C. 46:1273(d)]. 

S. 3858. Mr. Robertson; May 15, 1956 (Foreign 
Relations). 


Increases to $18,000 (now $15,000) the annual 
contribution of the United States toward the 
maintenance of the Bureau of the Interparliamentary 
Union for the promotion of international arbitration 
[amending U. S. C. 22:276]. 

S. 3659. Mr. Bricker; May 16, 1956 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Provides that no person shall own or control 
television broadcast stations which in the aggregate, 
provide television service or coverage recognized 
by the rules and regulations of the Commission to 
more than 25 percent of the population of the United 
States, its Territories and possessions as deter- 
mined by the last preceding census [amending U. S. C. 
47:307]. 
S. 3660. Mr. Lehman; May 16, 1956 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 


Directs the Postmaster General to issue during 
the year 1961 a special series of postage stamps in 
commemoration of the one hundredth anniversay of the 
founding of Vassar College. 

S. 3664. Mr. Martin of Pennsylvania; May 16, 1956 
(Finance). 


Prevents discrimination against fiscal year 
taxpayers under the Internal Revenue Code with 
respect to percentage depletion by providing that 
in the case of a taxable year ending after December 
31, 1953 the allowance for depletion shall be an 
amount equal to the sum of: (1) that portion of a 
tenative allowance computed without regard to such 
change in the rate of percentage depletion which 
the number of days in the taxable year before the 
effective date of the change bears to the total number 
of days in the entire year; plus (2) that portion 
of a tentative allowance computed as if such change 
in the rate of percentage depletion were applicable 
for the entire taxable year, which the number of 
days in the taxable year on or after the effective 
date of such change bears to the total number of 
days in the entire taxable year [amending U. S. C. 
26 :613). 
S. 3665. Mr. Martin of Pennsylvania; May 16, 1956 
(Finance). 


Provides the procedure under the Internal 
Revenue Code of the apportionment of taxes paid on 
real property between the seller and the purchaser 
for deduction purposes which was sold before the 
date of the enactment of the Internal Revenue Code 
pursuant to a contract of sale entered into before 
January 1, 1954 [amending U. S. C. 26:164(d)]. 
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S. 3666. Messrs, Chavez and Martin of Pennsylvania; 
May 16, 1956 (Public Works). 


Facilitates the making of lease-purchase agree- 
ments by the Administrator of General Services 
under the Public Buildings Act of 1949, and by the 
Postmaster General under the Post Office Department 
Property Act of 1954 by requiring that such agree- 
ments be made on budgetary and related considerations 
and not be deemed to constitute approval by the 
Director or Postmaster General of the specific terms 
or provisions of any proposed agreement or of the 
selection of any particular contractor or lessor. 


S. 3667, Messrs. Long and Ellender; May 16, 1956 
(Public Works). 


Provides for the improvement of the waterway 
between Barataria Bay, Louisiana, and the Gulf of 
Mexico, 


S. 3868. Messrs, Fulbright and Capehart; May 16, 
1956 (Banking and Currency). 


Extends for a period of five years from 
June 30, 1958 to June 30, 1963 the period within 
which the Export-Import Bank of Washington may make 
loans [amending U. S. C. 12:635f]. 


S. 3870, Mr. Clements; May 17, 1956 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 


Extends the benefits of the Civil Service 
Retirement Act to persons engaged as psychiatric 
aides and correctional security officers in the 
Public Health Service hospitals treating mental and 
narcotic addiction cases who have attained the age 
of fifty and completed twenty years of service. 


S. 3871. Mr. Green; May 17, 1956 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 


Establishes within the Canal Zone an appropriate 
system of wage determination which has as its purpose 
equal pay for equal work based on recognized 
principles of efficiency, experience, traing and 
education without regard to whether the employee 
is a citizen of the United States or the Republic 
of Panama. Provides that each civilian officer and 
employee in the Canal Zone of any Federal department 
or agency who is a citizen of the United States 
shall receive in addition to his basic salary, (1) 
an amount equal to 25 percent of such basic salary, 
and (2) an additional amount which shall be determined 
by the head of such department as an allowance for 
those elements, such as taxes, which operate to 
reduce disposable income as compared with an employee 
who is a resident of the area. Applies the civil 
service laws to all civilian officers and employees 
in the Canal Zone if such employees are citizens of 
the United States or the Republic of Panama. 


S. 3673. Messrs. Douglas, Murray, and Ives; 
May 17, 1956 (Labor and Public Welfare). 


Welfare and Pension Plans Disclosure Act - 
Requires registration with the Securities and Exchange 
Commission by all types of employee welfare and 
pension benefit plans covering twenty-five or more 
employees. Requires such registration to provide 
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basic minimum data covering each plan to permit its 
identification and classification. Requires the 
filing of annual reports for every plan which 
covers one hundred or more employees, including 
full legal and financial data and based upon an 
audit by an independent accountant, Such reports 
must include information concerning contributions, 
benefits paid, expenses, salaries, fees, reserves, 
etc, If such benefits are provided by an insurance 
carrier, the required data must include premiums 
paid, dividends, commissions, fees, retentions, etc. 
In the case of plans which have a reserve fund, the 
report is required to include summary data concern- 
ing these reserves and their investment, and 
detailed information on all investments in proper- 
ties of any party in interest, any investment in 
any security which exceeds five percent of the 
fund, and any investment in one security which ex- 
ceeds ten percent of the outstanding securities of 
that issue, 

Charges the Securities and Exchange Commission 
with the administration of this Act. Requires 
that copies of the annual report be made available 
to beneficiaries and other interested parties at 
the office of the plan and to the public generally, 
in the public document room of the agency. 

Sets up an advisory agency drawn from insurance, 
banking, management, labor, related Government 
agencies, and the general public. Empowers the 
administrative agency to make investigations, and 
apply for court orders to secure performance and 
compliance with the law, Provides criminal 
penalties for those who willfully violate the law, 
who knowingly make false statements, and who 
embezzle moneys from any fund, Makes the Act 
effective for a period of three years. Requires 
the administrative agency to file a report on or 
before January 1, 1959 giving its recommendations 
as to the continuance, simplification or modifica- 
tion of the law. 


S. 3874, Messrs. Monroney and Kerr; May 17, 1956 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Directs the Secretary of the Interior to 
transfer and sell certain lands of the Kaw Tribe of 
Indians located in the State of Oklahoma. 


S. 3875, Mr. Magnuson; May 17, 1956 (Labor and 
Public Welfare). 


Extends for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1957 grants under the Vocational Rehabilitation 
Act for the planning, preparing for, and initiating 
a substantial nationwide expansion of vocational 
rehabilitation programs in the States [amending 
68 Stat. 655]. 


S. 3876, Mr. Langer; May 17, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Increases to nine thousand (now four thousand) 
the number of special nonquota visas which may be 
issued to orphans under the Refugee Relief Act of 
1953. Raises the age limitation for eligible 
orphans under the Act to fourteen (now ten). Pro- 
vides that any visa issued under this Section to 
any eligible orphan who has been legally adopted 
abroad by a United States citizen shall be valid 
until such time as the adoptive citizen parent 
returns to the United States in due course of his 
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service or business, 

Provides that no visa shall be issued under 
the Refugee Relief Act of 1953 to any applicant 
unless assurances in his behalf have been filed 
with the Administrator on or before October 31, 
1956, and that no visa shall be issued under this 
Act after December 31, 1957, 

Permits entry of 1,000 aliens now barred 
because of affliction with tuberculosis if (1) 
assurances satisfactory to the Surgeon General of 
the Public Health Service and the Attorney General 
that the public health will be protected and (2) 
any other member of the alien's family has been 
issued an immigration visa. 

Permits any voluntary agency recognized by 
the Department of State to submit assurances in 
behalf of certain aliens seeking to enter the United 
States under the Refugee Relief Act of 1953. 

Reallocates certain special nonquota immigrant 
visas which are authorized under the Refugee Relief 
Act of 1953 as follows: (1) 35,000 to German 
expellees residing in the area of the German 
Federal Republic; (2) 40,000 to escapees residing 
within the European continental limits of the 
members of the North Atlantic Treaty Organization, 
the western sectors of Berlin, Austria, Turkey, 
Sweden, Iran, and Trieste; (3) 2,000 to refugees 
who (a) during World War II were members of the 
armed forces of the Republic of Poland, (b) were 
honorably discharged, (c) reside on the date of 
the enactment of this Act in the British Isles, 
and (d) have not acquired British citizenship; 

(4) 45,000 to refugees of Italian ethnic origin 
residing in Italy or Trieste; (5) 35,000 to persons 
of Italian ethnic origin residing in Italy or Trieste; 
(6) 15,000 to refugees of Greek ethnic origin; (7) 
12,000 to persons of Greek ethnic origin; (8) 2,000 
to persons of Dutch ethnic origin; and (9) 10,000 

to refugees of Dutch ethnic origin. 

Broadens the provisions of the Refugee Act of 
1953 relating to visas to refugees residing in 
the Far East so as to permit visas to persons in 
such areas who reside in an area indigenous to an 
American consular office [amending 67 Stat. 402]. 


S. 3877. Mr. Magnuson (by request); May 17, 1956 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Provides for the promotion, development, and 
rehabilitation of the coastwise trade, and en- 
courages the construction of new vessels, Directs 
the Secretary of Commerce to charter for bareboat 
use to citizens of the United States certain 
named T2-SE-A2 tankers. Provides that no charter 
shall be made under this Act with any applicant 
who does not, in the determination of the Secretary, 
possess the qualifications necessary to enable him 
to operate the tankers eligible for charter under 
this Act in the United States domestic coastwise 
trade, 

Requires that each charter made under the 
authority of this Act shall be subject to certain 
conditions such as when delivered to the United 
States such chartered tanker shall be in as good 
operating condition, including class, as when 
delivered to the charterer, ordinary wear and 
tear accepted, etc. Requires each applicant for 
a charter to agree that for each two tankers 
chartered, the applicant will construct in a 
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United States shipyard one dual purpose cargo- 
tankship of not less than 32,000 tons, designed 
for the carriage of liquid cargo, equipped with 
an upper deck suitable for the carriage of cargo 
in containers, 

Provides that for a period of 10 years after 
its construction no cargo-tankship shall be 
operated in any trade other than the United States 
domestic coastwise trade. Declares that for each 
new cargo-tankship to be constructed in accordance 
with this Act, the charterer may trade in to the 
United States two dry-cargo vessels for an allow- 
ance of credit to the charterer. Sets out certain 
requirements for a dry-cargo vessel in order to 
be eligible to be traded in under these provisions 
such as the vessel must be (1) not less than 1,500 
tons; (2) not less than 12 years old, etc, 
Provides that no charter shall be made under this 
Act on or after two years from the date of enact- 
ment of this Act,

(Judiciary). 


Enables franchise automobile dealers to bring 
suit in the Federal District Courts of the United 
States to recover twofold damages sustained by 
the reason of the failure of automobile manufacturers 
to act in good faith in complying with the terms 
of franchises with their dealers. 


S. 3881. Mr. Green; May 18, 1956 (Rules and 
Administration). 


Directs the Architect of the Capitol to 
demolish and remove all existing greenhouses and 
other structures from square 576 west in the city 
of Washington, District of Columbia, bounded by 
Maryland Avenue, Second Street, Independence 
Avenue, and Third Street, S. W., and to develop such 
square as a park area, 


S. 3882, Mr. Beall; May 18, 1956 (District of 
Columbia). 


Generally revises the fish and game laws of 
the District of Columbia. 


S. 3885, Mr. Eastland; May 18, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Provides for a jury trial to any party in the 
Federal District Court in an action involving the 
exercise of the power of eminent domain under the 
laws of the United States [amending U. S. C. 28: 
1875]. 


S. 3886, Mr. Neely (by request); May 18, 1956 
(District of Columbia). 


Makes detailed provision for donation of a 
gift of securities by an adult person to persons 
under age 2] with respect to the District of 
Columbia. 


S. 3887. Mr. Neely (by request); May 18, 1956 
(District of Columbia). 


Increases the liability of the surety or in- 
surer on bonds or insurance for taxicabs in the 
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District of Columbia to not less than $10,000 
because of bodily injury to or death of one person 
in any one accident and, subject to such limit for 
one person, to a limit of not less than $20,000 
because of bodily injury to or death of two or 

more persons in any one accident, to a limit of not 
less than $5,000 because of damage to or destruction 
of property of others in any one accident, Provides 
that any such bond or undertaking or policy of 
liability insurance shall be in such form and on 
such terms or conditions as the Commission may 
direct, Makes other technical amendments [amending 
D. C. C. 44:301). 

S. 3688. Mr. Neely (by request); May 18, 1956 
(District of Columbia). 


Permits the exemption of certain two-wheel 
semi-trailers from the registration law of the 
District of Columbia if they are registered in 
another State, etc., and sets the registration 
rates for certain other trailers which are required 
to be registered in the District of Columbia [amend- 
ing D. C. C. 40:102]. 

S. 3689. Mr. Neely (by request); May 18, 1956 
(District of Columbia). 


Grants additional powers to the Commissioners 
of the District of Columbia for the purchasing, 
selling, etc., of maps, regulations, and regulation 
manuals of the District of Columbia [amending D. C. 
C.. 1:244). 
S. 3890. Mr. Neely (by request); May 18, 1956 
(District of Columbia). 


Provides that if the tax on property for the 
cost of demolition and removal of insanitary 
buildings in the District of Columbia shall remain 
unpaid after two years from the date such tax was 
levied, such property may be sold for such tax or 
unpaid portion thereof at the next ensuing annual 
tax sale in the same manner and under the same 
conditions as property sold for delinquent general 
real estate taxes. Declares that any notice 
required by this Act to be served, shall be deemed 
to be served, when forwarded by registered mail 
to the last known address of the owner as recorded 
in the real estate assessment records of the 
District of Columbia, etc. Makes other technical 
amendments [amending D. C. C. 5:607, 610, 633]. 

S. 3891. Mr. Dirksen (by request); May 18, 1956 
(Finance). 


Provides that the tax on admission, shall 
apply only with respect to that portion of the 
amount paid which is in excess of one dollar [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 26:4231). 
S. 3693. Mr. Clements; May 18, 1956 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 


Authorizes the furnishing upon written request, 
free of charge therefor, necessary data useful to in- 
dividuals who have file, or who desire to file for 
old-age assistance, by the Bureau of the Census 
[amending U. S. C. 13:8]. 


S. 3907 


S. 3894. Mr. Chavez; May 21, 1956 (Public Works). 
See Digest of S. 3866. 
S. 3897. 


Mr. Kennedy and others; May 21, 1956 
(Government Operations). 


Places the entire governmental financial 
structure on an annual accrued expenditures basis 
(now on the obligations system). Permits a much 
closer supervision by the Congress over the expendi- 
tures of the executive branch of the Government 
and provides for the top management of the executive 
branch of the Government a more complete and more 
meaningful understanding of the financial operations 
of the Government. Provides necessary legislation 
so as to permit the Government to convert to the 
accrued expenditure basis, Authorizes appropriations 
to be made on the basis of expenditures actually 
made or accrued by the various departments and 
agencies during any single fiscal year. Requires 
the agencies to justify in their annual budget 
that portion of any long-term contract which accrues 
in the fiscal year which will provide the Congress 
with an annual review of each agency's program and 
financial activities. 

S. 3901. Mr. Daniel and others; May 21, 1956 
(District of Columbia). 


Narcotic Control Act for the District of 
Columbia - Makes a general revision broadening and 
strengthening the provisions of law in the District 
of Columbia relating to narcotics. 

S. 3903. Mr. Ellender (by request); May 21, 1956 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Increases to $3,000,000,000 (now $1,500, 000,000) 
the amount authorized for transactions in the sales 
of surplus agricultural commodities for foreign 
currencies for reimbursement to the Commodity Credit 
Corporation [amending 68 Stat. 456]. 

S., 3906. Mr. Magnuson (by request);May 22, 1956 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes the Secretary of State to convey 
to the Republic of Panama free of cost certain 
property and to readjust the fiscal obligations of 
the Panama Canal Company in accordance with the 
orovisions of article V of the Treaty of Mutual 
Understanding and Cooperation between the United 
States of America and the Republic of Panama signed 
on January 25, 1955. 
S. 3907. Messrs. Hill and Smith of New Jersey; 
May 22, 1956 (Labor and Public Welfare). 


Extends until July 1, 1958 (now expires July 1, 
1956) the time within which drug addicts from the 
District of Columbia may be admitted to hospitals 
under the Public Health Service [amending U. S. C.

S. 3909. Mr. Magnuson (by request); May 23, 1956 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Further promotes the development and the 
maintenance of the American Merchant Marine by 
eliminating the tax (for income or excess profits 
taxes) under the Internal Revenue Code to money 
set aside from the operations of vessels in the 
construction reserve fund and by changing the basis 
for determining the gain or loss and depreciation 
for the excess-profits tax under the Internal 
Revenue Code, 


S. 3911. Messrs. Fulbright and Capehart; May 23, 
1956 (Banking and Currency). 


Requires insured banks acquiring assets in the 
form of consolidations, mergers, or the absorption 
of banks by the purchase of assets and the con- 
current assumption of deposit liabilities to receive 
the prior written consent of: (1) the Comptroller 
of the Currency, if the continuing or absorbing 
bank is a national bank; (2) the Board of Governors 
of the Federal Reserve System, if the continuing 
or absorbing bank is a State bank member of the 
Federal Reserve System (such approval to be necessary 
even though the transaction does not involve a 
reduction in the aggregate capital or surplus of the 
affected banks); and (3) the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation, if the continuing or absorbing bank

S. 3912. Messrs. Daniel and Butler; May 23, 1956 
(Judiciary). 


Incorporates the State Guard Association of 
the United States of America. 


S. 3913. Mr. Butler; May 23, 1956 (Public Works). 


Authorizes the Potomac Electric Power Company 
to construct, maintain, and operate a dam on the 
Potomac River at a point suitable to the interests 
of navigation approximately three-fourths of a 
mile downstream from the confluence of the Potomac 
and Monocacy Rivers. Requires the plans and the 
accessory works of the dam to be approved by the 
Secretary of the Army and the Chief of Engineers. 


S. 3914. Messrs. Monroney and Smathers (by request); 
May 23, 1956 (Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce). 


Requires the President in withholding approval 
of any certificate of an air carrier to engage in 
foreign air transportation which may affect the 
national defense or foreign policy of the United 
States to report to the Congress his reasons for 
withholding such approval. Requires the Civil 
Aeronautics Board in negotiating international 
aeronautics agreements to conduct them in accordance

Makes amendments to the Securities Act of 1933, 
the Securities Exchange Act of 1934, the Trust 
Indenture Act of 1939, and the Investment Company 
Act of 1940. Defines the term "commission" to mean 
the Securities and Exchange Commission under the 
Securities Act of 1933. 

Provides that a registration statement, under 
the Securities Act of 1933, any amendment or 
exhibit thereto, or any other document filed with 
the Commission under these provisions or any rule 
or regulation thereunder, may be withdrawn only 
with the consent of the Commission and upon such 
terms and conditions as the Commission may deem 
necessary, or appropriate in the public interest 
or for the protection of investors. Subjects persons 
making offers as well as those selling securities 
in violation of the Act to civil liabilities. 
Permits the Commission to bring an injunctive action 
against any person that has failed to comply with 
these provisions, any rule or regulation prescribed 
under authority thereof, or any order of the Com- 
mission made in pursuance thereof. Such action 
may be brought in the United States District Court 
for the District of Columbia. Abolishes the juris- 
diction of the the District Courts to issue writs 
of mandamus commanding any person to comply with the 
provisions of this Act or any order of the Commission 
made in pursuance thereof. Provides criminal penal- 
ties for persons who make a false statement in 
regard to any document filed under this Act or 
filed pursuant to the rules and regulations promul- 
gated by the Commission under the authority thereof. 
Provides that the provisions of this Act which 


prohibit, or impose liability for, acts or transactions 


involving use of any means or instruments of trans- 
portation or communication in interstate commerce 

of the mails shall be applicable, irrespective of any 
such use of any means or instruments of transportation 
or communication in interstate commerce of the mails, 
to members of exchanges registered pursuant to the 
Securities Exchange Act of 1933 as national securities 
exchanges and to brokers and dealers registered 
pursuant to that Act, and to persons acting on 

behalf of any such member, broker, or dealer, Makes 
it unlawful for any person indirectly, or through or 
by means of any other person, to do any act or 

thing which it would be unlawful for such person to 

do directly under this Act or any rule or regulation 
thereunder. Provides that it shall be unlawful for 
any person to aid, abet, counsel, command, induce, 

or procure the violation of any of these provisions 

by any other person. 

Provides that the term "State" for purposes of 
the Securities Exchange Act of 1934 shall not include 
the Philippine Islands. Directs the Commission to 
enter an order either granting or, after appropriate 
notice and opportunity for hearing, denying registra- 
tion as a national securities exchange, unless the 
exchange applying for registration shall withdraw 
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its application. Subjects brokers and dealers who 
act as a medium to certain margin and proxy require- 
ments and restrictions now applicable to members of 
a national security exchange. Provides that it 
shall be unlawful for any registered member of a 
national securities exchange, or any broker or 
dealer who transacts a business in securities 
through the medium of any such member, or any 
broker or dealer registered directly or indirectly 
to borrow, lend or hold any securities received or 
carried for the account of any customer, or any 
substitute therefor, in contravention of such rules 
and regulations as the Commission may prescribe as 
necessary or appropriate in the public interest or 
for the protection of investors, Makes it unlawful 
for any person in connection with the purchase or 
sale or proposed purchase or sale of any security, 
involving any use of the mails or of any means or 
instrumentality of interstate commerce or of any 
facility of any national securities exchange, direct- 
ly or indirectly to (1) employ any device, scheme, 
or artifice to defraud, (2) make any untrue statement 
f of a material fact or to omit to state a material 
fact, etc. Provides that the Commission after 
appropriate notice and opportunity for hearing may 
suspend for a period not exceeding 12 months the 
registration of any broker or dealer if it finds 
that such suspension is in the public interest. 
Makes further technical amendments to the provisions 
of law pertaining to over-the-counter markets under 
the Securities Exchange Act of 1934. Grants the 
Commission the power to suspend trading in any 
registered security on any national securities 
exchange for one or more periods of ten days (now 
a period of 10 days); or with the approval of the 
President summarily to suspend all trading on any 
national securities exchange for one or more periods 
no one of which shall exceed 90 days (now for a 
period of 90 days). Makes it unlawful for any 
person to aid, abet, counsel, command, induce, or 
procure the violation of any of these provisions by 
any other person. Provides for adjudging an in- 
solvent broker or dealer a bankrupt, and the estate 
ns of such broker or dealer shall be administered as 
provided in the Bankruptcy Act. 

Declares that whoever steals, unlawfully 
abstracts, unlawfully and willfuliy converts to his 

n own use or to the use of another, or embezzles any 
of the moneys, funds, or securities of, or entrusted 
to the custody or care of, any member of a national 

5 securities exchange, or any broker or dealer regis- 
tered pursuant to these provisions shall be deemed 
guilty of a crime, and upon conviction thereof 
shall be subject to criminal penalties. Provides 
that the various provisions of this Act which 
prohibit acts or transactions involving use of the 
mails, instrumentalities of interstate commerce or 
facilities of a national securities exchange shall 
be applicable irrespective of any such use of the 
mails or of such instrumentalities or facilities 
to members of national securities exchanges, 
brokers and dealers registered pursuant to Securities

Raises from $250,000 to $300,000 the aggregate 
principal amount of any securities of the same 
issuer which shall be exempt from the provisions of 
the Trust Indenture Act.

Makes technical amendments to the Investment 
Company Act of 1940 such as providing that the term 
"State" for the purposes of such Act shall not in- 
clude the Philippine Islands, 

S. 3916. Mr. Stennis; May 23, 1956 (Labor and 
Public Welfare). 


Includes within the definition of "agriculture" 
for purposes of the Fair Labor Standards Act the 
handling, packing, storing, cleaning, dressing, 
eviscerating, extracting, grading, ginning, compres- 
sing, pasteurizing, curing, fermenting, drying, 
canning, cooling, or freezing of any agricultural 
or horticultural commodity, including livestock, 
poultry, bees, and fur-bearing animals, or the 
making of cheese, butter, dairy or similar products, 
whether or not such practices are ordinarily performed 
by farmers or on farms. Defines the "area of 
production" so as to include all of each county in 
which such commodity is produced in commercial 
quantities, except that it shall not include the 
corporate limits of a city or municipality having 
a population in excess of 250,000 as reported in the 
1950 census [amending U. S. C. 29:204]. 

S. 3918. Messrs, Saltonstall and Kennedy; May 24, 
1956 (Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Directs the Secretary of the Interior to 
acquire such lands as he may consider necessary 
or desirable for the purposes of establishing the 
lands in the vicinity of Cape Cod Canal, situated 
in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, as a national 
park, 
S. 3920. Mr. Jackson; May 24, 1956 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 


Permits any owner of an interest in any tract 
of land in the Tulalip Reservation of the State of 
Washington, in which any undivided interest is now 
held in trust by the United States for an Indian, 
to commence in a State court of competent jurisdiction 
an action for the partition in kind or for the sale 
of such land in accordance with the laws of the State. 
S. 3922. Mr. Robertson; May.24, 1956 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Improves the usefulness of national bank 
branches in foreign countries by permitting the 
Board of Governors of the Federal Reserve System to 
authorize by regulation a foreign branch to exercise 
such further powers as may be usual in connection 
with the transaction of business of banking in the 
places where such foreign branches may transact 
business, Prohibits such regulations from author- 
izing a foreign branch to engage in the general 
business of producing, distributing, buying, or sell- 
ing goods, wares, or merchandise, or to engage or 
participate, directly or indirectly, in the business 
of underwriting, selling, or distributing securities 
[amending U. S. C. 12:604]. 
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S. 3923 


S. 3923. Mr. Symington; May 24, 1956 (Labor and 
Public Welfare). 


Defines an employee as “completely insured" 
under the Railroad Retirement Act for payment of 
survivors' benefits if it appears to the satis- 
faction of the Board that at the time of his death, 
he will have completed ten years of service and he 
would be fully insured under title II (old-age and 
survivors insurance) of the Social Security Act 
if his service as an employee after December 31, 
1936, were included on the term “employment™ as 
defined in that Act [amending U. S. C. 45:228e]. 


S. 3925. Mr. Saltonstall; May 25, 1956 (Public 
Works). 


Modifies the existing project for the Salem 
Harbor, Massachusetts so as to provide for the 
deepening and widening of the channel to thirty-two 
feet and generally three hundred feet respectively, 
and for the removal of Mann Rock to a depth of 
thirty-two feet. 


S. 3926. Mr. Murray (by request); May 25, 1956 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
charge purchasers of timber on Indian lands that 
are held by the United States in trust, for special 
services requested by the purchasers in connection 
with scaling, timber marking, or other activities 
under the contract of the purchase that are in 
addition to the services otherwise provided by the 
Secretary. 


S. 3927. Mr. Murray (by request); May 25, 1956 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
convey to any Indian Tribe, band, or group, title 
to any federally owned building, improvements, or 
facilities, that are situated on lands of such 
tribe, band, or group or on lands reserved for the 
administration of its affairs, and that are no 
longer required by the Secretary for the administra- 
tion of Indian affairs. 


S. 3929, Mr. Anderson; May 25, 1956 (Atomic Energy). 


Provides for a governmental indemnity or in- 
surance program under the Atomic Energy Act of 
1954 to supplement private insurance covering re- 
actor hazards to the public. Such indemnity shall 
be over and above a reasonable amount of public 
- third party - liability insurance provided by 
the private insurance industry or other financial 
protection. Delegates to the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion the responsibility of determining the amount 
of basic private insurance or other financial 
protection required of the licensee as a condition 
of its insurance of each facility license. Makes 
the cost of private insurance one of the factors to 
be considered on fixing this level at which the 
Government indemnity begins to operate. 

Limits the liability of reactor operators and 
equipment manufacturers to the amount of private 
insurance coverage or other financial protection 
required by the Atomic Energy Commission, together 
with the sums made available by the Government for 
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the third party claims under the indemnity arrange- 
ment. 

Provides that the Government make a minimum 
charge per year per reactor for its indemnity 
coverage with the proceeds to be devoted to the 
Atomic Energy Commission's research and development 
program on atomic safety. 

Authorizes the Atomic Energy Commission to 
enter into the same type of indemnity agreement 
with its prime contractors and subcontractors in- 
cluding lump sum as well as cost type contracts and 
including arrangements where the Atomic Energy 
Commission finances only part of the contract. 

Makes this authority in addition to the existing 
authority to enter into indemnity agreements (normally 
the Atomic Energy Commission has made its contractual 
indemnities subject to the availability of funds). 

Sets up the procedures and standards for the 
settlement of claims so as to broaden the protection 
of the public, and at the same time protect the 
Government against excessive settlements. Makes 
the Federal District court available to the indemnitee 


for an order limiting the liability of all indemnitees. 


Requires the Atomic Energy Commission, in the 
administration of indemnity agreements, to use to 
the maximum extent practicable, the facilities and 
services of private insurance companies and 
established insurance adjustment organizations. 


S. 3930. Mr. Langer; May 25, 1956 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 


Authorizes enlisted personnel in the regular 
military and naval establishments of the United 
States who are retired with less than thirty years 
of service, to be credited for retirement pay 
purposes with all of their service which is credited 
for longevity pay purposes. 


S. 3931. Mr. Langer; May 25, 1956 (Labor and Public 
Welfare). 


Directs the Commissioner of Education to make 
loans to individuals desiring to obtain vocational, 
technical, academic, or professional education 
beyond the high-school level. Limits such loans to 
$1,000 and to citizens of the United States who 
have completed a high-school course. Permits such 
loans to be made without security except that the 
borrower shall execute a promissory note payable to 
the United States which shall mature in fifteen 
years and bear interest at the rate of one percent 
per year. Authorizes necessary appropriations, 
Requires this Act to be administered without dis- 
crimination against any person on account of his 
race, color, or creed. 


S. 3932. Mr. Magnuson; May 25, 1956 (Labor and 
Public Welfare). 


Services to Older Persons Act - Authorizes the 
sum of $2,000,000 for the purpose of assisting the 
States to develop new plans for new programs relat- 
ing to the welfare of older persons. Requires the 
States in applying for such grants to (1) designate 
the State officer or agency with the responsibility 
of developing such plans; (2) show the participa- 
tion of concerned agencies in such plans; (3) pro- 
vide for consultation with voluntary organizations 
providing services to older persons; (4) provide for 
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a survey of existing facilities and services; and 
(5) provide reports to the Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare, Entitles each State to an 
allotment of any appropriation of a sum equal to 

an amount which bears the same ratio as the older 
population of such State bears to the older popula- 
tion of all the States. Provides that no State 
receive an allotment less than $10,000. 

Authorizes the following appropriation as 
grants to assist States in initiating and operating 
projects for older persons (1) $2,000,000 for the 
fiscal year 1958; (2) $3,000,000 for the fiscal 
year 1959; (3) $4,000,000 for the fiscal year 1960; 
and (4) $5,000,000 for the fiscal year 1961, Re- 
quires the Secretary of Health, Education, and 
Welfare to approve a State plan for such assistance 
when he finds that such a plan (1) makes provision 
for the initiation and operation of projects for 
older persons; (2) provides for the administration 
of the plan by a single State officer or agency; 

(3) provides for coordination of State and local 
programs for services to older persons; (4) pro- 
vides for consultations with voluntary organizations; 
(5) provides for financial participation by the 

State in each major category of service contemplated 
by the plan; (6) provides for administration; and 

(7) provides for reports of progress to the Secretary 
of Health, Education, and Welfare. 

Directs the Secretary of Health, Education, 
and Welfare to allot to each State for the above 
purposes the sum of $25,000 each year and an amount 
which bears the same ratio to the remainder of the 
sums so appropriated as the older population of such 
State bears to the older population of all the States. 

Authorizes the sum of $500,000 to be used in 
assisting public and other non-profit institutions 
and organizations in carrying out research, etc., 
relating to problems of older people.

Provides for judicial 
review by the United States Circuit Court of Appeals. 

Directs the Secretary of Health, Education, 
and Welfare to call a national conference on problems 
of older persons to be held not later than 1961. 
Requires a cumulative report by the Secretary of 
Health, Education, and Welfare sent to the President 
for transmission to the Congress. Establishes in 
the Department of Health, Education, and Welfare 
a bureau to be known as the Bureau of Oider Persons. 
S. 3933. Mr. Magnuson; May 25, 1956 (Labor and 
Public Welfare). 


Extends the authority of the National Science 
Foundation with respect to awarding scholarships 
and fellowships so as to permit it to award them 
to scientific study or scientific work on the 
undergraduate level (now limited to the graduate 
level). Increases the annual limitation on 
appropriations for such fellowships and scholarships 
to $25,000,000 annually (now $15,000,000) [amending 
64 Stat. 152].

Directs the Administrator of General Services 
to transfer, without consideration to the town 
of Castine, Maine, for public park purposes, the 
property known as the Dice Head Lighthouse Reserva- 
tion, Maine. 
S. 3940. Messrs. Young, Murray, and Langer; May 28, 
1956 (Labor and Public Welfare). 


Requires an alimentary paste product on the 
market to be labeled with a full and accurate 
statement of the ingredients contained therein 
including a statement showing what percentage of 
all the flour used therein is durum wheat flour or 
semolina [amending U. S. C. 15:55(a); 21:343], 

S. 3941. Messrs. Anderson and Barrett; May 28, 
1956 (Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Makes valid certain mining Claims in New Mexico 
which were eligible for validation under the Act 
of August 12, 1953, but which were not validated 
solely because of the failure of the owners to take 
certain action to protect their claims within the 
prescribed period if such action is taken within 
sixty days of the date of this Enactment. 
S. 3942. Mr. O'Mahoney (by request); May 28, 1956 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Provides that approximately 3,900 acres of land 
located in Canadian County, Oklahoma, together with 
improvements thereon and surplus personal property 
(not including livestock) shall be set aside in 
trust for the use and benefit of the Indians of the 
Cheyenne and Arapaho Tribes of Oklahoma. Provides 
that future additional agency and school surplus 
lands, together with improvements and personal 
property, within the Concho, Oklahoma reservation 
shall be set aside in trust for the use and benefit 
of such Cheyenne and Arapaho Indians of Oklahoma. 
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S. 3943 


S. 3943. Mr. Long; May 28, 1956 (Labor and Public 


Welfare). 


Authorizes a comprehensive project to provide 
for control and progressive eradication of the salt- 
marsh and other injurious mosquitoes in the coastal 
area of Louisiana, particularly between the Calcasieu 
and Mermentau Rivers, in the interest of the health 
of humans and animals, including continued research 
for the development of the most effective and economic 
control measures and investigation of the relation- 
ship of the mosquito infestation to works constructed 
by the Corps of Engineers for flood control and 
navigation. Provides for $250,000 annually for a 
period of three years for such project. 
S. 3946. Mr. Monroney and others; May 28, 1956 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Deems it an unfair method of competition and 
an unfair act or practice in commerce for any (1) 
manufacturer of motor vehicles to induce by means 
of coercion, intimidation, or discrimination any of 
its dealers to order or accept for delivery any 
product of any kind; (2) dealer knowingly to sell, 
Other than to another dealer of such manufacturer, 
a new motor vehicle for resale as a new motor 
vehicle in competition with other dealers without 
first affording such manufacturer an opportunity to 
repurchase such vehicle at the price paid therefor; 
(3) manufacturer to hold out or require that 
warranties will be fulfilled and services rendered 
by all of its dealers, without effectuating a 
reasonable system of compensating all of its dealers; 
(4) manufacturer, without the consent of the dealer 
concerned, to cancel the privilege or right of any 
of its dealers to sell the products of such manu- 
facturer unless mutually canceled or the dealer has 
failed to perform his duties or obligations; and 
(5) manufacturer to cancel, terminate, or fail to 
renew the privilege or right of any dealer to sell 
the products of such manufacturer without agreeing 
to effectuate an equitable liquidation of the assets 
of the dealership. Makes this Act effective 
November 1, 1956. 
S. 3947. Messrs. Daniel and Johnson of Texas; 
May 28, 1956 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to convey 
to the Sabine River Authority of Texas easements 
in certain lands of the United States within the 
Sabine National Forest, Texas. 
S. 3948. Messrs. Daniel and Johnson of Texas; 
May 28, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Prohibits the Secretary of the Army to entertain 
a claim under the Texas City Disaster Claims Act 
unless it appears to his satisfaction that such 
claim was a part of a civil action filed against 
the United States in a United States district court 
on or before April 25, 1950, except that, for good 
cause, the Secretary may waive the limitation date 
of April 25, 1950, where it is shown that claimant, 
by reasons of infancy, insanity, or other legal 
reason, was unable to bring such civil action 
[amending 69 Stat. 707]. 





S. 3949. Mr. Dirksen; May 29, 1956 (Labor and 


Public Welfare). 


Creates the National Library of Medicine, 
Directs the Board of Directors of the National Library 
of Medicine to have prepared drawings and specifica- 
tions for, and to construct, a suitable building or 
buildings in Chicago, Illinois, for the purpose of 
enabling persons most concerned with the health and 
affairs of the nation to have ready access thereto. 
Gives the National Library of Medicine the functions 
of: (1) acquiring and preserving books, periodicals, 
prints, films, recordings, and other library materials 
pertinent to medicine; (2) organizing the above 
materials; (3) publishing the catalogs, indexes, etc.; 
(4) making available the materials through loans, 
photos, etc.; (5) providing reference and research 
assistance; and (6) engaging in such other activities 
as the Board may deem appropriate. Authorizes the 
turning over to the National Library of Medicine 
the existing Armed Forces Medical Library, its 
collection, records, and equipment.

Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to enter 
into contracts (limited to ten years) with producers 
in the Great Plains area under the provisions of the 
Soil Conservation and Domestic Allotment Act and 
the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938. Requires 
such contracts to be designed to assist farms and 
ranch operators to make changes in their cropping 
systems and land uses which are needed to conserve 
the soil and water resources of their farms and 
ranches and to install the soil and water conserva- 
tion measures needed under such changed systems and 
uses.

Federal Plant Pest Act - Prohibits any person

from the Secretary of Agriculture and is made in 
accordance with such conditions as the Secretary 
may prescribe.

Permits actions against the Secretary under this 
Act to be brought in the United States District 
Court for the District of Columbia within a period 
of one year. Grants the Secretary power to issue 
regulations requiring the inspection of products and 
articles of any character. Provides a fine up to $500 
and imprisonment up to one year or both for violations 
of this Act.

Imposes the applicable import duties under 
the Tariff Act on wools by extending the duties to 
all wools and hair of whatever blood or origin not 
finer than 48s. Provides for a tolerance of not 
more than 10 percent of wools or hair finer than 
48s which may be allowed in each bale or package 
of wools or hair imported as not finer than 48s 
[amending U. S. C. 19:1001, par. 1101]. 

S. 3955. Mr. Butler; May 29, 1956 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes research by the Fish and Wildlife 
Service to determine methods of, and to provide 
grants to the States to assist approved research 
or other projects for, control or extermination of 
sea nettles and jellyfish in marine waters of the 
United States. Directs the Secretary of the Interior 
to prepare and publish the reports of such research 
together with appropriate recommendations with 
regard to the methods for the extermination or control 
of sean nettles and jellyfish. Authorizes such grants 
to be made to the States on a matching basis. 
Authorizes an appropriation of a sum limited at 
$150,000 annually for carrying out the purposes of 
this Act. Provides for the termination of the 
authority granted by this Act at the close of July 1, 
1961. 
S. 3956. Mr. Smith of New Jersey; May 29, 1956 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


American Samoa Labor Standards Amendments of 
1956 - Permits the Secretary of Labor under the 
Fair Labor Standards Act to determine and promulgate 
the minimum wage rate in American Samoa when he 
finds that economic conditions to be such as to 
require one. Requires the Secretary of Labor to hold 
a public hearing before determining it and provides 
that such minimum wage rate be appropriate for such 
geographical area or particular work. Requires the 
Secretary to take into account the level of the 
economy of the area and its capacity to sustain the 
rate without causing substantial curtailment of 
employment, substantial hardship to business enter- 
prise, or other disruptive effect and the reason- 
able relationship of such rate to wages paid in 
neighboring economics on which such area draws 
substantially for its labor supply. 
S. 3957. Mr. Dworshak; May 29, 1956 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 


Limits to August 1, 1956 the time within which 
applications may be filed under the provisions of 
the Act of August 13, 1953 authorizing the exchange 
and amendment of farm units on Federal irrigation 
projects [amending 67 Stat. 566]. 


S. 3958. Mr. Hill and others; May 29, 1956 (Labor 
and Public Welfare). 


Health Amendments Act of 1956 - Provides 
additional means of stimulating the training of 
more professional public-health personnel, giving 
primary attention to the training of personnel

already employed by the sponsoring State and local 
health departments. Provides Federal traineeships 
to individuals who are newly entering the public 
health field or who have been employed for only a 
year or two. 

Authorizes the Surgeon General to make the 
traineeship awards which are scholarships for 
advanced training to the eligible individuals either 
directly or through grants to training institutions. 
All applicants must have been accepted by the train- 
ing institution in which he expects to take his 
training before he can qualify for a traineeship. 
Requires the funds appropriated for traineeships to 
be used only to defray the educational expenses of 
the individuals to whom the traineeships are award- 
ed. Requires the Surgeon General to appoint an 
expert advisory committee to advise,him in the 
administration of the traineeship program. Provides 
for the calling of a special conference to appraise 
the effectiveness of the program with the filing of 
a report to the Congress on or before January l, 
1959 with recommendations thereof. 

Provides for Federal grants to be awarded to 
institutions providing for the training of nurses 
and for the awarding of traineeships for individuals 
training as nurses. Permits the institutions to 
select the individuals to receive such traineeships 
and permits these funds to be used for tuition and 
fees and a stipend and allowances for travel and 
subsistence expenses. Provides for the appointment 
of an advisory committee to be composed of persons 
from the field of nursing and nurse training, 
hospital administration and medicine. Provides for 
a conference after the second year to assist in 
reviewing the progress and the effectiveness of 
the program and to consider possible modifications 
of the program. 

Provides for a five year program of categorical 
grants to States for expanding and improving voca- } 
tional training programs for practical nurses. 
Establishes this program by extending, with new 
emphasis, the existing Federal-State program of 
vocational education, Authorizes grants to States 
earmarked for the purpose of paying part of the 
cost of practical nurse training conducted in 
accordance with State plans approved by the Commis- 
sioner of Education. Defines the term"practical 
nurse training" so as to include training of a 
similar nature to prepare persons for other health 
occupations or other health agencies. Requires 
for the first two years at least one State dollar 
for every three Federal grant dollars, and for the 
remaining three years requires a dollar for dollar 
matching. Limits appropriations for such grants to 
$5,000,000 annually. 

Extends for an additiona] two years (now expires 
June 30, 1957) the hospital and medical facilities 
survey and construction program under the Public 
Health Service Act. 

Authorizes the Surgeon General, upon the recom- 
mendation of the National Advisory Mental Health 
Council to make “special project grants" for the 
support of investigations, experiments and demonstra- 
tions in the field of mental health, with particular 
emphasis on projects designed to improve the operation 
and administration of State institutions for the 
care and the treatment of the mentally ill. Provides 
that such grants be used to support; (1) investiga- 
tions of possible substitutes for hospital care, such

as outpatient facilities and foster homes; (2) 
studies and experiments with so-called day-care 
hospital in which patients come during the day from 
their homes and are given therapy but return to 
their homes at night; (3) experimentation with 
intensive treatment of newly admitted patients to 
mental hospitals as a means of decreasing the 
length of treatment required; and (4) studies of 
the feasibility of new types of institutional care 
for the senile aged.

Provides that places where no instrumental 
music is provided shall not be treated as cabarets 
for purposes of admission taxes under the Internal 
Revenue Code [amending U. S. C. 26:4232]. 


S. 3961. Mr. Humphrey; May 29, 1956 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to 
establish additional animal disease laboratory 
facilities at or near the University of Minnesota, 
located in Minneapolis, Minnesota. Authorizes 
$18,915,000 to carry out the provisions of this 
Act. 


S. 3962. Mr. Humphrey and others; 
May 29, 1956 (Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce). 






Amends the Communications Act of 1934 with 
respect to the use of broadcasting stations by 
presidential, vice presidential, and congressional 
candidates. The requirement for affording equal 
facilities shall obtain as to the candidates men- 
tioned only if the candidate is the nominee of a 
political party whose candidate for such office in 
the preceding election received not less than 4 
percent of the votes cast, or is supported by peti- 
tions whose signatures represent at least 1 percent 
of the vote cast at such election. Obligates 
television networks and stations to make available 
to each Presidential candidate, without charge, 30 
minutes weekly in September and one hour weekly in 
October and November preceding election in any 
year in which a Presidential election is being held 
{amending U. S. C. 47:315]. 


S. 3964. Mr. Martin of Pennsylvania; May 31, 1956 
(Public Works). 


Authorizes the issuance of revenue bonds by 
the Tennessee Valley Authority to be secured by 
its power revenues in an aggregate amount not to 
exceed $200,000,000 outstanding at any one time 
to be used to finance the expansion of its power 
system. These bonds will not be guaranteed by the 








Federal Government as to interest or principal. 

Provides that none of the power revenues of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority shall be used for the

Continues the provisions of the Government 
Corporations Control Act with respect to budgeting, 
auditing, and financial control by the Treasury 
Department, Preserves the repayment provisions of 
the Act of 1948 which requires the Tennessee Valley 
Authority over a period of forty years from comple- 
tion of a power plant to return the power investment 
provided from appropriated funds. Requires the 
Corporation to repay on the principal on the same 
basis as it has since this Enactment, 

Requires the Tennessee Valley Authority to pay 
into the Treasury of the United States beginning 
with the fiscal year 1956 as a return on the 
appropriation investment in the Corporation power 
facilities a payment which shall be equal to the 
computed average interest rate payable by the Treasury 
as determined by the Secretary of Treasury upon his 
outstanding obligations as of the beginning of the 
fiscal year. 

Maintains the power service area of the 
Corporation existing on May 1, 1956 unless changed 
by an Act of Congress. 


S. 3968. Mr. O'Mahoney; May 31, 1956 (Interior 
and Insular Affairs). 


Provides for the termination of Federal super- 
vision over the affairs of the Peoria Tribe of 
Indians located in northeastern Oklahoma and the 
individual members thereof, and for a termination of 
Federal services furnished to such Indians because 
of their status as Indians. 


S. 3969. Mr. O'Mahoney (by request); May 31, 1956 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Provides for the termination of Federal super- 
vision over the trust and restricted property of 
the Ottawa Tribe of Indians located in northeastern 
Oklahoma and the individual members thereof, and for 
termination of Federal services furnished to such 
Indians because of their status as Indians. 


S. 3970. Mr. O'Mahoney (by request); May 31, 1956 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Provides for the termination of Federal super- 
vision over the trust and restricted property of 
the Wyandotte Tribe of Indians of Oklahoma and the 
individual members thereof, and for a termination of 
Federal services furnished to such Indians because 
of their status as Indians, 
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S. 3974. Mr. Bender; June 4, 1956 (Finance). 
Grants non-profit educational institutions 

exemptions from the excise taxes which are now 

applicable to public educational institutions. 


S. 3975. Mr. Bender; June 4, 1956 (Finance), 


Permits the free importation of certain 
religious articles by additional organizations, 


S. 3977. Mr. Bender; June 4, 1956 (Labor and 
Public Welfare). 


Extends for an additional six years until 
June 30, 1961, the authority of the Veterans' 
Administrator to make, guarantee, and insure loans 
under title III (Homes, Farms, and Business 
Property) of the Servicemen's Readjustment Act of 
1944, 
S. 3979. Mr. Thye; June 4, 1956 (Armed Services). 
Directs the Secretary of the Navy acting 
through the Military Sea Transportation Service 
to furnish transportation without charge to a 
group limited to 100 members of the National Flying 
Farmers' Association and for not more than 30 of 
their planes from an ocean port in the United States 
to an ocean port in Great Britian or Western Europe, 
and their return, 
S. 3980. Messrs. Murray and Mansfield; June 4, 1956 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


National Forest Public Use Act - Sets aside 
10 percent of the moneys received from the national 
forests during each fiscal year (but not to exceed 
$7,500,000 in any one year) for the development and 
maintenance of forest facilities for recreational 
use, to improve and maintain wildlife habitat, and 
to provide adequate safety, sanitation, and health 
in connection with uses of national forests. 
S. 3981. Messrs. Murray, Mansfield and Kerr; 
June 4, 1956 (Finance). 


Gives farmers covered under the old-age and 
survivors' insurance a more equitable method of 
computing their self employment income under the 
Social Security Act for taxable years ending during 
the period commencing January 1, 1955, and ending 
December 31, 1958 by permitting them to substitute 
one or more of the years between 1950 and 1955, 
for subnormal incomes which might occur in the 
period of 1955 to 1958. 

S. 3982. Mr. Murray and others; June 4, 1956 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Domestic Tungsten, Asbestos, Fluorspar, and 
Columbium-Tantalum Production and Purchase Act of 
1956 - Directs the General Services Administration 
to establish and maintain a (1) program to purchase 
a minimum of one million two hundred and fifty 
thousand short ton units of tungsten ores mined 
subsequent to the termination of the present 
program from mines located in the United States, 
etc., at a price of not less than $55 per short ton 
unit; (2) program to purchase nonferrous chrysotile 


asbestos from United States mines in the amount of 
two thousand tons of crude numbered 1 and crude 
numbered 2 combined and two thousand tons of crude 
numbered 3; (3) program to purchase not less than 
two hundred and fifty thousand tons of newly mined 
acid grade fluorspar at a price of not less than 
$57.50 per short ton from mines within the United 
States; and (4) program to purchase columbium- 
tantalum from United States mines in the amount of 
two hundred and fifty thousand pounds. Makes all 
such purchases available to the strategic stockpile. 
Terminates this Act on December 31, 1958.

Poultry Inspection Act - Provides for the 
compulsory inspection of poultry and poultry products 
so as to prohibit the movement in interstate or 
foreign commerce of unsound, unhealthful, diseased, 
unwholesome or adulterated poultry or poultry 
products, Permits the Secretary of Agriculture to 
make certain exemptions. Creates within the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture a Poultry Inspection Section to 
provide such inspections. 

S. 3984, Mr. Carlson; June 4, 1956 (Public Works). 

Authorizes the Chief of Engineers to reimburse 
owners and tenants of land acquired for the Tuttle 
Creek Reservoir, Missouri River Basin, for certain 
business losses suffered by them as a direct result 
if such acquisition.

Validates payments of additional pay for sea duty

S. 3987. Mr. Bennett; June 4,

Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to 
establish additional animal disease laboratory 
facilities at or near Utah State Agriculture College, 
a Federal land-grant college located at Logan, Utah. 
Appropriates a sum of $18,915,000 to carry out the 
purposes of this Act.

Department of Agriculture Organic Act of 
1956 - Permits the Secretary of Agriculture to pay 
claims growing out of the destruction by the 
government of animals, or from animals being exposed 
to animal diseases under the control of the Secre- 
tary. Gives the Secretary wider discretion in the 
spending of funds for the purchase or hire of 
vehicles, etc., for use in the control of animal 
diseases. 

Permits the Secretary of Agriculture under 
the Soil Conservation and Domestic Allotment Act 
to pay claimants under it upon the certificate of 
the claiment that he has carried out the conserva- 
tion practice and has complied with all require- 
ments and that such statements and information are 
true to his belief and knowledge. Gives the 
Secretary wider discretion in the making of pay- 
ments under the Act in advance of determination, 
Permits funds available under the Agricultural Act 
of 1954 to be used for extending courtesies to 
the representatives of foreign countries, when so 
provided in appropriation or law. 

Provides for equitable distribution of loans 
and insurance for mortgages by the Secretary of 
Agriculture for reclamation projects and to entry- 
men on unpatented public lands. Permits direct 
cost of loss adjusters for crop inspection and 
loss adjustments to be considered by the Federal 
Crop Insurance Corporation as being nonadministra- 
tive or nonoperating expenses.

S. 4086. Mr. Hayden and others; June 20, 1956 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Provides for the determination of the rights 
and interests of the Navaho Tribe, Hopi Tribe and 
other individual Indians to the area set aside by 
Executive Order of December 6, 1882, and the 
Attorney General on behalf of the United States. 


S. 4088. Mr. Capehart; June 20, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Makes available unused special nonquota immigrant 
visas under the Refugee Relief Act of 1953 to aliens of 
Greek ethnic origin residing in Greece, as follows: 
(1) 4,000 to persons residing in Greece who served 
in the military forces of Greece during World War 
I, World War II, or the Korean conflict; (2) 2,000 
to aliens residing in Greece who are parents, 
brothers, sisters, sons, or daughters of citizens 
of the United States; and (3) 500 to eligible 
orphans residing in Greece who are under 14 years 
of age. 


S. 4089. Mr. Goldwater; June 20, 1956 (Foreign 
Relations).

S. 4092. Mr. Fulbright; June 20, 1956 (Foreign 
Relations). i 


Provides for the appointment within the 
Department of State of an Assistant Secretary of 
State for International Cultural Relations. Gives 
him the duty under the general direction of the 
Secretary of State to (1) coordinate the inter- 
national exchange programs of the Department; and 
(2) perform such other functions in the field of 
international cultural relations as may be assigned 
by the Secretary of State or prescribed by law. 


S. 4094. Mr. Humphrey; June 20, 1956 (Foreign 
Relations). 


Directs the Commission under the International 
Claims Settlement Act of 1949, where it has 
determined that a valid claim exists of $5,000 or 
more, to further determine the amount of any 
reduction in Federal income and excess profits 
taxes resulting from the allowance in prior years 
of any deduction on account of the destruction or 
seizure of property for which the claim was made 
and to, in making its award, deduct from the 
amount validly claimed the amount of such Federal 
income and excess profits tax deduction. Provides 
that no awards so reduced shall be subject to 
Federal income taxes to the extent that the award 
represents compensation for a loss which resulted 
in the tax reduction for which the award was 
reduced. Makes actions of the Commission in 
prior years in the determination of amounts allowed 
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or denied as a reduction in Federal income taxes 
as final and conclusive on all questions of fact 
and law [amending Public Law 285, 84th Congress]. 


S. 4095. Mr. Jackson; June 21, 1956 (Atomic 
Energy). 


Authorizes the construction of a reactor at 
Hanford, Washington, to produce nuclear material 
and power, Authorizes $65,000,000 therefor. 


S. 4096. Mr. Neuberger and others; June 21, 1956 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Authorizes a survey by the Secretary of 
Agriculture and a plan made for the proper develop- 
ment of necessary facilities in our national forests 
system, including such areas as might in the 
future be preserved for conservation and outdoor 
recreation. 

S. 4097. Mr. Butler; June 21, 1956 (Judiciary). 

Makes it a Federal crime to transport any 
person in interstate or foreign commerce for the 
purpose of committing rape upon such person, or 
to travel in interstate or foreign commerce for 
the purpose of committing rape upon any person. 


S. 4099. Mr. Beall; June 21, 1956 (Public Works). 


Grants the consent of Congress to the 
Pittsburgh Plate Glass Company for the construction, 
maintenance, and operation of a dam on the North 
Branch of the Potomac River near North Branch, 
Maryland, at a point suitable to the interests of 
navigation approximately five miles south of 
Cumberland, Maryland. Requires the plans and the 
accessory works to be approved by the Secretary of 
the Army and the Chief of Engineers. 


S. 4100. Mr. Chavez; June 21, 1956 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 


Directs the Postmaster General to issue a 
special series of postage stamps in commemoration 
of the two hundred and fiftieth anniversary of 
the founding of the city of Albuquerque, New 
Mexico. 


S. 4101. Messrs. Magnuson and Jackson; June 21, 
1956 (Banking and Currency). 


Provides for the disposition of certain prop- 
erty of the United States heretofore conveyed to 
the Housing Authority of the City of Seattle, State 
of Washington. 


S. 4102. Mr. Kuchel and others; June 21, 1956 
(Judiciary). 


Grants the consent of the Congress with 
respect to a compact to provide for a definition 
or relocation of the common boundary between the 
States of Arizona and California. Provides for 
the appointment by the President of the United 
States of a Federal representative to the compact 
negotiations. 
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S. 4104, Mr, Watkins; June 21, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Increases to 8 cents per mile (now 7 cents) 
the amount per mile in mileage and to $8 per day 
(now $5) the amount of additional allowances 
allowed to witnesses in the United States Courts 
[amending U. S. C. 28:1821]. 


S. 4105. Mr. Watkins; June 21, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Directs that United States Marshals charge 
fees and expenses in accordance with rates and 
regulations to be prescribed by the Attorney 
General. Requires such rates to be based on 
periodic studies of operating costs of such 
service and provides that the estimated proceeds 
shall not exceed that portion of such costs 
properly chargeable to private litigants [amending 
U. S. C. 26:1921]. 


S. 4106. Mr. Watkins; Jume 21, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Readjusts the method of bonding United States 
Marshals [amending U. S. C. 28:544], 
S. 4109. Mr. Monroney; June 22, 1956 (Public 
Works). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Army whenever 
he determines that any Government-owned lands 
within reservoir areas are not required for project 
purposes or recreational use and are being used 
for cottage sites development, he may offer such 
lands for sale for such use. 

S. 4110. Mr. Malone and others; June 22, 1956 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Establishes within the Department of the 
Interior a Bureau of Coal Mine Safety. Provides 
that the Bureau be headed by a Director to be 
appointed by the President by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate. Transfers to the 
Bureau all functions and activities of Federal divi- 
sions which relate to the making of mine inspections 
and the reports and issuance of orders relating to 
the health and safety conditions of coal mines. 


Mr. Anderson; June 22, 1956 (Atomic 
Energy). 


S. 4112. 


Adds to the Atomic Energy Act of 1954 a new 
finding that if it is in the interest of the 
general welfare and common defense that the United 
Ststes can undertake both the indemnity and limita- 
tion of liability programs. Modifies the clause 
in the section of the Atomic Energy Act of 1954 
relating to the conditions which are attached to 
the license for special nuclear material. 

Adds the following definitions to the Atomic 
Energy Act of 1954: (1) defines “financial 
protection" to mean the ability to respond in 
damages for public liability; (2) defines “public 
liability" to mean a legal liability arising out 
of, or resulting from, a nuclear incident; and (3) 
defines "person indemnified" to mean more than just 
the person with whom the indemnity agreement is 
executed and also covers any other persons who 
may be liable.

Makes the providing of financial protection 
and the signing of an indemnity agreement a condi- 
tion of each license. Gives the Commission the 
option of requiring financial protection for any 
license issued. Permits the licensing of special 
nuclear material, source material and byproducts 
material, 

Gives the Commission discretion as to the 
manner in which the financial protection may be 
afforded, Permits such protection to come from 
private insurance, private contractual indemnities, 
self-insurance or other proofs of financial responsi- 
bility, including cash, other assets, bonds, etc, 
Permits the Commission to require that an applicant 
waive any immunity it may have conferred by Federal 
or State law. 

Sets the maximum amount of protection which 
the Commission might require at the amount of 
private insurance available from private sources. 
Permits the Commission to set lesser amounts of 
financial protection which is required, based on 
such items as the cost and terms of the private 
insurance, the type, size, and location of the 
facility and other factors pertaining to the 
hazard and the nature and purpose of the facility. 

Gives the Commission authority to gage the 
hazards of a possible activity from the protection 
point of view. It is not intended to exclude in any 
way or to supersede the power of the Commission 
under the other authorities in the Atomic Energy Act 
to establish safe operating conditions and safe 
operating localities for the reactors. Requires the 
signing of an indemnification agreement with those 
persons who are required to establish financial 
protection. Authorizes the Commission to treat 
with its own contractors in the same way it can 
treat with licensees under the provisions of this 
bill. 

Limits the liability of the persons indemnified 
for each nuclear incident to $500 million, together 
with the amount of financial protection required, 
and any other sums made available by the Commission 
as additional indemnification. Permits any person 
indemnified to apply to the appropriate District 
Court of the United States which has venue in bank- 
ruptcy matters over the site of the nuclear incident, 
Authorizes the district court to issue orders 
declaring the liability limited and staying the 
payment of claims and the execution of court judge- 
ments. 

Establishes the charges for reactors which 
have been proven to be of commercial value at $30 
per year per thousand kilowatts of thermal energy 
capacity. Requires the Commission to use to the 
greatest extent practicable the facilities and 
services of private insurance companies and insurance 
adjustment organizations. Requires the Commission 
to collaborate with the person indemnified if it 
seems probable that the United States will be 
required to make indemnity payments. Permits the 
Commission to appear in any action through the 
Attorney General and is given final authority on 
behalf of the United States to settle a claim on a 
fair and reasonable basis. Requires the Commission 
to make a survey in any incident where it appears 
likely that indemnity payments will be made under 
the bill, Requires the Commission to report every 


3 years to the Joint Committee on the operations of 
this bill. Permits the Commission to enter into an 





indemnity contract in advance of appropriations 
and without advertising. 


S. 4113. Mr. Purtell (for Mr. Potter); June 22, 
1956 (Banking and Currency). 


Provides that responsible officers shall be 
liable in damages on account of untrue statements 
or material omissions in statements or documents 
filed under the provisions of law providing for 
exempted securities under the Securities Act of 
1933 [amending U. S. C. 15:77e]. 


S. 4116. Mr. Chavez; June 25, 1956 (Public Works). 


Increases to nine (now seven) the membership 
of the Senate Office Building Commission. 


S. 4117. Messrs. Hill and Kennedy; June 26, 1956 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Senior Citizens Opportunity and Security Act - 
Authorizes a total of $154,500,000 for a six year 
program of assistance to elderly citizens. Grants 
these funds on a matching basis to States, local 
communities, and non-profit organizations and 
institutions to finance action projects aimed at 
helping older people in one or more of the follow- 
ing ways to: (1) secure employment and self- 
employment through the aid of loans and other 
financial assistance; (2) enjoy adequate retirement 
income; (3) live in decent homes; (4) obtain proper 
medical care; (5) share in voluntary hospital in- 
surance protection; (6) receive rehabilitation 
service of various kinds and vocational retraining; 
and (7) benefit from increased research and train- 
ing of personnel in fields important to older jl 
citizens. 

Provides for a continuing study of such problems 
and a national conference to be held while experi- 
mental projects are under way as a forerunner of 
further action, 

Requires the States to submit plans for such 
grants and provides that the ratio allotted to 
each State be in an amount which bears the same 
ratio to such sums as the product of (1) the older 
population of the State and (2) the State's allot- 
ment ratio. Authorizes the establishment of 
Advisory Committee on Aging and Geriatrics to 
advise the administration of this Act. Gives the 
Secretary discretion in the withholding of payments 
and grants judicial review of decisions. Requires 
the Secretary to call a National Conference on the 
Problems of Older Persons and requires it to submit 
a report to the President and the Congress with its 
recommendations. 

S. 4119. Mr. Magnuson (by request); June 26, 1956 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Clarifies the applicability of the rules for 
preventing collisions on the Great Lakes and connect- 
ing and tributary waters by making the rules 
specifically applicable to all vessels navigating 
upon such waters when within the jurisdiction of the 
United States. Increases to $500 (now $200) the 

nalty for violation of the Great Lakes rules 
amending U. S. C. 33:241, 244]. 
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S. 4120. Mr. Magnuson (by request); June 26, 1956 


(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes the head of any Government depart- 
ment Or independent agency to sell certain goods 
to the owner of any aircraft or his agency in the 
case of any emergency, or whenever such sale will 
benefit the United States [amending U. S. C. 49:175]. 


S. 4124. Mr. Green; June 27, 1956 (Foreign Relations). 


Broadens the definition of a “national of the 
United States" so as to permit the filing of claims 
under the International Claims Settlement Act by a 
natural person who was a citizen of the United States 
on the date of the enactment of the Act and who was 
treated as an enemy by Bulgaria, Hungary, or Rumania 
within the terms of the treaty of peace between the 
United States and Bulgaria, Hungary, or Rumania, 
respectively, signed at Paris, France, February 10, 
1957. 


S. 4132. Mr. Purtell; June 27, 1956 (Labor and 
Public Welfare). 


Establishes a teaching hospital for Howard 
University in Washington, D. C. and transfers 
Freedmen's Hospital in Washington, D. C. to Howard 
University. 

S. 4135. Messrs. Mundt, Schoeppel, and Eastland; 
June 27, 1956 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


Amends the Packers and Stockyards Act to permit 
deductions of 10 cents per head for cattle to pay 
the cost of self-help beef promotion programs if 
requested by a beef producer sponsored organization, 


S. 4136. Mr. Johnson of Texas (for Mr. Daniel); 
June 28, 1956 (Post Office and Civil 
Service). 


Directs the Postmaster General to issue a 
special series of stamps as a tribute to the 
surveyors of the United States. 

S. 4137. Mr. Langer; June 28, 1956 (Finance). 

Provides for a more equitable apportionment 
between the State of North Dakota and the Federal 
Government the cost of providing aid and assistance 
under the Social Security Act to Indians residing 
in North Dakota on reservations or on allotted or 
trust lands. 

S. 4138. Mr. Sparkman; June 28, 1956 (Finance). 

Substitutes a graduated rate of taxes on the 
income of corporations for the present normal and 
surtax rates applicable to corporate income. 
Applies the new rates for the taxable years begin- 
ning after June 30, 1956 and thereafter. The new 
rates shall range from five percent of income of 
$5,000 and under to an amount of $38,250, plus 55 
percent of the excess for incomes over $100,000. 
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S. 4139. Mr. Clements; June 28, 1956 (Government 
Operations), 


Directs the Administrator of General Services 
to assign certain land which is surplus property 
of the Veterans' Administration Hospital, Lexington, 
Kentucky, to the University of Kentucky and the 
Fayette County School to be used for educational 
purposes, 


S. 4143. Mr. Ives; June 29, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Authorizes an additional payment of $165,000 
to the village of Highland Falls, N. Y. toward the 
cost of the water filtration plant constructed by 
the village, which payment is to be in full settle- 
ment of all claims of the village. 


S. 4144. Mr. Wofford; June 29, 
Insular Affairs). 


1956 (Interior and 


Authorizes the city of Rock Hill, South 
Carolina, to acquire certain tribal lands on the 
Catawba Indian Reservation, South Carolina. 


S. 4145. Mr. Butler; June 29, 1956 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes the Interstate Commerce Commission 
to revise, bring up to date, and prepare for 
printing in suitable form, the complete set of 
volumes entitled, “Compilation of Federal Laws 
Relating to the Regulation of Carriers Subject to 
the Interstate Commerce Act, With Digests of 
Pertinent Decisions of the Federal Courts and the 
Interstate Commerce Commission and Text of or 
References to General Rules and Regulations". 


S. 4146. Mr. Gore and others; June 29, 1956 
(Atomic Energy). 


Atomic Power Acceleration Amendment - Declares 
it to be the policy of the United States to 
accelerate the civilian atomic-energy program and 
assure our world leadership in the atomic-power 
field by the construction of additional demonstra- 
tion prototype reactors at the maximum rate con- 
sistent with the state of the development of the 
art. 

Provides that the program be carried out under 
the provisions of section 31 of the 1954 Atomic 
Energy Act which directs the Commission to exercise 
its powers to insure the continued conduct of re- 
search and development activity in the peacetime 
uses of atomic energy. 

Directs the Commission to proceed with the 
construction under contract of large-scale power 
reactor prototype demonstration facilities. 

Requires the selection of the design for any 
particular reactor to be made on the basis of a 
determination by the Commission that the develop- 
ment, construction, and operation of the facility 
offers promise of making a contribution to the 
advance of the art and technology of the large- 
scale production of atomic power in the form of 
electricity in commercial or industrial quantities. 


Directs the Commission to proceed with the 
development of smaller scale reactors designed 
for the advancement of reactor technology. 

Permits the Commission, in negotiations with 
its suppliers of electric power, to provide for 
the interchange of its own reactor generated 
power into the transmission systems of the suppliers 
if such be necessary in the best interests of the 
Government. 
S. 4147, Mr. Welker; June 29, 1956 (Finance). 

Deems all services of persons employed by the 
Communist Party of the United States or any organi-- 
zation affiliated with such party as service performed 
in the employ of a foreign Government for purposes 
of the Social Security Act and refuses such 
persons social security benefits. Directs the 
Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare to 
delete any entry in his records with respect to 
wages of an individual for any year after 1936, if 
such wages are deemed to be services performed in 
the employ of a foreign Government. 


S. 4149. Mr.

Extends the Classification Act of 1949 so as 
to cover all employees of Federal departments who 
are in the Canal Zone or in the Republic of Panama.

S. 4151. Mr. Thye; July 2, 1956 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 


Directs the Secretary of the Army to establish 
a national cemetery at the Birch Coulee battlefield 
site in Renville County, Minnesota and to acquire 
by donation, purchase, condemnation, or otherwise, 
such land as may be necessary for the establishment 
of such cemetery. 
S. 4152. Mr. Gore; July 2, 1956 (Public Works). 

Federal Highway Commission Act - Establishes 
as an independent agency in the executive branch 
of the Government to be composed of three members 
to be appointed by the President, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate. Transfers to the 
Commission all of the powers, duties, and functions 
of the Secretary of Commerce with respect to the 
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Bureau of Public Roads and all powers, duties, 
and functions delegated by the Secretary to or 
conferred by law. Requires the Commission to 
issue to the Congress an annual report in writing 
of its activities. 

S. 4156. Mrs. Smith of Maine and others; July 3, 
1956 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


Makes our surplus cotton available to out 
textile mills at prices with which they can compete 
in world markets with cheap foreign labor and 
limits the use of our surplus cotton exclusively 
for sale in world export markets at competitive 
prices, Proposes that the Secretary of Agriculture 
make available to textile mills 750,000 bales of 
surplus cotton at such prices as may be necessary 
to enable our American mills to regain their just 
and fair share of export markets.

Authorizes an 
additional sum of $8,000,000 for the first fiscal 
year and such sums as may be deemed proper in 
succeeding years. Provides that administration 
of this Act at the Federal level be accomplished 
through the establishment of a Division of General 
Extension in the Office of Education in the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education, and Welfare.

S. 4176. Messrs. Scott and Ervin; July 6, 1956 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Provides for the conveyance of the Maritime 
Administration reserve shipyard at Wilmington, 
North Carolina, in exchange for certain lands to 
be conveyed by the North Carolina State Ports 
Authority to the United States, 


S. 4177. Mr. Watkins; July 6, 1956 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Removes the special antitrust jurisdiction of 
the Secretary of Agriculture over packers contained 
in Title II of the Packers and Stockyards Act and 
restores general jurisdiction over packers to the 
Federal Trade Commission, 


S. 4178. Mr. Murray; July 6, 1956 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Directs the Secretary of the Interior to under- 
take comprehensive continuing studies on the effects 
of insecticides, herbicides, and fungicides upon 
fish and wildlife resources of the United States 
for the purpose of determining the amounts and 
percentages of such chemicals that are lethal to or 
injurious to fish and wildlife and the amounts or 
percentages or mixtures which can be used safely. 
Authorizes the sum of $280,000 yearly to carry out 
the objectives of this Act. 


S. 4179. Messrs. Murray and Mansfield; July 6, 
1956 (Armed Services). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Army, the 
Secretary of the Navy, and the Secretary of the 
Air Force to make grants to educational institutions 
at which Reserve corps units exist to help pay the 
cost of construction of buildings, etc., which are 
to be used as military or naval science buildings, 


Limits such grants to $175,000 to any one institution. 


S. 4161. Mr. O'Mahoney and others; July 6, 1956 
(Judiciary). 


Permits the admission in evidence in the 
Federal Courts evidence obtained by telephonic 
interceptions by duly authorized law enforcement 
officers engaged in the investigation of narcotic 
offenses. 


S. 4182. Mr. Capehart; July 6, 1956 (Finance). 


Provides that where a taxpayer files a return 
under the Internal Revenue Code in accord with an 
unpublished ruling issued to another taxpayer in a 
similar situation and the ruling had not been 
revoked prior to the time the return was filed, such 
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taxpayer shall be treated as if the unpublished 
ruling had been issued to him [amending U. S. C. 
26:7805]. 


S. 4183. Mr. Humphrey of Minnesota; July 6, 1956 
(Government Operations). 


Payments to Local Governments Act of 1956 - 
Establishes the Federal Board for Payments to 
Local Governments, which shall be composed of 
five members appointed by the President, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate. Gives 
the Board the duties of prescribing uniform rules, 
regulations and forms for the (1) filing by tax 
authorities of applications for payments to local 
divisions in which Federal lands are situated, by 
the Federal Government; (2) examination of such 
applications and the conduct of hearings thereon; 
and (3) determination of action to be taken upon 
such applications. Requires the Board to examine 
the applications and to prepare and set forth its 
report setting forth its findings of fact and its 
conclusions as to the merits of such applications, 
Requires reports to the President and Congress 
relating to its continuation after a period of 
two years. Provides for the appointment of an 
advisory committee on Federal payments to local 
governments to study the administration of this 
Act and to consult with the Board. Authorizes 
payments to be made to qualified applicants. 


S. 4184. Mr. Dirksen; July 9, 1956 (Judiciary). 
Incorporates the Boy's Clubs of America. 


S. 4186. Mr. Carlson; July 9, 1956 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 


Foreign Areas Allowances Act - Consolidates 
and revises certain provisions of law relating to 
additional compensation of civilian employees of 
the Federal Government stationed in foreign areas 
and facilitates recruitment, reduces turnover, and 
compensates for extra costs and hardships due to 
overseas assignments. Permits cost of living 


allowances to be paid: (1) to offset the difference 


between the cost of living at a foreign post and 
in Washington, D. C.; (2) for extraordinary, 
necessary and reasonable transfer expenses; (3) 
for dangerous, unhealthful, or excessive adverse 
living conditions; and (4) education expenses in 
providing adequate education for dependents, Pro- 
vides provisions making allowances for the cost of 
packing and unpacking, transportation, and storage 
of household and personal effects of an officer or 
employee of the Service, and for expenses for the 
operation and maintenance of official residences, 


S. 4189, Mr. Beall; July 9, 1956 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 


Establishes the Chesapeake and Ohio Canal 
National Historical Park for the purpose of 
preserving and interpreting certain property in the 
State of Maryland for the benefit and the inspira- 
tion of the people. 


S. 4198 


S. 4190. Mr. Gore; July 11, 1956 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the conveyance of certain lands in 
Shiloh National Military Park to the State of 
Tennessee for the construction of State roads, 


S. 4191. Mr. Carlson; July 11, 1956 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 


Prohibits the discontinuance of fourth-class 
post offices except upon the resignation, death, 
retirement, or dismissal on charges of the post- 
master of such office. 


S. 4192. Messrs. Williams and Frear; July 11, 1956 
(Judiciary). 


Authorizes the Secretaries of the Army, Navy, 
and the Air Force, respectively, to make a grant 
up to $2,500 to any person for adjustment or 
settlement of claims resulting from United States 
acquisition of land. 


S. 4193. Mr. Langer; July 11, 1956 (Finance). 


Permits the importation free of duty of 
religious vestments and regalia presented without 
charge to a church or to religious, educational, 
or charitable organizations [amending U. S. C. 19: 
1201, par. 1773]. 


S. 4196. Messrs. McClellan and McCarthy; July 11, 
1956 (Government Operations). 


Permits Federal agencies to restore to the 
States certain jurisdictional authority which is 
now vested in the United States in the relationship 
of lands within the several States used for Federal 
purposes, 


S. 4197. Mr. Humphrey of Minnesota; July 11, 1956 
(Judiciary). 


Waives the $1,000 limitation on the authority 
of the Secretary of the Air Force and the Secretary 
of the Navy with respect to the settlement and 
payment of claims arising out of a crash of a 
United States Air Force airplane at Minneapolis, 
Minnesota, on June 5, 1956, and a United States 
Navy airplane at Minneapolis, Minnesota, on June 9, 
1956. 


S. 4198. Mr. Capehart; July 11, 1956 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Extends the title I property improvement pro- 
gram of the FHA 3 years until September 30, 1959. 

Increases the maximum permissible loan for 
improvement of existing single-family structures 
under the National Housing Act from $2,500 to 
$3,500. Permits the FHA Commissioner to increase 
the maximum maturity to 5 years on loans for improve- 
ment of single-family structures. Requires an in- 
terest rate ceiling of 5 percent discount a year 
up to $2,500 and 4 percent discount on that portion 
of a loan in excess of $2,500. Increases the 
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maximum permissible loan for the improvement of 
multi-family structures from $10,000 to $15,000, 
with an average of $2,500 per family unit. 

Authorizes the FHA Commissioner to establish 
a fire and hazard loss fund for self-insurance of 
acquired properties. 

Reduces from 65 to 50 percent the proportion 
of veterans required to qualify the cooperative 
for cooperative housing insurance for a 95-percent 
mortgage loan and for higher room and unit mortgage 
amount limits. Permits World War I veterans to be 
counted in determining the percentage of veteran 
cooperators. 

Increases mortgage limits up to $1,000 per 
room or per unit in high-cost urban-renewal areas 
and is applicable to both elevator and garden-type 
apartments. 

Modifies low-cost housing for displaced families 
by: (1) increasing the. maximum permissible mortgage 
amount from $7,600 to $8,000 (from $8,600 to $10,- 
000 in high-cost areas); (2) permitting insurance 
of mortgages amounting to 100 percent of the value 
on both rental and sales housing, except that for 
sales housing the borrower must pay $200 cash, 
which may include settlement costs, taxes, etc.; 
(3) increasing the maximum maturity of insured loans 
from 30 to 40 years on both sales and rental hous- 
ing. 

Provides that a cost certification of rental 
housing, when approved by the FHA Commissioner, 
shall be final and incontestable, except for fraud 
or misrepresentation on the part of the mortgagors. 

Provides for a program of National Defense 
Housing which is designed to provide a means of 
supplying privately built defense housing in small 
amount, upon construction plans which are required 
to be economical. This program provides that such 
housing be built at isolated Army bases, air bases, 
guided missile test stations and other places where 
such bases are being built near small communities. 
Such housing is required to be built by small 
builders. Limits the advance commitment contracts 
on such housing to $50,000,000 outstanding at any 
one time with respect to mortgages which the Fed- 
eral Housing Commissioner shall issue on such hous- 
ing. 

Sets up the procedure for rental of military 
housing by barring occupancy by military personnel 
in projects constructed under this Act if it is 
more than a 10 percent vacancy rate in similar 
accommodations already constructed at or near the 
same military installation. 

Extends the GI loan program for a period of 
one year. 

Permits construction of military housing proj- 
ects on Midway Island and in the Canal Zone. 

Increases the FHA title VIII insurance authori- 
zation from $1,363,500,000 to $3 billion; and 
extends the program for 3 years until September 30, 
1959. 

Requires the Secretary of Defense, in pro- 
graming additional military-housing units, to deter- 
mine, with the approval of the FHA Commissioner, 
that the new units will not substantially curtail 
occupancy in existing housing covered by FHA-insured 
mortgages. 

Increases the maximum average unit cost of 
military housing from $13,500 to $15,000 for any 
Single project, and sets a servicewide ceiling on 
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average unit cost of $14,250. 

Increases from $9 million to $18 million the 
total permissible monthly payment by the Armed 
Forces to amortize military housing mortgages. 

Permits the use of military construction funds 
for purposes other than the amortization of out- 
standing mortgages. 

Establishes maximum limits, based on military 
rank, on net floor area for each unit of military 
housing. 

Extends private housing for elderly persons. 
Permits a third party to pay the required down- 
payment for a mortgagor 60 years of age or over. 

Enables the FHA to insure mortgages financing 
the construction or rehabilitation of housing for 
elderly persons 60 years of age or over, as follows: 
(1) on sales housing, mortgage insurance could be 
up to 100 percent of value, except that the borrower 
must pay $200 cash, which may include settlement 
cost, taxes, etc. Sets the maximum mortgage amount 
at $8,000 ($10,000 in high-cost areas) and the 
maximum maturity at 40 years; (2) on rental housing, 
mortgage insurance is made available for 2 classes 
of mortgagors: if the mortgagor is an acceptable 
public or private non-profit organization, or a 
public body of any type, an insured mortgage would 
be up to 100 percent of value, the maximum mortgage 
amount would be $12,500,000 with a per unit ceiling 
of $8,000 ($10,000 in high-cost areas); for all 
other mortgagors an insured mortgage would be up 
to 90 percent of value, the maximum mortgage amount 
would be $12,500,000, with a per unit ceiling of 
$7,200 ($9,000 in high-cost areas); (3) on both 
sales housing and rental housing for elderly 
persons, third parties may provide financial 
assistance; and (4) establishes an elderly persons 
housing insurance fund as a revolving fund for 
carrying out the provisions of this new section. 
Authorizes a sum of $1 million to be transferred 
from the war housing insurance fund, 

Authorizes FNMA to enter into advance commit- 
ment contracts, up to $50 million outstanding at 
any one time, on elderly persons housing. 

Permits the admission to public housing of a 
single person 65 years of age or over. 

Authorizes the construction of housing for 
elderly persons to the extent of 10,000 units a 
year in each of the next two years, Increases 
the authorization provided for annual contri- 
butions by $6 million a year for 2 years. Makes 
elderly persons eligible on first-preference basis 
for admission to units specifically designed for 
them and on a first-preference basis to any suit- 
able units in other public-housing projects. 

Waives the requirement that persons admitted to 
low-rent public-housing units must come from unsafe 
and insanitary dwellings or be displaced by 
Government action in the case of elderly persons. 

Authorizes an increase, from $1,750 to $2, 25 
per room, in the maximum cost, if the unit is 
specifically designed for elderly persons. 

Increases the total authorization for annual 
contributions by $30 million, 

Requires the Housing Administrator to estab- 
lish an advisory committee on matters relating to 
housing for elderly persons. 

Removes the $15,000 ceiling on mortgages cover- 
ing housing in Alaska, Guam, and Hawaii when purchas- 


ed under the Association's special assistance functions.

Reduces the amount of FNMA stock, which 
sellers of mortgages are required to buy, from 
a minimum of 3 percent of the unpaid principal 
of the mortgage to a minimum of 1 percent. 

Requires FNMA to purchase at par all 
mortages acquired under its special assistance 
functions, 

Requires that the FNMA $5 million advance 
commitment limit per State for cooperative housing 
mortgages be operated as a revolving fund, 

Authorizes HHFA to make urban renewal plan- 
ning advances to a single local public body acting 
on behalf of all local bodies having authority 
for surveys and plans for an urban renewal project. 

Enables the HHFA to make loans or capital 
grants on the basis of a local plan covering a 
general urban renewal area, without requiring the 
local public agency to identify and submit in 
advance a plan for the redevelopment of a particu- 
lar project area, 

Provides that the cost of public facilities 
financed through special assessments against real 
property in a project area may be counted as a 
local grant-in-aid contribution, where the property 
is to be rehabilitated but not acquired. 

Provides that local grants-in-aid shall be a 
maximum of one-third of aggregate net project 
costs, 

Increases the capital grant authorization 
under the slum clearance and urban renewal program 
of the Housing Act of 1949 from $200 million to 
$250 million for the years beginning July 1, 1955, 
and July 1, 1956. 


Provides financial assistance to an individual, 


family, or business concern displaced from an 


urban renewal area as follows: (1) not to exceed 
$100 for necessary moving expenses for any in- 
dividual or family; and (2) not to exceed $2,000 


for any business concern for business losses, in- 
cluding loss of goodwill and necessary moving 
expenses. 

Authorizes the construction of 35,000 units 
of low-rent public housing for each of the next 
two years. Places the same restrictions on this 
authorization which appeared in the Housing Act of 
1954. 

Authorizes the PHA to establish general 


physical standards covering public housing projects, 


and requires it to allow local agencies maximum 
discretion as to size of project, type of dwell- 
ings, and project densities, and design. 

Increases from 10 percent ot 15 percent the 
maximum portion of annual contribution and grant 
funds for public housing which may be made to any 
one State. 

Directs the PHA, upon request, to transfer 
farm-labor camps to local public housing agencies, 
without compensation, and within 12 months of 
enactment. 

Provides that 1951 act defense housing not 
transferred to the Department of Defense must be 
disposed of as expeditiously as possible, not 
later than June 30, 1957, on a competitive bid 
basis. 

Increases the revolving fund for college 
housing loans from $500 million to $750 million. 

Permits HHFA to make college housing loans to 
divinity schools. 
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Authorizes and directs the Housing Administra- 
tor to conduct a research program covering the 
supply and demand factors affecting the housing 
market, mortgage market problems, the need for low- 
income and middle-income housing, housing for 
elderly persons, and related subjects. 

Permits Federal savings and loan associations 
to increase their maximum permissible home-improve- 
ment loan from $2,500 to $3,500, and to permit 
them to increase from 15 to 20 percent the propor- 
tion of their assets that may be loaned on property 
located beyond 50 miles from the association. 

Provides for the establishment of a Commission 
on National Housing Policy, to make recommendations, 
by June 30, 1957 (1) relating to the short-term 
and long-term housing needs of the Nation; (2) the 
discounting of Government-supported mortgages; (3) 
the prospects for developing new sources of invest- 
ment funds; (4) the extent to which the resources 
of FNMA can be used to stabilize the mortgage 
market; and (5) ways and means of increasing the 
supply of adequate housing for families of moderate 
income. 

Authorizes for a 5-year period beginning 
July 1, 1956, and ending June 30, 1961, (1) $450 
million for farm housing loans, (2) $10 million for 
contributions by the Secretary of Agriculture to 
prevent defaults in payments of loans for potenti- 
ally adequate farms, and (3) $50 million for grants 
and loans for improvement and repair of certain 
farms. 

Revives and extends, until June 30, 1957, the 
authority of the Housing Administrator to make 
hospital construction loans or grants or other 
payments under the Defense Housing and Community 
Facilities and Services Act of 195l. 

Authorizes $500,000 annually for a 3-year 
period, beginning July 1, 1956, to be used by the * 
Housing and Home Finance Administrator to provide f 
scholarships and fellowships in public and private 
non-profit institutions of higher education for 
the graduate training of professional city planning 
and housing technicians and specialists, 


S. 4200. Mr. Anderson; July 11, 1956 (Judiciary). 
Incorporates the Boy's Clubs of America. 


S. 4203. Mr. Anderson; July 11, 1956 (Atomic 
Energy). 


Modifies the definition of "United States" 
specifically to include Puerto Rico under the 
Atomic Energy Act of 1954, 

Gives the Atomic Energy Commission authority 
to engage in training programs and to make grants 
to universities and hospitals for educational and 
training activities which are related to the fields 
of research, Permits the Commission to make contri- 
butions to the cost of construction and operation 
of reactors which are used for educational and 
training activities. 

Gives the Commission authority to grant ease- 
ments of land over which the Commission has juris- 
diction and control. Requires applications and 
statements in connection with licenses to be in 
writing and signed by the applicant or licensee and 
to be made under oath or affirmation, 
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Provides two new criminal sections: (1) 
Trespass Upon Commission Installations; and (2) 
Photographing of Commission Installations, Gives 
the Commission specific avthority to issue regu- 
lations relating to the entry upon or carrying, 
transporting, or introducing any dangerous weapon 
or material into or upon any facility or installa- 
tion subject to the administration, jurisdiction, 
or in the custody of the Commission. Requires 
regulations to be posted conspicuously at the site 
involved. Violation of the regulations on open 
rangeland can be punishable by a fine of not more 
than $1,000. Violation of an enclosed property 
can be subject to a fine of $5,000 or imprisonment 
of not more than 1 year. Limits this authority 
to sites which are directly employed by the Com- 
mission in the atomic energy program. 

Gives jurisdiction of all Los Alamos land 
to the Commission. 

Transfers jurisdiction of the Weldon Springs 
Site to the Atomic Energy Commission from the 
Department of the Army. 

Retrocedes the exclusive jurisdiction at the 
Paducah site to the State of Kentucky. 

Gives the Department of Defense authgrity to 
clear its personnel to receive restricted data 
without requiring the full field check and a "Q" 
clearance by the Commission, Permits its per- 
sonnel to discuss restricted data with any other 
person authorized to receive restricted data. 


S. 4204, Messrs. Mansfield and Murray; July 12, 
1956 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to 
establish a Western Research Laboratory for the 
study of animal diseases of particular importance 
ifthe range States at or near Montana State 
College, a Federal Land grant college located in 
Bozeman, Montana, Authorizes the appropriation of 
$5,000,000 to carry out the provisions of this Act. 


S. 4205. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; July 12, 
1956 (Judiciary). 


World War II Damage Claims Settlement Act - 
Adds an additional title to the War Claims Act 
of 1946. Authorizes the Foreign Claims Settlement 
Commission to receive, determine the validity of, 
and make payments to American civilians who have 
suffered property damage losses in certain 
European and Pacific areas. Also includes within 
such jurisdiction the civilians who were killed or 
injured as a result of military action by Germany 
or Japan from September 1, 1939 and December 7, 
1941 provided that such compensation has not been 
provided for under any other act of Congress on 
international agreement. 

Directs the return to neutrals and to the 
former German and Japanese owners of all the 
private property seized by the United States during 
and after the last war. Provides for the retain- 
ment of any property which would be necessary in 
our national defense effort. Excludes specifically 
from compensation all intangibles and certain 
enumerated items of personal property unless they 
constitute inventories, supplies, or equipment for 
carrying on a trade or business. Declares the 
Commission's action with respect to the determination 
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of a claim to be final and not subject to review 
by any administrative or judicial body. 


S. 4206. Messrs. Kerr and Monroney; July 12, 1956 
(Public Works). 


Provides for Federal participation and coopera- 
tion with States and local interests in developing 
water supplies for domestic, municipal, and 
industrial purposes. Declares that responsibility 
for complying with any applicable State law per- 
taining to water supply or water use shall rest 
with the State or local interests contracting to 
pay the costs allocated to water supply or utiliz- 
ing the water supply services. 


S. 4208. Mr. Magnuson; July 12, 1956 (Labor and 
Public Welfare). 


Public Health Training Act of 1956 - Authorizes 
an appropriation of $250,000 for each of the next 
five fiscal years to be used to increase the 
number of individuals adequately trained in public 
health, Such money is to be made available for 
scholarships to individuals to be selected on the 
basis of ability. Requires students given such 
scholarships to maintain satisfactory work. 


S. 4209. Mr. Payne; July 12, 1956 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Broadens the definition of the term “airport 
development" under the Federal Airport Act so as 
to include the periodic seal coating of flexible 
airport pavements and the filling of joints in 
rigid airport pavements to avoid ultimate recon- 
struction of such pavements [amending U. S. C. 49: 
1101(a)(3)]. 


S. 4210. Mr. Bender; July 12, 1956 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 


Permits the President of the United States 
to remove from office in the executive branch of 
the Government any employee after determination by 
him that such removal would be in the interest of 
national security. 


S. 4211. Messrs, Smith of New Jersey and Hill; 
July 13, 1956 (Labor and Public Welfare). 


Authorizes an appropriation of $800,000 to 
encourage and assist each State to provide for a 
State Committee on Education Beyond the High School 
Level, and to make recommendations for appropriate 
action to be taken by private and public agencies 
at local, State, regional, and Federal levels. 
Provides that each State shall have a minimum allot- 
ment of $7,500. Authorizes the Secretary of Health 
Education, and Welfare to appoint an executive 
director for the President's Committee. Authorizes 
appropriations for the fiscal years 1957 and 1958 
for the administration of this Act. 


S. 4215. Mr, Magnuson (by request); July 13, 1956 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Permits vessels sold to Brazil by the United 
States Government for use only in the coastwide 
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trade of Brazil to carry bulk grain and coal 

cargo while enroute from the United States 

directly to Brazil after purchase with the approval 
of the Secretary of Commerce and the recommendation 
of the Maritime Administrator. 


S. 4216. Mr. Douglas; July 13, 1956 (Fianance). 


Permits articles imported from foreign 
countries for the purpose of exhibition at the 
Festival of the Americas, which is to be held at 
Chicago, Illinois, from August 26, 1957 to 
September 4, 1957, to be admitted without payment 
of tariff. 


S. 4217. Mr. Payne; July 16, 1956 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 


Directs the Secretary of the Interior to 
establish, equip, and maintain a mining and 
metallurgical research establishment in the State 
of Maine for research, investigation, and as a 
center for information and assistance in matters 
pertaining to the mining, preparation, metallurgy, 
use, and conservation of the mineral resources of 
the northeastern region of the United States, and 
pertaining to other problems affecting the mining 
industry of such region. Authorizes necessary 
appropriation. 


S. 4218. Mr. Martin of Pennsylvania; July 16, 
1956 (Finance). 


Allows the substitution of printing papers, 
coated or uncoated, for drawback purposes under 
the Tariff Act of 1930 [amending U. S, C. 19:1313 
(b)]. 


S. 4220. Mr. Lehman; July 16, 1956 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Permits the return to the owners for exporta- 
tion in lieu of destruction of seized articles 
under the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act if 
such persons establish that (1) the adulteration, 
misbranding, or violation did not occur after the 
article was imported, and (2) the person had no 
reasonable cause for believing that it was adulte- 
rated, misbranded, or in violation before it was 
released from customs custody [amending o a. o 
21:334]. 


S. 4221. Mr. Ellender (by request); July 16, 1956 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Extends the Wheat Agreement Act of 1954 to 
cover the Agreement (International Wheat Agreement, 
1956) further revising and renewing the Inter- 
national Wheat Agreement for a period ending 
July 31, 1959, signed by Argentina, Australia, 
Canada, France, Sweden, the United States, and 
certain wheat importing countries [amending 63 
Stat. 945]. 


S. 4222. Mr. Martin of Pennsylvania; July 16, 
1956 (Public Works). 


Modifies the Ohio River Basin Flood Control Act 
so as to include the construction of flood-control 
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works for the protection of Sykesville, Jefferson 
County, Pennsylvania. 


S. 4224. Mr. Monroney; July 16, 1956 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
sell certain vessels within sixty days after this 
Enactment to the Ecuadorian Lines, S. A., of the 
Republic of Ecuador. 


S. 4225. Mr. Morse; July 17, 1956 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to 
convey land to the State of Oregon which is 
situated in Curry County, Oregon. 


S. 4227. Mr. Lehman; July 17, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Directs the Attorney General to cancel any 
bond posted pursuant to the Immigration Act on 
behalf of any alien who entered the United States 
as a nonimmigrant prior to July 1, 1953, and who 
had his immigration status adjusted to that of an 
alien admitted for permanent residence in this 
country pursuant to any public or private law. 


S. 4228. Mr. Hruska; July 17, 1956 (Public Works). 


Establishes the President's Advisory Commission 
on Presidential Office Space. Directs the Commission 
to study the problem of providing more adequate 
office space for the White House Office and other 
agencies of the Executive Office of the President 
and report to the President its findings and 
recommendation within six months. 


S. 4231, Mr. Hill and others; July 17, 1956 
(Labor and Public Welfare). f 


Provides for the simplification of the procedures 
governing the prescribing of regulations under the 
Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act. Declares 
that hearings will not have to be held on an order 
unless objections are filed specifying with particu- 
larity the provisions of the order deemed objection- 
able. Limits hearings to that part of the order 
which is in controversy [amending U. S. C. 21:271(e)]. 


S. 4236. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; July 17, 
1956 (Post Office and Civil Service). 


Preserves the rates of compensation of wage 
board employees of the Federal Government and the 
District of Columbia whose positions are reduced 
in grade if: (1) such person has held such position 
for a period of two years; and (2) whose performance 
therein is at least satisfactory. Provides that 
when such position becomes vacant the salary shall 
then be reduced to fit the grade. 


S. 4238. Mr. Thye; July 18, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Waives the $1,000 limitation now imposed on 
the authority of the Secretary of the Air Force and 
the Secretary of the Navy in the settlement of 
claims arising out of the crash of a United States 
Air Force aircraft and a United States Navy aircraft 
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near Wold-Chanberlain Air Field, Minneapolis, 
Minnesota, on June 5, 1956 and June 9, 1956, 
respectively. 


S. 4240. Mr. Humphrey Of Minnesota; July 18, 
1956 (Rules and Administration). 


Directs the Administrator of General Services 
to transfer the Civil Service Commission Building 
and the site thereof to the Smithsonian 
Institution for use as the National Museum of 
American Arts and Crafts. Establishes an 
advisory board to advise and consult the Regents 
in carrying out the purposes of this Act. Provides 
for the international exchange of art and craft 
works, Provides also for the Housing of a National 
Portrait Gallery in the building. 


S. 4242. Mr. Case of South Dakota; July 18, 1956 
(Finance). 


Provides for a more equitable apportionment 
between the State of South Dakota and the Federal 
Government the cost of providing aid and assistance 
under the Social Security Act to Indians residing 
in South Dakota on reservations or on allotted or 
trust lands. 


S. 4243. Mr. Clements; July 18, 1956 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Poultry Products Inspection Act - Provides 
for the compulsory inspection of poultry and 
poultry products by the United States Department 
of Agriculture. Authorizes the Secretary of 
Agriculture to designate areas where poultry and 
its products are handled or consumed in such 
volume as to affect, burden, or obstruct the move- 
ment of inspected poultry products in interstate 


or foreign commerce. Authorizes certain exemptions. 


Requires such designations to be made by notice in 
the Federal Register. 

Provides for ante mortem inspection as the 
Secretary deems necessary. Requires a post 
mortem inspection of each carcass processed in 
official establishments. Provides for appeals 
against condemnation. Permits the Secretary to 
make reinspections of slaughtered poultry as often 
as the Secretary deems necessary to insure whole- 
someness, Provides for the quarantine and segrega- 
tion of live or slaughtered poultry under rules 
and regulations as prescribed by the Secretary. 
Requires official establishments to have premises, 
facilities, and equipment, and to be operated in 
accordance with practices, required and approved 
by the Secretary. 

Requires shipping containers and individual 
consumer packages of poultry products to be in- 
spected and found wholesome and contain the 
official inspection mark, the name of the product, 
the quantity, and the name and address and approved 
plant number of the processing plant. Prohibits 
false or misleading labeling and prohibits: (1) 
the processing, sale or offering for sale, 
introduction, delivery for introduction, trans- 
portation, or receiving for transportation, in 
interstate or foreign commerce of any poultry 
product not inspected and labeled in accordance 
with the Act; (2) the sale of or other disposition 
for human food of any poultry or poultry product 
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found unwholesome or adulterated under the Act; 
(3) forgery and similar specified actions with 
respect to inspection certificates, marks, and 
devices, and misrepresentation of products as 
inspected; (4) using in interstate or foreign 
commerce or in "designated" cities or areas of 
false or misleading labeling; (5) improper use of 
containers bearing official inspection marks; (6) 
refusal to permit access at reasonable times to 
establishments processing poultry or poultry 
products for interstate or foreign commerce, or in 
or for "designated" cities or areas; (7) refusal 
to permit access to and copying of records; (8) 
improper use, or revealing of, trade secrets; (9) 
delivering, receiving, transporting, selling, or 
offering for sale or transport, in interstate or 
foreign commerce or "designated" cities or areas, 
poultry slaughtered for human food (other than 
poultry products as defined in the act) unless the 
blood, feathers, feet, head and viscera have been 
removed in accordance with rules prescribed by the 
Secretary. 

Requires carriers engaged in such commerce to 
permit access to and the copying of records showing 
the movement in such commerce. Provides for in- 
junction to restrain violations of this Act. 
Provides penalties for violations with increased 
penalties for second and subsequent offenses. 
Provides for the same relationship between poultry 
and poultry products and the Federal Food and 
Cosmetic Act as presently exist between red meat 
and the Federal Food and Cosmetic Act. Permits 
the cost of inspection to be borne by the United 
States except overtime. Authorizes necessary 
appropriations, 


S. 4244. Messrs. Curtis and Hruska; July 18, 1956 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
enter into and to execute an amendatory contract 
with the Northport Irrigation District, Nebraska. 
Makes other technical amendments. 


S. 4245. Mr. Hennings; July 19, 1956 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Permits the Secretary of Agriculture or any 
other officer or agency of the Department of 
Agriculture holding any mortgage on any real 
property as security for any loan made or insured 
under the Bankhead-Jones Farm Tenant Act or any 
other Act of Congress to be made a party in 
condemnation proceedings involving such property 
[amending U. S. C. 7:1001]. 


S. 4246. Mr. Bender; July 19, 1956 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Directs the Housing and Home Finance Adminis- 
trator to sell and convey to the city of Euclid, 
Ohio for $6,125,000 housing projects known as 
Euclid Homes and Lakeshore Village located in 
Euclid, Ohio. 


S. 4247. Mr. Lehman; July 19, 1956 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce ). 


Authorizes Canadian vessels to be employed in 
the Coastwise transportation of coal to Ogdenburg, 
New York until June 30, 1957. 
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Mr. Magnuson (by request); July 19, 1956 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Requires a licensee under the Communications 
Act who permits a Presidential or Vice-Presidential 
candidate to use a broadcasting station, to permit 
every other such candidate such facilities who is 
a nominee of a political party whose candidate in 
the preceding election was supported by at least 
four percent of the total votes cast or whose 
candidacy is supported by petitions under the 
laws of the several States which in the aggregate 
are equal to at least one percent of the total 
votes cast in the preceding election [amending 
U. S. C. 47:315]. 
S. 4255. Mr. Murray; July 20, 1956 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Provides that insurance of accounts by the 
Federal Savings and Loan Insurance Corporation 
be granted only to accounts of local, mutual 
savings and loan associations, and provides that 
insurance of existing mutual associations be can- 
celed within one year if they convert to or are 
merged with a permanent stock company. 
S. 4256. Mr. Johnson of Texas; July 20, 1956. 
Authorizes the Honorable William F. Knowland, 
United States Senator from the State of California, 
to accept and wear the award of the Cross of 
Grand Commander of the Royal Order of the Phoenix, 
tendered by the Government of the Kingdom of 
Greece. 
S. 4260. 


Mr. Kennedy; July 20, 1956 (Labor and 


Public Welfare). 


Gives the Secretary of Labor under the Walsh- 
Healey Act two clear and specific options for the 
determination of the minimum wage under which a 
Government contract may be granted to a firm. 
Permits him to find a prevailing wage either (1) 
for a single industry on a nationwide or smaller 
basis or (2) for a group of industries in a 
particular locality. Provides the Government, 
employers and employees with more specific defini- 
tions or contexts of the key terms relied upon by 
them under the operation of the Act. 

Provides that no injunction shall be issued 
against a minimum-wage order until it is finally 
determined, by the highest court to which an 
appeal is taken. Encourages periodic examinations 
of prevailing wage rates, by requiring the Secretary 
to keep abreast of changes in wage and price levels. 
Authorizes redetermination of wage levels necessary 
to preserve the objectives of this Act. 

S. 4261. Mr. Langer; July 20, 1956 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 


Provides that in any case in which an appli- 
cation under the homestead laws is denied, on the 
ground that the lands with respect to which the 
application is made are not suitable for cultivation, 
the Secretary of the Interior, upon petition filed 
by the applicant within sixty days after receipt of 
notice of such denial, shall appoint a committee of 
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six persons who are residents of the county in 
which such lands are located and who are not other- 
wise employed by the Government to make an exami- 
nation of such lands for the purpose of determining 
their suitability for cultivation. Requires the 
Secretary to approve such applications if a 
majority of the committee is of the opinion that 
such lands are suited for cultivation. 
S. 4262. Mr. Wiley; July 20, 1956 (Judiciary). 
Includes within the provisions of the Criminal 
Code providing punishment for the killing or 
assaulting Federal officers on official duty, 
officers and employees of the Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare who are engaged in enforcing 
the food and drug or public health laws [amending 
U. S. C. 16:1114}. 


S. 4266. Messrs. Monroney and Kerr; July 21, 1956 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Directs the Secretary of the Army to renew on 
a negotiated basis, for periods of three years, 
all grazing leases covering Federal lands in the 
Lake Texoma-Denison Dam project area, Oklahoma 
and Texas, which terminate at any time after the 
date of enactment of this Act and prior to 
January 1, 1957. 
S. 4267. Mr. Lehman; July 21, 1956 (Labor and 
Public Welfare). 


Delinquent Children's Act of 1956 - Establishes 
a Federal Advisory Council on Juvenile Delinquency 
in the Department of Health, Education, and Welfare 
to provide the Secretary of that Department with 
advice concerning programs for the diminution, 
control and treatment of juvenile delinquency. 
Provides that the Council shall submit an annual 
report to the Secretary, and such additional 
reports as the Council deems necessary dealing with 
the status of the problem of juvenile delinquency, 
the progress made with the problem, together with 
such recommendations as the Council deems appropriate. 

Authorizes the Council to comment upon appli- 
cations for special projects and authorizes the 
Secretary to utilize the services of Council 
members. 

Authorizes the appropriation of the following 
sums to assist in strengthening State and local 
programs for the diminution, control and treatment 
of juvenile delinquency: (1) for fiscal year 1957, 
$5 million; (2) fiscal year 1958, $7,500,000; and 
(3) fiscal year 1959, $10 million, and for each of 
the following 4 fiscal years such sums as the 
Congress may determine. 

Permits the sums appropriated to be used to 
make grants to States having approved State plans 
to assist them to establish, strengthen and improve 
programs for the diminution, control and treatment 
of juvenile delinquency by determining the most 
urgent needs of States and localities, developing 
a plan of priorities to meet those needs, for co- 
ordinating the execution of those plans, to provide 
demonstrations of improved services for the 
location, treatment and aftercare of delinquent 
youth, and for conducting research and investiga- 
tions for assessing the causes and extent of 
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juvenile delinquency and the effectiveness of 
existing juvenile delinquency programs, and for 
developing improved methods for the diminution, 
control and treatment of juvenile delinquency. 

Provides that allotments to each State are 
to be made on the basis of the ratio its child 
population bears to the total child population of 
all the States. Permits each State to receive a 
minimum allotment of $50,000. 

Gives the Secretary authority to reallot, 
from time to time, such part of the initial allot- 
ment to a State as the Secretary determines will 
not be needed by that State. 

Authorizes the appropriation for the fiscal 
year 1957 of the sum of $5 million for the purpose 
of making grants for the training of personnel 
employed or preparing for employment in programs 
for the diminution, control and treatment of 
juvenile delinquency. Provides that such sums 
appropriated are to be available for grants to 
States and to approved nonprofit institutions of 
higher learning for paying the cost of training 
personnel employed or preparing for employment in 
juvenile delinquency programs or for developing 
courses for such training. 

Permits such payments to be made by the 
Secretary either in advance or by way of reim- 
bursement. Authorizes the Secretary to impose 
such conditions upon payments as the Secretary 
finds necessary. 

Authorizes the appropriation for the fiscal 
year 1957 of $1 million for grants for demonstrat- 
ing or developing improved techniques and practices 
for the diminution, control and treatment of 
juvenile delinquency. Authorizes for each of the 
6 fiscal years following, the appropriation of 
such sums as the Congress may determine. 

Provides that the sums appropriated under 
this title are to be available for grants to 
States and to public and private nonprofit insti- 
tutions of higher learning or research for special 
projects which hold promise of making a substantial 
contribution to strengthening or improving programs 
for the diminution, control, or treatment of 
juvenile delinquency. 

Permits payments under this title to be made 
by the Secretary either in advance or by way of 
reimbursement, 

Authorizes the Secretary to make and dissemi- 
nate the results of studies, investigations, 
demonstrations, and reports promoting the strength- 
ening of programs for the diminution, control and 
treatment of juvenile delinquency. Permits the 
Secretary to cooperate with and render technical 
assistance to States with respect to such programs. 

Authorizes the inclusion each fiscal year in 
the appropriation for the Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare of such sums as are neces- 
sary to administer the act. 

Provides that whenever the Secretary, after 
reasonable notice and opportunity for hearing to 
the State agency, determines that the State plan, 
or a portion of it, has been so changed that it no 
longer complies with requirements or that in the 
administration of the plan, or a portion of it, 
there is a failure to comply substantially with 
such a provision, the Secretary is to notify the 
State agency that no further payments will be 
made with respect to the entire plan or a portion 
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of it until he is satisfied that there will no 
longer be such a failure, 

Provides for an appeal by the State to the 
United States Court of Appeals for the circuit in 
which the State is located from the Secretary's 
decision. 

Requires the Secretary, not later than 
January 1, 1962, to transmit to the President a 
report of the experience of Federal, State and 
local agencies in the administration of the act, 
to be accompanied by the Secretary's recommendations, 
and the recommendations of the Council, as to the 
expiration, continuance or revision of the act. 


S. 4268. Mr. Ervin (for Mr. Smathers) (by request); 
July 23, 1956 (Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce). 


Provides for preservation of the Key deer and 
other wildlife resources in the Florida Keys by 
the establishment of a National Key Deer Refuge 
in the State of Florida. 


S. 4269, Mr. Chavez; July 23, 1956 (Finance). 


Exempts from duties under the Tariff Act of 
1930 nickel in pigs and ingot, shot, cubes, grains, 
cathodes, or similar forms [amending U. S. C. 19: 
1201, par. 1734]. 


S. 4270. Mr. Hill; July 23, 1956 (Armed Services). 


Authorizes and directs the Secretary of the 
Army or his designee to convey certain real 
property located in the vicinity of Montgomery, 
Montgomery County, Alabama, to the State of Alabama. 


S. 4271. Mr. Clements; July 23, 1956 (Interior 
and Insular Affairs). 


Directs the Secretary of the Interior to make 
a full and complete investigation of the advisa- 
bility of establishing the Long Run Baptist Church 
site, located in Jefferson County, Kentucky, as a 
national monument in memory of Abraham Lincoln, the 
grandfather of President Abraham Lincoln, who is 
buried on the site. 


S. 4274. Mr. Lehman; July 23, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Permits public libraries to exchange copies 
of specifications and drawings of patents presented 
to them by the Commissioner of Patents for copies 
of specifications and drawings of patents of foreign 
countries [amending U. S. C. 35:13]. 


S. 4275. Mr. Hennings; July 23, 1956 (Government 
Operations). 


Directs the Secretary of the Treasury, for 
each calendar year, to make a payment in lieu of 
real property taxes, in the amount and in the manner 
prescribed, to each taxing authority in a State 
with respect to all Federal real property situated 
within the territorial jurisdiction of such taxing 
authority. Provides that the amount of such pay- 
ments be a sum equal to the aggregate amount of the 
real property taxes which would have been levied 
upon such property if it were privately owned. 
Directs the Secretary of the Treasury to make pay- 
ments in lieu of school taxes to each taxing

(Public Works). 


Defines a "comprehensive plan" under the 
Federal Power Act as a plan for improving or 
developing the water resources of a river basin 
and its watershed to obtain the optimum public 
benefit from such resources for all beneficial 
public uses during the economic service life of 
existing and proposed projects, in which plan no 
projects shall result in an unnecessary limitation 
upon the multiple purpose use of Such water resources, 
taking into account other possible projects within 
the river basin for the development of water 
power, 
S. 4280, Mr. Lehman; July 25, 1956 (Judiciary). 
Provides that in the case of any notice of 
claims for property under the Trading With the 
Enemy Act, such notice shall be considered as 
having been filed on the date on which such notice 
is postmarked [amending U. S. C. 50 App.:33].

S. 4281. Mr. Humphrey of Minnesota; July 25, 


(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Establishes the Minnesota Indian Administration 
and authorizes it to engage in activities which 
will promote the welfare of American Indian citizens 
of the State of Minnesota, 

S. 4284, Mr. Russell; July 25, 1956 (Armed Services). 

Directs the Secretary of the Army to convey a 
part of the Fort Belvoir Accotink Dam site military 
reservation for a fair value. 

S. 42866. Mr. Morse; July 25, 1956 (Finance). 

Extends the time limit on the presumption of 
service connection with respect to multiple sclerosis 
developing 10 percent or more disability to 3 years 
(now 2 years)[amending U. S. C. 38:ch. 12, Note; 
Vets. Reg. l(a), pt. I, Par. 1]. 

1956 (Atomic 


S. 4288, Mr. Anderson; July 26, 


Energy). 


Increases to $319,595,000 the authorization 
for appropriations to the Atomic Energy Commission 
for acquisition or condemnation of real property or 
any facilities, or for plant or facility acquisition, 
construction, or expansion, $15,000,000 of the 
increase is to be used for reactor development [amend- 
ing Public Law 506, 84th Congress]. 
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S. 4290, Mr. Clements; July 26, 1956 (Agriculture 


and Forestry). 


Provides that the Secretary of Agriculture 
may under the Agricultural Adjustment Act permit 
applications for additional review of marketing 
quotas to be made after the expiration of the 
original period of review where he believes that 
new evidence or developments raise a reasonable 
doubt as to the correctness of the original determi- 
nations [amending U. S. C. 7:1763]. 
S. 4293. Mr. Allott; July 26, 
Public Welfare). 


1956 (Labor and 


Authorizes the United States Commissioner of 
Education to make grants to public and private 
universities and colleges in order that such 
universities and colleges may: (1) develop and 
carry out programs of organized study by United 
States citizens of the cultural background, habits, 
customs, etc. of the people in foreign countries 
in which studies are invited; and (2) establish and 
expand centers of learning in foreign countries for 
the purpose of providing to the people in economi- 
cally less advanced areas of the world access to 
modern techniques and sciences in order that they 
may develop their human and natural resources. 
Requires such colleges and universities to submit 
acceptable programs for such grants, 

Requires the Commissioner; (1) to coordinate 
the programs undertaken by the colleges and universi- 
ties; (2) to make arrangements with Federal depart- 
ments offering language training in order that 
such training may be made available to needed in- 
dividuals; and (3) to collect information obtained 
in such programs and make it available to the Library 
of Congress for public use, 

S. 4294, Mr., Johnston of South Carolina; July 26, 
1956 (Post Office and Civil Service). 


Scientific and Professional Classification 
Act - Sets up a new and separate pay scale for 
scientific and professional employees in Government 
and provides pay raises for many of them, The new 
scale would have 10 grades with four steps to the 
grade in the first nine grades and a salary range 
of $4,480 to $17,500. Provides that no employee 
would have to take a pay cut if transferred to the 
new schedule and some employees would receive pay 
increases, 

Provides that if an employee's present pay 
rate was identical with a step rate of the new 
schedule, he would be assigned to that step. If it 
fell between steps, he would be assigned to the 
higher of the two. If it was above the highest step 
of the new schedule, he would be frozen at his 
present rate until the highest step was raised by 
law. Transfers immediately several thousand positions 
to the new SPS schedule, effective the first day of 
the first month after enactment. Grants the Civil 
Service Commission the power to recommend other 
jobs for inclusion within the schedule on condition 
that such recommendations are approved by Congress. 

Permits Federal agencies to pay travel 
and moving expenses for newly-hired employees 
and their families - provided the employees 
were in shortage-category jobs. Authorizes 
travel expenses for preemployment interviews for 
shortage-category jobs. Sets out jobs which would 
be automatically included in the SPS schedule such

as (1) the several hundred so-called scientific 
jobs, with salaries up to $15,000, in the Defense 
Department; (2) Physicians, dentists, and registered 
nurses in Veterans Administration's Department of 
Medicine and Surgery; (3) certain jobs in Civil 
Service classification series, such as (a) GS-133-0, 
military intelligence research series, (b) GS-893-0, 
chemical engineering series, (c) GS-910-0, trial 
attorney series, etc. Authorizes the Commission to 
issue such regulations as may be necessary for the 
administration of this Act. 


S. 4296. Messrs. Eastland and others; July 26, 
1956 (Labor and Public Welfare). 


Narcotic Addict Treatment and Rehabilitation 
Act - Authorizes the Surgeon General to admit to 
Federal hospitals any drug addict which has been 
convicted of an offense against the United States. 
Requires such applicant to have the Court to commit 
him after being accepted by the Surgeon General. 
Prohibits the admission of such applicant unless: 
(1) he voluntarily agrees to be committed under 
a Federal Court order; and (2) there are suitable 
accommodations and the applicant is a narcotic 
addict. Requires the Surgeon General to deliver 
the addict to the committing court when he has 
determined that such addict has received the 
maximum benefits of treatment and care by the 
Service, or further treatment and care would be 
detrimental to the best interests of the Service. 
Permits the court, upon the petition of any such 
addict, after commitment for more than one year, 
to inquire into the failure of the Surgeon General 
to release him, and permits the Court to order his 
release if it determines that the addict is no 
longer in need of treatment. 

Permits such addicts to be charged for their 
subsistence, care, and treatment by the Surgeon 
General. Provides that such addict admitted under 
this Act shall not forfeit or abridge any of his 
rights as a citizen of the United States. Permits 
the Surgeon General to admit for care and treat- 
ment in Federal hospitals of the Service, addicts 
committed by a court of competent jurisdiction of 
any State, as space permits. Permits a charge for 
the care of such patients against the State com- 
mitting them. 


S. 4297. Mr. Wiley; July 26, 1956 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Amends the acreage reserve provisions of the 
Soil Bank Act to permit inclusion of acreage up to 
thirty days prior to harvest [amending Public Law 
540, 84th Congress]. 


S. 4298. Mr. Anderson; July 26, 1956 (Atomic 
Energy). 


Authorizes the Atomic Energy Commission to 
cooperate with the several States in the formulation 
of standards regulating the health and safety 
aspects and other aspects of the atomic energy 
field. Permits the Commission to negotiate compacts 
or agreements with the States relating to health 
and safety aspects of the atomic energy program 
prior to their submission to the Congress for 
approval. The Commission is also authorized to

participate in conferences with representatives 
from the States in which compacts or agreements 
with the United States or uniform State laws 
respecting atomic energy are considered. 


S. 4299. Messrs. Bible and Beall; July 27, 1956 
(District of Columbia). 


Authorizes the Board of Education of the 
District of Columbia to make rules and regulations 
for the organization and government of the District 
of Columbia Teachers College and to provide for 
the conferring of appropriate degrees by the 
College. 


S. 4301. Mr. Hill and others; July 27, 1956 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Area Vocational-Technical Education Act of 
1956 - Provides for the extension of vocational 
education to persons in areas where programs are 
not now fully developed or available and for the 
development of vocational and technical education 
including training and retraining, made necessary 
by scientific and technological developments, by 
encouraging States to establish area vocational 
schools and programs for the training and retrain- 
ing of technicians and skilled workers in industry 
and agriculture and for training in other occupations 
essential to the Nation's security and economy. 

Authorizes $5,000,000 for fiscal year 1956, 
$7,500,000 for the fiscal year 1957, and $10,000, - 
000 for the fiscal year 1958 to aid the States in 
the development of such educational schools and 
programs. Directs the Commissioner of Education 
to administer the provisions of this Act. Requires 
the Commissioner to make annual reports to the 
Secretary for transmission to the Congress. 


S. 4302. Mr. Lehman and others; July 27, 1956 
(Banking and Currency). 


Provides for the construction of additional 
housing for middle-income families and for elderly 
persons, Creates a National Mortgage Corporation 
to administer the provisions of this Act, and co- 
ordinate the activities of the Corporation with 
the housing functions and activities administered 
within the Housing and Home Finance Agency. For 
financing such programs the Corporation is authorized 
to issue capital stock from time to time for sub- 
scription by corporate borrowers. Vests the 
managment of the Corporation in a board of five 
directors to be appointed by the Administrator. 

Authorizes the Corporation to make mortgage 
loans to borrowers in the development of housing 
for middle-income families and elderly persons, 
Requires the construction to meet certain construc- 
tion requirements and prohibits such projects to be 
of elaborate or extravagant design. Requires pre- 
ference to be given to tenants in the following 
order; (1) families displaced by public clearance 
or enforcement action; (2) families living in sub- 
standard homes; and (3) families living in over- 
crowded homes. Gives veterans preference in each 
of the categories. 

Permits the amortization of such mortgage loans 
within a period of forty years by periodic payments. 
Authorizes the Corporation to issue and have outstand- 
ing on and after July 1 obligations in an aggregate 





annual amount not to exceed $500,000,000 except 
that with the approval of the President such 
amount may be increased after July 1, 1957 by 
additional amounts aggregating annually not more 
than $1,000,000,000. Requires the Corporation 

to carry a specific reserve account for losses, 

to be known as the Insurance Fund, Makes the 

real property of the Corporation subject to State, 
county, etc., taxation to the same extent as any 
other real property. 

Requires Labor wages in the construction of 
such projects to be the least prevailing wage in 
the locality. Provides penalties for violations 
of the Act. 


S. 4306. Mrs. Smith of Maine; July 27, 1956 
(Government Operations). 


Requires proposed appropriations under the 
Budget and Accounting Act, to the maximum extent 
deemed desirable and practicable by the President, 
to be determined on an annual accrued expenditure 
basis [amending U. S, C. 31:11]. 


S. 4308. Mr. O'Mahoney; July 27, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Gives the Federal Trade Commission jurisdiction 
to proceed against persons engaged in commerce in 
meat and meat products where such persons engage 
in certain defined unfair trade practices. Makes 
it unlawful for any person subject to this Act 
to: (1) engage in or use any unfair, unjustly dis- 
criminatory, or deceptive practice or device in 
commerce; (2) take or give, in commerce, any undue 
or unreasonable preference or advantage to any 
particular person or locality in any respect what- 
soever, or subject in commerce, any particular 
person or locality to any undue or unreasonable 
prejudice or disadvantage in any respect whatso- 
ever; (3) sell or otherwise transfer to or for 
any other person, or buy or otherwise receive 
from or for any other person, any article for 
the purpose or with the effect of apportioning 
the supply in commerce between any such persons, 
if such apportionment has the tendency or effect 
of restraining commerce or of creating a monopoly 
in commerce; (4) sell or transfer to or for any 
other person, or buy or receive from or for any 
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other person, any article for the purpose or with 
the effect of manipulating or controlling prices 
in commerce, or of creating a monoply in the 
acquisition of buying, selling, or dealing in 

any article in commerce, or of restraining commerce; 
(5) engage in any course of business which has the 
effect of manipulating or controlling prices in 
commerce, or of creating a monopoly or restraining 
commerce; or (6) conspire, combine, agree, or 
arrange with any persons to manipulate or control 
prices. 

Gives the Federal Trade Commission jurisdiction 
to hold hearings, etc., in regard to violation of 
this Act, Sets out the procedures to be followed 
in such hearings, and contains safeguards for the 
protection of persons charged. Provides for appeals 
procedure to be followed by either party to an 
action filed under the provisions of this Act. 


S. 4314, Mr. Malone; July 27, 1956 (Labor and 
Public Welfare). 


Repeals the Labor Management Relation Act, 
1947 (Taft-Hartley Act). Declares it to be the 
policy of the United States that employees and 
employers alike shall have the right to self- 
organization, join, or assist organizations, to 
bargain collectively through representatives of 
their own choosing, and to engage in concerted 
activities for the purpose of collective bargain- 
ing or other mutual aid and protection. 

Creates an independent agency to be known as 
the Federal Conciliation Service under the 
direction of a Federal Conciliation Director. 
Provides that the principal office of the Service 
be in the District of Columbia. Directs the Director 
to establish suitable procedures for cooperation 
with State and local mediation agencies. Gives the 
Service the duty of preventing and mimimizing inter- 
ruptions of the free flow of commerce growing out 
of labor disputes in industries affecting commerce, 
and to settle such disputes through conciliation 
and mediation, It may proffer its services in any 
labor dispute in any industry effecting commerce 
upon the request of one or more parties to the 
dispute, whenever in its judgment such dispute 
threatens to cause a substantial interruption of 
commerce.

S. J. Res. 108. Mr. Saltonstall and others; 
January 5, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Authorizes the President of the United States 
to proclaim the week in which January 17, 1956 occurs 
as Benjamin Franklin Week in commemoration of the 
two hundred fiftieth anniversary of the birth of 
Benjamin Franklin, 


S. J. Res. 109. Messrs. Gore and Ervin; January 5, 
1956 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


Increases the State acreage allotments of burley 
tobacco for 1956 notwithstanding any other provision 
of law and the proclamation by the Secretary of 
Agriculture of a national marketing quota for burley 
tobacco for the 1956-1957 marketing year. «Provides 
that the production from increased acreage shall be 
in addition to the national marketing quota for the 
1956-1957 marketing year. Provides that the farm 
acreage allotment for any farm shall not be less 
than six-tenths of an acre (now five-tenths of an 
acre) [amending U. S. C. 7:1315]. 


S. J. Res. 110. Mr. Goldwater; January 5, 1956 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Directs the Secretary of the Interior, acting 
through the Bureau of Indian Affairs, to conduct a 
study and investigation of Indian education in the 
United States, including a study of (1) the education 
problems of Indian children from non-English speaking 
homes, and (2) the possibility of establishing a more 
orderly, equitable, and acceptable program for 
transferring Indian children to public schools.

Increases the State acreage allotments of 
burley tobacco for 1956 notwithstanding any other 
provision of law and the proclamation by the 
Secretary of Agriculture of a national marketing 
quota for burley tobacco for the 1956-1957 market- 
ing year. Provides that the production from 
increased acreage shall be in addition to the 
national marketing quota for the 1956-1957 market~ 
ing year. 


S. J. Res. 112, Messrs, Kefauver, O'Mahoney and 
Anderson; January 9, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Directs the President to appoint, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, special 
counsel to represent the United States in litigation 
brought against the United States by two utility 
holding companies commonly referred to as Dixon- 
Yates under the so-called Dixon-Yates contract. 
Gives the special counsel full access to all 
records and files pertaining to such contract and 
authorizes such counsel to appoint professional, 
technical and clerical assistance. 


S. J. Res. 113. Mr. Sparkman; January 9, 1956 
(Banking and Currency). 


Permits loans under the Federal Housing 
Administration title I to be used to repair new 
homes damaged by major disasters (now may be made 
for uncompleted homes or new homes that have not 
been occupied for at least six months) [amending 
68 Stat. 590]. 


S. J. Res. 114. Mr. Pastore; January 9, 1956 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Changes the name of Bedloe's Island (on which 
stands the Statue of Liberty) in New York Harbor 
to Liberty Island. 


S. J. Res. 115, Mr. Barkley; January 12, 1956 
(Judiciary). 


Authorizes the President of the United States 
to designate the month of February in each year as 
American Heart Month. 


S. J. Res. 116. Mr. Thurmond; January 12, 1956 
(Judiciary). 


Constitutional Amendment - Gives the electoral 
votes to condidates for elector for President and 
Vice President in proportion to the total number of 
votes cast by the people for each successful 
candidate for elector. Makes this amendment effective 
on the first day of March following its ratification, 


S. J. Res. 117. Mr. Humphrey; January 12, 1956 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Provides that the Government of the United 
States exercise leadership in the International 
Labor Organization to develop and adopt an internation- 
al convention which will effectively outlaw forced 
labor for political and economic reasons.

S. J. Res. 118. Mr. Anderson; January 12, 1956 
(Atomic Energy). 


Authorizes the Joint Committee on Atomic

H. R. 7881, Mr. Davidson; January 3, 1956 (Banking 
and Currency). 


Housing Amendments of 1956 - Extends to 
August 31, 1957 the authority to insure financial 
institutions under the National Housing Act (now 
September 30, 1956); rescinds authority for insur- 
ance of mortgages on trailer coach mobile dwellings; 
extends to elderly families, and to elderly single 
persons a preference respecting low-rent public 
housing; establishes a program for low-rent housing 
of elderly persons of low income; increases to 15 
percent (now 10 percent) the limitation on expendi- 
ture in any one State of annual contributions, and 
grants; requires builders' certifications of costs 
in certain cases; provides for not more than 150, - 
000 additional dwelling units of low-rent housing 
during the fiscal year 1957; authorizes $200, 000, - 
000 on July 1, 1957 for capital grants for slum 
clearance and urban renewal [amending U. S. C. 12: 
1703, 1713, 1715r; 42:1402, 1410, 1415, 1421, 1453], 


H. R. 7882. Mr. Davis of Tennessee; January 3, 
1956 (Ways and Means). 


Cooperative Tax Act of 1956 - Allows a credit 
for income tax collected at source on certain 
patronage dividends to the recipient of the income. 
Provides for a tax deduction for currently paid 
production related patronage dividends, with a 
market value, when paid, in computing taxable income 
of certain corporations. 


H. R, 7883. Mr. Deane; January 3, 1956 (Banking 
and Currency). 


Federal Disaster Insurance Act - Provides for 
(1) a program of direct insurance by the Federal 
Government of certain risks and hazards attendant 
upon and connected with any catastrophe or disaster, 
and (2) a program of reinsurance by the Federal 
Government of private insurance companies providing 
insurance of such risks and hazards. Defines 
“natural disaster" to mean any flood, tidal wave, 
hurricane, tornado, storm, blizzard, duststorm, 
hailstorm, or other severe storm, earthquake, land- 
slide, snowslide, or severe freeze. Authorizes the 
President, through such existing officer or agency 
of the Government as he may designate, to provide 
such insurance and reinsurance. Declares that no 
insurance or reinsurance shall be issued under this 
Act covering risks against which insurance is avail- 
able on reasonable terms from other public or private 
sources provided that insurance may be made avail- 
able under this Act covering all natural disasters 
in a single policy. 
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Limits the aggregate potential liability of 
the President or his designee for such insurance 


and reinsurance to $500,000,000, The premium for 
such insurance shall be prescribed with due regard 
for (1) the nature of the risks insured, (2) the 
number of beneficiaries, (3) the possible total 
liability under the policy (which shall not exceed 
$300,000 per imhabitant), and (4) the objective of 
making self-supporting any program undertaken under 
these provisions. Authorizes the President or his 
designee to enter into agreements for financial 
participation of private insurance companies in the 
underwriting of risks assumed and for their pro- 
portionate participation with respect to receipt 

of premiums, profits, or losses realized or sustained. 
Establishes in the Treasury of the United States a 
Disaster Insurance Fund and a Disaster Reinsurance 
Fund. Authorizes necessary appropriations. 


H. R, 7884, Mr. Dempsey; January 3, 1956 (Public 
Works). 


National System of Interstate and Defense High- 
ways Act of 1956 - Increases the authorization for 
the Federal-aid highway program. Provides for the 
appropriation of $326,250,000 for projects on the 
Federal-aid primary highway system, $217,500,000 for 
projects on the Federal-aid secondary system, and 
$181, 250,000 for Federal-aid on urban projects, and 
provides additional authorizations for the interstate 
system. Provides additional taxes on tires, tubes, 
gasoline, trucks, etc., to finance the program. 


H. R. 7885. Mr. Dodd; January 3, 1956 (Banking 
and Currency). 


National Disaster Insurance Act - Creates the 
National Disaster Insurance Corporation, to be com- 
posed of a S-member Board of Directors appointed by 
the President with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, for a 6-year term (except with respect to 
initial appointees) at a salary of $16,500 per 
annum except that the chairman shall receive $17,000 
per annum, Authorizes the Corporation to provide 
insurance or reinsurance up to $250,000 for a single 
item of real or personal property against certain 
losses caused by unpredictable and widespread nation- 
al disasters; and provides that the amount of each 
loan covered by contracts of guaranty entered into 
by the Corporation and the amount of each direct 
loan made by the Corporation, shall not exceed $1,- 
000, 000, 


H. R. 7886, Mr. Dorn of South Carolina (by 
request); January 3, 1956 (Veterans' 
Affairs). 


Increases veterans' pensions for non-service 
connected permanent and total disability to $85 
(now $63) per month. Increases such pension to 
$105 (now $75) per month where the eligible person 
has held such rating for an aggregate (now continuous) 
period of 10 years or has reached the age of sixty- 
five years, and to $150 (now $129) per month when 
the eligible person, on account of his age or 
physical or mental disabilities, becomes so helpless 
or blind as to require an attendant. Raises the 
income limit to entitle unmarried persons who have 
an annual income of $1,800 (now $1,400) and married 
persons or those with minor children to have an 





annual income of $3,000 (now $2,700) to receive 
such pension [amending U. S, C. 38:ch. 12A, Note; 
Vets, Reg. l(a), pt. III]. 


H. R, 7887. Mrs. Farrington; January 3, 1956 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the Commissioner of public lands 
to sell remnants of Hawaiian public lands at public 
auction after first offering such lands to the 
abutting landowner. 


H. R, 7888. Mrs. Farrington; January 3, 1956 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the commissioner of public lands 
with the approval of the Governor and two-thirds 
of the members of the board of public lands, to 
convey by quitclaim deeds to certain claimants who 
are citizens or intended citizens of the United 
States, a portion of the Government land at Weliweli, 
Kona, Kauai. 


H, R, 7889, Mrs, Farrington; January 3, 1956 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Enables the Legislature of the Territory of 
Hawaii to authorize the city and county of Honolulu, 
a municipal corporation, to issue general obliga- 
tion bonds for a war memorial municipal auditorium. 


H, R, 7890. Mrs. Farrington; January 3, 1956 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the commissioner of public lands 
with the approval of the Governor and two-thirds 
of the members of the board of public lands to 
convey by quitclaim deeds certain lands located at 
Kaneohe Bay, Oahu to certain persons, 


H. R. 7891. Mrs. Farrington; January 3, 1956 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Directs the exchanges and sales of public 
lands within or adjacent to the district of Puna, 
county of Hawaii, Territory of Hawaii, for the 
relief of persons whose lands were destroyed by 
volcanic activity. 


H. R. 7892. Mrs. Farrington; January 3, 1956 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Ratifies sections five and six of Act 273 
of the Session Laws of Hawaii, 1955, and authorizes 
the issuance of certain public improvement bonds 
by the Territory of Hawaii. 


H. R. 7893. Mrs. Farrington; January 3, 1956 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Amends the Hawaiian Organic Act so as to pro- 
vide that successful applicants for the sale of 
public land be determined by drawing or lot. 


H. R. 7894, Mr. Fino; January 3, 1956 (Ways and 
Means). 


Prohibits the payment of any benefits under 
the old age and survivors' insurance provisions of 
the Social Security Act to individuals who have

been convicted of espionage, treason, sedition, or 
subversive activities [amending U. S. C, 42:402]. 


H, R. 7895. Mr. Flood; January 3, 1956 (Interior 
and Insular Affairs). 


Provides for Federal assistance to the States 
in planning and carrying out State programs for 
the flushing of mine voids underlying residential 
and business areas. 


H, R. 7896, Mr. Flynt; January 3, 1956 (Government 
Operations). 


Authorizes the Administrator of General Serv- 
ices to convey to the city of Hogansville, Georgia, 
certain land in such city in consideration of the 
sum of one dollar. 


H. R, 7897, Mr. Forand; January 3, 1956 (Banking 
and Currency). 


Federal Disaster Insurance Act - Provides for 
(1) a program of direct insurance, with respect to 
certain types of property, by the Federal Government 
of the risks and hazards incident to natural dis- 
asters, and (2) a program of reinsurance, with 
respect to certain types of property, by the Federal 
Government of private insurers insuring such risks 
and hazards. Defines natural disaster to mean any 
flood, hurricane, tidal wave, tornado, cyclone, 
storm, earthquake, earth tremor, blizzard, wind, 
duststorm, and any other like type of natural 
meteorological change or disturbance or of varia- 
tion of weather which the Small Business Administra- 
tor may designate as a natural disaster for the 
purpose of this Act. Limits the aggregate potential 
liability of the United States under direct insur- 
ance contracts and private insurance contracts re- 
insured under this Act to $500,000,000 at any one 
time, except that such aggregate amount may be 
increased on July 1, 1957, and July 1, 1958, by the 
President by not to exceed $500,000,000. Declares 
that the Administrator shall establish premium 
rates for such insurance and reinsurance, Sets out 
the coverage of the insurance contracts, and places 
a limitation of $250,000 on the aggregate amount 
that may be paid with respect to a single item of 
real property. Establishes in the Treasury of the 
United States a fund to be known as the "Disaster 
Insurance Fund."" Authorizes the Administrator to 
appoint an advisory committee consisting of not 
less than three members experienced in the writing 
of insurance against property loss. Authorizes 
necessary appropriations, 


H. R,. 7898. Mr. Ford; January 3, 1956 (Foreign 
Affairs). 


Grants consent of Congress to a Great Lakes 
Basin Compact between any or all of the States of 
Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, Minnesota, New York, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, and Wisconsin. 


H, R. 7899, Mr. Ford; January 3, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Permits United States commissioners to repre- 
sent claimants before the Department of the Treasury 
if (1) such commissioner is not required to devote 
full time to the performance of duties as such, and 
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H, R. 7900 


(2) such commissioner is otherwise qualified under 
Treasury Department regulations [amending U. S. C. 
28:ch. 43]. 


H. R. 7900. Mr. Frelinghuysen; January 3, 1956 
(Judiciary). 


Establishes a twelve member Commission on the 
Office of the President. Four of the members are 
to be appointed by the President, four to be appoint- 
ed by the President of the Senate, and four to be 
appointed by the Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. Permits the Commission to appoint 
necessary staff members. 

Directs the Commission to study and investigate 
the present organization and operation of the Office 
of the President of the United States to determine 
what changes, in their opinion, are necessary in 
order to accomplish a policy to ease the excessive 
burdens now imposed upon the President. Requires a 
final report to be submitted to the Congress upon 
its findings not later than October 31, 1957. Grants 
the Commission powers to hold hearings, administer 
oaths, subpena papers, etc., and other necessary 
powers to carry out the provisions of this Act. 


H. R. 7901. Mr. Frelinghuysen; January 3, 1956 
(Judiciary). 


Authorizes the President of the United States 
to appoint, with the advice and consent of the Sen- 
ate, an administrative assistant te be designated 
"Administrative Vice President", and to fix the 
compensation of such assistant at not to exceed 
$27,500 per annum. Provides that the Administrative 
Vice President shall perform such duties as the 
President may prescribe. 


H. R. 7902. Mr. Gray; January 3, 1956 (Ways and 
Means). 


Depressed Areas Act - Sets up a Depressed 
Areas Administration headed by a Depressed Areas 
Administrator. Provides an advisory committee to 
advise the Administrator. Directs the Administra- 
tion to establish an effective program to alleviate 
conditions of chronic unemployment in the States. 
Defines a depressed area as one where not less than 
9 percent of the labor force has been unemployed 
for 18 months and where not less than 6 percent of 
the labor force has been unemployed for eight years. 

Authorizes the Administrator to establish local 
industrial development committees to prepare plans 
and cost estimates for industrial and commercial 
facilities to attract new industries. Makes $100, - 
000,000 available for loans up to two-thirds of the 
cost for construction of plants calculated to 
relieve communities. Authorizes the Administrator 
to receive proposals for public facilities from 
local entities or to initiate programs by grant 
or loan for needed public facilities. Directs the 
Administration in making loans or grants to govern 
the amounts or conditions by the amounts and con- 
ditions of grants and loans provided for by similar 
Federal-State programs. 

Requires that all financing be done under 
regular Government fiscal methods and be treated as 
public debt transactions. Requires the Administra- 
tor to make available lists of services and supplies 
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available in distressed areas to each agency of 
the Federal Government engaged in procurement of 
supplies and services, and make available to de- 
pressed areas technical information, market research, 
and other forms of assistance, information, and 
advice. Extends the rapid amortization provisions 
of the Internal Revenue Code to new firms and facil- 
ities in such areas, Extends unemployment compen- 
sation for an additional 13 weeks to individuals 
in depressed areas who avail themselves of retain- 
ing opportunities. Provides for the processing of 
surplus food into a form suitable for home or insti- 
tutional use in depressed areas, 

Directs the Secretary of Labor to prescribe 
and provide suitable reemployment training, voca- 
tional education, or vocational rehabilitation 
facilities to such areas. 


H. R. 7903, Mrs. Green of Oregon; January 3, 1956 
(Education and Labor). 


Provides that no compensation under the Long- 
shoremen's and Harbor Workers' Compensation Act 
shall be allowed for the first three days of the 
disability (now 7 days), provided however, that in 
case the injury results in disability of more than 
14 days (now 49 days), the compensation shall be 
allowed from the date of disability, Compensation 
for disability shall not exceed $50 (now $35) per 
week and compensation for total disability shall 
not be less than $20 per week, provided however, 
that if the employee's average weekly wages are less 
than $20 per week he shall receive as compensation 
for total disability his average weekly wages. 

Increases the number of weeks for compensation 
for permanent partial disability as follows: (1) 
arm lost 312 (now 280); (2) leg lost 288 (now 248); 
(3) hand lost 244 (now 212); (4) foot lost 205 (now 
173); (5) eye lost 160 (now 140); (6) thumb lost 
75 (now 51); (7) first finger lost 46 (now 28); (8) 
great toe lost 38 (now 26); (9) second finger lost 
30 (now 18); (10) third finger lost 25 (now 17); 
(11) toe other than great toe lost 16 (now 8); and 
(12) fourth finger lost 15 (now 7). Removes the 
limitation of $11,000 set on compensation for 
injuries [amending U. S. C. 33:906], 


H. R. 7904, Mrs. Green of Oregon; January 3, 1956 
(Judiciary). 


Provides that all revenues received under any 
lease on the outer Continental Shelf be used as 
grants-in-aid of primary, secondary, and higher 
education, Creates an Advisory Council on Education 
for National Security to recommend to the President 
for submission to Congress not later than January l, 
1956, a plan for the allocation of grants-in-aid for 
education [amending Public Law 212, 83d Congress]. 


H. R, 7905, Mr. Hagen; January 3, 1956 (Banking 
and Currency). 


Increases to $75,000,000 (now $25,000,000) the 
ceiling on disaster loans which may’be outstanding 
at any one time under the Small Business Act of 
1953 Lamending U, S. C. 15:633]. 


H. R. 7906, Mr. Hale; January 3, 1956 (Ways and 
Means). 


Repeals the admissions taxes now imposed by 
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the Internal Revenue Code of 1954 on roof gardens, 
cabaret and other similar places [repeals section 
4232(b) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1954], 


H. R. 7907. Mr. Henderson; January 3, 1956 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce), 


Provides the death penalty for anyone who 
knowingly delivers or causes to be delivered to an 
air carrier or to the operator of any civil aircraft 
for transportation in air commerce any explosive or 
other dangerous article which causes the death of 
any person, If no one suffers death therefrom but 
suffers bodily injury, the penalty prescribed is 
a fine of not more than $50,000 or imprisonment for 
not more than twenty-five years, or both, 


H. R. 7908, Mr. Hillings; January 3, 1956 (Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce), 


Provides the death penalty for anyone who know- 
ingly delivers or causes to be delivered to an air 
carrier or to the operator of any civil aircraft 
for transportation in air commerce any explosive or 
other dangerous article and such article causes the 
death of any person, unless the jury recommends 
mercy, If the jury does recommend mercy the individ- 
ual shall be imprisoned for any term of years or for 
life. If bodily injury results from the article 
the individual shall be fined not more than $10,000, 
or imprisoned for not more than thirty years or both, 


H. R. 7909, Mr. Huddleston; January 3, 1956 
(Ways and Means). 


Provides that the wife or widow of an insured 
individual shall be deemed to have been living with 
him, at the time required for entitlement to bene- 
fits, if at any time they were separated without 
fault on her part under the old age and survivors' 
insurance provisions of the Social Security Act 
[amending U, S, C.42:416], 


H, R. 7910. Mr. Huddleston; January 3, 1956 
(Ways and Means). 


Authorizes the donation and the transfer of 
series E United States savings bonds to tax-exempt 
charitable organizations by the owner at any time 
subject to regulations prescribed by the Secretary 
of the Treasury [amending U. S, C. 31: 757c(b) ]. 


H, R. 7911. Mr. Huddleston; January 3, 1956 
(Ways and Means), 


Permits aid under the Social Security Act to 
disabled children between the ages of sixteen and 
eighteen years even though they are not attending 
school regularly (now must be attending school 
regularly) [amending U. S. C. 42:606(a)]. 


H. R. 7912. Mr. Huddleston; January 3, 1956 
(House Administration). 


Provides for the erection of a Woodrow Wilson 
memorial in the District of Columbia in connection 
with the celebration in 1956 of the one-hundredth 
anniversary of the birth of Woodrow Wilson. 


H, R, 7921 


H. R, 7913. Mr. Jones of Missouri; January 3, 1956 
(Government Operations). 


Directs the Administrator of General Services 
to effect the exchange of properties between the 
United States and the city of Cape Girardeau, 
Missouri. 


H. R. 7914, Mr. Johnson of California; January 3, 
1956 (Public Works). 


Authorizes, with modifications, the project 
for flood protection on Mormon Slough in the vicinity 
of Stockton, California. 


H. R, 7915. Mr. Johnson of California; January 3, 
1956 (Appropriations). 


Appropriates $300,000 for advance planning of 
the New Hogan Dam on the Calaveras River in Califor- 
nia, 


H. R, 7916, Mr. Karsten; January 3, 1956 (Armed 
Services). 


Extends until June 30, 1957 (now June 30, 1951) 
the time within which members of the Armed Forces 
discharged prior to September 1, 1946 may make appli- 
cation for compensation for unused accumulated 
leave [amending U. S. C. 37:34]. 


H. R. 7917. Mr. Karsten; January 3, 1956 (Public 
Works). 


Authorizes the erection of a Federal office 
building in the city of Saint Louis, Missouri, at 
a cost of not to exceed $19, 800, 000, 


H, R, 7918, Mrs. Kee; January 3, 1956 (Veterans! 
Affairs). 


Permits payments to State or Territorial homes 
for disabled soldiers and sailors regardless of 
whether the home primarily furnishes domiciliary 
care or hospital care. Requires that the person 
on whose account the payment is made be eligible 
for care in a Veterans' Administration facility 
[amending U. S, C, 24:134). 


H. R. 7919. Mr, Kilday; January 3, 1956 (Post 
Office and Civil Service). 


Extends application of the Civil Service Retire- 
ment Act to all United States Commissioners [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 5:693(a)]. 


H. R. 7920. Mr. King of Pennsylvania; January 3, 
1956 (Agriculture). 


Includes onions in the prohibition against 
dealings in commodity futures under the Commodity 
Exchange Act. 


H. R, 7921. Mr. Lane; January 3, 1956 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Penalizes the placing of explosives or other 
dangerous articles on aircraft, with intent to cause 
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H. RB. 7922 


death or bodily injury, by imprisonment for any 
term of years or for life if death or bodily injury 
to any person results therefrom [amending U. S. C. 
49: 622(h) J. 


H. R. 7922. Mr. Lane; January 3, 1956 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Provides that no air carrier shall serve 
alcoholic beverages to passengers (including beer 
and wine) while in flight within the United States 
[amending U. S. C. 49:560]. 


H. R, 7923. Mr. Lane; January 3, 1956 (Banking 
and Currency). 


National Flood Insurance Act of 1956 - Author- 
izes the Administrator of the Small Business Admin- 
istration to establish insurance and/or reinsurance 
against damages to or loss of privately owned real 
property due to any flood occurring within the 
United States. Permits such insurance to cover 
commercial, industrial, or residential property. 
Gives the Administrator the powers to prescribe (1) 
uniform premium rates for each type of insurance 
and/or reinsurance and (2) the terms and conditions 
under which such aid is to be given and the areas 
within which each rate shall be applicable. Gives 
the Administrator the power by regulation to pro- 
vide for the determination of (1) the types and 
location of property with respect to such insurance; 
(2) the nature and limit of loss or damage; (3) the 
rates, terms and conditions; and (4) such other 
matters as may be necessary to carry out the pro- 
visions of this Act. 

Limits the amount of insurance covering the 


loss or damage to any single piece of real property 


to $250,000. Authorizes the establishment of a 
National Flood Insurance Fund in the Treasury of 
the United States to finance such insurance and/or 
reinsurance, Provides for coordination with other 
programs having responsibilities for flood control 
and flood damage. 


H. R, 7924, Mr. Lanham; January 3, 1956 
(Judiciary). 


Authorizes payment of fair compensation for 
net loss to persons who, between September 8, 1939 
and August 14, 1945, made good faith expenditures 
for the production of strategic or critical minerals 
or metals on the Army and Navy Munitions Board list 
relating to formal or informal contracts from any 
contracting agency. No compensation shall be paid 
tor expenditures attributable to the faith, negli- 
gence, mismanagement, or speculation of the claimant. 
Claims must be filed within 6 months, The Presi- 
dent shall prescribe regulations for the computa- 
tion of reimbursement. If total of claims exceed 
money available for payments such money shall be 
prorated for payment. Limits attorneys' fees to 
10 percent of the money actually paid and authorizes 
$10,000,000 for payment of such claim. 


H. R. 7925. Mr. Lanham; January 3, 1956 (Ways 
and Means). 


Provides for the further regulation of the 
foreign commerce of the United States by establish- 
ing import quotas under specified and technical 
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conditions, Declares that industries producing 
articles or merchandise for shipment to the United 
States from other countries may be classified with 
respect to the average wage payments made to their 
workers into six groups ranging from 15 percent of 
the domestic rate to 50 percent or more of the 
domestic rate, Provides that the magnitude of im- 
ports of a particular product shall be measured by 
the share of domestic consumption that is supplied 
by such imports in competition with or displacement 
of the like or directly competitive product manu- 
factured, processed or produced by domestic pro- 
ducers, Declares that such share shall be computed 
in terms of physical quantity so far as a common 
basis of measure exists; otherwise in terms of 
dollar volume. Provides for the grouping of the 
successive magnitudes into nine categories ranging 
from those in which imports represent or displace 
less than 5 percent of the actual or estimated 
domestic consumption during any one of the two years 
next preceding the most current 12 month period with 
respect to which the facts can be ascertained with 
reasonable accuracy to those in which imports repre- 
sent more than 90 percent of domestic consumption, 
Declares that any import quota established 
under the authority of this Act shall be reviewed 
by the Tariff Commission before the end of the first 
year after the effective date and shall be adjusted 
to give effect to any material change in the volume 
of actual or estimated domestic consumption of the 
product in question during such year, Makes pro- 
vision for special adjustments in the import quota. 
Further provides for the administration of the Act. 


H. R. 7926, Mr, LeCompte; January 3, 1956 
(Agriculture), 


Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to make 
payments to hog producers which will insure them 
up to $18 per hundred-weight for hogs marketed by 
them on or after October 1, 1955, and prior to 
October 1, 1956, Requires such producers, in order 
to receive such payments, to sign an agreement with 
the Secretary of Agriculture not to market on or after 
October 1, 1956, and prior to October 1, 1957 more 
than 80 percent of the number of hogs which such 
producer marketed on or after October 1, 1955, and 
prior to, October 1, 1956, 


H. R, 7927. Mr. Long; January 3, 1956 (Banking 
and Currency). 


Extends by six months the time within which 
the State of Louisiana may make the initial payment 
on the purchase of certain property from the United 
States lamahau Public Law 235, 84th Congress]. 


H. R, 7928. Mr. Machrowicz; January 3, 1956

Authorizes the construction of a project for 
the improvement of Port Townsend Harbor, Washington, 
for navigation, 


H. R, 7932, Mr. Miller of New York; January 3, 
1956 (Public Works). 


Provides for a preliminary examination and 
survey to be made of Little River and Cayuga Creek 
at and in the vicinity of Cayuga Island, Niagara 
County, New York, in the interest of flood control 
and allied purposes, 


H. R. 7933. Mr. Multer; January 3, 1956 (Post 
Office and Civil Service). 


Repeals the law which prohibits the payment of 
annuities to officers and employees of the United 
States who are convicted of certain felonies such 
as treason, sedition, perjury, etc. [repealing 68 
Stat. 1142], 


H, R, 7934, Mr. Multer; January 3, 1956 
(Judiciary). 


Provides that each State entitled to more 
than one Representative shall establish contiquous 
compact congressional districts which do not vary 
more than 10 percent from the number obtained by 
dividing the population of the State by the number 
of Representatives. Provides that Representatives 
of districts not in compliance with this require- 
ment shall be denied their seats in the House of 
Representatives [amending U, S. C, 2:2a].

(Banking and Currency). 


National Disaster and War Damage Insurance 
Act - Authorizes the Administrator of the Housing 
and Home Finance Agency to establish and maintain 
programs of insurance and reinsurance against loss 
of and damage to property, as a result of natural 
disasters occurring within the United States, to 
the extent that such insurance and reinsurance is 
not available from private sources. Defines terms, 
"Natural disaster" includes any flood, hurricane, 
tidal wave, tornado, cyclone, storm, wind, earth- 
quake, blizzard, duststorm, severe freeze, volcanic 
eruption, or similar type of weather disturbance. 
"Property" includes land, interests in land, improve- 
ments on land which are permanently affixed to the 
land, and tangible personal property, The Adminis- 
trator shall prescribe rates, which shall be based 
upon consideration of the risks and hazards involved 
and shall, as nearly as practicable, be sufficient 
to defray in whole or in part administrative and 
operating costs, The aggregate amount of insurance 
issued to any person shall not exceed $100,000, 
The aggregate amount of insurance and reinsurance 
outstanding at any one time shall not exceed $100, - 
000,000. Such amount may be increased, with the 
approval of the President, by not to exceed $500, - 
000, 000 in any one fiscal year. 

Creates a War Damage Insurance Corporation, 
the management thereof to be vested in an Adminis- 
trator appointed by the President with the consent 
of the Senate. The Corporation shall provide through 
insurance, reinsurance, or otherwise (1) reasonable 
protection against loss or damage to property, real 
or personal, (2) reasonable protection against liabil- 
ity imposed under any workmen's compensation act, 
occupational disease act, employer's liability act 
or similar law, for injury, disease, disability, or 
death suffered by employees and arising out of, or 
in the course of employment or any liability arising 
from any insurance contract for any or all thereof, 
including any liability against voluntary or self- 
insurer funds or State and local,governmental funds, 
and (3) reasonable compensation for personal injury 
or death suffered by any civil defense workers 
(subject to the order or control of a State govern- 
ment or any political subdivision thereof) in the 
performance of civil defense duties under a State 
civil defense program, which may result from hostile 
or warlike action, by any government or sovereign 
power or by any authority using military, naval, or 
air forces, or by military, naval, or air forces, or 
by an agent of any such government, power, authority, 
or forces, with such general exceptions as the 
Corporation, with the approval of the President, may 
deem advisable, Such protection shall be made avail- 
able upon the payment of such premium or other charge, 
and subject to such terms and conditions, as the 
Corporation, with the approval of the President, 
may establish.

Combines Texarkana, Texas, and Texarkana, 
Arkansas, under the heading of Texarkana, U. S. A, 
for purposes of census statistics compiled and 
published by the Secretary of Commerce. 


H, R, 7939, Mr. Patterson; January 3, 1956 
(Public Works). 


Authorizes the construction of the project 
the Farmington River for local flood protection 
Winsted, Connecticut. 


R. 7940, Mr. Patterson; January 3, 1956 
(Banking and Currency). 


Federal Disaster Insurance Act - Creates the 
Federal Disaster Insurance Corporation which is 
directed to establish, administer, and maintain, 

a program of direct insurance against the loss and 
destruction of and damage to property within the 
United States as a result of natural disasters, 
Such insurance shall be made available only to the 
extent (1) of the insurable interest of the person 
to be protected by such direct insurance in the 
property to be covered thereby; and (2) that such 
direct insurance is not obtainable than in accord- 
ance with this Act upon substantially similar terms 
and conditions, at substantially the same cost, and 
covering the same risks and hazards. 

Defines terms, "Natural disaster" means (a) 
any flood, hurricane, tidal wave, tornado, cyclone, 
storm, blizzard, wind, earthquake, or earth tremor, 
and (b) any type of unusual meteorological change or 
disturbance resulting from natural causes, or of 
unusual variation of weather resulting from natural 
causes, which the Board of Directors of the Federal 
Disaster Insurance Corporation may designate as a 
natural disaster for the purposes of this Act. "Prop- 
erty" means real, personal, and mixed property in 
which one or more persons have an insurable interest. 
"Direct insurance" means insurance provided by the 
Federal Disaster Insurance Corporation, on behalf of 
the Federal Government, directly to a person or per- 
sons, under and by means of one or more direct insur- 
ance contracts in conformity with this Act. 

The Corporation is authorized, in its discretion, 
if it deems such action to be advisable in the inter- 
ests of the direct insurance program, to determine 
and fix, and change or revoke, from time to time, (1) 
the aggregate amount of direct insurance which may 
be had by each person at any one time under this Act 
and (2) the aggregate amount of direct insurance which 
may be obtained under this Act with respect to each 
item of property. 

The Corporation shall prescribe one or more types 
of direct insurance contracts which shall be used in 
carrying out the program of direct insurance under 
this Act, including the duration, terms, conditions, 
and premium rates, the risks and hazards which may be 
covered, the respective kinds of property which may 
be covered, the categories and types of persons who 
may insure property, the types of insurable interests 
which may be included, the maximum amount of insur- 
ance which may be provided, the respective geograph- 
ical areas within which each type of insurance con- 
tract is to be effective, and such other matters as 
may be necessary to carry out the program.

Changes the name of the "Government Locks" at 
Ballard, Washington, to the "Hiram M, Chittenden 
Locks", 


H, R, 7944, Mr. Philbin; January 3, 1956 (Banking 
and Currency). 


National Disaster Relief Corporation Charter 
Act - Creates a corporate body to be known as the 
National Disaster Relief Corporation with its 
principal office in the District of Columbia. The 
Corporation shall provide through insurance, re- 
insurance, or otherwise reasonable protection to 
all persons against loss or damage to real or per- 
sonal property which may result from a catastrophe 
determined by the President to be a major disaster, 
Gives it the power to establish uniform rates and 
permits it to insure or reinsure in whole or in part 
any company authorized to do business in any State, 
The Corporation is given succession until June 30, 
1964 unless sooner dissolved by Congress. Exempts 
all of its property from taxation and provides that 
it be managed by a board of five directors to be 
appointed by the President by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, Authorizes an appropria- 
tion of $5,000,000 as the National Disaster Relief 
Fund to be used by the Corporation in the perform- 
ance of its powers and duties.

Mr, Philbin; January 3, 1956 (Judiciary). 


Creates the Federal Disaster Claims Commission, 
Such Commission shall direct and supervise the pay- 
ment of claims for losses of real and personal 
property suffered by individuals whose property is 
damaged in areas designated by the President as 
disaster areas, Authorizes the President to request 
the Governors of States in which disaster areas 
exist to name a Federal disaster claims board in 
each county within the designated disaster area of 
their respective States consisting of not more than 
5S members, Provides that no claim shall be con- 
sidered for a minimum of less than $300 and the maxi- 
mum allowable shall be $5,000 for personal property 
and $10,000 for real property.

Authorizes the President to make permanent 
replacement of public facilities and public and 
private school buildings, damaged or destroyed in 
a major disaster and permits the President to spend 
such sums as may be necessary for Federal assistance 
to States and local Governments in major disasters 
(now limited to $5,000,000) [amending U. S. C. 42: 
1855b, g]. 


H. R. 7949, Mr. Philbin; January 3, 1956 (Ways 
and Means), 


Considers as a business expense for Federal 
income tax purposes the expense to an employer of 
repairing or rebuilding the home of an employee 
which was damaged or destroyed in a major disaster. 
Effective with respect to taxable years ending after 
the date of enactment but only as to amounts paid 
or incurred after December 31, 1952. 


H. R. 7950, Mr. Philbin; January 3, 1956 
(Appropriations), 


Makes specific appropriations for preliminary 
planning and for the construction of necessary flood 
control measures in certain local areas of Massa- 
chusetts, 


H. R. 7951. Mr. Philbin; January 3, 1956 (Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce). 


Creates a Federal Disaster Research Commission 
to direct and supervise a program of research and 
to provide maximum possible protection for the 
Nation against hurricanes, floods, tornadoes, and 
other meteorological and natural disasters, Author- 
izes not more than $5,000,000, 


H, R. 7952. Mr. Ray; January 3, 1956 (Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries). 


Provides that the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall at least once every 3 years cause to be 
inspected each mechanically propelled vessel carry- 
ing more than 6 passengers, and shall determine 
that every such vessel (1) is of a structure suit- 
able for the service in which it is to be employed; 
(2) is equipped with the proper appliances for life 
saving and fire protection; (3) has suitable accom- 
modations for passengers and the crew; and (4) is 
in a condition to be used, operated, and navigated 
with safety to life in the proposed service. 

Prohibits the navigation or operation of a 
mechanically propelled vessel unless a certificate 
of inspection has been issued by the Secretary. 
Such certificate of inspection may at any time be

voluntarily surrendered and shall be withdrawn 

and suspended or revoked for noncompliance with any 
applicable requirements of this Act. Further pro- 
vides for fines and libel action for violation of 
this Act. 

Provides that until June 30, 1956, no vessel 
registered or licensed as a vessel of the United 
States of 15 gross tons or less on December 31, 1953, 
shall be deemed to be subject to the inspection 
provisions of these provisions notwithstanding the 
fact that such vessel may thereafter be found to 
have a tonnage in excess of 15 gross tons, unless 
such finding results from an alteration in the 
length, breadth, or depth affected after December 
31, 1953. Subjects a vessel of 15 gross tons or 
less propelled by machinery other than steam, while 
carrying passengers for hire to the provisions of 
the Motorboat Act. Authorizes necessary appropria- 
tions [amending U. S. C, 46:404, 526f; repealing 
46:520].

Prescribes the time for depositing tax payments 
in Government depositories with respect to any 
calendar month as not earlier than the last day of 
the next succeeding calendar month [amending Public 
Law 591, 83rd Congress, section 6302(c) J. 


H. R, 7954. Mr. Reuss; January 3, 1956 (Veterans! 
Affairs). 


Increases the education and training allowances 
under the Veterans! Readjustment Assistance Act of

H, R. 7957. Mr. Robsion of Kentucky; January 3, 
1956 (Judiciary). 


Provides the death penalty for the willful 
destruction of any civil aircraft which is used in 
interstate commerce, if the person responsible 
therefor is convicted of any such crime which has 
resulted in the death of any person, or to life 
imprisonment if the jury shall in its discretion 
so direct. Provides a fine of not more than $10,- 
000 or imprisonment for not more than twenty years, 
or both, for the willful attempt to destroy such 
civil aircraft. 


H, R, 7958, Mr. Robsion of Kentucky; January 3, 
1956 (Judiciary). 


Provides the death penalty for the sabotage 
of aircraft when the United States is at war, or 
in times of national emergency as declared by the 
President or by Congress, with the intent to injure, 
interfere with, or obstruct the United States or 
any associate nation in preparing for or carrying 
on war or defense activities [amending U. S. C. 
18: 2153, 2155]. 


H, R. 7959. Mrs. St. George; January 3, 1956

Provides for a tax credit or refund to farmers 
for excise tax payments on gasoline and lubricating 
oils used or resold for use exclusively in farm 
tractors or farm machinery or for other agricultural 
purposes [amending Public Law 591, 83d Congress, 
Section 6416(b)(2)]. 


H. R. 7960, Mrs. St. George; January 3, 1956 
(Banking and Currency). 


National Flood Insurance Act of 1956 - Author- 
izes the Administrator of the Small Business Admin- 
istration to establish insurance and/or reinsurance 
against damages to or loss of privately owned real 
property due to any flood occurring within the 
United States, Permits such insurance to cover 
commercial, industrial, or residential property. 
Gives the Administrator the powers to prescribe 
(1) uniform premium rates for each type of insur- 
ance and/or reinsurance and (2) the terms and con- 
ditions under which such aid is to be given and 
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the areas within which each rate shall be applicable, 
Gives the Administrator the power by regulation to 
provide for the determination of (1) the types and 
location of property with respect to such insurance; 
(2) the nature and limit of loss or damage; (3) the 
rates, terms and conditions; and (4) such other 
matters as may be necessary to carry out the pro- 
visions of this Act. 

Limits the amount of insurance covering the 
loss or damage to any single piece of real property 
to $250,000, Authorizes the establishment of a 
National Flood Insurance Fund in the Treasury of 
the United States to finance such insurance and/or 
reinsurance, Provides for coordination with other 
programs having responsibilities for flood control 
and flood damage. 


H. R, 7961, Mr. Sieminski; January 3, 1956 
(Public Works). 


Requests that the Board of Engineers for 
Rivers and Harbors review the reports on the Hacken- 
sack River, New York and New Jersey with a view to 
relieving inundation and reclaiming the meadowlands

Appropriates $50,000 for a survey of historic 
sites, buildings, and objects owned and administered 
by the Federal Government for the purpose of deter- 
mining which possess exceptional value as commemorat- 
ing or illustrating the history of the United States, 


H. R, 7976, Mr. Thompson of New Jersey; January 3, 
1956 (Appropriations), 


Appropriates $50,000 for a nationwide survey 
of historic and archeologic sites, buildings, and 
objects which possess exceptional value as commemorat- 
ing or illustrating the history of the United States. 


H. R. 7977. Mr. Thompson of New Jersey; January 3, 
1956 (Ways and Means). 


Depressed Areas Act - Sets up a Depressed Areas 
Administration headed by a Depressed Areas Adminis- 
trator. Provides an advisory committee to advise 
the Administrator, Directs the Administration to 
establish an effective program to alleviate condi- 
tions of chronic unemployment in the States, De- 
fines a depressed area as one where not less than 
9 percent of the labor force has been unemployed for 
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18 months and where not less than 6 percent of 
the labor force has been unemployed for 3 years. 

Authorizes the Administrator to establish 
local industrial development committees to prepare 
plans and cost estimates for industrial and com- 
mercial facilities to attract new industries, Makes 
$100,000,000 available for loans up to two-thirds 
of the cost for construction of plants calculated 
to relieve communities. Authorizes the Adminis- 
trator to receive proposals for public facilities 
from local entities or to initiate programs by grant 
or loan for needed public facilities. Directs the 
Administration in making loans or grants to govern 
the amounts or conditions by the amounts and con- 
ditions of grants and loans provided for by similar 
Federal-State programs. 

Requires that all financing be done under 
regular Government fiscal metiiods and be treated 
as public debt transactions. Requires the Adminis- 
trator to make available lists of services and 
supplies available in distressed areas to each 
agency of the Federal Government engaged in procure- 
ment of supplies and services, and make available 
to depressed areas technical information, market 
research, and other forms of assistance, informa- 
tion, and advice. Extends the rapid amortization 
provisions of the Internal Revenue Code to new firms 
and facilities in such areas, Extends unemployment 
compensation for an additional 13 weeks to individ- 
uals in depressed areas who avail themselves of 
retaining opportunities. Provides for the process- 
ing of surplus food into a form suitable for home 
or institutional use in depressed areas. 

Directs the Secretary of Labor to prescribe 
and provide suitable reemployment training, voca- 
tional education, or vocational rekabilitation 
facilities to such areas, 


H, R. 7978. Mr. Thompson of New Jersey; January 3, 
1956 (Public Works). 


Grants the consent of Congress to an agree- 
ment between the State of New Jersey and the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania to construct and maintain 
a storage dam across the Delaware river at or near 
the area known as Wallpack Bend, but above the con- 
fluence with Flatbrook, and including the works and 
appurtenances of said dam and to maintain the 
reservoir above the dam for the purpose of impound- 
ing the waters of said river to provide a supply of 
water for domestic, commercial and industrial pur- 
poses and compensation flow, Such construction 
and maintenance shall be deemed to be a public 
project for the benefit of New Jersey and Pennsyl- 
vania.

Disaster Insurance Act of 1956 - Redesignates 
the Federal Civil Defense Act of 1950 (64 Stat. 1245) 
the Federal Disaster Act, and provides for a Fed- 
eral Disaster Administration in place of a Federal 
Civil Defense Administration. 

Under Title I of the bill the Federal Disaster 
Administrator is authorized to provide insurance 
or reinsurance, or both, against loss resulting 
from damage to or destruction of real or personal 
property due to natural disaster. The term “natural 
disaster" means any flood, tidal wave, hurricane, 
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tornado, blizzard, duststorm, hailstorm, or other 
severe storm, earthquake, explosion, landslide, 
snowslide, severe freeze, drought, smog, radioactive 
contamination or other air pollution, or volcanic 





eruption, The Administrator shall from time to time 
prescribe (1) premium rates for each type of insur- 
ance and reinsurance which he shall make available, 
and (2) terms and conditions upon which and areas 
within which each rate shall apply. Such rates 
shall be based upon consideration of the risks 
involved, and, in the judgment of the Administrator, 
shall be as nearly as practicable adequate to pro- 
vide sufficient funds to meet administrative and 
operating expenses and reserves for anticipated 
losses, consistent with the aim of offering insur- 
ance and reinsurance at rates reasonable enough to 
encourage prospective insurees or ceding companies 
to purchase such insurance or reinsurance respective- 
ly. The aggregate amount of insurance issued by the 
Administrator to any one person or State or local 
government shall not exceed $300,000, The liability, 
of the Administrator under insurance or reinsurance 
provided under this title (Title I) shall not exceed 
$2,000,000,000, at any one time. 

Under title II the Administrator is authorized 
to provide reasonable indemnity for war damage con- 
sisting of loss of or damage to real and personal 
property or loss of life or injury to or disease 
of persons, The Administrator may provide such 
indemnity by means of insurance, reinsurance, or 
otherwise affording (1) reasonable protection against 
loss or damage to real or personal property, (2) 
reasonable protection against such liability as may 
exist under any workmen's compensation act enacted 
by any State, District, Territory, or possession of 
the United States or by the Federal Government or 
occupational disease act, or by way of employer's 
liability under any such act or the common law for 
injury, disease or death suffered by an employee 
and arising out of or in the course of employment, 
(3) reasonable compensation for personal injury or 
death suffered by any civil defense worker in the 
performance of civil defense activities under appro- 
priate orders, (4) reasonable compensation for 
personal injury or death and loss of or damage to 
real or personal property incurred in the course of 
performing duties of a civil defense nature pursuant 
to the direction of the Administrator or State, 
District, Territorial, or local civil defense author- 
ities, or anyone operating under his or their direc- 
tion, and (5) reasonable compensation for personal 
injury, disease, or death caused by the perils of 
war. The Administrator shall not incur an aggregate 
liability under this title exceeding $10, 000, 000, - 
000 in the case of property. The term "war damage" 
as used in this title shall mean damage resulting 
from and the term "perils of war" shall mean perils 
resulting from (A) any hostile or warlike action 
by (i) any government or sovereign power or any 
authority maintaining or using military, naval, or 
air forces, or (ii) an agent of any such government, 
power, or forces; or (B) any action taken by any 
Federal, State, or local government agency in hinder- 
ing, combating, or defending against any such hostile 
or warlike action; or (C) disorder or other law- 
lessness accompanying the collapse of civil author- 
ity determined by the President to have resulted 
from any action referred to in clause (A) or (B) or 
from control by enemy forces. 





Amends the Act of September 30, 1950 which 
authorizes Federal assistance to States and local 
governments in major disasters (64 Stat, 1109) by 
transferring to the Federal Disaster Administrator 
the authority thereunder vested in the President; 
and by requiring evidence of the existence of a 
state fund for disaster relief in lieu of the 
present provision for assurance of expenditure of 
a reasonable amount of State or local funds,

Provides that with respect to the gain or loss 
on the disposition of property the following shall 
be considered property acquired from the decedent: 
in the case of decedents dying after December 31, 
1947, property which represents the surviving 
spouse's one-half share of community property held 
by the decedent and the surviving spouse under the 
community property laws of any State, Territory, 
or possession of the United States or any foreign 
country, and the surviving spouse's one-half share 
of property acquired with such community property, 
if at least one-half of the whole of the interest 
of both spouses in such property was includible in 
determining the value of the decedent's gross 
estate under other sections of the Internal Revenue 
Code,

National Pension Act - Provides for a pension 
of $100 a month to be paid to all American citizens 
over 65 and who have been citizens 10 years, to be 
administered by the Department of Health, Education, 
and Welfare,

(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Eliminates the provision in the Railroad Re- 
tirement Act which provides for reduction in a 
spouse's annuity on account of any annuity or monthly 
insurance benefit to which such spouse is entitled 
[amending U. S. C. 42:402; 45:228b(e), 228e]. 


H. R, 7983, Mr. Van Zandt; January 3, 1956 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Increases the widows' annuities by twenty- 
five percent under the Railroad Retirement Act.

Provides for effecting the disposition of the 
Illinois and Mississippi Canal, Authorizes the Secre- 
tary of the Army to acquire on behalf of the United 
States the fee simple title in and to the lands in 
the lake (known as Sinnissippi Lake) created by the 
Government dam constructed across Rock River between 
Sterling and Rock Falls, Illinois, Further author- 
izes the Secretary of the Army to repair and modify 
such canal, Directs the Secretary of the Army to 
transfer by quitclaim deed to the State of Illinois, 
without further consideration, the property of the 
canal, 


H. R. 7992, Mr. Vinson; January 3, 1956 (Armed 
Services). 


Provides basic authority for certain pro- 
visions now included in the Department of Defense 
Appropriation Act and the Civil Functions Appro- 
priations Act. 


H, R. 7993, Mr. Vinson; January 3, 1956 (Armed 
Services). 


Directs the President to undertake the con- 
struction of, or to acquire and convert, various 
modern naval vessels, Authorizes the President to 
commence design and advance procurement for a 
nuclear-powered aircraft carrier, Authorizes neces- 
sary appropriations, 
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H, R. 7994, Mr. Vinson; January 3, 1956 (Armed 
Services). 


Armed Forces Dependents Medical Care Act of 
1956 - Provides for an improved program of medical 
care for dependents of members of the Armed Forces. 
Authorizes medical care to dependents of members 
of the Armed Forces under the following optional 
plans: (A) in military medical facilities, subject 
to the availability of space, facilities, and capa- 
bilities of the medical staff, and (B) through 
an insurance plan. Provides that dependents of 
active duty personnel who elect to participate in 
an insurance plan or plans may elect to receive 
medical care under |the terms of this Act in either 
military or civilian medical facilities. 

Under plan (A) the Secretary of Defense is 
authorized to establish charges for subsistence 
provided dependents of members of the Armed Forces 
with medical care in military facilities, Permits 
additional charges to be imposed for outpatient 
care, but limits such charges to such amounts as 
may be established by the Secretary of Defense 
pursuant to special findings that such charges are 
necessary. 

Under plan (B) members of the Armed Forces are 
entitled to participate in an insurance plan upon 
the filing of an application to participate on forms 
provided by the Department of Defense. 

Limits medical care under this Act to the 
following: diagnosis; treatment of acute medical 
and surgical conditions; treatment of contagious 
diseases; immunization; and maternity and infant 
care, Specifically excludes hospitalization for 
domiliciary care and chronic diseases; nervous and 
mental disorders; and elective medical and surgical 
treatments as determined by the cognizant physician 
and prosthetic devices, hearing aids, orthopedic foot- 
wear and spectacles except where adequate civilian 
facilities are not available, 

Limits dental treatment to such emergency care 
as is necessary to relieve pain or suffering and is 
not authorized in civilian facilities except as a 
necessary adjunct to medical-surgical treatment,

Services). 


Provides that purchases and contracts under 
the Armed Services Procurement Act may be negotiated 
without advertising if determined to be necessary 
in the public interest during the period of nation- 
al emergency declared by Congress | amending U. S. C. 
41:151(c)]. 


H, R. 7996, Mr, Walter; January 3, 1956 (Banking 
and Currency). 


National Flood Insurance Act of 1956 - Author- 
izes the Secretary of Health, Education, and Wel- 
fare to provide, upon the payment of such premiums 
and subject to such terms and conditions as he 
may establish, either insurance or reinsurance, or 
both, against damage to or loss of privately owned 
property as a result of any flood as defined by 
the Secretary, occurring within the United States 
or its Territories and possessions, with such 
exceptions, as he may deem advisable, when such 
insurance or reinsurance cannot be obtained at 
reasonable rates from approved private insurers 
authorized to engage in the insurance business. 
The Secretary shall prescribe uniform rates, and 
the terms and conditions upon which each such rate

shall be based and the areas within which such 
rates shall apply. Such rates shall be based upon 
consideration of the risks involved and shall be 
sufficient, as nearly as may be practicable, to 
defray, in whole or in part, administrative and 
operating costs under this Act, Such rates shall 
be sufficient to provide for adequate reserves to 
cover loss and to encourage the participation of 
private insurers in the programs of insurance pro- 
vided by this Act, The term "property" includes 
land, interests in land, improvements on land 
which are permanently affixed thereto, and tangible 
personal property. 


H, R. 7997, Mr. Wharton; January 3, 1956 (Banking 
and Currency). 


National Disaster Insurance Corporation Act of 
1956 - Creates the National Disaster Insurance Cor- 
poration, The Corporation is authorized to provide 
such reinsurance of insurance companies against 
loss on account of insurance carried by such com- 
panies against damage to, or loss of, real or per- 
sonal property due to flood, tidal wave, earth- 
quake, or hurricane, occurring within the United 
States or its Territories, as may be necessary to 
enable such companies to provide insurance against 
such damage or loss where it would otherwise be 
unavailable, The Corporation shall prescribe 
premium rates for the reinsurance authorized by this 
Act upon consideration of (1) the risks involved, 
and (2) the desirability in the public interest 
of providing insurance protection which would not 
otherwise be available, The Corporation shall by 
regulation provide for the determination of (1) the 
types of property with respect to which reinsurance 
will be granted, (2) the nature and limits of losses 
or damage which may be covered by such reinsurance, 
(3) such matters as may be necessary to carry out 
the purposes of this Act, 


H. R. 7998, Mr. Williams of New Jersey; January 3, 
1956 (Ways and Means). 


Repeals the manufacturers! excise tax on 
electric floor polishers and waxers [amending U, S. 
C. 26:4121(a)). 


H. R, 7999, Mr. Williams of New Jersey; January 3, 
1956 (Judiciary). 


Immigration and Citizenship Act of 1955 - 
Provides for a general revision of the immigration, 
naturalization, nationality, and citizenship laws, 
and repeals the Immigration and Nationality Act (66 
Stat. 163), 

Title I (General) - Establishes a 3-member 
Immigration and Naturalization Commission, appointed 
by the President with Senate approval, to administer 
and enforce the immigration and citizenship laws. 

The tenure of the Commission shall be at the pleasure 
of the President, The Commission shall be respons- 
ible for the issuance of visas, admission of aliens, 
prevention of illegal entries, deportations, adjust- 
ments of status of aliens, investigation of petitions, 
for citizenship, and institution of proceedings with 
respect to various aspects of citizenship, Grants 
the Commission authority to establish overseas 
offices and to issue rules and regulations to carry 
out these functions, Removes the immigration and 
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naturalization functions from the State and Justice 
Departments, 

Creates a 9-member Board of Visa and Immigra- 
tion Appeals, appointed for 9-year terms by the 
President with Senate approval, to review all peti- 
tions for determinations relating to visas, rules 
and regulations of the Commission, and provisions 
and regulations of this Act. 

Subjects all proceedings of the Commission and 
the Board to the Administrative Procedure Act. All 
final orders of the Board, except visa denials, 
shall be subject to limited review by a United 
States court of appeals. 

Title II (Quota System) - Provides that the 
total annual number of quota immigrant visas to be 
issued shall be one-sixth of one percent of the 
United States population as determined by the most 
recent decennial census, Establishes the following 
preference groups: Family Unification (25-35 per- 
cent), Occupational (5-10 percent), Asylum (15-25 
percent), National Interest (20-25 percent), and 
Newcomer (not less than 20 percent), Subject to 
the approval of the President, the Commission shall 
annually determine, within the proportions noted, 
the number of quota visas to be issued within each 
group. Quota visas unused on December 31 shall be 
reallocated to the Newcomer group, or to such other 
groups as the Commission directs, within the maxi- 
mums fixed. During a declared national emergency 
the President may suspend or reallocate quota visas 
without regard to percentage limitations. 

Visas within the Newcomer group shall be issued 
on a first-come-first-serve basis, and within the 
remaining groups under such priorities as the Com- 
mission may determine. A minimum of one-half of 
one percent of the Newcomer visas shall be assigned 
to each nation (independent state, self-governing 
dominion, mandated or trust territory, colony, pos- 
session, or dependency) having a population of 
200,000, to be used by citizens or residents of that 
nation, Restricts the number of Newcomer visas to 
be issued annually to any one nation to 10 percent 
of the total allotted to the Newcomer group. 

Title III (Immigration and Deportation) - 
Broadens the list of excludible aliens to include 
an alien who is seeking entry to engage in activ- 
ities prejudicial to the United States, who has 
been convicted of violating narcotics laws, who 
would actually displace an American worker, who has 
been convicted of a crime involving moral turpitude, 
or against whom there remains open and undisposed 
of a charge of such a crime, who has advocated or 
taught, or been affiliated with any organization 
which advocated or teaches subversive doctrine, 
unless such activities were terminated at least 5 
years prior to the application for admission and 
the admission would not be against the public inter- 
est, and who has aided illegal entries. 

Assures admission to an alien issued a visa 
or reentry permit, unless one of several contin- 
gencies occurs: the visa or reentry permit was 
procured by fraud, new evidence indicates that the 
alien was not entitled to the document, the alien 
was a stowaway, etc, Requires the examination and 
inspection of all arriving aliens, other than those 
who are not excludible, and the prompt deportation 
of those not entitled to admission. Provides that 
aliens lawfully admitted shall be deported if they 
obtained admission through fraud, entered without 
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inspection, violated a condition of admission, 
become public charges within 5 years after admis- 
sion for reasons not arising after admission, are 
convicted of a crime involving moral turpitude with- 
in 5 years after entry and sentenced and confined 
for one year, are sentenced more than once for such 
crimes within 10 years after entry, convicted at 

any time after entry of any crime involving com- 
mercialized vice or narcotic traffic, or, within 5 
years prior to the issuance of a warrant of arrest 
in deportation proceedings, advocated or taught 

or were affiliated with organizations which advo- 
cated or taught subversive doctrines, However, such 
an exclusion or deportation may be effected only 
after a hearing and only on the basis of the record 
adduced at the hearing, 

Prohibits the deportation of an alien: (1) 
lawfully admitted for residence prior to his l4th 
birthday, (2) who has lived in the United States 
for 20 years or more other than as a nonimmigrant 
or a fugitive from a criminal charge, the conviction 
of which would be a ground for deportation, or (3) 
for an act or omission to act or a criminal convic- 
tion which occurred more than ten years prior to 
the issuance of the warrant for arrest in a deporta- 
tion proceeding, 

Permits aliens who are to be deported to select 
the country to which they wish to go, if the country 
in question will receive them, unless the choice 
will be prejudicial to the interests of the United 
States, If the alien cannot produce his acceptance 
by a country of his own choosing, the Commission will 
arrange the deportation, Prohibits the deportation 
of an alien to any nation in which he would be 
subjected to persecution because of his race, reli- 
gion, or political beliefs, 

Subjects alien crewmen to immigration laws 
governing issuance of visas, admission, exclusion 
and deportation of aliens generally. Authorizes 
the Commission to waive any provision which would 
otherwise bar a crewman from admission and permit 
his temporary landing, if it will not endanger the 
health and safety of the United States. 

Requires the registration of every alien 16 
years or older, or if under 16, his registration 
by his parent or guardian, who remains in the United 
States for 30 days or more, Requires registered 
aliens within the United States on January 1 of any 
year to notify the Attorney General of his current 
address and any other additional information required. 
Registered aliens shall also notify the Attorney 
General of any change of address within 30 days 
after the change is made, Any willful failure or 
refusal to comply with these registration require- 
ments, or any fraudulent compliance shall be subject 
to criminal penalties, Establishes in the office 
of the Commission a central index of aliens admitted 
into or excluded from the United States, and makes 
available to the Commission, any records of any 
agency as to the identity and location of any aliens 
in the United States. 

Title IV (Citizenship and Naturalization) - 
Broadens the category of citizens at birth and 
abolishes the distinction between citizens and 
nationals, Provides general requirements for 
naturalization and requires that the petitioner 
have an understanding of the English language, in- 
cluding the ability to read and speak it, with 
exceptions, have a knowledge and understanding of 





the fundamental history, principles, and form of 
government of the United States, have been a resi- 
dent of the United States for 5 years prior to 
filing the petition, with certain exceptions, and 
be a person of good moral character, attached to 
the principles of the Constitution, and well dis- 
posed to the good order and happiness of the United 
States, 

Extends the list of persons ineligible for 
naturalization to include an alien who within 5 
years prior to filing petitions, or at any time 
subsequent thereto, advocated or taught or was 
affiliated with any organization which advocated 
or taught subversive doctrine, and, an alien who 
applied for and was granted an exemption or dis- 
charge from the armed services of the United States 
or the National Security Training Corps, on the 
ground that he was an alien, 

Provides that any alien who resides in the 
United States for one year following his lawful 
admission shall be considered as permanently resid- 
ing in the United States notwithstanding temporary 
absences to perform bona fide religious functions, 
or services for the United States Government, a pub- 
lic international organization of which the United 
States is a member, an American research institu- 
tion or philanthropic agency, or certain American 
corporations, 

Permits the spouse of a citizen to be natural- 
ized after one year of residence and permits child- 
ren (including adopted children) under the age of 
18 to apply for derivative citizenship, Permits 
naturalization on an affirmation rather than by an 
oath in the case of a person whose religion forbids 
the taking of an oath, 

Provides procedure for naturalization and the 
revocation of such naturalization, and authorizes 
the cancellation of naturalization where it appears 
to the Commission that naturalization was obtained 
illegally or fraudulently, but prohibits the insti- 
tution of a revocation proceeding more than ten years 
after the naturalization order was issued, 

Limits the causes for loss of citizenship to 
(1) renunciation of United States citizenship, (2) 
obtaining naturalization in a foreign country, (3) 
desertion in time of war, (4) leaving the country 
to avoid military service, (5) conviction for trea- 
son, or (6) attempting to overthrow the United 
States Government by force of arms. Loss of citizen- 
ship, in the case of voluntarily taking an oath of 
allegiance, or serving in the Armed Forces of a 
foreign State after having acquired its nationality, 
may only result from a decree of a United States 
court in a proceeding brought by the Commission for 
forfeiture of citizenship in which the Commission 
sustained the burden of proving the alleged acts, 

Permits a person with respect to whose citizen- 
ship the United States has raised a substantial 
doubt, to institute a suit for a declaratory judg- 
ment as to his citizenship, Requires the Commis- 
sion, if such person is outside the United States 
and the court finds that the suit was instituted 
in good faith and has a substantial basis, to issue 
a certificate of identity to allow such person to 
enter the United States to prosecute his suit. 

Title V (Miscellaneous) - Establishes a 14- 
member Joint Committee on Immigration and Naturali- 
zation Policy composed of members of the Judiciary, 
Foreign Relation, and Labor and Public Welfare 
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Committees of the Senate, and members of the 
Judiciary, Foreign Affairs, and Education and Labor 
Committees of the House of Representatives, The 
Joint Committee shall make a continuous study of 
the administration of this Act, and its effect on 
the foreign policy, national security, the economy 
and social welfare of, and labor conditions in, 

the United States and such other conditions, within 
and without the United States, having a bearing on 
the immigration and the citizenship policy of the 
United States. Requires the Commission, the Secre- 
tary of State, and the Attorney General to keep the 
Joint Committee fully and currently informed and 

to consult with the Joint Committee as to the admin- 
istration of the Act. 


H, R, 8000, Mr. Williams of Mississippi; January 3, 
1956 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Provides that no air carrier shall serve 
alcoholic beverages to passengers (including beer 
and wine) while in flight within the United States 
[amending U. S. C. 49:560], 


H. R, 8001, Mr. Wilson of California; January 3, 
1956 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


Provides for the conservation and efficient 
utilization of our food resources based upon 
fisheries and stimulates the development of a strong, 
prosperous, efficient, thriving domestic commercial 
fisheries industry, Establishes the Office of 
Assistant Secretary of Commerce for Commercial 
Fisheries, Provides that with a view to keeping 
the commercial fisheries industry and the Govern- 
ment informed, the Assistant Secretary shall conduct 
continuing studies and periodically report on (1) 
Production and flow to market of domestically pro- 
duced fishery commodities, (2) Trends in production 
of fishery commodities, etc. 


H. R, 8002. Mr. Zablocki; January 3, 1956 (Post 
Office and Civil Service). 


Civil Service Appeal and Grievance Procedures 
Act of 1954 - Provides that no person in the classi- 
fied civil service (including veterans preference 
eligibles) shall, who has completed a probationary 
or trial period of employment, be reduced in grade 
or compensation or debarred from future employment 
except for such cause as will promote the efficiency 
of such service and for reasons given in writing, 

Directs at least thirty days written notice 
of proposed action to effect the removal, suspen- 
sion for more than thirty days, or reduction in 
grade or compensation of persons above described 
except where there is reasonable cause to believe 
such person to be guilty of a crime for which a 
sentence of imprisonment can be imposed, Permits 
such employee to answer such charges personally 
and in writing and allows him a reasonable time to 
do so. Provides for a right of appeal from an 
adverse decision on the answer to a board of appeals 
established by the department (the authority for 
which is herein provided) with a further appeal to 
the Civil Service Commission, 

Eliminates the present requirement for filing 
of an answer to charges as one of the conditions 
to reinstatement and provides for payment of 
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compensation upon reinstatement for that period 

in which no compensation was paid when such action 

is determined to be unjustified or unwarranted either 
as a result of the determination of the merits of 

the case or because of procedural error. Provides 
for a similar result in cases of unwarranted reduc- 
tion in pay and extends such provision to persons 
enjoying veterans preference. 

Directs the head of each department to estab- 
lish, install, develop, maintain, and operate pro- 
cedures for the prompt, economical, and just settle- 
ment of disputes arising from personnel actions, 
and of grievances and complaints arising in the 
department. Designs such procedures toward: (1) 
settlement of disputes at the lowest practicable 
supervisory level; (2) establishment of a board of 
appeals for determination of disputes not resolved 
under (1) supra, in each major center of activity 
of the department concerned, and in any other 
center of activity of such department where the 
head thereof determines that such a board is desir- 
able to carry out the purposes hereof; (3) consulta- 
tion with representatives of organizations of the 
Government in connection with the establishment, 
development, and operation of procedures for the 
settlement of such disputes, grievances, and com- 
plaints; (4) equitable representation on the board 
of appeals of members of Government employees 
organizations; (5S) training of supervisory employ- 
ees to perform duties described in (1) supra. 
Directs the Civil Service Commission to promulgate 
regulations which shall be observed by the head of 
the department in the conduct of his procedures 
for the settlement of disputes arising from per- 
sonnel actions [amending U. S. C. 5:652]. 


H. R. 8098. Mr. Bailey; January 5, 1956 
(Veterans' Affairs). 


Permits payments to State or Territorial homes 
for disabled soldiers and sailors regardless of 
whether the home primarily furnished domiciliary 
care or hospital care. Requires that the person 
on whose account the payment is made be eligible 
for care in a Veterans' Administration facility 
[amending U. S. C. 24:134]. 


H. R. 8099. Mr. Bailey; January 5, 1956 
(Ways and Means). 


Provides for the further regulation of the 
foreign commerce of the United States by establish- 
ing import quotas under specified and technical 
conditions, Declares that industries producing 
articles or merchandise for shipment to the United 
States from other countries may be classified with 
respect to the average wage payments made to their 
workers into six groups ranging from 15 percent of 
the domestic rate to 50 percent or more of the 
domestic rate. Provides that the magnitude of im- 
ports of a particular product shall be measured by 
the share of domestic consumption that is supplied 
by such imports in competition with or displace- 
ment of the like or directly competitive product 
manufactured, processed or produced by domestic 
producers. Declares that such share shall be com- 
puted in terms of physical quantity so far as a 
common basis of measure exists; otherwise in terms 
of dollar volume, Provides for the grouping of the 
successive magnitudes into nine categories ranging 
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from those in which imports represent or displace 
less than 5 percent of the actual or estimated 
domestic consumption during any one of the two 
years next preceding the most current 12 month 
period with respect to which the facts can be 
ascertained with reasonable accuracy to those in 
which imports represent more than 90 percent of 
domestic consumption, 

Declares that any import quota established 
under the authority of this Act shall be reviewed 
by the Tariff Commission before the end of the 
first year after the effective date and shall be 
adjusted to give effect to any material change in 
the volume of actual or estimated domestic con- 
sumption of the product in question during such 
year. Makes provisions for special adjustments 
in the import quota. Further provides for the 
administration of the Act, 


H, R, 8100, Mr. Durham; January 5, 1956 (Armed 
Services). 


Authorizes the President to lend two sub- 
marines to the Government of Brazil for a period 
of not more than five years with provision for 
the return of such in substantially the same con- 
dition as when loaned, 


H. R, 8101, Mr. Durham; January 5, 1956 (Armed 
Services). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Army to trans- 
fer to the Government of New Zealand without com- 
pensation twenty-five German war paintings depict- 
ing New Zealand troops, 


H, R. 8102. Mr. Durham; January 5, 1956 
(Armed Services). 


Provides that moneys arising from deductions 
made from carriers on account of the loss of or 
damage to military or naval material in transit 
for account of the Departments of the Army, Navy, 
or Air Force shall be credited to the proper appro- 
priation, account, or fund out of which such similar 
material may be replaced, 


H. R. 8103, Mr, Baker; January 5, 1956 (Agri- 
culture). 


Provides that the burley tobacco allotment 
for 1956 shall not be reduced below the quota for 
1955, 


H. R. 8104, Mr. Bennett of Florida; January 5, 
1956 (Post Office and Civil Service). 


Authorizes the transmission in the mails 
at the rate provided for books of cumulative folders 
containing individual school records of students in 
public elementary and secondary schools [amending 
U. S. C. 39:292a(e)]. 


H. R, 8105. Mr. Bentley; January 5, 1956 
(Agriculture). 


Provides that wheat for seeding purposes which 
has been treated with poisonous substances shall 
not be classified as unfit for human consumption. 





H, R, 8106, Mr. Boland; January 5, 1956 (Public 
Works). 


Authorizes the construction of the Little- 
ville Reservoir project, Massachusetts, 


H. R, 8107. Mr. Brooks of Louisiana; January 5, 
1956 (Armed Services). 


Amends the Armed Forces Reserve Act of 1952, 
as amended, by deleting subsection (d) of section 
262 which prescribes certain pay, allowances, and 
ae for six months trainees [amending 69 Stat. 

lj. 


H. R, 8108, Mr. Broyhill; January 5, 1956 (Public 
Works). 


Authorizes the sum of $250,000 to be made 
available to the Interstate Commission to enable 
it to make a full and complete investigation and 
study leading to (1) the development of a compre- 
hensive master plan designed to end the pollution 
of the Potomac River in the Washington Metropolitan 
Area, and (2) the preparation of proposals for 
legislation necessary to carry it out. Provides 
for grants to the States and their political sub- 
divisions, under certain conditions, aggregating 
not more than $10,000,000 to enable them to con- 
struct treatment works designed to alleviate the 
pollution of the Potomac River during the period 
of investigation, 


H. R, 8109, Mr. Buckley; January 5, 1956 (Public 
Works). 


Niagara Redevelopment Act of 1956 - Directs 
the Federal Power Commission to issue a license 
for the construction and operation of a power 
project under the treaty between the United States 
and Canada utilizing the Niagara River waters, to 
the New York State Power Authority, an instrumental- 
ity of the State of New York. Requires such power 
to be developed and distributed for the primary 
benefit of rural and domestic consumers of power, 
and secondarily for the benefit of enterprises 
operated for profit, such as industries and private 
utilities, Requires the New York State Power 
Authority to build, acquire, or to secure through 
contract the use of transmission lines and to make 
appropriate wheeling arrangements, Requires the 
New York State Power Authority to build a park and 
a scenic parkway on the American side of the Niagara 
River leading to the falls, 


H. R, 8110. Mr. Celler; January 5, 1956 
(Judiciary). 


Incorporates the National Music Council. 


H, R. 8111. Mr. Christopher; January 5, 1956 
(Veterans! Affairs). 


Increases veterans' pensions for non-service 
connected permanent and total disability to $85 
(now $63) per month, Increases such pension to 
$105 (now $75) per month where the eligible per- 
son has held such rating for an aggregate (now 
continuous) period of 10 years or has reached the 
age of sixty-five years, and to $150 (now $129) 
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per month where the eligible person, on account 

of his age or physical or mental disabilities, 
becomes so helpless or blind as to require an 
attendant, Raises the income limit to entitle 
unmarried persons who have an annual income of 
$1,800 (now $1,400) and married persons or those 
with minor children to have an annual income of 
$3,000 (now $2,700) to receive such pension [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 38:ch, 12A, Note; Vets. Reg. l(a), 

pt. III). 


H. R. 8112, Mr. Dague; January 5, 1956 (Banking 
and Currency). 


Amends the Small Business Act of 1953 by (1) 
deleting provisions which place a limitation of 
$150,000, 000 on loans for plant construction, etc., 
and a limitation of $25,000,000 on loans for dis- 
aster relief, and (2) fixing a limitation of 
$175,000,000 on loans for plant construction and 
disaster relief combined [amending U. S. C. 15:633], 


H. R, 8113, Mr. Dawson of Utah; January 5, 1956 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Provides for quadrennial election (beginning 
in 1958) of a Governor and Lieutenant Governor of 
the Territory of Alaska, Establishes tenure of 
office, qualifications, and mode of election, Pro- 
vides for succession to office, and for impeachment, 
Fixes the salary at $15,000 for the Governor and 
$12,500 for the Lieutenant Governor. 


H, R, 8114, Mr. Denton; January 5, 1956 (Ways 
and Means), 


Depressed Areas Act - Sets up a Depressed 
Areas Administration headed by a Depressed Areas 
Administrator. Provides an advisory committee to 
advise the Administrator. Directs the Administra- 
tion to establish an effective program to alleviate 
conditions of chronic unemployment in the States. 
Defines a depressed area as one where not less than 
9 percent of the labor force has been unemployed 
for 18 months and where not less than 6 percent of 
the labor force has been unemployed for eight years. 

Authorizes the Administrator to establish 
local industrial development committees to prepare 
plans and cost estimates for industrial and com- 
mercial facilities to attract new industries. Makes 
$100,000,000 available for loans up to two-thirds 
of the cost for construction of plants calculated 
to relieve communities, Authorizes the Adminis- 
trator to receive proposals for public facilities 
from local entities or to initiate programs by grant 
or loan for needed public facilities. Directs 
the Administration in making loans or grants to 
govern the amounts or conditions by the amounts 
and conditions of grants and loans provided for by 
similar Federal-State programs, 

Requires that all financing be done under 
regular Government fiscal methods and be treated 
as public debt transactions, Requires the Adminis- 
trator to make available lists of services and 
supplies available in distressed areas to each 
agency of the Federal Government engaged in procure- 
ment of supplies and services, and make available 
to depressed areas technical information, market 
research, and other forms of assistance, informa- 
tion, and advice. Extends the rapid amortization 
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provisions of the Internal Revenue Code to new 
firms and facilities in such areas, Extends un- 
employment compensation for an additional 13 weeks 
to individuals in depressed areas who avail them- 
selves of retaining opportunities. Provides for 
the processing of surplus food into a form suitable 
for home or institutional use in depressed areas, 

Directs the Secretary of Labor to prescribe 
and provide suitable reemployment training, voca- 
tional education, or vocational rehabilitation 
facilities to such areas, 


H, R, 8115, Mr. Dodd; January 5, 1956 (Public 
Works). 


Increases to $30,000,000 (now $10,000, 000) 
the amount authorized as an emergency relief fund 
by section 7 of the Federal-aid Highway Act of 1952 
for the repair and construction of highways and 
bridges damaged as a result of a disaster over a 
wide area [amending 67 Stat. 161]. 


H, R. 8116, Mr. Dodd; January 5, 1956 (Banking 
and Currency). 


Increases to $12,000 (now $7,000) the maximum 
principal amount of a mortgage that may be insured 
by the Federal Housing Authority to enable recon- 
struction of a single family home which has been 
destroyed or damaged in a major disaster, Increases 
by $60,000,000 the insurance authorization of the 
Federal Housing Administration so as to provide the 
Administration with adequate authorization to meet 
the increased demand for insurance resulting from 
the enactment of this Act [amending U. S. C. 12: 
1709(h), 1715(h) J 


H. R, 8117, Mr. Dodd; January 5, 1956 (Banking 
and Currency). 


Provides express statutory authority for 
channeling Federal procurement contracts into 
areas of major disasters, Gives the President of 
the United States the authority to decide when an 
area is important to the economic mobilization 
base and vests him with the authority and dis- 
cretion to place into operation such a procurement 
program. Provides that upon a finding that an 
area is an important source of goods or services 
needed in the event of economic mobilization, the 
President is directed to arrange for awarding 
negotiated contracts for procuring materials or 
services needed by the Federal Government from 
major disaster victims capable of satisfactory 
performance. Increases to $15 million (now $5 
million) the amount authorized to be appropriated 
to carry out the purposes of the Federal Disaster 
Relief Act. 


H, R. 8118, Mr. Dodd; January 5, 1956 (Banking 
and Currency). 


Small Business Administration Catastrophe 
Loan Amendments Act of 1956 - Extends the maxi- 
mum maturity for catastrophe business loans to 
twenty years, making this period the maximum 
maturity for all of the Small Business Administra- 
tion catastrophe loans, Establishes a statutory 
maximum of three percent as the interest rate for 
all Small Business Administration catastrophe 
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loans, Directs the Small Business Administration 

to use its general powers to channel Federal procure- 
ment contracts to small business enterprises in 

major disaster areas [amending 67 Stat. 232]. 


H, R. 8119, Mr. Dodd; January 5, 1956 (Banking 
and Currency). 


Amends the Small Business Act of 1953 by (1) 
deleting provisions which place a limitation of 
$150,000,000 on loans for plant construction, etc., 
and a limitation of $25,000,000 on loans for dis- 
aster relief, and (2) fixing a limitation of 
$200, 000,000 for these combined purposes [amending 
U. S. C. 15:633]. 


H, R. 8120. Mr. Dodd; January 5, 1956 (Banking 
and Currency). 


Makes it possible for needy disaster victims 
to obtain rent-free shelter in Government controlled 
housing, Authorizes the President of the United 
States to contract with each Government authority 
making such housing available. Such contracts may 
provide for annual contributions to the authority 
to the extent necessary to make up the deficit in 
operating expenses caused by permitting such rent 
free occupancy. 


H, R, 8121, Mr. Dodd; January 5, 1956 (Public 
Works). 


Authorizes construction of the Cold River 
Reservoir in New Hampshire and the Littleville 
Reservoir in Massachusetts, 


H., R, 8122, Mr. Dodd; January 5, 1956 (Banking 
and Currency). 


Temporary Housing Disaster Relief Stockpiling 
Act of 1956 - Enables the Housing and Home Finance 
Administrator to establish and maintain an adequate 
stockpile of temporary housing at suitable loca- 
tious throughout the nation, Requires the Admin- 
istrator to dismantle 1,000 units of temporary 
housing provided under the Defense Housing and 
Community Facilities and Services Act of 1951, and 
store and maintain such units as a stockpile to be 
available for immediate use in the event of a major 
disaster, Directs the Administrator to store these 
houses at various locations in the continental 
United States. Provides that rent for such houses 
shall not exceed a rate sufficient to cover the 
cost of operating and maintaining the unit occupied 
and a proportionate share of common operating and 
maintenance costs of the project. 


H. R, 8123. Mr. Ellsworth; January 5, 1956 
(Veterans! Affairs). 


Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans' 
Affairs to convey a tract of 125 acres of land to 
the city of Roseburg, Oregon, for park purposes, 
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H. R. 8124, Mr. Ellsworth; January 5, 1956 
(Banking and Currency). 


Amends the Small Business Act of 1953 by (1) 
deleting provisions which place a limitation of 
$150,000,000 on loans for plant construction, etc., 
and a limitation of $25,000,000 on loans for 
disaster relief, and (2) fixing a limitation of 
$175,000,000 on loans for plant construction and 
a relief combined [amending U. S. C, 15: 
633]. 


H. R. 8125, Mr. Fenton; January 5, 1956 (Ways 
and Means), 


Lowers the tax rate of $9 on barrel beer to 
$7 with respect to the first 100,000 barrels of 
beer brewed by any brewer in each fiscal year 
commencing on and after July 1, 1955. On and 
after April 1, 1956 the rate would be further 
lowered to $6, and the rate of $9 otherwise appli- 
cable would be lowered to $8 [amending U. S. C. 26: 
5051 (a) ].

Affairs).

H. R, 8128, Mr. Gross; January 5, 1956 
(Agriculture). 


Agricultural Equality Act of 1956 - Directs 
the Secretary of Agriculture to ascertain and 
determine for each year the average cost of pro- 
duction to the farmers of each agricultural prod- 
uct (herein described). Requires the Secretary 
to determine at the beginning of each marketing 
year (which fact shall be designated by the Secre- 
tary) an average-cost-of-production price, at the 
principal interior primary markets or centers of 
distribution, which shall be equal to the average 
cost of production of such agricultural product. 
Prescribes that the Secretary shall annually, prior 
to each planting season, estimate with respect to

before transacting business with a producer, Pro- 
vides that purchasers pay the producer the world 
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price on products for export when the world price 
is lower than the cost-of-production price on 
domestic consumption and warehouse reserves. 
Requires dealers in foreign trade and export to 
file a reasonable and sufficient bond that they 
will not dispose of any export quantities in the 
domestic market, except to processors or manu- 
facturers, the latter being first required to file 
bond that they will not dispose of the finished or 
semifinished product in the domestic market or 
warehouse reserve, 

Provides that if the quantity and percentage 
estimated for domestic consumption and warehouse 
reserve is insufficient then the Secretary may 
supply such out of export quantities still owned 
by the producers at the cost-of-production price 
plus storage and expenses, Further provides that 
if the quantity and percentage estimated for do- 
mestic consumption and warehouse reserve is more 
than sufficient, then the Secretary shall allow 
the same for domestic consumption and warehouse 
reserve the following year and reduce by an equal 
amount his estimate for domestic consumption and 
warehouse reserve. 

Penalizes violations of the provisions hereof 
by a maximum $5,000 and/or imprisonment for one 
year,

The aggregate amount of insurance or reinsurance 
under this Act covering loss of or damage to a 
single item of property shall not exceed $25,000, 
except in case of property owned by public corpora- 
tions.

interests which may be included therein; the 
maximum amount of insurance which may be provided 
thereunder; the respective geographical areas 
within the United States within which each such 
type of direct insurance contract is to be 
effective; coinsurance provisions; and such other 
matters relating to direct insurance and the 
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direct insurance program as may be necessary to 
carry out such program. 

The Administrator is authorized, in his 
discretion, to require that each direct insurance 
contract shall contain provisions limiting liability 
of the Federal Government under such contract, to 
the amount of $50,000, and for liability in a 
percentage amount up to 80 percent of claims in 
excess of $50,000,

(now $4,000) regardless of the amount of his gross 
income; or (4) the combined gross income for the 
taxable year of a husband and wife living together 
exceeds $2,000 (now $4,000) or such combined gross 
sales or gross receipts exceeds $5,000 (now $4,000). 
Increases the rates of tax. Effective December 31, 
1944, 

Requires every fiduciary to file a return for 
every individual for whom he acts (1) having a gross 
income for the taxable year of $1,000 (now $4,000) 
or over if single or if not living with husband or 
wife; (2) having a gross income for the taxable 
year of $2,000 (now $4,000) or over if married and 
living with his wife, Such fiduciary must file a 
return for every estate for which he acts, the gross 
income of which for the taxable year is $1,000 (now 
$4,000) or over; every trust for which he acts, the 
gross income of which for the taxable year is $1,000 
(now $100) or over. 

Allows the following personal exemptions and 
credit for dependents: (a) $1,000 for a single 
person or a married person not living with husband 
or wife (now provision for $4,000 exemption for 
taxpayer); (b) continues the $500 exemption for 
each dependent except that no exemption shall be 
allowed in respect of a married dependent who has 
made a joint return with his spouse for the taxable 
year beginning in such calendar year, 

Changes the rate of tax on the income of in- 
dividuals as follows: (1) 2% percent of the first 
$5,000 of taxable income; (2) 3 percent on the next 
$5,000 of taxable income; (3) 3% percent of the 
next $5,000 of taxable income; (4) 4 percent on the 
next $5,000 of taxable income; (5) 4% percent of 
the next $5,000 of taxable income; and (6) 5 percent 
on the taxable income in excess of $25,000, Under 
present law the rate of tax is (1) 2% percent on 
the first $5,000; (2) 3 percent on the next $5,000;

Imposes a sales tax on the sale of charges 
to subscribers for local telephone service except 
with respect to sales of local telephone service 
rendered by means of a coin-operated telephone 
available to the public unless it is furnished to 
a subscriber for a guaranteed amount. 

Includes a part of the "sales price" for tax 
purposes amounts charged for any cover, minimum, 
entertainment, or other service in hotels, restau- 
rants, cafes, bars, and other establishments where 
meals, food, or drinks, or other like tangible prop- 
erty is furnished for a consideration, Excludes 
from the term "sales price", for tax purposes, 
amounts charged for the installation of instruments, 
wires, poles, switchboards, apparatus, and equip- 
ment in connection with local telephone service. 

Includes in the definition of "sale" or "sell- 
ing" for tax purposes, rentals, leases, licenses, 
or rights to reproduce or use. 

Increases taxes on alcoholic beverages as 
follows: (1) 20 percent on every wine-gallon of 
wine containing more than 14 percent alcohol by 
volume (now containing 14 percent or less by volume); 
(2) 45 percent (now 30 percent) on every wine- 
gallon of wine containing 14 percent of alcohol by 
volume, and champagne, sparkling wine and any wine 
artificially carbonated; (3) $1.25 (now $1) on 
every wine-gallon of spirits. Continues the $1.25 
rate on every wine-gallon of alcohol. Increases 
to $3.00 (now $1.25) the tax for every barrel of 
beer containing not more than thirty-one gallons, 

Authorizes $11,000,000 for fiscal year 1957 
and for each fiscal year thereafter toward defray- 
ing the expenses of the Government of the District 
of Columbia. 

Imposes an admission tax of 1 cent for each 
50 cents as herein specified,

producers. Declares such share shall be computed 
in terms of physical quantity so far as a common 
basis of measure exists; otherwise in terms of 
dollar volume. Provides for the grouping of the 
successive magnitudes into nine categories ranging 
from those in which imports represent or displace 
less than 5 percent of the actual or estimated 
domestic consumption during any one of the two years 
next preceding the most current 12 month period 
with respect to which the facts can be ascertained 
with reasonable accuracy to those in which imports 
represent more than 90 percent of domestic consump- 
tion. 

Declares that any import quota established 
under the authority of this Act shall be reviewed 
by the Tariff Commission before the end of the 
first year after the effective date and shall be 
adjusted to give effect to any material change in 
the volume of actual or estimated domestic consump- 
tion of the product in question during such year. 
Makes provision for special adjustments in the 
import quota, Further provides for the adminis- 
tration of the Act.

National Flood Indemnity Act of 1956 - 
Proposes to promote the general welfare by making 
available two programs - (1) a program of flood 
indemnities in cooperation with the various States, 
and (2) a program of reinsurance of private insur- 
ers who insure against flood risks, Authorizes the 
Administrator of the Housing and Home Finance 
Administration to issue indemnity contracts to per- 
sons for damage to or loss of real property, busi- 
ness inventories, Stored agricultural commodities, 
household effects, and other such personal property 
as he may determine, resulting from floods, Re- 
quires the payment of a fee by the person indemni- 
fied and authorizes the Administrator to determine 
by regulation the types and location of property 
and the nature and limits of damage or loss which 
may be covered, as well as the fees, terms, and 
conditions of such contracts, 

Limits the maximum coverage in the favor of 
any one person at $250,000 per contract, Limits 
the liability of the United States at any one time 
at $1,900 million, but permits the President to 
increase this amount by not to exceed $1] billion. 
Permits the Administrator to determine the aggregate 
amount which may be in force at any time in partic- 
ular geographical areas. 

Authorizes the Administrator to reinsure 
private insurance companies against loss on account 
of insurance issued by such companies against flood 
risks, covering real or personal property. Author- 
izes the Administrator to select the plans of re- 
insurance which he believes will best effectuate 
the purposes of this Act. Limits such reinsurance 





only where such insurance would not otherwise be 
available, Permits him to prescribe premium rates 
which shall be based on the risks involved, in the 
judgment of the Administrator, so as to establish 

a reserve for all losses. Gives the Administrator 
specific authority to determine by regulation the 
terms and conditions of policies of insurance against 
flood risks, which are issued by private companies 
who are reinsured under this Act, including (1) the 
types of property to be covered, (2) the maximum 
premium rate to be charged, and (3) the nature and 
limits of the losses to be covered, 

Prohibits the Administrator from providing 
reinsurance when it is available at reasonable rates 
and upon reasonable terms from private sources. 
Limits reinsurance in force at any one time to $100 
million, 

Establishes in the Housing and Home Finance 
Agency a new constituent unit to be known as the 
Federal Flood Indemnity Administration, The new 
unit is to be headed by a Commissioner appointed 
by the Administrator. Authorizes the Administrator 
to establish a Federal Flood Reinsurance Fund to 
finance the provisions of this Act, Authorizes the 
Administrator to consult with Federal interstate, 
State, and local agencies having responsibilities 
for land use, flood control, flood zoning, and flood 
damage prevention, for the purpose of coordinating 
the respective programs. Directs the Secretary of 
Agriculture and the Administrator to coordinate the 
administration of their respective programs con- 
cerning indemnities, insurance and reinsurance on 
agricultural commodities. 

Exempts all claims under this Act from attach- 
ment, levy, or garnishment or any other legal process 
or to deduction because of any indebtedness of the 


insured or his estate to the United States, except 
claims of the United States under the Act.

(1) deleting provisions which place a limitation 
of $150,000, 000 on loans for plant construction, 
etc., and a limitation of $25,000,000 on loans for 
disaster relief, and (2) fixing a limitation of 
$175,000, 000 on loans for plant construction and 
disaster relief combined [amending U. S. C, 15:633].

Prohibits insurance companies of an interstate 
character from issuing group health, hospitaliza- 
tion, and accident insurance which can be cancelled 
after a period of three years for any reason except 
nonpayment of premium, Provides criminal penalties.

Directs the Secretary of Agriculture, in 
furtherance of the provisions of the Soil Conserva- 
tion and Domestic Allotment Act, to designate local 
administrative areas as units for administration of 
programs hereunder, the crop insurance program, 
acreage allotment, and marketing quota programs, and 
all other Federal farm programs requiring dealing 
on individual farms,

Limits such area to the usual farm trading

Loans are conditioned on State and local 
participation, State and local organizations must 
participate to a minimum of 15 percent and the 
project must have the approval of the State govern- 
ment, 

Federal participation is limited to not more 
than 25 percent of the estimated cost of the project 
and it must be shown that funds are not otherwise 
available on reasonable terms. 

Federal funds will not be advanced for working 
capital or for the purchase of machinery or equip- 
ment, nor will funds be advanced if the project 
would increase unemployment in another community. 

Annual appropriations of $1.5 million are 
authorized for the making of grants for technical 
assistance, including studies to evaluate needs 
and methods for economic development of areas of 
substantial and persistent unemployment, 

The Secretary of Commerce is authorized to 
appoint an Area Assistance Administrator who shall 
perform such duties as the Secretary may prescribe. 

The Secretary is further authorized to (1) 
assist rural areas and rural communities in théir 
efforts to develop manufacturing, processing, and 
service activities to supplement agricultural 
activities; (2) provide technical assistance and 
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field consultation to areas in the establishment 

of new industries based on local resources, in 
expansion of existing industries, and in economic 
diversification; and (3) coordinate the functions 

of the Secretary authorized by this Act with other 
Federal programs affecting local economic conditions.

Denies scholarships to individuals who (a) 
have not graduated from high school, (b) are eligible 
for educational benefits as veterans, and (c) have 
previously had a scholarship hereunder terminated 
for cause. 

Designates awardees of scholarships as national 
scholars, and grants to those a scholarship certifi- 
cate and a stipend, or the certificate only at the 
option of the awardee, Bases such stipends upon 
the financial need of the scholarship holder, and 
authorizes the Commissioner to utilize the findings 
and recommendations of the respective institutions 
of higher education in determining the amount of 
any such stipend, Prescribes the following condi- 
tions with respect to stipends: (1) limits payment 
of such to a period of four academic years; (2) 
prohibits payment after completion of academic 
work required for first post-secondary school degree; 
(3) requires that stipend receiver (a) be in 
financial need, (b) be enrolled as a full-time stud- 
ent in an institution of higher education and 
maintain a satisfactory standing according to the 
regulations of such institution, and (c) not be in 
receipt of other Federal financial assistance except 
under the military training program. 

Permits scholarship awardees to select any pro- 
gram of study in any institution of higher educa- 
tion in the United States, or, with the approval 
of the Commissioner, in any comparable educational 
institution outside the United States. 

Apportions funds for scholarship stipends as 
follows: (a) one-half among the States on the 
basis of the relative number of high school graduates 
in each State; and (b) one-half among the States 
on the basis of the relative number of individuals 
between ages of eighteen and twenty-one, inclusive, 
in each State, 
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Authorizes insurance of loans, up to 80 percent 
of the unpaid balance, by institutions of higher 
education to students who are in need of financial 
aid to complete their education at the college level, 
with the limitation that the total principal amount 
of new loans to students covered by insurance shall 
not exceed $10,000,000 in any fiscal year, Pre- 
scribes repayment conditions on such student loans, 
among which are included (a) payment of interest on 
such by the student at 24% percent per annum, and 
(b) repayment shall begin not later than four years 
after the borrower's graduation and shall be com- 
pleted within a period of six years, Requires the

June 30, 1969, Expresses the intent to allocate the 
total funds thus provided to the three categories 
in the same relative ratio as provided for projects

State, the Secretary of Commerce to make transfers

of Indian reservation roads and bridges and roads 
and bridges to provide access to Indian reservations 
and Indian lands; (d) $1,000,000 for the survey, 
construction, reconstruction, and maintenance of 
main roads through unappropriated or unreserved 
public lands, nontaxable Indian lands, or other Fed- 
eral reservations, 

Declares it to be the intent of Congress to 
continue until June 30, 1969 the authorizations for 
roads in the Federal domain at annual rates not less 
than those contained herein, 

Authorizes an emergency fund in the amount of 
$30,000, 000 (now $10,000,000) for expenditure by the 
Secretary of Commerce (now the Commissioner of 
Public Roads) for the repair or reconstruction of 
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highways and bridges on the Federal-aid highway 
systems which the Secretary finds have suffered 
serious damage as the result of disaster, 

Changes the "National System of Interstate 
Highways" to the "National System of Interstate and 
Defense Highways" and authorizes the following sums 
to expedite the construction, reconstruction, or 
improvement of the system: (a) $1,025,000,000 for 
the fiscal year ending June- 30, 1957; (b) $1, 700,-

Obsolete vessels acquired hereunder are to be 
placed in a national defense reserve fleet of Great 
Lakes vessels, unless of insufficient value for 
commercial or military operations to warrant further 
preservation [amending U, S. C. 46:1160],

Washington Metropolitan Transit Authority Act - 
Creates a public body corporate of perpetual dura- 
tion to be known as the ‘Washington Metropolitan 
Transit Authority" which shall be an agency and 
instrumentality of the District of Columbia, the 
powers of which shall be vested in a 5-member Board 


of Directors. Requires Board members to be resi- 
dents of the Washington Metropolitan Area. Provides 
that the Directors of the Authority shall be appoint- 
ed by the Commissioners of the District of Columbia, 
for terms expiring on the 3lst day of March 1958, 
1959, 1960, 1961, and 1962, respectively; successors 
shall hold office for 5 year terms. 

Grants the Authority power to: (1) sue and be 
sued; (2) adopt, alter, and use a corporate seal 
which shall be judicially noticed; (3) make, 
deliver, and receive contracts, deeds, leases, and 
other instruments and to acquire and take title to 
real and other property in its own name; (4) fix 
and revise from time to time and charge, and collect 
fares, tolls, rates, rentals, fees, and charges for 
the use of a transportation system and the services 
and facilities furnished thereby or by any part 
thereof; (5) borrow money, and make and issue bonds 
and other evidences of indebtedness or obligations 
for any of its corporate purposes; and (6) acquire, 
construct, own, operate, and maintain for public 
service a transportation system or systems in the 
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Washington Metropolitan Area and to exercise all 
powers necessary or convenient in connection there- 
with, etc, 

Grants the Authority power of eminent domain, 
control and use of public ways, and to issue bonds, 
Declares that the United States Government or the 
District of Columbia Government shall not be liable 
for the bonds issued under the provisions of this 
Act. Further declares that nothing in this Act shall 
authorize the Authority to incur any indebtedness 
or liability on behalf of the United States or the 
District of Columbia Government, Exempts the Author- 
ity from all taxes, special assessments, fees, and 
licenses now or hereafter imposed by the United 
States or by the District of Columbia, except such 
taxes as the Federal Unemployment Tax Act, Federal 
Insurance Contributions Act, etc. Grants the Author- 
ity the power to execute agreements, leases, and 
equipment trust certificates with respect to the 
purchase of facilities or equipment such as cars, 
trolley buses, and motor buses. 

Requires the Authority to file an annual report 
with the Congress, Provides that the right and 
power of the Authority to operate a transportation 
system or systems within the District of Columbia 
shall be exclusive, except that such right and power 
shall not affect nor impair the existing operating 
rights of any carrier lawfully operating such a 
system on the date of enactment, or its successors 
or assigns, 

Specifically provides that it is the intent 
of Congress that the acquisition, construction, and 
operation of any transportation system by the Author- 
ity shall be financed by private capital. Author- 
izes the Board of Commissioners of the District to 
arrange with the Secretary of the Treasury for 
interim financing, Pending sale by the Authority of 
obligations to the public if private capital is not 
available to finance the acquisition of a transporta- 
tion system, Authorizes the Board of Commissioners, 
in order to provide this interim financing at any 
time prior to July 1, 1959, to issue obligations 
of the District for the purchase by the Secretary 
of the Treasury in an amount not exceeding $20, 000, - 
000, and advance the proceeds thereof to the Author- 
ity.

permits optional retirement of employees after 
thirty years of service regardless of the age of 
the employee at a reduced annuity; (3) reduces the 
penalty or reduction in annuities in the case of 
employees who are retired under the age of sixty, 
by one-twelfth of one percent for each full month 
not in excess of thirty, one-eighth of one percent

Farm Conservation Civil Defense Act of 1956 -

acreage used for the production of agricultural 
commodities during the year in which such determi- 
nation is made, plus any acreage then in the con- 
servation-civil defense acreage or retired from 
production as a result of acreage allotments or 
marketing quotas, exceeds the acreage needed during 
the year for which such determination is made for 
the production of agricultural commodities for 
domestic consumption and export and to maintain 
adequate reserves to meet emergency requirements. 

Provides that the acreage, if any, to be added 
to the conservation-civil defense acreage for any 
year be apportioned to the States, counties, and 
farms on the basis of the respective acreages used 
for the production of agricultural commodities, 
plus their respective acreages maintained in the 
conservation-civil defense acreage or retired from 
production as a result of acreage allotments or 
marketing quotas. Permits the Secretary to apply 
the unused portion elsewhere if one or more States, 
counties, or farms, does not utilize its entire 
conservation-civil defense acreage. 

Permits the Secretary to enter into agree- 
ments for the purpose of conserving and improving 
the soil, water, timber, vegetation, and fish and 
wildlife resources of such acreage. Provides that 
such agreements be awarded in an amount equal to 
the value based upon the parity price of the expected 
gross income minus production costs exclusive of 
taxes and other costs of land ownership, in the 
area where the farm is located.

loans to students selected by State agencies in 
proportion to number of Members of House of Repre- 
sentatives from States which have accepted the 
provisions of this Act. For a student to be eligible 
for a loan, his State must designate a State Agency, 
establish certain methods and standards for selec- 
tion, and make certain deposits into the Federal 
Scholarship Fund which amount shall not exceed 10 
percent of aggregate amount of advances made to 
students from the State during preceding calendar 
year. Sets forth the procedure for application, 
approval, security, and the making of loans to 
eligible students, The Commissioner of Education 
may suspend a loan where he finds that a State has 
made selections on a discriminatory basis, Provides 
for loans up to $1,000 a year for the first four 
years in college-grade studies, up to $1,500 for 
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first four years of post-college studies, and for 
repayments of loans to begin the second year after 
advances have ceased, etc, Assures all educational 
institutions where students attend on loans, free- 
dom from interference from Federal or State Govern- 
ments,

Changes the formula for computation of railroad 
retirement annuities by providing for the multiply- 
ing of an individual's “years of service" by the 
following percentages of his "monthly compensation":

2.38 percent (now 2.07 percent) of the next $100; 
and 1.59 percent (now 1.38 percent) of the next $200. 

Changes the formula for an individual having a 
current connection with the railroad industry by pro- 
viding that the minimum annuity payable shall, before 
any reduction, be whichever of the following is the 
least: (1) $4.76 (now $4.14) multiplied by the num- 
ber of his years of service; or (2) $79.35 (now $69); 
or (3) his monthly compensation, 

Changes the formula for computing lump-sum death 
benefits to the following: an amount equal to the 
sum of 7 percent of his compensation paid after 
December 31, 1946, and prior to July 1, 1956, and 8 
percent of his compensation paid after June 30, 1956 
(exclusive of compensation in excess of $300 for any 
month before July 1, 1954, and in excess of $350 for 
any month after June 30, 1954). Under the present 
formula the amount is equal to 7 percent of his com- 
pensation after December 31, 1946 (exclusive in both 
cases of compensation in excess of $300 for any month 
before July 1, 1954, and in the latter case in excess 
of $350 for any month after June 30, 1954). 

Changes the maximum and minimum annuity totals 
payable for a month with respect to the death of an 
employee as follows: where the total is more than 
$34.50 (mow $30) and exceeds either (a) $164 (now 
$160), or (b) an amount equal to two and two-thirds 
times such employee's basic amount, whichever of such 
amounts is the lesser, such total of annuities shall, 
prior to any deductions, be reduced to such lesser 
amount or to $34.50 (now $30), whichever is greater.

$75 and up to and including $350, plus 1 percent of

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after 1936 in each of which the compensation, 
wages, or both, paid to him have been equal to 
$200 or more,if the basic amount, thus computed, 

is less than $16.10 (now $14) it shall be increased 
to $16.10 (now $14); (2) with respect to completely 
insured retired employees, the sum of 46 percent 
(now 40 percent) of his monthly compensation if an 
annuity will have been payable to him, or if a 
pension is payable to him, 46 percent (now 40 per- 
cent) of his average monthly earnings on which such 
pension was computed, up to and including $75, plus 
11% percent of such compensation or earnings exceed- 
ing $75 and up to and including $300, If the 
average monthly earnings on which a pension payable 
to him was computed are not ascertainable from the 
records in possession of the Board the amount com- 
puted hereunder shall be $38.33 (now $33.33), 
except that if the pension payable to him was less 
than $28.75 (now $25), such amount shall be four- 
thirds of the amount of the pension or $15.33 (now 
$13.33) whichever is greater. Increases all annu- 
ities awarded prior to July 1, 1956 by 15 percent 
[amending U. S, C, 45:228c, 226e].

Federal Flood Insurance Act of 1956 - Provides 
a national program of flood insurance, and encourages 
private insurance of excess loss above Federal cover- 
age, with Federal reinsurance if necessary. Creates 
the Federal Flood Insurance Administration within 
the Housing and Home Finance Agency at the head of 
which shall be a Federal Flood Insurance Commis- 
sioner. Directs the Commissioner to provide 
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insurance and reinsurance against loss resulting 
from damage to real and personal property (including 
property owned by State or local governments) due to 
floods. 

Requires the Commissioner to establish premium 
rates and authorizes him to determine the types and 
location of property to be covered, and the nature 
and limits of loss or damage in-any area. Limits the 
face amount of the insurance to $10,000 on one to 
four family residences, including contents, and $100, - 
000 on any other single piece of real property or 
personal property in any single location, Further 
limits the total liability of the Commissioner under 
insurance and reinsurance programs to $1, 000,000,000 
originally, plus an additional $1,000,000,000 each 
on July 1, 1957 and July 1, 1958. Authorizes the 
Commissioner to regulate reinsurance and provides 
that he shall encourage, by offering suitable rein- 
surance, the issuance by private insurance companies 
of policies insuring against loss resulting from 
flood damage to real or personal property. 

Authorizes the Commissioner to use the facil- 
ities and services of private insurance companies, 
Declares that the Commissioner may allow financial 
participation of private insurance companies in 
profit or loss under the program. Sets out the 
method of claims payment and provides for judicial 
review, Authorizes the Commissioner to establish 
two funds to be known as the (1) Disaster Insurance 
Fund, and (2) Disaster Reinsurance Fund, Requires 
insurance premiums for insurance issued by the Com- 
missioner to be deposited into the disaster insur- 
ance fund and reinsurance fees into the disaster 
reinsurance fund, Provides that moneys in such 
funds may be used for: (1) operating and adminis- 
trative expenses, (2) payment of claims, and (3) re- 
payment of Treasury borrowing. Requires the Commis- 
sioner to appoint an Advisory Committee,

Highway Revenue Act of 1956 - This measure is 
designed to raise revenues to finance the proposed 
new Federal Highway program. The present 2 cents 
a gallon tax on gasoline, diesel fuel and special 
motor fuels would be increased to 3 cents; the present 
5S cents a pound tax on tires would be increased to 
8 cents; and the present 8 percent tax on trucks, 
trailers, and busses would be increased to 10 per- 
cent. A 3 cents per pound tax on camelback or 
retread rubber is provided for. The termination 
date for the new rates is fixed at July 1, 1971. 

Tax increases would apply only with respect to high- 
way vehicles. 
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Exemptions from the proposed increase in taxes 
would include bus transportation systems operated 
within metropolitan areas, fuels and tires which 
are used on vehicles which are not highway vehicles, 
and the farmers' exemption,

National Disaster Indemnity Act of 1956 - Pro- 
poses to promote the general welfare by making avail- 
able two programs (1) a program of flood indemnities 
in cooperation with the various States; and (2) a 
program of reinsurance of private insurers who insure 
against flood risks, Authorizes the Administrator 
of the Housing and Home Finance Administration to 
issue indemnity contracts to persons for flood 
damage to, or loss of real property, business in- 
ventories, and other such personal property as he 
may determine. Defines the term flood to include: 
(1) rising water caused by tide, wind, or rain, 

(2) any type of unusual meteorological change or 
disturbance resulting from natural causes, or of 
unusual variation of weather resulting from natural 
causes, which the Administrator may designate, and 
(3) tidal wave, earthquake, and earth tremor. 

Requires the payment of a fee by the person 
indemnified and authorizes the Administrator to 
determine by regulation the types and location of 
property and the nature and limits of damage or 
loss which may be covered, as well as the fees, 
terms, and conditions of such contracts, Limits 
the maximum coverage in favor of any person to 
$250,000 in the aggregate. Further limits the 
liability of the United States at amy one time at 
$1,900, 000,000, but permits the President to increase 
this amount by not to exceed $1,000,000,000. Per- 
mits the Administrator to determine the aggregate 
amount which may be in force at any time in any 
State, 

Authorizes the Administrator to reinsure 
private insurance companies against loss on account 
of insurance issued by such companies against flood 
risks, covering real or personal property, Further 
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authorizes the Administrator to determine by regu- 
lation: (1) the types of property with respect to 
which reinsurance will be granted, (2) the maximum 
premium rate permissible to be charged for any policy 
of insurance reinsured under the provisions of this 
Act, (3) the nature and limits of losses or damage 
which may be covered by such policies, (4) pro- 
visions which must be contained in such policies, 
and (S) such other matters as may be necessary to 
carry out the purposes of this Act. Limits reinsur- 
ance in force at any one time to $100,000, 000. 
Establishes a Federal Flood Indemnity Fund and 
a Federal Flood Reinsurance Fund for use by the 
Administrator in carrying out his functions. Author- 
izes necessary sums,

Accords any automobile dealer 
whose franchise is terminated in violation of this 
Act the right to sue in Federal District Courts for 
injunctive relief and damages.

Prohibits importation of reproductions of the 
official flag or emblem of the United States,

Increases to $5 million (now $2 million) the 
amount authorized for the erection and equipment 
of suitable and adequate buildings and facilities 
for the use of the National Institute of Dental 
Research, 


H. R. 9088, Mr. Rains; February 6, 1956 (Agri- 
culture). 


Provides an income loan program and other 
assistance to owners of small tracts of land for 
the establishment and maintenance thereon of commer- 
cial forestry. The Secretary of Agriculture would 
be authorized to (1) enter into contracts with 
landowners under which he would, for a period of 
not to exceed 5 years, and at a rate not in excess 
of 60 percent of the annual increment of the land, 
make an annual payment for carrying out such 
practices as he may deem necessary for the estab- 
lishment and encouragement of the timber stand, 
and (2) make loans of not to exceed 75 percent of 
the annual increment of the timber and forest 
products growing on the land and accruing after the 
end of the period covered by the payments author- 
ized under (1) above, Defines terms used, and pre 
scribes standards for loans,

Civil Service Retirement Act of 1956 - Estab- 
lishes a measure of coordination between the Civil 
Service Retirement Act and the Social Security Act 
for those whose work-lifetime may include employ- 
ment in the service of the Federal Government and 
in private industry. Makes the Civil Service Retire- 
ment Act applicable to civilian employees who have 
been in the Federal service steadily for three con- 
secutive years and who are not subject to another 
retirement system for Federal personnel. Provides 
that indefinite employees now covered exclusively 
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by Old-Age and Survivors' Insurance will become mem- 
bers of the civil-service retirement system upon the 
completion of three years continuous Federal employ- 
ment, Specifically provides for the complete inde- 
pendence of the civil service retirement system. 

Extends the old-age and survivors' insurance 
coverage under the Social Security Act to service 
covered by the Civil Service Retirement Act per- 
formed after December 31, 1956, Provides that new 
employees be covered by the old-age and survivors' 
insurance provisions during the three year waiting 
period and thereafter they will be under the pro- 
tection of both the old-age and survivors! insurance 
provisions and the civil service retirement system, 

Makes no changes in the computation of retire- 
ment annuities under the Civil Service Retirement 
Act payable prior to the age of 65, but modifies the 
formula to annuities payable after the age of 65, 
Exempts for the provisions of this Act, the elective 
officers in the executive branch of the Federal 
Government, Federal judges, and other employees who 
are subject to another retirement system for Govern- 
ment employees. Exempts from the provisions of this 
Act all Members of the Congress of the United States 
and their employees unless they give notice in writ- 
ing within six months of the date of entrance to the 
Federal service that they desire to come within the 
purview of this Act. 

Requires mandatory separation from the Federal 
service at the age of 70, Makes no changes in the 
five-year service requirement for eligibility to a 
disability annuity, nor in the amount of the annuity 
payable prior to the age of 65, Provides an annuity 
under the civil service retirement system to a surviv- 
ing widow which will begin immediately, irrespective 
of whether minor children also survive and will con- 
tinue until death or remarriage before the age of 55, 
The above annuity will not terminate in case of re- 
marriage after the age of 55, Sets the widow's annu- 
ity at one-half of the retirement annuity earned by 
the employee up to the time of his death, to be 
reduced to one-half of the retirement annuity com- 
puted under the new retirement formula at the age of 
65 and at that age the widow will begin to receive 
an additional benefit under the Old-Age and Survivors' 
Insurance, 

Upon separation from Federal service before 
retirement, the provisions of this Act provide for 
the refunding of employee contributions to the civil- 
service retirement system plus interest if the period 
of service is less than 10 years, Provides that after 
a period of service of at least 10 years and less 
than 20 years that upon separation the employee may 
elect a refund of the contributions or a deferred annu- 
ity. Upon separation from service after a period of 
20 years a deferred annuity is mandatory. 

Continues the 6 percent annual rate of contri- 
bution to the civil service retirement system for that 
part of salary in excess of $4,200, but reduces the 
rate to 3% percent for the first $4,200 or less. 
Applies in addition the taxes imposed by the Social 
Security Act. Provides a moderate increase of an 
average of about 10 percent in retirement annuities 
payable after the age of 65, 

Exempts all moneys mentioned in this Act from 
assignment either in law or equity, execution, levy, 
attachment, garnishment, or other legal processes. 
Gives the Civil Service Commission the duty of admin- 
istering the provisions of this Act and requires 
annual reports to the Congress of the United States. 
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Protects all existing rights now existing under the 
Civil Service Retirement Act. Makes technical 
amendments to the Internal Revenue Code and the 
Social Security Act,

Public Assistance Amendments of 1956 - Revises 
the formula under the Social Security Act for the 
determination of the Federal share of assistance 
expenditures which will become effective on July l, 
1957, Provides for dollar to dollar matching of 
State expenditures for medical care in behalf of 
assistance recipients, including insurance premiums 
for voluntary health plans, up to a specified maxi- 
mum on such expenditures, The maximum of such 
expenditures is an average of $6 a month per adult 
recipient and of $3 a month per child recipient. 
Makes the Federal share of such expenditures for 
medical care in addition to the present Federal 
matching of public assistance. 

Creates an Advisory Council on Medical Care 
to assist the Secretary of Health, Education, and 
Welfare. Beginning July 1, 1957, changes the formula 
for the determination of the Federal share of supple- 
mentary assistance payments by making the Federal 
share one-half the average monthly payments up to 
the $55 maximum for payments made to individuals 
whose assistance payments supplement benefits 
received under the insurance program and who did 
not receive old-age assistance prior to that date 
(now the Federal share is four-fifths of the first 
$25 of the average monthly payments per recipient, 
plus one-half of the remainder up to $55 per month). 
Extends until June 30, 1959 the temporary amend- 
ments enacted in 1952 relating to the matching 
formula of determining the Federal share of assist- 
ance expenditures (now expires June 30, 1957). 

Revises the public assistance title of the 
Social Security Act to clarify its purpose so as 
to include assisting the States to provide appro- 
priate public welfare services to enable recipients 
of aid to attain self-support or personal independ- 
ence, and to strengthen family life for needy 
dependent children, Authorizes the Federal Govern- 
ment to share in the State's expenditures for train- 
ing of skilled workers, by authorizing an appro- 
priation of funds for allocation among the States 
in accordance with specified criteria. Provides 
that (effective July 1, 1957) the Federal Government 
contribute to State expenditures for training to 
the extent of 80 percent for four years, and then 
66% percent for two years, Permits the State public- 
assistance agencies to make the grants to institu- 
tions of higher learning for training, for estab- 
lishing fellowships or traineeships, and special 
short term courses of study all of which would 
serve to equip persons more adequately for admin- 
istering public assistance, 

Provides authorization for cooperation in 
research carried on by States, public and non- 
profit organizations, by the Federal Government 
sharing in the costs of the research and demonstra- 
tion projects that are related to the prevention 
and reduction of dependency, the prevention of 
desertion and the coordination of planning between 
voluntary and public welfare agencies. Extends 
assistance aid to dependent children who are other- 
wise eligible, but who are living with a first 
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cousin, niece, or nephew, Extends Federal sharing 
in assistance granted to children between the ages 
of 16 and 18 who are unable to attend school. In- 
creases the amount of the dollar limitation now in 
effect for public assistance grants to Puerto Rico 
and the Virgin Islands by 25 percent after June 30, 
1956,

they came to this country made misstatements as to 
their identity and nationality in their yisa appli- 
cations to avoid forcible repatriation behind the 
Iron Curtain, 

Revises and codifies all the laws respecting 
naturalization of soldiers and veterans and elimi- 
nates the necessity for a lawful admission for 
permanent residence. Makes the eligibility require- 
ments for the naturalization of veterans on a uniform 
basis regardless of the particular conflict in which 
the soldier served. Strengthens and clarifies the 
law relating to the deportation of narcotic-law 
violators so that violators of laws relating to the 
illegal possession of drugs, and conspiracy to vio- 
late drug laws would be deportable. Gives status 
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under the immigration laws to certain illegitimate 
and adopted children, Eliminates the discriminatory 
provision of the existing law which discriminates 
against Asian spouses who seek to come to the 
United States under the quota of a non-Asian spouse, 
Revises quota distribution by giving the fourth 
preference category a known percentage of ten per- 
cent of the total in lieu of the unknown number of 
quotas permitted for this category under existing 
law, Admits the spouses and children of skilled 
specialists in the first preference group if follow- 
ing to join the specialists. Makes wives and 
children of the brothers and sisters, etc., named 
on the fourth preference group eligible for the 
same fourth preference. Gives the Secretary of 
State broader latitude in waiving nonimmigrant 
visa fees, and clarifies the language relating 
thereto, Clarifies the exclusion provisions relat- 
ing to aliens convicted of petty offenses. 
Eliminates certain technical requirements as 
to crewmen on ships and provides that visa appli- 
cations would no longer require an alien to specify 
his race and ethnic classification. Modifies the 
expatriating provisions of the laws respecting 
certain veterans and their close relatives, Author- 
izes the Attorney General to extend the period of 
validity of re-entry permits of close relatives of 
our soldiers stationed abroad. Provides for an 
expeditious form of naturalization for adopted 
children of soldiers or other persons stationed 
abroad in their employ.

several quota areas in proportions which would 
reflect the ratio of immigration between July 1, 
1924 and July 1, 1955, into the United States from 
such areas to the total immigration from all 
countries of the world, 

Adjusts some of the differences in the quota 
caused by the fact that some countries never exhaust 








their quotas and others are greatly oversubscribed, 
Makes 5,000 numbers available for assignment without 
regard to nationality or national origin, to aliens 
anywhere in the world if they are of the type whose 
services and skills are needed in the United States, 
Permits the use of unused quotas which are now lost 
if a country does not send its quota to the United 
States. Proposes to assign the unused quota numbers 
annually to four regions which are Europe, Asia, 
Africa, and Oceania. Makes this pool of quota num- 
bers available only in the ensuing year, Proposes 
that the only persons eligible to share in this pool 
will be classes of aliens who are entitled to a 
preference status in the quota under the existing 
law by reason of their special skills, or because 
of their relationship to citizens or resident aliens. 
Eliminates the "mortgage" upon the quota result- 
ing from the Displaced Persons Act of 1948 and certain 
so-called sheepherder laws.

If the court shall find that the cause of the 
distress is beyond the debtor's control, a moratorium 
shall be granted to the debtor subject to further 
order of the court. During the moratorium, the 
debtor, subject to the supervision and control by 
the court shall have a right to manage and operate 
the property retained and shall file such reports as 
the court shall require, 

Creditors shall have the right, upon petition 
to the court and 10 days notice by mail to the 
debtor and all creditors, to a rehearing of the order 
at 2-year intervals. Provides that after entry of 
any order by a referee any person aggrieved may file 
a petition to review the same. 

Within 60 days after a final determination of 
the moratorium, the debtor may file with the court 
a written proposal for the full repayment of secured 
and allowable unsecured claims, amortized over a 
term of years not to exceed 10 years. Upon approval, 
the proposal shall bind all parties and discharge 
the debtor of all unsecured debts not a part of the 
proposal.

Makes it unlawful for a corporation or a labor 
union which is a party to a contract requiring 
union membership as a condition of employment to 
make a contribution or to make an expenditure 
directly or indirectly in connection with a Federal 
election, either general or primary or to make a 
contribution to any committee, association, or 
organization which makes such contributions or 
expenditures. Makes it unlawful to receive a 
contribution from such an organization, Provides 
an additional condition upon the right of an 
employee and a labor organization to enter into a

is in possession of documents issued by the United 
States authorizing him to apply for admission or 
has evidence that he is exempt from those require- 
ments. Relieves transportation companies from the 
expenses of deporting an alien when such alien had 
been given a United States visa or reentry permit 
by the Government authorizing such alien to apply 
for admission to the United States. Prevents a 
transportation company from being required to 
deport an alien from the United States or be fined 
for failure to deport an alien unless he is in 
possession of a document authorizing him to enter 
the country to which he is deported. 

Makes clear that a carrier can protect itself 
from unscrupulous travelers by charging such travelers 
the transportation and other expenses incurred by 
the carrier because an alien was not eligible to 
enter the United States. Removes the requirement 
that public carriers provide landing stations. 
Relieves transportation companies from the expenses 
of deportation when an alien brought to the United 
States was admitted or allowed to land by the Im- 
migration Service. Enables the Attorney General to 
extend the time in which vessels or aircraft must 
file lists of crewmen. Imposes fines for errors in 
crew lists only when the errors are repeated and are 
continued so as to interfere with the proper en- 
forcement of the immigration laws, Authorizes the 
Attorney General to waive crew lists requirements 
when they are not necessary. 

Grants authority to the immigration officer to 
extend the period during which an alien crewman 
may be allowed to land temporarily in the United 
States. Relieves the operators of vessels from 
detention expenses while a crewman is held for 
deportation until he is delivered to the vessel and 
permits the operator of vessels to detain alien 
crewmen on other vessels of the same company, Pro- 
vides that when a crewman is signed on a vessel by 
an official of the United States the vessel's owner 
may rely on the Act with respect to the eligibility 
of such crewman, Prohibits a vessel or aircraft 
operator from discharging an alien crewman arriving 
in the United States without the consent of the 
Attorney General. Relieves transportation companies 
of police responsibilities after they have presented 
an alien to the Immigration Service in an area 
subject to the control of the Service.

Authorizes the appropriation of $20,000,000 to 
be available to the revolving fund under the Housing 
Act of 1954 after July 1, 1956, and additional sums 
from year to year estimated to be necessary for the 
planning of a $20,000,000,000 local public works 
program at the end of the five year period. Author- 
izes the Administrator to guarantee, up to a face 
amount of $1,000,000,000, the obligations of local 
public agencies issued for the purpose of acquiring 
sites for local community facilities in advance of 
actual need, Authorizes the appropriation of $1,000, - 
000 annually for a period of ten years to be used 
by the National Science Foundation for scholarships 
for the graduate training of professional city planning 
and housing technicians. Authorizes an appropria- 
tion of $1,000,000,000 to be used for public facility 
loans under the Housing Amendments of 1955. 

Authorizes the Administrator to make advances 
of funds on an annual basis up to 90 percent of local 
expenditures for rehabilitation and conservation 
activities and for redevelopment planning under the 
Housing Act of 1949, Modifies the financial formula 
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under title I of the Housing Act of 1949 to a total 
of $1,000,000,000. Requires the redevelopment plan 
prepared by the local agency to be made more compre- 
hensive with additional emphasis on a program for 
relocating families displaced from renewal areas and 
for controlling population density in the locality. 
Provides that local contributions in form of tax 
exemption, cash, or tax remission be accepted in lieu 
of local grants-in-aid. 

Provides for a 40-year amortization of FHA 
insured mortgages instead of the existing 30-year. 
Amends the Federal Home Loan Bank Act by: (1) au- 
thorizing the Board to charter new Federal savings 
and loan associations and to purchase stock issued 
by them; (2) requiring the Board to survey the 
mortgage-lending resources of each State, including 
non-farm areas, and to report periodically to Congress 
on its program for providing additional needed insti- 
tutions; (3) authorizing Federal home loan banks to 
discount mortgage loans made by banks in rural areas, 
such loans to be rediscounted by other banks in the 
general geographic area of the originating institu- 
tions; and (4) authorizing to be appropriated a sum 
of $200, 000,000 as a revolving fund. 

Authorizes under the Housing Act of 1949 a sum 
of $200,000,000 additional for each ensuing year for 
farm housing. Broadens the term “elderly families" 
with respect to all housing covered by the Act, to 
include a single elderly person, or a family, the 
head of which (or his spouse) is of advanced age. 
Establishes a representative advisory committee to 
guide the expanded program, and the focus of the 
research program is sharpened to direct the research 
inquiries to critical problems in housing construc- 
tion, design, etc.

Housing Amendments of 1956 - Makes permanent 
title I of the Federal Housing Act (home repair and 








improvement) by eliminating the expiration date of 


September 30, 1956, Increases the maximum amounts 

of loans which can be insured under title I to $3,500 
(now $2,500) for home improvement and nonresidential 
loans, and from $10,000 to $15,000 for the improve- 
ment of structures housing two or more families. 
Authorizes the Federal Housing Administrator to 
increase the maximum term of home improvement and 
nonresidential loans to five years (now three years), 
if he determines that such an increase is in the 
public interest, 

Authorizes the establishment of a fire and 
hazard loss fund to provide self-insurance coverage 
with respect to real property acquired by FHA under 
any of its programs, Permits a third party to pro- 
vide the down payment required for the purchase of 
a home where the mortgagor would be a person sixty 
years of age or older, Provides liberal mortgage 
insurance for multi-family housing where at least 
twenty-five percent of the units in the projects are 
expressly designed for the use of the elderly, and 
a priority of occupancy for these units is given to 
the elderly throughout the life of the mortgage insur- 
ance contract, Fixes the maximum amount of the mort- 
gage at ninety percent of the value where the mortgage 
does not exceed $7,200 per family unit without regard 
to the present requirements as to the average number 
of bedrooms. Fixes the maximum amount at $8,100 per 
dwelling units in cases of multi-family housing 
designed and held entirely for elderly persons and 
permits the mortgage to be ninety percent of replace- 
ment cost (now ninety percent of the value). 

Increases the FHA mortgage insurance authoriza- 
tion so as to make available for the next fiscal 
year a sum of $3 billion. Liberalizes the program 
for low cost housing for displaced persons, Increases 
the maximum amount for such mortgages and the maximum 
maturity of such mortgages from thirty to forty years. 
Makes a certification of a mortgagor with respect to 
a multi-family housing project final and incontestable 
after the Federal Housing Administrator has approved 
the certification, except where there is fraud or 
misrepresentation on the part of the mortgagor. 

Extends on a permanent basis the FHA mortgage 
insurance authority for the Capehart military housing 
program, Removes the present $15,000 limit on the 
amount which can be purchased by the Federal National 
Mortgage Association in its secondary market opera- 
tions. Requires sellers of mortgages to FNMA under 
its secondary market operations to make capitai wu: a- 
tributions to FNMA equal to two percent of the urpaid 
principal amount of mortgages purchased or to be 
purchased by the Association, or such other greater 
or lesser percentage, but not less than one percent, 
as may from time to time be determined by the Asso- 
ciation, taking into consideration conditions in the 
mortgage market and the general economy. 

Authorizes the FNMA to establish the prices to 
be paid for mortgages purchased in its secondary 
market operations within the range of market prices 
for the particular class of mortgages involved instead 
of the market price as presently required, Revises 
the definition of urban renewal projects so as to 
make the whole urban renewal areas subject to the 
predominantly residential requirement (now merely 
the area to be cleared). Consolidates the provisions 
of law relating to slum clearance and redevelopment 
with those relating to rehabilitation and conserva- 
tion, Permits an amount equal to the ad valorem taxes 
on real property acquired by a local public agency 
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in an urban renewal project to be included in the 
gross project cost if the local public agency has 
not paid taxes or made payments in lieu of taxes 
during the time the real property was in its possession. 

Authorizes the Housing Administrator to extend 
urban renewal assistance to major disaster areas, 
under certain conditions, without regard to require- 
ments that the community must have a workable program 
for the prevention and elimination of slums, that the 
urban renewal plan must conform to a general plan of 
the locality, requirements of public hearings and 
certain requirements with respect to the predominantly 
residential character or blighted character of urban 
renewal areas, Permits temporary waiver of the present 
workable program requirement and permits urban planning 
grants to communities affected by a major disaster 
without regard to the fact that the community's popu- 
lation is 25,000 or greater. Increases the planning 
grant authorization for urban planning to $10,000, 000 
(now $5,000, 000). 

Authorizes new loan and annual contribution con- 
tracts for not more than 35,000 additional low-rent 
public housing units after July 31, 1956 and an addi- 
tional 35,000 on and after July 31, 1957. Provides 
that single persons 65 years of age or over and who 
have low incomes shall be eligible for low-rent public 
housing units, Liberalizes the provisions of law 
relating to public housing for elderly couples, 
Directs the Public Housing Administrator to transfer 
farm labor camps without monetary consideration to 
local public housing agencies in the areas of the 
camps if requested within 12 months after the date 
of this Enactment. 

Provides for the disposal of about 10,000 units 
of the temporary or relocatable Korean defense hous- 
ing projects still held by the housing agency. Pro- 
vides that the Tonomy Hill World War II project at 
Newport, R. I., be transferred to the local housing 
authority with a first preference given to military 
personnel in a certain number of units in that project 
for three years, Modifies the war housing sales 
preference provisions, Provides that all housing 
be disposed of as soon as possible on a competitive 
basis to the highest responsible bidder, except when 
the bid is less than the fair market value. Increases 
to $600, 000,000 (now $500, 000,000) the authorization 
for college housing loans, Revises the formula relat- 
ing to interest rates for college housing so as to 
provide that such funds shall bear interest at a rate, 
calculated each calendar year, based on the current 
average market yield on all outstanding marketable 
obligations of the United States having a remaining 
maturity of fifteen or more years, Requires the 
Housing Administrator in making college housing loans 
to charge a rate equal to that payable by him to the 
Treasury plus one-fourth of one percent. 

Authorizes the Housing and Home Finance Admin- 
istrator to undertake such surveys, studies, compil- 
ations, and analysis of statistical data and other 
information as he determines to be necessary in the 
exercise of his responsibilities.

Provides certain exceptions to the aid listed 
above. Bases the reduction count of children for 
such aid on the prior year. Authorizes necessary 
appropriations and provides definitions of new terms 
in this Act,

Grants such agencies 
an amount equal to the product of (A) the number of 
children which the Commissioner determines to be the 
increase in average daily attendance, and (B) the 
amount the Commissioner determines to be the current 
expenditures per child necessary to provide free 
public education during such year, minus the amount 
available from State or other sources. Provides that 
for the next fiscal year such agency receive 50 per- 
cent of such product which the Commissioner determines 
to be necessary to provide a level of education 
equivalent to that maintained in the school districts 
which are comparable to the school district of such 
agency. 

Provides for Federal aid to local agencies for 
education for handicapped children, after June 30, 
1956, when the Commissioner determines that there 
has been an increase of children in average daily 
attendance as a direct result of United States activ- 
ities which has placed on the school a substantial 
burden of educating such children, Provides that 
the amount of aid be an amount equal to the number 
of children the Commissioner determines to be the 
increase so resulting from United States activities 
in average daily attendance and the necessary amounts 
to provide such training and education to such child- 
ren, minus the amount available from other sources. 
Defines handicapped children as children who are 
deaf, blind, or afflicted in any manner which prevents 
them from receiving an elementary or secondary edu- 
cation in the regular public schools. Requires 
consultation with school authorities.

duty of (1) assisting and advising the appropriate 
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agencies of the several States which have the primary 
functions of managing fisheries; (2) promoting, con- 
serving, and managing any fisheries in the Territories 
of the United States that remain the sole responsibil- 
ity of the Federal Government; and (3) constructing, 
maintaining, and operating fish cultural stations 
relating to fish and shellfish. 

Requires the Commission to prepare and submit 
to the Congress such program, policies, and directives 
relating to the advancement, management, regulation, 
and protection of fisheries. Requires the Commission 
to make and conduct continuing studies and report to 
the President and the Congress of the United States 
with respect to the following matters: (1) production 
and flow to market of fish and fishery products 
domestically produced; (2) production and flow to 
market of fish and fishery products produced by 
foreign producers which affect domestic commercial 
fisheries; (3) trends in production of the various 
kinds of fish and shellfish; (4) measures which are 
appropriate to assure the maximum sustainable produc- 
tion of fish and fishery products and to prevent un- 
necessary and excessive fluctuation in each produc- 
tion; (S) measures that are necessary to prevent the 
excessive and harmful exploitation of the fisheries; 
(6) methods and practices used in catching and taking 
fish and shellfish that are wasteful and which 
diminish fishery resources in the waters of the Con- 
tinental Shelf; (7) competitive economic position of 
the various fish and fishery products and those pro- 
duced by foreign producers; (8) market conditions 
of fish and fishery products; and (9) any other matters 
which in the judgment of the Commission are of public 
interest in connection with any phase of fisheries 
operation, Provides for consultations and coopera- 
tion with the Department of State and other agencies 
dealing with any part of the fishing industry. 

Transfers to the Commission all the functions 
of the Department of the Interior relating in any 
manner to fisheries, and the development, advance- 
ment, management, conservation, and protection there- 
of. Transfers to the Commission all functions of 
the Secretary of Agriculture, the Secretary of Com- 
merce and the head of any other department or agency, 
which are now exercised by them relating to fisheries. 
Provides for close cooperation between the United 
States, Canada, and Mexico relating to fisheries 
agreements, 

Makes it unlawful for any citizen of the United 
States to take or catch fish with any form of net, 
gear, or other appliance which the Commission finds 
would prevent or interfere with the conservation of 
such fishes, Prescribes penalties for violations, 
Authorizes necessary appropriations,

Nurses Training Act of 1956 - Provides a program 
of grants and scholarships to encourage education and 
training in the field of nursing. Authorizes neces- 
sary sums to assist the States in carrying out the 
purposes of this Act, Such sums shall be used for 
making payments to States which have submitted 
approved State plans. State plans must (1) designate 
a single State agency as the sole agency for the 
administration of the plan, or designate such agency 
as the sole agency for supervising the administration 
of the plan; and (2) provide minimum standards (to 
be fixed in the discretion of the State) for the 
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maintenance and operation of schools of nursing 
which receive Federal aid under this Act, etc. 
Declares that each State for which a State plan 
has been approved shall be entitled to an allotment 
of such proportion of any appropriation as its popu- 
lation bears to the population of all the States, 
and within such allotment it shall be entitled to 
receive 50 percent of its expenditures in carrying 
out the purposes of this Act in accordance with 
its plan. Provides that no such allotment to any 
State shall be less than $200,000. Sets out the 
requirements for scholarships.

Senate and the House, and of the Clerk of the House 
and the Secretary of the Senate so as to improve 
reporting systems under the law, Requires-them to 
compile and disseminate the information in the reports, 
insure and improve enforcement of the law, and make 
recommendations for improvements.

The 
conditions under which a product shall be deemed 
misbranded, or falsely or deceptively advertised 
are set forth, A violation is made an unfair method 
of competition and an unfair and deceptive act or 
practice in commerce under the Federal Trade Commis- 
Sion Act. 

The Act shall be administered and enforced by 
the Federal Trade Commission. 

Penalties: For violation of any provision of 
the Act, fine of not more than $5,000 and/or imprison- 
ment for not more than one year or both. Provides 
that no person shall be guilty if he establishes a 
guaranty in good faith signed by the person by whom 
the product was manufactured or received saying that 
the merchandise is not misbranded, and makes it an 
unfair method of competition and an unfair or decep- 
tive act or practice in commerce for anyone to furnish 
a false guaranty. 





































The Act shall not apply to (a) a common carrier 
or contract carrier, with respect to a fiber product 
shipped in the ordinary course of its business; (b) 
to any converter, processor, or finisher in per- 
forming a contract; (c) to any person manufacturing 
delivering for shipment, shipping, selling, or offer- 
ing for sale, a textile fiber product, for exporta- 
tion from the United States to any foreign country, 
where such fiber product is branded in accordance 
with the specifications of the purchaser; (d) to any 
publisher or advertising agency; or (e) to any textile 
fiber product until such product has been produced 

in the form intended for sale or delivery.

Establishes in the United States Department 
of Labor the Committee for the Training and Develop- 
ment of Placement Personnel, Fixes at 12 the member- 
ship of the Committee in addition to the Secretary 
of Labor, the membership of which shall be compen- 
sated at the rate of $50 per diem. 

Provides for grants to the States to enable 
the latter to furnish financial assistance to needy 
individuals who are physically or mentally in- 
capacitated, exclusive of those individuals covered 
under social-security laws, and who are certified 
as being unfeasible for rehabilitation,

(Education and Labor). 


Provides that no compensation under the Long- 
shoremen's and Harbor Workers' Compensation Act 
shall be allowed for the first three days of the 
disability (now 7 days), provided however, that in 
case the injury results in disability of more than 
28 days (now 49 days), the compensation shall be 
allowed from the date of disability. Compensation 
for disability shall not exceed $60 (now $35) per 
week and compensation for total disability shall not 
be less than $18 per week (now $12), provided how- 
ever, that if the employee's average weekly wages are 
less than $18 (now $12) per week he shall receive 
as compensation for total disability his average 
weekly wages. 

Increases the number of weeks for compensation 
for permanent partial disability as follows: (1) 
arm lost 312 (now 280); (2) leg lost 288 (now 248); 
(3) hand lost 244 (now 212); (4) foot lost 205 (now 
173); (5) eye lost 160 (now 140); (6) thumb lost 75 
(now 51); (7) first finger lost 46 (now 28); (8) 
great toe lost 38 (now 26); (9) second finger lost 
30 (now 18); (10) third finger lost 25 (now 17); 
(11) toe other than great toe lost 16 (now 8); and 
(12) fourth finger lost 15 (now 7), Increases to 
$16,000 (now $11,000) the limitation on compensation 
for injuries, 

Provides that in computing death benefits the 
average weekly wages of the deceased shall be 
considered to have been not more than $90 (now 
$52.50) nor less than $27 (now $18) but the total 
weekly compensation shall not exceed the weekly 
wages of the deceased. 

Authorizes the special fund, under the Long- 
shoremen's and Harbor Workers' Compensation Act, 
to be put to additional constructive uses in areas 
where expenditures will produce particularly bene- 
ficial results. Provides that the maximum allowance 
authorized for payment from the fund for vocational 
rehabilitation to be increased from $10 a week to 
$25 a week, Authorizes the Secretary of Labor to 
use the special fund to procure rehabilitation serv- 
ices in those cases where necessary services are not 
otherwise available through existing facilities. 
Further authorizes the payment of awards in the dis- 
cretion of the Secretary, in cases of insolvency of 
the employers, from such fund to provide relief to 
employees who otherwise would have no recourse to 
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payments from their employers. Makes other 
technical amendments [amending U. S. C. 33:906, 
908, 918, 939, and 944],

deductible; (2) Seventy-five percent of the amount 
by which the covered surgical expenses exceed $250 
or the aggregate of any cash or service benefits 
provided to such covered individual for covered 
surgical expenses under any other contract of insur- 
ance, whichever is greater; (3) Seventy-five percent 
of the amount by which the covered hospital expenses 
exceed $500 or the aggregate of any cash or service 
benefits provided to such covered individual for 
covered hospital expenses under any other policy or 
contract of insurance, whichever is greater.

After the end of the calendar year in which an 
employee's 65th birthday occurs or after the end 
of the calendar year in which an employee, who is 
eligible for continuance of insurance under the Act, 
retires, whichever is earlier, the non-occupational 
group major medical expense insurance shall provide 
the following benefits for expenses incurred in a 
calendar year by each individual covered by the 
policy: Seventy-five percent of the amount by 
which the covered medical, surgical, and hospital 
expenses, other than hospital room and board expenses, 


expenses, exceed $200 or the aggregate or any cash 
or service benefits provided to such covered individ- 
ual for covered expenses under any other policy or 


contract of insurance, whichever is greater. Limits 
benefits under these provisions to an aggregate 
maximum of $5,000 for such employee (or retired 
employee) and his dependents but not more than an 
aggregate of $2,500 shall be paid with regard to 
covered expenses incurred in any calendar year.

Loans are conditioned on State and local 
participation, State and local organizations must 
participate to a minimum of 15 percent and the 
project must have the approval of the State Govern- 
ment, 
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Federal participation is limited to not more 
than 25 percent of the estimated cost of the project 
and it must be shown that funds are not otherwise 
available on reasonable terms, 

Federal funds will not be advanced for working 
capital or for the purchase of machinery or equip- 
ment, nor will funds be advanced if the project 
would increase unemployment in another community. 

Annual appropriations of $1.5 million are 
authorized for the making of grants for technical 
assistance, including studies to evaluate needs 
and methods for economic development of areas of 
substantial and persistent unemployment. 

The Secretary of Commerce is authorized to 
appoint an Area Assistance Administrator who shall 
perform such duties as the Secretary may prescribe. 

The Secretary is further authorized to (1) 
assist rural areas and rural communities in their 
efforts to develop manufacturing, processing, and 
service activities to supplement agricultural activ- 
ities; (2) provide technical assistance and field 
consultation to areas in the establishment of new 
industries based on local resources, in expansion 
of existing industries, and in economic diversifica- 
tion; and (3) coordinate the functions of the Secre- 
tary authorized by this Act with other Federal pro- 
grams affecting local economic conditions. 

Provides assistance to communities, industries, 
and enterprises, and individuals in depressed areas 
to enable them to adjust their productive activity 
so as to effectively alleviate excessive unemploy- 
ment within such areas, Establishes within the 
executive branch of the Government a Depressed 
Areas Administration. Creates an Advisory Committee 
with the Administrator as chairman, 

Designates as "depressed area", an area within 
the United States in which the Administrator has 
determined that there has existed unemployment of 
not less than (1) nine percent of the labor force 
for at least eighteen months or (2) six percent of 
the labor force for at least three years immediately 
prior to the date on which application for assist- 
ance is made under these provisions, Authorizes 
the Administrator to make loans, upon application 
of a local industrial committee, to assist in 
financing the construction of industrial plants if 
he finds that the funds for the construction 
of such plant or facility are not otherwise available 
on reasonable terms, etc.

Provides that World War II veterans who lose 
their homes by public condemnation, natural hazards, 
or other compelling reasons devoid of fault on the 
part of the veterans, can have their entitlements 
reinstated during the life of the Korean benefits, 
which expire on January 31, 1965, 

Provides that where a veteran sells his home 
which was obtained with a Veterans’ Administration 
loan, he and the prospective buyer can make applica- 
tion to the Administrator for the acceptance of 
the second buyer in lieu of the original veteran 
purchaser, The requirements for the acceptance of 
this second buyer is that he assumes full liability 
for repayment of the unpaid balance of the loan, 
he is acceptable under the same credit requirements 
as the original veteran purchaser, and the loan 
must be current,

Soil Bank Act - Authorizes a soil bank program 
in two parts, One part concerns the acreage reserve 
program and the other concerns the conservation 
reserve program, 

The acreage reserve program is designed to 
curtail production of specific commodities even 
below the anticipated production from allotment pro- 
grams. Authorizes the program for the four crop years 
of 1956-1959, Applies the program to wheat, cotton, 
corn, peanuts, rice, most kinds of tobacco, and the 
feed grains. Permits payments to the farmers who 
curtail their production of an amount roughly 
equivalent to their anticipated return from the land 
if it had been put to its intended use. 

Provides that compensation to producers be at 
a rate or rates as the Secretary of Agriculture 
determines will provide producers with a fair and 
reasonable return for reducing their acreage of the 
commodity, taking into consideration the loss of 
production of the commodity on the reserve acreage, 
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any savings in cost which result from not planting 
the commodity on the reserve acreage, and the 
incentive necessary to achieve the reserve acreage 
goal, Such payments are to be made in negotiable 
certificates redeemable in cash by the Commodity 
Credit Corporation, or in the case of grains, 
redeemable in grain at the option of the producer. 
Requires the Secretary to make adjustments in cal- 
culating the normal yield for each farm in the case 
of unusual weather conditions from either drought, 
flood, hail, wind, or other natural causes. Limits 
to $750, 000,000 the total amount which may be 
expended on the acreage-reserve program in any one 
year. Limits to any one producer the sum of $25,- 
000 for any one year. 

Sets up the conservation reserve program to 
take out of production certain crops and put such 
acreage into a conservation status on a semi-perman- 
ent basis. Makes crop lands, including lands being 
devoted to such soil conserving crops as hay, 
alfalfa, and clover, eligible for the conservation 
reserve, 

Provides that the program be carried out on 
the basis of contracts entered into between the 
Secretary of Agriculture and the producer, Such 
contracts shall be for a period not less than three 
years and not more than ten years (except for foresta- 
tion areas where the period can run for fifteen 
years), Requires the producer to agree not to 
harvest any crop nor graze the land in conservation 
reserve, and in return the Secretary of Agriculture 
Shall pay a large part of the cost of establishing 
conservation practices on the land and pay there- 
after an annual amount to the producer roughly 
equivalent to the rental value of the land, Limits 
to $450,000,000 the total amount of expenditures 
for the conservation program in any one year, and 
limits to $7,500 the payments to any one producer. 

Provides that no person shall be eligible for 
soil-bank payments in any year in which he exceeds 
his farm-acreage allotment for any commodity. Pro- 
hibits the reapportionment to any other producer of 
acreage placed in the acreage reserve or conserva- 
tion reserve, Provides authority to the Secretary 
of Agriculture to make payments under the program 
upon satisfactory proof by the producer that he has 
complied with his part of the contract. Requires 
the Secretary in carrying out the program to make 
use of local and State conservation committees, 

Requires the Secretary of Agriculture to pro- 
vide adequate safeguards to protect the interests 
of sharecroppers and tenants, and when such pro- 
visions are violated, permits the Secretary to deny 
such producer all or part of the benefits under the 
Act. Directs the President to carry out a policy 
of restricting, insofar as practicable, the leasing 
of government owned lands for the production of 
price-supported lands in surplus supply. Permits 
farmers to pool their rights to participate jointly 
in the conservation reserve program on property 
other than their own farms, wherever a management 
of family farms and/or optimum land use will be 
aided.

Interstate Machine Sales Act of 1956 - Defines 
the purposes of this Act as (1) to protect the 
consuming public in performance under the warranty 
issued on a purchased product; (2) to insure the 
continued availability to the public of adequate 
consumer service facilities; and (3) to preserve 
the availability of adequate consumer service 
facilities to consumers, from the thousands of 
small-business dealers of such products, both during 
the period of the warranty and thereafter during the 
useful life of the product. 

Permits a manufacturer and a dealer to enter 
into agreement which shall contain all the terms 
and conditions between the parties, and state the 
minimum consumer service facilities required to 
be maintained by the deler in order that he 
can perform the warranty issued to the consumer 
and the mutual obligations of the parties 
between themselves in compliance with their joint 
warranty and service responsibility to the consumer. 
Permits such agreements to also contain reasonable 
provisions as are required adequately to protect the 
manufacturer's good will on the sale, servicing, 
and advertising of this product by the franchised 
dealer. These agreements may provide for the appoint- 
ment of franchised dealers of the manufacturer as 
its agents to accept from the consumer an applica- 
tion, for, and to issue, a warranty on a trade-named 
product of the manufacturer. They may provide the 
means, times and methods by which the manufacturer 
may make payments to franchised dealers of the 
agreed value of issuing the warranty and maintaining 
consumer service facilities if such terms and condi- 
tions are identical to other dealers. Prohibits 
any provision either expressed or implied, with 
respect to resale prices, or resale terms or condi- 
tions of any product. 

Requires every manufacturer electing to enter 
into dealer agreements under the provisions of this 
Act to file with the Federal Trade Commission, not 
later than 10 days after entering into any such 
agreement, a copy of the form of the agreement, 

Permits the Commission after notice and hearing 
to suspend, nullify, or modify any provision of any 
such dealer agreement which it finds contrary to 
the provisions and purposes of this Act. Adopts the 
procedures of the Administrative Procedures Act in 
such proceedings, except that notice of hearing may 
be given merely by 60 days' advance publication in 
the Federal Register. Makes it an unfair method of 
competition for any person to violate a provision of 
this Act.

Federal Highway Act of 1956 - Authorizes for 
the fiscal years ending June 30, 1957, 1958, and 
1959, in addition to sums heretofore authorized, 
$25,000,000, $750,000,000, and $775,000,000 respec- 
tively, to be apportioned as follows: (a) 45 per- 
cent for projects on the Federal-aid primary highway 
system; (b) 30 percent for projects on the Federal- 











aid secondary system; and (c) 25 percent for proj- 
ects on extensions of these systems within urban 
areas, Provides that apportionment among the States 
shall be in the manner now prescribed in Section 4 
of the Federal-Aid Highway Act with the exception 

of funds authorized for fiscal year 1957 which shall 
be apportioned immediately upon passage of this Act. 
Continues availability of funds so apportioned for 
two years after the close of the fiscal year for 
which such sums are authorized and deems the same 

to have been expended if covered by formal agree- 
ments with the Secretary of Commerce for construc- 
tion, reconstruction, or improvement of specific 
authorized projects, 

Declares it to be the intent of Congress to 
increase progressively the annual sums herein author- 
ized for construction of projects on the Federal-aid 
primary and secondary systems, and approved exten- 
Sions thereof in urban areas, by amounts which in 
each succeeding year shall provide an increase over 
the total amounts authorized for each immediately 
preceding year of not less than $25,000, 000 commenc- 
ing with the fiscal year ending June 30, 1960, and 
continuing such progression in each of the succeed- 
ing fiscal years, through the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1969, Expresses the intent to allocate the 
total funds thus provided to the three categories 
in the same relative ratio as provided for projects 
on the Federal-aid primary and secondary systems 
and approved extensions thereof in urban areas, 

Permits, upon request of the State Highway 
Department and upon approval of the Governor of said 
State, the Secretary of Commerce to make transfers 
between funds allocated to the Federal-aid primary, 
secondary, and urban extension of both, with the 
limitation that not more than 20 percent may be 
accepted by or expended from any one apportionment. 

Authorizes for each of the fiscal years ending 
June 30, 1958 and 1959, $25,000,000 for forest 
highways and $27,000,000 for forest development 
roads and trails, 

Provides for advisory public hearings to permit 
interested persons to present their views as to the 
practicability and feasibility of the construction 
or,reconstruction of timber access roads, Makes 
available for vehicular parking areas funds avail- 
able for forest development roads and trails. 
Directs the Secretary of Commerce to apportion funds 
available for forest highways among the several 
States, Alaska, and Puerto Rico in accordance with 
Section 3 of the Federal-Aid Highway Act of 1950, 

Authorizes the following appropriations for 
each of the fiscal years ending June 30, 1958 and 
June 30, 1959: (a) $16,000,000 for the construction, 
reconstruction, and improvement of roads and trails, 
inclusive of necessary bridges, in national parks, 
monuments, and other areas administered by the 
National Park Service; (b) $16,000,000 for the con- 
struction, reconstruction, and improvement of park- 
ways authorized by Acts of Congress; (c) $10,000,000 
for the construction, improvement, and maintenance 
of Indian reservation roads and bridges and roads 
and bridges to provide access to Indian reservations 
and Indian lands; (d) $1,000,000 for the survey, 
construction, reconstruction, and maintenance of 
main roads through unappropriated or unreserved 
public lands, nontaxable Indian lands, or other Fed- 
eral reservations, 

Declares it to be the intent of Congress to 
continue until June 30, 1969 the authorizations for 
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roads in the Federal domain at annual rates not less 
than those contained herein, 

Authorizes an emergency fund in the amount of 
$30,000,000 (now $10,000,000) for expenditure by the 
Secretary of Commerce (now the Commissioner of 
Public Roads) for the repair or reconstruction of 
highways and bridges on the Federal-aid highway 
systems which the Secretary finds have suffered 
serious damage as the result of disaster, 

Changes the "National System of Interstate 
Highways" to the "National System of Interstate and 
Defense Highways" and authorizes the following sums 
to expedite the construction, reconstruction, or 
improvement of the system: (a) $1,025,000,000 for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1957; (b) $1,700, - 
000,000 for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1958; 

(c) $2,000, 000,000 for the fiscal years ending 
June 30, 1959 and 1967; (d) $2,200,000,000 for the 
fiscal years ending June 30, 1960 through June 30, 
1963 and 1966; (e) $2,300,000,000 for the fiscal 
years ending June 30, 1964 and June 30, 1965; (f) 
$1,500, 000,000 for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1968; and (g) $1,000,000,000 for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1969, 

Provides that each State highway department shall 
make and furnish to the Secretary of Commerce be- 
fore July 1, 1957 a further study of the Interstate 
System within its boundaries, Fixes the Federal 
share payable on account of any project on the Inter- 
state System at between 90 and 95 percent of the 
total cost thereof, Denies funds to States permitting 
vehicles in excess of certain maximum axle weight 
limitations to use the Interstate System, 

Declares it to be the intent of Congress to 
reimburse the States for any portion of a free or 
toll highway which is on the Interstate System, the 
construction of which has been completed subsequent 
to August 2, 1947, where such highway meets construc- 
tion standards, 

Empowers the Secretary, upon request of a State, 
to acquire lands or interest in lands in the name 
of the United States by purchase, donation, condem- 
nation, or otherwise where such is necessary in 
prosecution of any project of the National System 
where the Secretary has determined that the State 
is unable to acquire the same when needed and the 
State has agreed to pay a percentage of the costs 
of the Secretary in acquiring the lands, Requires 
the Secretary to then convey such lands or interest 
in lands to the State Highway Department or political 
subdivision upon such terms and conditions as may 
be agreed upon, Authorizes the Secretary to make 
available to States so requesting funds for the 
acquisition of rights-of-way for roads to be con- 
structed within a five year period from the time 
the request is made, 

Makes applicable Davis-Bacon Act provisions. 

For the 16-year period beginning July 1, 1956, 
and endingJune 30, 1972, the bill imposes certain 
new taxes, increases others, and provides that 
amounts equivalent to these taxes, together with 
amounts equivalent to certain existing highway-user 
taxes, are to be placed in a special highway trust 
fund, It is estimated that receipts to be paid 
into this trust fund for the entire 16-year period 
will amount to $38.5 billion and that expenditures 
under the Federal highway program for the same 
period (as provided for in existing authorizations 
and in H, R, 8836, as introduced, including expendi- 
tures provided for only by an expression of intent) 
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will amount to $37.3 billion. Thus trust-fund 
receipts are expected to exceed these expenditures 
by $1.2 billion. About half of this excess of 
receipts over expenditures will be required to meet 
interest charges on advances to the trust fund from 
the general fund to meet temporary deficits during 
the 16-year period. The remaining $600 million will 
be available for additional highway expenditures in 
1970, 1971, and 1972 for primary, secondary, and 
urban roads when expenditures under H, R, 8836 
begin to taper off. 

The new revenue sources provided under this 
bill are (1) a l-cent-a-gallon increase in the 
gasoline, special motor fuel, and diesel fuel taxes, 
raising these taxes to 3 cents, These increases 
apply only to fuel for use in highway vehicles (motor 
vehicles for special motor fuel) and do not apply 
in the case of local transit systems, (2) an increase 
of 3 cents a pound in the tax on tires (now 5 cents) 
as well as a new tax of 3 cents a pound on camel- 
back for retreading tires. This increase and new 
tax apply only to the type of tire for use on high- 
way vehicles, (3) a 2-percentage-point increase in 
the present 8-percent manufacturers' tax on trucks, 
buses, truck trailers, etc., (as well as a continu- 
ation of the 3 percentage points in excess of 5 
percent); and (4) a new annual tax of $1.50 per 
1,000 pounds of "taxable gross weight" for trucks 
and buses weighing over 26,000 pounds if registered 
(or required to be registered) for use on the high- 
ways. An exemption from this tax also is provided 
for local transit buses, 

This bill directs the Secretary of Commerce, 
in cooperation with other Federal agencies and the 
State highway departments, to obtain information 
which will be useful in determining the relative 
portion of the cost burden of the Federal-aid high- 
Way program which should be borne by passenger cars 
and the various classes of trucks and buses, Pend- 
ing the completion of the studies by the Secretary 
of Commerce the bill adopts a tax differential by 
imposing a special tax on the use of heavy vehicles 
and by increasing the ad valorem tax on trucks and 
buses to 10 percent. 

Limitations are imposed which for the most 
part have the effect of restricting the application 
of these new or increased taxes to cases involving 
vehicles used on, or suitable for use on, highways. 
Relief is also provided for local or mass transit 
Systems in the case of the taxes on motor fuel and 
the tax on the use of heavy vehicles.

Provides for a domestic parity plan for wheat, 
Producers would receive 100 percent of parity for 
their share of the wheat crop which is domestically 
consumed for food and substantially the world price 
for the balance of their production, Assures 
stability of market prices by a low level loan rate 
geared primarily to the support level of feed grains 
and to world market conditions. Permits continuance 
of acreage allotments and conditions eligibility 
for domestic marketing certificates upon compliance 
with acreage allotments and upon the planting of an 
acreage of wheat sufficient to fill the producer's 
domestic quota at normal yields, The plan would 
automatically take care of producers who do not 
ordinarily grow wheat for sale but rather for use 
as feed. Permits any such producers to grow any 
quantity of wheat without penalty. 

Makes the program self-financing. Requires 
processors and importers to purchase certificates 
for the difference between the domestic parity and 
the established market price of wheat processed or 
imported by them, and refunds would be made upon 
the exportation of wheat products, 

Provides that the new program will not go into 
effect at once but will be the subject of a referendum 
among wheatgrowers whenever referendums are held ° 
in the future on marketing quotas, The first such 
referendum to be held early next summer, If wheat 
producers vote, in any such referendum, by more 
than two-thirds in favor of the domestic parity 
plan, the program will automatically go into effect 
in place of the present system of acreage allotments, 
marketing quotas, and price supports by loan and 
purchase programs.

Establishes a noncompensable Federal Safety 
Advisory Committee in the Department of Labor to 
advise the Director of the Federal Safety Divisions 
in his duties, Authorizes the Secretary of Labor 
to establish Federal Field Safety Advisory Committees 
in geographical areas to give assistance in field 
establishments under the provisions of this Act.

Provides that compensation to producers be at 
a rate or rates as the Secretary of Agriculture 
determines will provide producers with a fair and 
reasonable return for reducing their acreage of the 
commodity, taking into consideration the loss of 
production of the commodity on the reserve acreage, 
any savings in the cost which result from not plant- 
ing the commodity on the reserve acreage, and the 
incentive necessary to achieve the reserve acreage 
goal. Requires the Secretary to make an adjustment 
in yields for drought, flood, or other abnormal 
conditions in estimating the loss of production for 
purposes of establishing rates of compensation. 

Such payments are to be made in negotiable certifi- 
cates redeemable in cash by the Commodity Credit 
Corporation, or in the case of grains, redeemable 

in cash at the option of the producer, Limits to 
$750,000, 000 the total amount which may be expended 
on the acreage-reserve program in any one year. 
Establishes the following maximums for the following 
crops: (1) wheat, $375,000,000; (2) cotton, $300, - 
000,000; (3) corn in the commercial corn-producing 
area, $300,000,000; (4) other feed grains, $175,000, - 
000; (5) peanuts, $7,009,000; (6) rice, $23,000, 000; 
and (7) tobacco, $45,000,000. Since the individual 
commodity limitation add up to more than the over- 
all limit of $750,000, this is done in order to 
permit adjustment of commodity programs to meet

operating conditions and does not have the effect 
of increasing the overall limitation, 

Sets up a conservation reserve program tq, 
take out of production certain crops and put such 
acreage into a conservation status on a semi- 
permanent basis, Makes crop lands, including lands 
being devoted to such soil conserving crops as hay, 
alfalfa, and clover, eligible for the conservation 
reserve, Provides that the program be carried out 
on the basis of contracts entered into between the 
Secretary of Agriculture and the producer, Such 
contracts shall be for a period of not less than 
three years, Requires the producer to agree not to 
harvest any crop nor graze the land in conservation 
reserve, and in return the Secretary of Agriculture 
shall pay a large part of the cost of establishing 
conservation practices on the land and thereafter 
an annual amount to the producer roughly equivalent 
to the rental value of the land, 

Permits the Secretary of Agriculture to termi- 
nate such contracts when he finds there have been 
violations, Requires the Secretary not later than 
February 1 of each year to determine and announce 
the national conservation reserve goal for such year, 
Requires such goal to be that percentage which the 
Secretary determines it is practicable to cover by 
contracts during such year of the number of acres 
by which (1) the acreage used for the production 
of agricultural commodities during the year preceding 
the year for which such determination is made, plus 
any acreage then in the acreage or conservation 
reserve program or retired from production as a 
result of acreage allotments or marketing quotas, 
exceeds (2) the acreage needed during the year for 
which such determination is made for the production 
of agricultural allowances for carryover, etc. 
Requires the Secretary to transmit to the Congress 
annually before March 15 a report of the scope of 
the conservation reserve program for the preceding 
year. Limits to $450, 000,000 the total amount of 
expenditures for the conservation reserve in any 
one year. Gives the Secretary powers to terminate 
or modify such contracts under certain conditions, 

Provides that no person shall be eligible for 
payments or compensation for any year in which (1) 
the acreage of any basic agricultural commodity 
other than wheat or corn exceeds the farm acreage 
allotment for the commodity, or (2) the wheat acreage 
on the farm exceeds the larger of the farm wheat 
acreage allotment or fifteen acres, or (3) the corn 
acreage on the farm,’ in the case of a farm in the 
commercial corn-producing area, exceeds the farm 
base acreage for corn, or (4) the acreage planted to 
feed grains on the farm exceeds the farm base acreage 
for feed grains, Prohibits the reapportionment to 
any other producer of acreage placed in the acreage 
or conservation reserve. 

Provides authority to the Secretary to make 
payments under the program upon satisfactory proof 
by the producer that he has complied with his part 
of the contract. Requires the Secretary in carrying 
out the programs to make use of State and local 
conservation committees, Requires the Secretary to 
provide adequate safeguards to protect the interests 
of shareholders and tenants, Directs the President 
to carry out a policy of restricting, insofar as 
practicable, the leasing of government-owned lands 
for the production of price-supported lands in sur- 
plus supply. Provides assistance to States for tree 
planting and reforestation,

Increases public assistance grants for old-age 
assistance, aid to dependent children, aid to the 
blind, and aid to the permanently and totally dis- 
abled to the States where the State, with respect 
to any quarter commencing July 1, 1956, (1) has 
filed a certificate stating that the average monthly 
expenditure from State funds per recipient under 
the State plan for such quarter will not be less 
than the average monthly expenditure from State 
funds per recipient under such plan for the calendar 
year commencing January 1, 1955, and (2) in the case 
of any quarter beginning after October 1, 1956, the 
average monthly expenditure from State funds per 
recipient under the State plan for the second 
quarter immediately preceding such quarter has not 
been less than the average monthly expenditure from 
State funds per recipient under such plan for the 
calendar year commencing January 1, 1955.

by the ordinary.operations of private enterprise 
without public participation, and therefore enact- 
ment of the following provisions is necessary: (a) 
granting a public body corporate consisting of the 
Commissioners of the District of Columbia for an 
interim period certain powers to acquire, extend, 
improve, and operate at reasonable rates an adequate 
transportation system or systems in the Washington 
metropolitan area; (b) authorizing the transfer of 
such system to private enterprise if the body 
corporate deems it to be in the public interest; 
(c) providing for continuation of the public body 
corporate if private interests do not acquire such 
transit system during the interim period; and (d) 
providing that the public body corporate shall have 
the exclusive franchise to operate such transporta- 
tion system except for such operations as are law- 
fully in existence as of the date of enactment 
hereof.

Defines various terms for 
the purposes of this Title such as "engineering 
teacher" shall mean any individual teaching an 
engineering course, whether at the secondary, under- 
graduate, or post-graduate level. 

Grants supplementary salary payments to engineer- 
ing teachers at approved schools of engineering to 
bring their total income up to the level of income 
generally received by engineers of comparable quali- 
fications in private industry. Requires such schools 
of engineering to enter into the following written 
agreements with the Foundation before any such pay- 
ments may be made to them: (1) that the regular 
salaries of such teachers shall not be reduced; (2) 
that it will keep the Foundation currently informed 
with respect to the salary regularly payable to all 
engineering teachers on its faculty; and (3) such 
other information and assurances as the Foundation 
may require, 

Encourages exceptionally qualified high school 
graduates with special interest and ability in the 
field of engineering to pursue their education in 
such field at the college level, by awarding them 
scholarships to pay the expenses incident to the 
attainment of a baccalaureate degree in engineering, 
Directs the foundation to provide for the holding 
of annual competitive examinations in each congres- 
sional district to determine the individuals who 
will be awarded scholarships from that distriot. 
Sets out further requirements for such scholarships. 
Grants 30 scholarships for each congressional 
district. If there are not thirty recipients in 
a particular district, then the balance of such 
awards shall be made to qualified persons in other 
congressional districts.

Provides that the foundation shall pay direct- 
ly to each holder of a scholarship an allowance of 
$100 a month for each month during any part of which 
he is actually attending school under such scholar- 
ship to pay the living expenses of such individual 
(including his meals and lodging and any supplies, 
books, equipment, and other items which are reason- 
ably necessary to his engineering education and 
which are not made available to him without charge 
by the school), Sets out the procedure for admin- 
istering such entitlement, 

Increases the number of engineering teachers 
at secondary schools, while encouraging graduates 
of approved schools of engineering to pursue post- 
graduate engineering courses, by awarding fellow- 
ships to such graduates on condition that they devote 
a period of time (during which they will be paid 
supplementary salary grants) to the teaching of 
engineering courses in secondary schools, Provides 
for the awarding of such fellowships; sets out the 
terms of the agreements by fellow applicants, and 
provides for payments to approved schools for such 
fellowships. Authorizes necessary appropriations

Directs the Secretary to conduct a referendum, 
by secret ballot, of farmers who would be subject 
to farm-marketing quotas to determine whether such 
farmers are in favor of or opposed to the quota so 
proclaimed, Provides that the Secretary shall pro- 
claim the results of any referendum held hereunder 
within 30 days after the date of such referendum. 
Declares that the national marketing quota for pota- 
toes, less the quantity set aside for apportionment, 
shall be apportioned by the Secretary among the 
several States on the basis of the production of 
potatoes in each State during the f! ve calendar 
years immediately preceding the calendar year in 
which such quota is proclaimed, with such adjust- 
ments as are deemed necessary for abnormal conditions 
affecting production and for trends in marketing 
or production, Provides for a like apportionment 
on a county wide basis. The Secretary shall provide 
for the apportionment of the county marketing quota 
among farms on the basis of one or more, as the 
Secretary determines may best effectuate the purposes 
of this Act, of the following factors: past market- 
ings, production, or acreage of potatoes, taking 
into consideration the marketing quotas, acreage 
allotments, or production goals previously established 
for the farm; land, labor, and equipment available 
for the production, storage, and marketing of 
potatoes; abnormal conditions affecting production; 
and crop-rotation practices, Sets out the procedure 
for acreage allotments.

mend promotional and informational activities to 
stimulate consumption of fishery products; and (4) 
review the activities of the Fisheries Division.

flood-insurance policies and provide reinsurance 
for policies issued by private insurance companies. 

Directs the Commissioner to establish a 
schedule of estimated rates for such insurance to 
be computed on the basis of actual risks involved 
for each class of property in each area and loca- 
tion. Requires such rates to be uniform for similar 
risks within each separate class of property. Also 
requires such rates to be fixed at actuarial levels, 
as far as is possible, on the basis of all available 
flood damage data, Provides that the schedule of 
estimated rates be used as the basis for a schedule 
of fees to be charged for the flood-insurance 
policies. Prohibits any insurance policy to be 
issued for a fee lower than sixty percent of the 
corresponding estimated rate for the particular 
category of property involved, Places a limit of 
$250,000 as the outstanding face amount of insur- 
ance which can be issued to any one person, and a 
limit of $10,000 in the case of dwelling units and 
appurtenances, Limits to $3,000,000,000 (or $5,000, - 
000,000 with the approval of the President) the total 
face value of insurance as risk exposure of the 
Government plus an amount equal to the fees collect- 
ed. 

Relieves the Government from liability for 
paying (1) the first $100 of any loss, and (2) five 
percent of the rest of the claim. Directs the 
Commissioner to use his best efforts to encourage 
private companies to insure that portion of the 
risk in excess of the per policy limit established 
for direct Federal insurance, Expressly provides 
that neither direct insurance or reinsurance can be 
issued against risks for which insurance is already 
available on reasonable terms from other public or 
private sources, 

Authorizes coverage of both real and personal 
property owned privately or by public bodies,

prevent excessive supplies of flue-cured tobacco 
from burdening and obstructing interstate and foreign 
commerce. 

Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to formu- 
late and carry out an acreage reserve program for 
the 1956, 1957, and 1958 crops of flue-cured tobacco, 
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under which a farmer who grows flue-cured tobacco 
will be compensated for reducing his acreage of 


flue-cured tobacco. In order to be eligible for 

such compensation a farmer who grows flue-cured 
tobacco shall (1) reduce his acreage of flue-cured 
tobacco to an amount below his farm acreage allot- 
ment for flue-cured tobacco for 1955, within such 
limits as the Secretary may prescribe, and (2) 
specifically designate the acreage so withdrawn from 
the production of flue-cured tobacco and shall not 
harvest any crop from, or graze, the reserve acreage. 

Provides that reserve acreage of flue-cured 
tobacco may include acreage whether or not planted 
to the 1956 crop of flue-cured tobacco prior to 
enactment if such crop shall be plowed under, 
physically incorporated into the soil, or cut to 
prevent maturing so that the reduction in acreage 
of flue-cured tobacco below the acreage allotment 
for flue-cured tobacco for 1955 occurs within twenty- 
one days after the date of enactment, or by such 
later date as may be fixed by the Secretary, Requires 
a participant in the program to enter into a con- 
tract with the Secretary. 

Directs the Secretary to establish a national 
reserve acreage goal for the 1956, 1957, and 1958 
crops of flue-cured tobacco. Grants each participant 
in the program negotiable certificates redeemable 
in cash by the Commodity Credit Corporation, The 
rate of payment shall be 50 percent of the price 
support for that quantity of flue-cured tobacco 
which would be the normal yield for the land placed 
in reserve acreage. Limits total compensation to 
be paid to participants in any one year to $30,000, - 
000. Authorizes necessary appropriations, Provides 
a civil penalty for violation of these provisions 
of 50 percent of the compensation payable for 
compliance with the contract during the year.

000; (2) Near East (including Greece and Turkey) - 
$170,000,000; (3) Asia - $882,000,000; and (4) Latin 
America - $32,000,000, 

Authorizes $243,000,000 for development assist- 
ance, Combines into a single program the existing 
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program of "Development assistance", the President's 
fund for Asian economic development and the special 
authorization for the Middle East and Africa. Con- 
fines such "Development assistance" to friendly 
countries in Asia, the Middle East, and Africa. 

Makes the following authorization for the 
three technical assistance programs in which the 
United States participates (1) bilateral technical 
assistance, $140,500,000; (2) United Nations ex- 
panded technical assistance program, $15,500, 000; 
and (3) organization of American States program, 
$1,500, 000. 

Permits the President each fiscal year to make 
special use of up to $150 million of funds appro- 
priated under the authority of other provisions of 
the Mutual Security Act. Authorizes $100 million 
to be made available to the President for fiscal 
year 1957 for his special fund.

Makes various amendments to the general pro- 
visions of the Mutual Security Act, such as provid- 
ing that funds transferred for development assist- 
ance from other authorizations must be used to pro- 
vide assistance on either a loan basis or to supply 
surplus agricultural commodities except that grant 
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aid may be supplied to regional organizations. 
Makes further technical amendments, 

Provides as a means of furthering peaceful uses 
of atomic energy on an international basis an appro- 
priation for fiscal year 1957 of $5,950,000 for use 
by the President for research reactor projects under- 
taken or authorized by foreign governments which 
shall have entered into agreements for cooperation 
with the United States concerning the peaceful uses 
of atomic energy.

National Scholarship Act of 1956 - Establishes 
a program of scholarships for students in science 
and education at institutions of higher education, 
Establishes within the Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare a Director of Scholarships. The 
Director shall administer the provisions of this 
Act and perform such other duties involving Federal 
scholarships, fellowships, and similar matters as 
the Secretary may prescribe.

tion at an institution of higher education at the 
time the examination is held. Declares that 50,000 
undergraduate scholarships shall be awarded in the 
field of education and 20,000 undergraduate scholar- 
ships shall be awarded in the field of science. 

The number of undergraduate scholarships awarded 
under these provisions to residents of any State 
shall bear the same ratio to the total number of 
scholarships available in that field for that year 
as the number of highschool graduates in that State 
for the preceding calendar year bears to the total 
number of highschool graduates in all the States 
for such preceding calendar year. 

Permits the Director to award annually 5,000 
postgraduate scholarships. Permits an individual 
awarded an undergraduate scholarship to pursue his 
course of study at any college or university which 
admits him as a candidate for baccalaureate degree. 
Provides that an individual awarded a postgraduate 
scholarship may pursue his course of study at any 
institution of higher education, within or outside 
the United States which admits him as a candidate 
for one or more postgraduate degrees in science. 
Provides that the Director shall pay directly to any 
institution the amount of regular tuition for a 
person pursuing a course of education under such 
undergraduate scholarship and directly to the individ- 
ual in the case of a postgraduate scholarship. 
Provides that the Director shall pay directly to 
the individual $90 a month under both scholarships 
for books, fees, etc.

Sets out the following penalties for the 
smuggling of marihuana: first offense: a fine of 
not more than $3,000 and imprisonment of not less 
than 5 nor more than 10 years; second offense: a 
fine of not more than $5,000 and imprisonment of 
not less than 10 nor more than 20 years; third 
or subsequent offenses: a fine of not more than

ant is shown to have had heroin in his possession, 
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such possession shall be sufficient proof that the 
heroin or marihuana was unlawfully imported or other- 
wise brought into the United States unless the 
defendant explains his possession to the satisfac- 
tion of the jury. Sets out the procedure for second 
or subsequent offenders and for the surrender of 
heroin and marihuana, Provides that evidence received 
by telephonic interception by any Federal law enforce- 
ment officer or agent shall be deemed admissible, 
Grants additional authority for the Bureau of 
Narcotics and the Bureau of Customs pertaining to 

the issuing of subpenas, and making of arrests, etc. 
Prohibits border crossings of the United States by 
narcotic addicts and violators, and provides a 

penalty of a fine of not more than $1,000 or imprison- 
ment for not less than one nor more than 3 years 

or both, 

Excludes aliens for admission to the United 
States who have been convicted of a conspiracy to 
violate any law or regulation pertaining to the 
illicit possession of, or traffic in narcotics,

tional and extension service. 

Creates within the Department of the Interior 
the United States Fisheries Commission consisting 
of 4 members, The Chairman of the Commission 
shall also administer the Fisheries Division as 
Assistant Secretary of the Interior for Fisheries, 

Directs the Commission to (1) develop and 
recommend appropriate measures to assure maximum 
production of fish and fishery products and to 
prevent unnecessary fluctuations in production; 

(2) study the economic condition of the industry 
and make recommendations thereon; (3) develop and 
recommend promotional and informational activities 
to stimulate consumption of fishery products; and 
(4) review the activities of the Fisheries Service. 

Authorizes the Commission to make a report 
to the President and the Congress concerning the 
following with respect to any fishery product which 
is imported into the United States, upon a request 
from any segment of the domestic industry producing 
a like competitive product: (1) whether there has 
been a downward trend in the production, employ- 
ment, or prices, or a decline in the sales, of the 
like or directly competitive product produced by 
the domestic industry; or (2) whether there has 
been an increase in the imports of the fishery 
product into the United States, 

Directs the Secretary of State and all other 
officials having responsibilities in the fields of 
technical and economic aid to foreign nations to 
consult with the Commission in all cases in which 
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the interests of fisheries are involved with a 
view to assuring that such interests are adequately 
represented at all times, 

Transfers to the Commission all the functions 
of the Department of the Interior pertaining in 
any manner to fisheries, and the development, 
advancement, management, conservation, and protec- 
tion thereof, Transfers to the Commission all 
functions of the Secretaries of Agriculture and 
Commerce, and the head of any other department or 
agency with respect to the development, advancement, 
management, conservation, and protection of fisheries, 
Authorizes necessary appropriations,

Housing Act of 1956 - Extends the Title I 
property improvement program of the FHA 2 years 
until September 30, 1958, Increases the maximum 
permissible loan for improvement of existing single- 
family structures under the National Housing Act 
from $2,500 to $3,500, Permits the FHA Commissioner 
to increase the maximum maturity to 5 years on loans 
for improvement of single-family structures, and 
puts an interest rate ceiling on such loans, In- 
creases the maximum permissible loan for the improve- 
ment of multifamily structures from $10,000 to 
$15,000, with an average of $2,500 per family unit. 
Provides with respect to mortgage insurance for 
existing housing that it may be insured up to 90 
percent of the appraised value where the dwelling 
is not approved for such insurance prior to the 
beginning of construction except unless the con- 
struction of the dwelling was completed more than 
one year prior to the application for mortgage 
insurance, 

Provides, with respect to rental housing insur- 
ance, that to be eligible for rental housing insur- 
ance a mortgage on any property or project shall 
involve a principal obligation in an amount: (1) 
not to exceed the sum of 90 percent (now 80 percent) 
of the estimated value of the property or project 
(when the proposed improvements are completed); 

(2) not to exceed for such part of such property or 
project as may be attributable to dwelling use, 
$2,250 (now $2,000) per room or $8,100 (now $7,200) 
per family unit if the number of rooms in such prop- 
erty or project is less than four per family unit, 
or not to exceed $1,000 per space or $300,000 per 
mortgage for trailer courts or parks; (3) not to 
exceed $2,700 in the case of an elevator type 
structure instead of the $2,250 described in (2) 
supra, and $8,400 in the case of such type structure 
instead of the $8,100 described in (2) supra, with 
provision for the Commissioner to increase any of 
the foregoing by $1,000 per room in any geographical 
area where he finds that cost levels so require, 

Provides that with respect to cooperative hous- 
ing insurance, the Commissioner is authorized to 
insure mortgages which cover property held by a 
mortgagor, approved by the Commissioner, which (a) 
has certified to the Commissioner, as a condition 
of obtaining the insurance of a mortgage, that 
upon completion of the property or project covered 
by such mortgage it intends to sell such property 
or project to a non-profit corporation or non-profit 
trust, and (b) shall be regulated or restricted by 
the Commissioner as to rents, charges, capital 
structure, rate of return, and methods of operation 
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during any period while it holds the mortgaged 
property or project, Authorizes the Commissioner 
to increase the amount of limitations prescribed 
for cooperative housing insurance eligibility by 
$1,000 per room in any geographical area where he 
finds the cost levels so require, Provides that 

the aggregate amount of principal obligations of 

all mortgages which may be insured and outstanding 
at any one time under the National Housing Act shall 
not exceed the sum of (a) the outstanding principal 
balances, as of July 1, 1956 (now 1955), of all 
insured mortgages, (b) the principal amount of all 
outstanding commitments to insure on that date, and 
(c) $3,000,000,000 (now $4,000,000,000), except 

that with the approval of the President such aggre- 
gate amount may be increased by not to exceed $500,- 
000, 000, 

Makes the following changes with respect to 
relocation housing insurance: Increases the amount 
of the principal obligation which may be insured to 
$9,000 (now $7,600) with provision for the Commis- 
sioner to increase the same to $10,000 (now $8,600) 
in any geographical area where he finds the cost 
levels so require, Eliminates the requirement that 
the mortgage not exceed 95 percent of the appraised 
value of a property upon which there is located a 
dwelling designed principally for single-family 
residence, Substitutes the requirement that the 
mortgagor has paid on account of the property $200 
in cash or its equivalent (now 5 percent of the 
Commissioner's estimate of the cost of acquisition). 
Increases the period for complete amortization from 
30 to 40 years, 

Elderly persons housing program - Provides 
that the Housing and Home Finance Administrator may 
make loans to private, non-profit corporations in 
order to assist corporations in providing housing 
and related facilities for elderly families and 
persons when (1) the corporation shows that it is 
unable to secure the funds from other sources on 
equally favorable terms and (2) the Administrator 
finds that the construction will be undertaken 
in an economical manner, Provides that a loan to 
a corporation (1) may be in an amount not exceeding 
the total development cost; (2) shall be secured 
in such manner and be repaid within such period, 
not exceeding 50 years as may be determined by the 
Administrator; and (3) shall bear interest at not 
more than 3% percent. 

Permits the Administrator to issue and have 
outstanding at any one time notes and obligations 
for purchase by the Secretary of the Treasury in an 
amount not to exceed $250,000,000 in order to obtain 
funds for such loans; limits the amount outstanding 
at any one time for related facilities to $50,000,- 


000, Requires the Administrator to (1) prepare 
annually and submit a budget program; and (2 


maintain an integral set of accounts. Provides 
that the Administrator may (1) prescribe such rules 
and regulations as may be necessary, (2) sue and be 
sued, etc. Prohibits the use of housing constructed 
with loans under this section for transient or 
hotel purposes. Defines certain terms, such as 
“elderly families" means families the head of which 
is 65 years of age or over, and "elderly persons" 
means persons who are 65 years of age or over, etc. 
Extends the program for low-rent housing by 
providing that the Federal Housing Authority may 
enter into new contracts for loans and annual con- 
tributions after July 31, 1956, for not more than

10,000 additional dwelling units which amount shall 
be increased by 10,000 additional dwelling units on 
July 1, 1957, and on July 1, 1958. 

Offers downpayment assistance by providing 
that with respect to a mortgage executed by a 
mortgagor who is sixty years of age or older as of 
the date the mortgage is endorsed for insurance, the 
mortgagor's downpayment may be paid by a corporation 
or person other than the mortgagor under such terms 
and conditions as the Commissioner may prescribe. 

Decreases from 3 percent to 2 percent of the 
unpaid principal amount of mortgages involved in 
purchases between the seller and the Federal National 
Mortgage Association. Provides that advance commit- 
ments to purchase mortgages in secondary market 
operations shall be issued at prices which are 
sufficient to facilitate advance planning of home 
construction, but which are sufficiently below the 
price then offered by the Association for immediate 
purchase to prevent excessive sales to the Associa- 
tion pursuant to such commitments. Increases to 
$400,000,000 (now $200,000,000) the total amount of 
commitments to be outstanding at one time for second- 
ary market operations, 

Increases to $1,000,000,000 the capital grants 
for redevelopment purposes and provides that such 
limit shall be increased by further amounts of $500,- 
000,000 on July 1 of each of the years 1956 and 1957, 
respectively. 

Authorizes payment of reasonable and necessary 
moving expenses for any individual or family or busi- 
ness concern, limited to $2,000 in case of the 
latter, to reimburse for losses resulting from dis- 
placement from urban renewal area. 

Authorizes the Administrator to extend financial 
assistance for an urban renewal project with respect 
to an urban area in need of rehabilitation as a re- 
sult of flood, fire, hurricane, earthquake, storm, 
or other catastrophe, which the President has deter- 
mined to be a major disaster, without regard to 
certain conditions otherwise a prerequisite to Fed- 
eral aid. 

Increases to $10,000,000 (now $5,000,000) the 
amount authorized for urban planning. Includes 
educational institutions within the definition of 
public agencies to be eligible for Federal advances 
in connection with the program for a reserve of 
planned public works. 

Provides for loan assistance to small business 
concerns to meet expenses arising out of or reasonably 
related to their relocation in new areas. 

Extends the low-rent public housing program by 
providing Federal loans and contributions after 
July 31, 1956 for not more than 50,000 additional 
dwelling units, which amount shall be increased by 
50,000 additional dwelling units on July 1, 1957 and 
on July 1, 1958. 

Provides for the transfer of low-rent housing 
projects to public housing agencies where the latter 
certifies that the project is needed to house persons 
and families of low income and that preference for 
occupancy in the project will be given first to low- 
income agricultural workers and their families and 
second to other low-income persons and their families. 
Makes special provision for the State of Florida. 

Provides that defense housing not transferred 
to the Department of Defense must be disposed of not 
later than June 30, 1958 on a competitive bid basis. 

Permits construction of military housing projects 
on Midway Island and in the Canal Zone. Increases 
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FHA title VIII insurance authorization from $1,363, - 
500,000 to $2,475,000,000. Increases the maximum 
average unit cost of military housing from $13,500 
to $16,500 for any single project. Increases from 
$9 million to $21 million the total permissible 
monthly payment by the Armed Forces to amortize 
military housing mortgages. 

Provides for the acquisition of Wherry Act 
housing. 

Authorizes, for a 5-year period beginning 
July 1, 196, and ending June 30, 1961, (1) $450 
million for farm housing loans, (2) $10 million 
for contributions by the Secretary of Agriculture 
to prevent defaults in payments of loans for 
potentially adequate farms, and (3) $50 million 
for grants and loans for improvement and repair of 
certain farms, 

Increases from $500,000,000 to $750, 000,000 
the amount which may be outstanding at any one time 
for college housing. 

Provides for an extension of the veterans’! 
loan guaranty program.

of an advisory committee to be composed of persons 
from the field of nursing and nurse training, 
hospital administration and medicine, Provides for 
a conference after the second year to assist in 
reviewing the progress and the effectiveness of the 
program and to consider possible modifications of 
the program, 

Provides for a five year program of categorical 
grants to States for expanding and improving 














vocational training programs for practical nurses, 
Establishes this program by extending, with new 
emphasis, the existing Federal-State program of 
vocational education, Authorizes grants to States 
earmarked for the purpose of paying part of the cost 
of practical nurse training conducted in accordance 
with State plans approved by the Commissioner of 
Education, Defines the term "practical nurse train- 
ing" so as to include training of a similar nature 

to prepare persons for other health occupations or 
other health agencies, Requires for the first two 
years at least one State dollar for every three Fed-

officer considered but not recommended for promotion, 
having the same or next longer service, and the name 
of an officer so appointed shall be placed on that 
list immediately below such officer. 

Provides that the President may, with the 
consent of the Senate, appoint commissioned officers 
in the Regular Air Force hereunder, Sets forth 
minimum qualifications, Directs the Secretary of 
the Air Force to convene selection boards to con- 
sider persons who are eligible for appointment, 
the board to be composed of at least five officers 
in the Regular Air Force and the recommendation 
for appointment to be acquiesed in by a majority 
of them, Permits the President to remove from 
the recommended list any person whom he feels is 
not qualified, Allows the appointment of up to 
100 persons from civilians and Reserves of the Air 
Force who are not on active duty and who have 
qualifications not otherwise available from members 
of the Air Force on active duty, Establishes age 
limitations of appointees, 

Provides that for the purpose of determining

Increases the maximum permis- 
sible loan for improvement of existing single-family 
structures under the National Housing Act from $2,500 
to $3,500, Permits the FHA Commissioner to increase 
the maximum maturity to 5 years on loans for improve- 
ment of single-family structures, and puts an inter- 
est rate ceiling on such loans, Increases the 
maximum permissible loan for the improvement of 
multifamily structures from $10,000 to $15,000, with 
an average of $2,500 per family unit. Provides with 
respect to mortgage insurance for existing housing 
that it may be insured up to 90 percent of the 
appraised value where the dwelling is not approved 
for such insurance prior to the beginning of con- 
struction except unless the construction of the 
dwelling was completed more than one year prior to 
the application for mortgage insurance, Directs 
that if the mortgagor is not the occupant of the 
property the principal obligation of the mortgage

of the appraised value, 

Provides, with respect to rental housing insur- 
ance, that to be eligible for rental housing in- 
surance a mortgage on any property or project shall 
involve a principal obligation in an amount: (1) 
not to exceed the sum of 90 percent (now 80 per- 
cent) of the estimated value of the property or 
project (when the proposed improvements are com- 
pleted); (2) not to exceed for such part of such 
property or project as may be attributable to dwell- 
ing use, $2,250 (now $2,000) per room or $8,100

in such property or project is less than four per 
family unit, or not to exceed $1,000 per space or 
$300,000 per mortgage for trailer courts or parks; 
(3) not to exceed $2,700 in the case of an ele- 
vator type structure instead of the $2,250 described 
in (2) supra, and $8,400 in the case of such type 
structure instead of the $8,100 described in (2) 
supra, With provision for the Commissioner to 
increase any of the foregoing by $1,000 per room 
in any geographical area where he finds that cost 
levels so require. 

Provides that with respect to cooperative hous- 
ing insurance, the Commissioner is authorized to 
insure mortgages which cover property held by a 
mortgagor, approved by the Commissioner, which (a) 
has certified to the Commissioner, as a condition 
of obtaining the insurance of a mortgage, that 
upon completion of the property or project covered 
by such mortgage it intends to sell such property 
or project to a non-profit corporation or non- 
profit trust, and (b) shall be requlated or 
restricted by the Commissioner as to rents, charges, 
capital structure, rate of return, and methods of 
operation during any period while it holds the 
mortgaged property or project. Authorizes the 
Commissioner to increase the amount of limitations 
prescribed for cooperative housing insurance 
eligibility by $1,000 per room in any geographical 
area where he finds the cost levels so require. 
Provides that the aggregate amount of principal 
obligations of all mortgages which may be insured 
and outstanding at any one time under the National 
Housing Act shall not exceed the sum of (a) the 
outstanding principal balances, as of July 1, 1956 
(now 1955), of all insured mortgages, (b) the 
principal amount of all outstanding commitments 
to insure on that date, and (c) $3,000,000, 000 
(now $4,000,000,000), except that with the approval 
of the President such aggregate amount may be 
increased by not to exceed $500, 000,000, 

Makes the following changes with respect to 
relocation housing insurance. Increases the amount 
of the principal obligation which may be insured to 
$9,000 (now $7,600) with provision for the Commis- 
sioner to increase the same to $10,000 (now $8,600) 
in any geographical area where he finds the cost 
levels so require, Eliminates the requirement that 
the mortgage not exceed 95 percent of the appraised 
value of a property upon which there is located a 
dwelling designed principally for single-family 
residence, Substitutes the requirement that the 
mortgagor has paid on account of the property $200 
in cash or its equivalent (now 5 percent of the 
Commissioner's estimate of the cost of acquisition). 
Increases the period for complete amortization from 
30 to 40 years, 
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Elderly persons housing program - Provides that 
the Housing and Home Finance Administrator may make 
loans to private, non-profit corporations in order 
to assist corporations in providing housing and 
related facilities for elderly families and persons 
when (1) the corporation shows that it is unable to 
secure the funds from other sources on equally favor- 
able terms and (2) the Administrator finds that the 
construction will be undertaken in an economical 
manner, Provides that a loan to a corporation (1) 
may be in an amount not exceeding the total develop- 
ment cost; (2) shall be secured in such manner and 
be repaid within such period, not exceeding 50 years 
as may be determined by the Administrator; and (3) 
shall bear interest at not mre than 3-1/2 percent, 

Permits the Administrator to issue and have 
outstanding at any one time notes and obligations 
for purchase by the Secretary of the Treasury in an 
amount not to exceed $250,000,000 in order to obtain 
funds for such loans; limits the amount outstand- 
ing at any one time for related facilities to $50,- 
000,000, Requires the Administrator to (1) prepare 
annually and submit a budget program; and (2) main- 
tain an integral set of accounts, Provides that 
the Administrator may (1) prescribe such rules and 
regulations as may be necessary, (2) sue and be 
sued, etc, Prohibits the use of housing constructed 
with loans under this section for transient or hotel 
purposes while such loan is outstanding, Defines 
certain terms, such as “elderly families" to mean 
families the head of which is 65 years of age or 
over, and "elderly persons" to mean persons who are 
65 years of age or over, etc, 

Extends the program for low-rent housing by 
providing that the Federal Housing Authority may 
enter into new contracts for loans and annual con- 
tributions after July 31, 1956, for not more than 
10,000 additional dwelling units which amount shall 
be increased by 10,000 additional dwelling units on 
July 1, 1957 and on July 1, 1958, 

Offers down-payment assistance by providing 
that with respect to a mortgage executed by a 
mortgagor who is sixty years of age or older as of 
the date the mortgage is endorsed for insurance, the 
mortgagor's down-payment may be paid by an individual 
other than the mortgagor under such terms and con- 
ditions as the Commissioner may prescribe, 

Decreases from 3 percent to 2 percent of the 
unpaid principal amount of mortgages involved in 
purchases between the seller and the Federal National 
Mortgage Association, Provides that advance commit- 
ments to purchase mortgages in secondary market 
operations shall be issued at prices which are 
sufficient to facilitate advance planning of home 
construction, but which are sufficiently below the 
price then offered by the Association for immediate 
purchase to prevent excessive sales to the Associa- 
tion pursuant to such commitments, Increases to 
$400, 000,000 (now $200,000,000) the total amount of 
commitments to be outstanding at one time for 
secondary market operations, 

Authorizes under the slum clearance and urban 
renewal provisions, payments to individuals, families, 
and business concerns for their reasonable and 
necessary moving expenses and other losses of prop- 
erty except goodwill up to $500 in the case of an 
individual or family and $5,000 in the case of a 
business concern, 

Authorizes the Administrator to extend financial 
assistance for an urban renewal project with respect 
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to an urban area in need of rehabilitation as a 
result of flood, fire, hurricane, earthquake, 
storm, or other catastrophe, which the President 
has determined to be a major disaster, without 
regard to certain conditions otherwise a pre- 
requisite to Federal aid, 

Increases to $10,000,000 (now $5,000,000) the 
amount authorized for urban planning, Includes 
educational institutions within the definition of 
public agencies to be eligible for Federal advances 
in connection with the program for a reserve of 
planned public works.

Federal Employees' Loyalty Act of 1956 - Creates 
a 3-member Loyalty Review Board to be appointed by 
the President with the advice and consent of the 
Senate for a 6-year term, except with respect to 
initial appointees, and to be compensated at an annual 
rate equal to that received by the assistant secre- 
taries of the executive departments, the Chairman of 
the Board to receive $1,000 a year in excess of that 
received by the other two Board members. Authorizes 
the Board to appoint such investigators, attorneys, 
and other employees and to make such expenditures 
necessary to carry out its functions. Directs the 
Board to establish such number of subordinate boards 
as it may deem necessary to carry out the functions 
hereinafter described. 

Directs an investigation of certain employees 
and all applicants to determine whether there is a 
reasonable doubt of loyalty to the United States of 
any such employee or applicant. Requires the Civil 
Service Commission to conduct preliminary investiga- 
tions of (1) all employees appointed prior to investi- 
gation, and (2) all applicants. Provides that when- 
ever any information is developed in any such investi- 
gation indicating that an employee or applicant is of 
questionable loyalty to the United States, the Com- 
mission shall terminate its investigation immediately 
and furnish such information to the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, upon the happening of which the 
employee shall be suspended, Permits the Commission, 
whenever during the course of such investigation 
derogatory information regarding the qualifications 
or conduct of the employee or applicant, other than 
with respect to his loyalty, is developed, to cause 
the removal of such employee or prevent the appoint- 
ment of such applicant. Provides that a department 
head may suspend an employee when he determines that 
there is a reasonable doubt as to his loyalty and 
refer the case to the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
for investigation and to the Board for adjudication. 
Authorizes the President to cause full field loyalty 
investigations when he deems it to be in the national 
interest. Provides that the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation shall transmit immediately upon comple- 
tion of each full field loyalty investigation a full 
report to the Board. Provides for payment for the 
period of suspension to employees restored to their 
positions where no reasonable doubt of loyalty was 
discovered. 

Stipulates procedure for adjudication of loyalty 
by the Board. Provides for judicial review where 
there is an adverse finding by the Board upon the 
filing of a complaint by the employee in question. 

Defines activities which the Board shall use as 
a basis for removal of employees from employment or 
prevention of attaining employment. Requires the 
Board to make an annual report outlining its work 


during the preceding year, together with any recom- 
mendations it may deem advisable with respect to 

its activities. Provides for the finger printing of 
employees not heretofore fingerprinted, Prohibits 
persons herein defined as disloyal from accepting 

or holding any Government office or position and pro- 
vides penalties for violation of the same,

Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
permit the construction of a bridge and road across 
Chincoteague National Wildlife Refuge.

(Judiciary). 


Permits private parties who bring suits under 
the antitrust laws to recover from the defendant 
the cost of the suit and reasonable attorney's fees 
(amending U. S. C. 15:26], 


H, R, 11846, Mr. Roosevelt; June 19, 1956 
(Judiciary). 


Makes illegal under the antitrust laws any type 
of conduct which may prevent a lessee or purchaser 
from using or dealing in goods of a competitor or 
operates against his freedom of choice in using or 
dealing in such goods [amending U. S. C. 15:14], 

H. R, 11847, Mr. Sikes; June 19, 1956 (Judiciary). 

Provides that the established law of the United 
States shall be revised or changed only by legisla- 
tive enactments or by constitutional amendments, 
Provides that the courts of the United States and the 
courts of the several States shall not be bound by 
any decision of the Supreme Court of the United 
States which conflicts with the legal principle of 
adhering to prior decisions and which is clearly 
based upon considerations other than legal.

to the benefit to, public property [amending U. S. C. 
426e-426h]. 


H, R, 11862, Mr. Broyhill; June 20, 1956 (District 
of Columbia). 

Increases to 6 percent (now 5 percent) the deduc- 
tion from monthly salary of each officer and member of 
the Metropolitan Police force, the Fire Department of 
the District of Columbia, the United States Park 
Police force, and the White House Police force for 
deposit in the policemen's and firemen's relief fund 
for the District of Columbia, Provides that in case 
of separation of any one of the aforementioned, refund 
of deductions made from salary for the fund shall be 
refunded in full without any charge being made in 
connection with such refund, 

Provides for payment to any such individual who 
becomes permanently disabled through injury received 
or disease contracted in the line of duty so as to 
incapacitate him for the performance of duty in an 
amount equal to 50 percent per year of his salary 
at the date of retirement for such disability increased 
by an amount equal to 2 percent per year of such 
salary multiplied by the number of years of service 
in excess of 25 years, but not to exceed an additional 
5 years of service. Permits retirement at 60 percent 
per year of his salary at the time of retirement upon 
such individual's attaining age 60. Provides for 
payment to the widow of any member or retired member 
of such service an amount equal to 40 percent per 
year of the salary of such officer or member at the 
time of his death or of his salary at the time of 
retirement as the case may be, and an amount equal to 
10 percent of the same for each child under age 18, 
except that the amount shall be equal to 20 percent 
in the case of orphans, Denies any awards to widows 
or children resulting from a marriage contract sub- 
sequent to retirement date, Limits amount of payments 
to the widow or children, or both, to not to exceed 
in any one year the annual salary of the officer or 
member at the time of his death, or the time of retire- 
ment as the case may be. 

Provides for retirement of the above mentioned, 
including United States Secret Service members who 
have served twenty five years in the service of the 
Government and the duties of whom are directly related 
to the protection of the President, at age 55 and 
after 25 or more years service, if he so elects, at 
a retirement compensation in an amount equal to SO per- 
cent per year of his salary at the date of retirement 
increased by an amount equal to 2 percent per annum 
of such salary multiplied by each year of service 
in excess of 25, but not to exceed an additional 5 
years of service. 

Provides an increase in survivors' awards by 
including in the salary on which the award is based 
increases in salary heretofore or hereafter granted 
by law to which such officer or member would have 
been entitled if he were in active service at the 
time of such increase in salary as follows: (1) in 
case of the widow, equal to 40 percent of such in- 
crease in salary, (2) in the case of a child, one of 
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whose parents is dead, equal to 10 percent of such 
increase in salary, and (3) in the case of an orphan, 
equal to 20 percent of such increase in salary.

H. R. 11870. Mr. McCarthy; June 20, 1956 (Ways and 
Means). 


Permits the free importation of certain religious 
articles by additional organizations where imported 
in good faith for the use of, without charge to, any 
such organization, 


H, R. 11871. Mr. Murray of Tennessee (by request); 
June 20, 1956 (Post Office and Civil 
Service). 


Provides a uniform pay system for overtime and 
holiday work for certain employees engaged in inspec- 
tional service in (a) the Agricultural Research Serv- 
ice, (b) Federal Communications Commission, (c) the 
Public Health Service, (d) Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion Service, (e) United States Coast Guard, and (f) 
Bureau of Customs. 

Defines overtime work as approved work in excess 
of the scheduled basic hours on a scheduled workday 
within the basic workweek, or on a day outside the 
basic workweek, or in excess of forty hours during 
an administrative workweek, or on a holiday reqard- 
less of whether it is within the basic workweek. 
Provides that with respect to employees whose basic 
compensation is at a rate which does not exceed the 
maximum scheduled rate of basic compensation provided 
for grade GS 11 the following rates shall apply: (1) 
the hourly rate of compensation for overtime work on 
a day other than Sunday or a holiday or the employee's 
day off in lieu of Sunday shall be one and one-half 
times the hourly rate of basic compensation of such. 
employee; (2) the hourly rate of compensation for 
overtime work on a Sunday or on such other day of the 
week as is established administratively as the 
employee's day off in lieu of Sunday shall be twice 
the hourly rate of basic compensation; and (3) the 
hourly rate of compensation for work on a holiday 
designated by Federal statute or Executive order, 
in addition to any basic pay for that day, shall be 
twice the hourly rate of basic compensation. Directs 
that with respect to employees whose grade is higher 
than GS 11 the premium hourly rate of compensation 
shall be the appropriate premium rate provided for 
employees paid at that maximum scheduled rate of 
basic compensation. Authorizes payment for "call- 
back time" whenever an employee is required to return 
to his place of employment or to duty at another 
location (1) for unscheduled overtime duty, or (2) 
for any duty on a holiday, and requires that he be 
paid for at least three hours of duty, regardless 
of whether he performs any actual work, waiting time 
included, 

Provides for the fixing and collection of fees 
for special inspection services. 
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H, R, 11872, Mr. Simpson of Pennsylvania; June 20, 
1956 (Ways and Means), 


Amends the Internal Revenue Code of 1954 by 
including within the provisions of Section 270) 
thereof relating to specially treated deductions, 
the depreciation allowable under Section 167(b) (1) 
which is the so-called straight line method re 
depreciation deduction [amending U, S, C, 26:270(b)]. 


H, R, 11873, Mr. Thompson of Texas; June 20, 1956 
(Agriculture). 


Amends the Watershed Protection and Flood Pre- 
vention Act by reducing to 15 days (now 45) the 
period for submission of plan and justification 
before installations are commenced [amending U. S. C. 
16: 1005]. 


H. R, 11874, Mr. Thompson of Louisiana; June 20, 
1956 (Public Works). 


Authorizes a comprehensive project to provide 
for control and progressive eradication of the salt- 
marsh and other injurious mosquitoes in the coastal 
area of Louisiana, particularly between the Calcasieu 
and Mermentau Rivers, in the interest of the health 
of humans and animals, including continued research 
for the development of the most effective and economic 
control measures and investigation of the relation- 
ship of the mosquito infestation to works constructed 
by the Corps of Engineers for flood control and 
navigation, Provides for $250,000 annually for a 
period of three years for such project.

Directs that United States Marshals charge fees 
and expenses in accordance with rates and regulations 
to be prescribed by the Attorney General. Requires 
such rates to be based on periodic studies of operat- 
ing costs of such service and provides that the 
estimated proceeds shall not exceed that portion of 
such costs properly chargeable to private litigants

than $1,200, the partner may, at his option, deem such 
distributive share of the gross income of the partner- 
ship to be his distributive share of income described 
in section 702(a)(9) of the Internal Revenue Code of 
1954 derived from the partnership, and may use such 
figure in computing his net earnings from self-employ- 
ment. If the partner's distributive share of the 
gross income of a farm partnership, computed as pvro- 
vided in the preceding sentence, is more than $1,200, 
and his distributive share, whether or not distributed, 
of income described in section 702(a)(9) of such code 
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derived from such farm partnership computed under 
section 21l(a) of the act without regard to the 
optional method provided in that section for comput- 
ing net earnings from self-employment is less than 
$1,200, the distributive share of income described 
in section 702(a)(9) of such code derived from such 
farm partnership may, at his option, be deemed to 
be $1,200 for purposes of computing his net earnings 
from self-employment, 

The bill further amends section 21l(a) of the 
act to provide, for purposes of computing net earn- 
ings from self-employment under the optional method, 
that in any case in which the income is computed 
under an accrual method, the term "gross income" 
means gross income from the trade or business carried 
on by the individual or by the partnership, adjusted 
in accordance with the provisions of pars. (1) 
through (7) of section 2ll(a) of the act. The amend- 
ment further provides that for purposes of deter- 
mining whether an individual including a member of 
a partnership has gross income from farming opera- 
tions of not more than $1,200 or has gross income 
from such operations of $1,200 or more, such individ- 
ual shall aggregate his gross income derived from all 
farming activities carried on by him as a sole pro- 
prietor any payment which he receives from a farm 
partnership of which he is a member and which is a 
guaranteed payment within the meaning of section 707 
(e) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1954, and his 
distributive share of the gross income of each farm 
partnership of which he is a member, computed in 
accordance with the provisions of section 2ll(a) of 
the act as amended by section 105(a) of the bill. 

These provisions apply with respect to taxable 
years ending after 1956.

smallest number of establishments which will produce 
an adequate and uninterrupted supply of narcotic 
drugs derived from such basic class of narcotic 
drugs for medical and scientific purposes; (2) com- 
pliance with the obligations undertaken by the United 
States pursuant to the 1931 Convention and the 1948 
Protocol; and (3) promotion of technical advances in 
the art of manufacturing narcotic drugs and the 
development of new narcotic products. 

Other provisions of the Act concern the revocation 
or suspension of licenses; authority to seize narcotic 
drugs, order forms and tax stamps; fixing of manu- 
facturing quotas for basic classes of narcotic drugs; 
procedure for licensing and judicial review thereof; and

A violation of the Act shall be deemed a felony, 
and the penalty therefor shall be a fine of not more 
than $10,000 or imprisonment for not more than 5 
years, or both,

Overseas Health and Medical Services Act of

official duty stations outside the United States, 
Grants immunization services to overseas employees 
and their dependents, Further provides that the 
head of the agency may, where in his judgment the 
local medical facilities at an overseas post are 
unsuitable for the hospitalization of an employee or 
dependent for an illness or injury or for obstetrical 





purposes, provide or pay for travel of the overseas 
employee or dependent to the nearest locality where

The agency head may also 
provide necessary out-patient care for illness and 
injuries, including prenatal and postnatal care, for 
such employees and their dependents, Declares that 
the head of the agency may provide necessary in- 
patient hospital care or comparable treatment for 
illnesses or injuries, or for obstetrical purposes, 
for overseas employees and their dependents, and 
grants such head the power to establish medical facil- 
ities. Effective 60 days after enactment. Author- 
izes necessary appropriations, Makes appropriate 
technical amendments.

Foreign Areas Allowances Act - Consolidates and 
revises certain provisions of law relating to addi- 
tional compensation of civilian employees of the 
Federal Government stationed in foreign areas and 
facilitates recruitment, reduces turnover, and com- 
pensates for extra costs and hardships due to over- 
seas assignments, Permits cost of living allowances 
to be paid (1) to offset the difference between the 
cost of living at a foreign post and in Washington, 
D. C.; (2) for extraordinary, necessary and reason- 
able transfer expenses; (3) for dangerous, unhealth- 
ful, or excessive adverse living conditions; and (4) 
education expenses in providing adequate education 
for dependents, Provides provisions making allowances 
for the cost of packing and unpacking, transportation, 
and storage of household and personal effects of an

Provides for the payment of transportation of 
motor vehicles for employees overseas and broadens 
the annual and sick leave benefits of such employees.

the claimant at the time of such loss, damage, or 
destruction, (2) losses resulting from the removal 
of industrial or other capital equipment in Germany 
owned directly or indirectly by the claimant on 
May 8, 1945, and removed for the purpose of repara- 
tions including losses from any destruction of prop- 
erty in connection with such removal, etc. 

Sets out certain classes of property for which 
no awards shall be made such as money, bullion, in- 
tangible property, etc. .Restricts claimants to nation- 
als of the United States and in the case of corpora- 
tions, partnerships, etc., to those incorporated or 
organized under the laws of the United States or 
of any State, and with respect to which, at all times 
between the date of such loss, damage, destruction 
or removal and the date of presentation of its claim, 
at least 50 percent of the outstanding capital stock 
or other proprietary interest in such entity was 
beneficially owned, directly or indirectly by natural 
persons who could qualify as such imlividual claim- 
ants. 

Provides that within 60 days after enactment 
or of legislation making appropriations to the Com- 
mission for payment of administrative expenses, which- 
ever date is later, the Commission shall give public 
notice by publication in the Federal Register at the 
time when, and the limit of time within which claims 
may be filed, which limit shall be 18 months after 
such publication. Limits awards to $10,000. Author- 
izes necessary appropriations, 

Limits fees of attorneys and agents to 10 percent 
of the total amount paid on account of such claim 
except the Commission may permit fees in excess of 
such maximum in cases of unusual hardship.

Section 5 amends section 182 of the Atomic 
Energy Act of 1954 to require applications and state- 
ments in connection with licenses to be in writing 
and signed by the applicant or licensee, The appli- 
cations for, and statements made in connection with, 
sections 103 and 104 are required to be made under 
oath or affirmation, The Commission is authorized 
to require any other application and statement to 
be made under oath or affirmation. However, this 
authority is not required to be used in all instances. 

Section 6 amends the enforcement chapter of the 
Atomic Energy Act of 1954 to provide two new criminal 
sections: Section 229 - Trespass Upon Commission 
Installations; and Section 230 - Photographing of 
Commission Installations, Under section 229, the 
Commission is given specific authority to issue regu- 
lations relating to the entry upon or carrying, 
transporting, or introducing any dangerous weapon or 
material into or upon any facility or installation 
subject to the administration, jurisdiction or in 
the custody of the Commission. Such property can be 
both property in which the title is in the United 
States or property which is leased by the United 
States for use of the Commission. It does not extend 
to contractor-owned property. The regulations are 
required to be posted conspicuously at the site in- 
volved. Violation of the regulations on open range- 
land can be punishable by a fine of not more than 
$1,000, Violation of an enclosed property can be 
subject to a fine of $5,000 or imprisonment of not 
more than 1 year. 

Section 230, with respect to the photographing 
of plants, is a prohibition against photographing 
installations while on property subject to the control 
of the Commission, and those which the President has 
found in the interest of the common defense should 
not be photographed for general distribution. In 
order to obtain any such photograph, the Commission 
must first give its assent and the picture must be 
submitted to the Commission immediately for inspec- 
tion. In addition, it is forbidden to use any air- 
craft to take a picture of any such installation. 

Section 7 makes conforming changes for section 

Section 8 gives jurisdiction of all Los Alamos 
land to the Commission. Previously jurisdiction over 
this land has been split between the Commission and 
the Departments of the Interior and Agriculture. 

Section 9 transfers jurisdiction of the Weldon 
Springs site to the Atomic Energy Commission from 
the Department of the Army. It retains a right to 
have the land returned to the Army if the Commission 
no longer needs the land for its purposes, 
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Section 10 retrocedes the exclusive jurisdic- 
tion at the Paducah site to the State of Kentucky, 

Sections 11 and 12 make perfecting amendments 
to sections 101 and 103 of the Atomic Energy Act of 
1954, by adding "use" as one of the activities for 
which facilities license is required.

Directs the Secretary of the Navy or his 
designee to convey, without consideration, to the 
State of Texas a certain tract of land, avigation, 
and sewer easements located in Tarrant and Wise 
counties, situated about 20 miles northwest of the 
city of Fort Worth, Texas, 


H, R, 12233. Mr. Bray; July 13, 1956 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 


Directs the Secretary of the Interior to quit- 
claim all interests of the United States in and to 
certain lands located in Indiana to the State of 
Indiana and to the Board of trustees for the Vincennes 
University, Vicennes, Indiana.

Authorizes the Council to comment upon applica- 
tions for special projects and authorizes the Secre 
tary to utilize the services of Council members.

(1) for fiscal year 1957, 
$5 million; (2) fiscal year 1958, $7,500,000; and (3) 
fiscal year 1959, $10 million, and for each of the 
following 4 fiscal years such sums as the Congress 
may determine, 

Permits the sums appropriated to be used to 
make grants to States having approved State plans to 
assist them to establish, strengthen and improve pro- 
grams for the diminution, control and treatment of 
juvenile delinquency by determining the most urgent 
needs of States and localities, developing a plan 
of priorities to meet those needs, for coordinating 
the execution of those plans, to provide demonstra- 
tions of improved services for the location, treatment 
and aftercare of delinquent youth, and for conducting 
research and investigations for assessing the causes 
and extent of juvenile delinquency and the effective- 
ness of existing juvenile delinquency programs, and 
for developing improved methods for the diminution, 
controi and treatment of juvenile delinquency. 

Provides that allotments to each State are to 
be made on the basis of the ratio its child popula- 
tion bears to the total child population of all the 
States, Permits each State to receive a minimum 
allotment of $50,000.

Gives the Secretary authority to reallot, from 
time to time, such part of the initial allotment to 
a State as the Secretary determines will not be need- 
ed by that State, 

Authorizes the appropriation for the fiscal year 
1957 of the sum of $5 million for the purpose of 
making grants for the training of personnel employed 
or preparing for employment in programs for the 
diminution, control and treatment of juvenile delin- 
quency. 

Provides that such sums appropriated are to be

Provides that the sums appropriated under this 
title are to be available for grants to States and 
to public and private non-profit institutions of 
higher learning or research for special projects which 
hold promise of making a substantial contribution 
to strengthening or improving programs for the 
diminution, control, or treatment of juvenile 
delinquency. 

Permits payments under this title to be made 
by the Secretary either in advance or by way of re- 
imbursement, 

Authorizes the Secretary to make and disseminate 
the results of studies, investigations, demonstra- 
tions, and reports promoting the strengthening of 
programs for the diminution, control and treatment
